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OUR RETROSPECT FOR 1880. 


EUROPEAN AND GENERAL 

POLITICAL. 

The seventh and last Session of the Parliament, elected six years ago, was opened by the 
Queen m person on 5th February 1880. The address to the Lords and Commons was read 
by the Lord Chancellor. The opening paragraphs were devoted to foreign affairs, and 
contained the assurance that Her Majesty was on cordial terms with all the other Powers 
of the Earth. Allusion was made to the Berlin Treaty, matters in connection with Turkey, 
Afghanistan, and Zululand. The remainder of the speech had reference to the distress m 
Ireland, to Legislation in connection with the English land system, to a reform in the 
Bankruptcy Bill, and the Criminal Court Bill and other matters. In the House of Lords, 
the address, brought forward by Lord Onslow and seconded by Lord Rosse, was voted with- 
out amendment. In the House of Commons, the mover and seconder were Col. Drummond 
Moray and Mr J P Corry. In both Houses the discussion chiefly centred round Ireland 
and India. Lord Beaconsfield denounced the supporters of Home Rule as enemies of 
their Sovereign and country ; the Duke of Argyll attacked Lord Lytton with extraordinary 
bitterness, and Lord Cianbrook defended him with much warmth and vigour. The opening 
of Parliament was preceded by several important speeches delivered from popular platforms 
The report of the address on the Queen’s speech was agreed to in the House of Commons 
by a majority of 128 votes to 12 Nothing of any political importance was transacted 
during that session and on the 21th March, a Royal Proclamation dissolving Parliament 
was issued. It expressed thanks for the suppoi t accorded to the policy of Government, 
the whole object of which had been to defend the Empn o and seem e peace It stated that the 
foreign relations of the country were fnendly, and favorable to the maintenance of tianqm- 
lity in Europe, and concluded by hoping for a speedy settlement of Afghanistan This 
was the ninth Parliament of Queen Victoria’s reign, the dissolution of the atli having taken 
place m January 1874 The late Parliament tlieiefoie existed for moie than six yeais. 

Ifc was scarcely anticipated when the late (ninth) Parliament of Her Majesty’s reign, 
was convoked for its seventh Session, on the 5tli February, that the political changes, 
which have subsequently transpired, would have taken place so shortly afterwards. Tho 
Queen’s speech, as we have said, was most re-assurmg The debate on the address did 
not, in either House, turn chiefly on tho Legislative programme. The question of 
“ Home Rule” was discussed with some bitterness. The Home Rulers objecting to the 
proposed relief measures as altogether inadequate and demanding reforms in land 
tenure as “ essential to the peace and prosperity of Ireland.” Mr, Fawcett raised an 
important point as to the Afghan War being avowedly an Imperial enterprise, and urged 
that the cost of tho renewed hostilities ought to be borno in part at least, by England. 
But his motion was withdrawn from consideration on the assurance of Sir Stafford 
Northcote, that Parliament would have an opportunity of expressing an opinion on the 
subject before the Budget votes wero taken. The Irish Relief Bill was introduced on the 
second day of tho Session, and was read a third time on the 23rd February, it proposed 
to grant loans to landowners and to sanitary authorities on liberal terms for improve- 
ment works ; to sanction similar works adopted by baronial presentment Sessions ; and 
to allow the relaxation of the Poor Law rules with respect to out-door lelief. The Irish 
members laboured to show that the proposals of the Government were niggardly and 
inadequate. The Bill was read a second time without a division, but on going into com- 
mittee Mr. Synan moved that the advances to he made should he drawn from Imperial 
sources, and not from the Church Surplus, receiving the support of 31 members against 
126. Other amendments, proposing that Boards of Guardians should be allowed to give 
relief in money, to employ labour on tenant’s holdings, and to take up loans for improve- 
ment works, were rejected. Mr. Bigger brought up a new clause on the report, suspend- 
ing ejectment proceedings in the scheduled districts, for which only four members voted. 
In the House of Lords the probable working of the Bill with respect to the expenditure 
by baronial sessions and the administration of out-door relief was criticized on both sides; 
but the measure passed through all its stages without serious opposition and received the 
Royal assent on the 15th of March. As to the Bankruptcy Bill, it was brought forward 
in the Lower House, by Sir John Holkar, it was referred to a Select Committee, of which 
the proceedings were Hummarily cut short by the dissolution. A similar reference was 
made in the case of the Criminal Code Bill, and came m like manner to nothing A Bill 
to continue the Parliamentary Elections and Corrupt Practices Acts became law with 
certain amendments. A number of other Bills, which were referred to Select Committees 
came to nothing. The estimates for the year, m respect of the votes for the Army and 
Navy, showed but little variation from the standard of former years. Tho largo supple- 
mentary Civil Service estimates for 1879 and ’80 were strongly challenged on the ground 
that they shewed, too great an increase under this head of expenditure, and an megu- 
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laxity in its apportionment. The Government argued, that the increase was due to the 
development of popular education and the relief of local rates by Imperial grants, and 
that supplementary estimates were not only convenient, but in some degree necessary. 
A Bill revising the probate duties, incorporated after the Budget in the Customs and 
Inland Revenue Bill, by which an additional £700,000 was to be raised, may be consi- 
dered as, m fact, a part of Sir Stafford Northcote’s financial scheme. The Budget, though 
not encouraging, had, at least, the merit of simplicity The deficit for 1879-80, due m 
part to the unexpected South African charges, and m part to the decline in the revenue, 
was ascertained to be £J,3 10,000. For 1880-81 Sir Stafford Northcote suggested neither 
removal of nor addition to taxation The revenue he estimated at £82, 260,000, including 
the new probate duties, and the expenditure at £82,075,000, including an additional yearly 
charge of £800,000, necessitated by the creation of teiminable annuities to clear off six 
millions out of eight of the floating debt, to winch also the “ new sinking fund” was 
sacrificed. The estimated surplus was, therefore, £184,000 The Budget was not laid 
befoie the House until some days after the announcement of the impending dissolution, 
and though condemned on general grounds by Mr Gladstone it excited comparatively 
little interest On the 12th Maich, when the Budged resolutions were reported, Mr. 
Fawcett brought forward his motion claiming a contribution from the Imperial Ex- 
chequer towards the Afghan War expenses, and lie received Mr. Gladstone’s support. 
Mr Stanhope, however, i dying upon the prosperous financial statement of Sir John 
Strachey, denied the necessity for such a grant. On this point a dispute subsequently 
arose when it was found that the Anglo-Indian financiers had grossly blundered. It was 
asserted that at the time when Mi Stanhope spoke the India Office ought at least to 
have Buspected that matters were not altogether satisfactory. On the 8th March, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer made the unexpected announcement that the Budget would 
be introduced before Easter, and that immediately after the conclusion of the necessary 
and formal business, Parliament would be dissolved on the appointed day however 
(March 24th) Parliament was prorogued, and was dissolved the same evening by a Royal 
Proclamation, making the Writs for the New Parliament returnable on the 29th April. 
The ninth Parliament of Queen Vicfcona’s reign was the only one, for a whole generation, 
in which the Conservative party had a great majority. It is needless for us, especially 
within our limited space, to attempt to sketch, m any form whatever, the progress of 
events during the General Elections, which preceded the formation of the Gladstoman 
Pailiament. The details of tins political crisis, are, we feel assured, familiar to the 
minds of most of our readers. The sudden change in the political atmosphere was 
certainly not anticipated as quickly ns it came on ; and, in a comparatively brief period, 
the aspect of political affairs m England, was changed, and a new Parliament assembled. 

The tenth Parliament of Queen Victoria’s reign was summoned to meet at 2 o’clock on 
the 29th April ; and there was, as might have been expected, a good deal of political 
excitement on the occasion. The formal change of Ministry was completed on the 27th 
April when Her Majesty held two Councils at Windsor Castle to receive the seals of 
office from the retiring Ministers, and to deliver them to their successors. At the second 
Council, Her Majesty delivered the seals of tlieir respective offices to Mr. Gladstone, Lord 
Selbome, the Duke of Argyll, Earl Granville, the Earl of Kimberley, the Marquis of 
Harlington, Mr. Childers, and Mr Biigtt. The following is a list of the new Ministry : — 
First Lord of the Treasury and Chancellor of the Exchequer, Right Hon. W E. Glad- 
stone ; Lord Chancellor ; Lord Selborne ; Lord President of the Council, Eail Spencer ; Lord 
Pnvy Seal, Duke of Argyll ; Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs ; Earl Granville ; Secre- 
tary of State for India, Marquis of Hartmgton, Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, Sir W Harcourt ; Secretary of State for the Colonies ; Earl of Kimberley ; Secretary 
of State for War, Right Hon Hugh C. E. Childers , First Lord of the Admiralty, Earl of 
Northbrook; Chief Secretary for Ireland, Right Hon W E. Forster ; Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster ; Right Hon. John Bright , President of the Local Government Board, 
Mr. Dodson ; President of the Board of Trade, Mr Chamberlain. (The above form the 
Cabinet, whicJti is now complete, with fourteen members.) Lord Chamberlain, Earl 
Kenmare ; Lord High Steward, Earl Sydney ; Master of the Horse, The Duke of West- 
minster ; Master of the Buckhounds, Earl of Cork ; First Commissioner of Works, Right 
Hon. W. P. Adam ; Postmaster-General, Mr. Fawcett ; Vice-President of the Council, 
Mr. Mundclla ; Secretary to the Admiralty, Mr. G. Shaw Lefevere ; Under-Secretary 
for India, The MarquiH of Lansdownc ; Under-Secretary for War, Earl of Morley ; 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, Sir Charles Dilke, Under-Secretary for the Colonies, 
Mr. Grant Duff, Civil Lord of the Admiralty, Mr T. Brassey ; Financial Secretary to the 
War Office, Mr Campbell Banner man ; Financial Secretary to the Treasury, Lord F. 
Cavendish, Patronage Secretary to the Treasury, Lord R. Grosvenor: Junior Lord of the 
Treasury, Sir A. H Rayter ; Controller of the Household, Lord Kensington ; Attorney- 
General, Sir Henry James, Lord Advocate for Scotland, Mr J. M’Laren ; Solicitor-General 
for Scotland, Mr. Balfour , Gov rnor-General of India, Marquis of Ripon : Chairman of 
Ways and Means, Dr. Lyon Playfair. 

On the assembling of the House, Her Majesty, by a Royal Commission, gave her appro- 
val to the choice made by the Commons for Mr. Biand as tlieir speaker. An incident in the 
( administering of the usual oath has been commented upon. We refer to the case of Mr. 
I Bradlaugh. This Member on coming to the table, handed a paper to the Chief Clerk, 
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who informed tHe speaker that the Member for Northampton claimed to make an affirma- 
tion instead of taking an oath in the manner provided by the Evidence Amendment Acts 
of 1869 and 1870 . The speaker asked Mr. Bradlaugh whether he desired to make any 
statement. The latter replied tnat the Parliamentary Oaths Bill gave a right to every 
person to make an affirmation in the House who was entitled to affirm elsewhere, and he 
was one of those persons. He had repeatedly been admitted to affirm m Courts of Justice 
under the Evidence Acts, and he was ready now to make an affirmation. The case of 
Mr. Bradlaugh was the subject of much discussion for some time, but he was eventually 
allowed to take his seat as a Member for Northampton. As regards the selection of the 
Cabinet Ministers, the majority of the English Press, appear to have been unanimous, in 
the opinion, that the Ministry was very stiong, and conesponded in most instances with 
public expectation, no objection being possibly laised to the distribution of offices. 

<A. heated debate took place on the question whether the oath should be administered 
to Mr. Bradlaugh, and it was finally agreed that this point should be referred to a select 
Committee, upon the nomination of which further discussion arose. Five sittings of the 
House were occupied over this conti oversy, which only ended on .‘list May. On the 16th 
June, the second Committee repotted that Mr Bradlaugh could not take the oath, but 
expressed an opinion that he should be allowed to affirm, in spite of the report of the 
previous Committee, in order that a judicial decision might he uinved at On the 21st 
June, Mr Labouchcic proposed that Mr. Bradlaugh should be allowed to make an affir- 
mation ; but an amendment, declaring that, in view of the rejioits of the two Committees, 
Mr Bradlaugh should not he permitted to take the oath or to affirm, was carried by a 
majonty of 275 to 2.10. Mr. Bradlaugh appeared the next day offering to take the oath. 
He was heard at the bar m suppoit of his cLaim, but, the house shewing no inclination to 
recede from its position, the speaker ordered Mr. Bradlaugh to withdraw which the latter 
lefusedtodo. The oidei to withdraw was reaffirmed by a vote of the house, and Jtfr 
Bradlaugh persisting, was removed under arrest. The following day, Sir Stafford 
Northcote, proposed the release of the prisoner, as the house had sufficiently vindicated 
its authority. On the 1st July, Mr Gladstone proposed that the resolution of the 22nd 
June should be m part rescinded, and that Mr. Bradlaugh bhould be allowed to affirm, 
“ subject to any liability by statute ” This resolution was opposed by the conservatives 
and by the majority of the home rulers ; but was carried by 303 votes to 249, and next 
day Mr. Bradlaugh, having made affirmation m the prescribed form, was permitted to 
take his seat. The Bunals Bill was brought forward in the Upper House by the Lord 
Chancellor, and was founded not only upon the frequent resolutions of the Lower House 
that Non-Conformist services should lie permitted m churchyards, but upon Lord 
Harrowby’s successful motion to the same effect m the ITouso of Lords, three j cars ago. 
The rejection of the measure was moved, on the second reading, by the Bishop of 
Lincoln, but the amendment was defeated by 126 votes to 201. The Aichbishops of 
Canterbury apd York, the Bishop of London and Lord Derby supported the Government. 
In Committee amendments were introduced tending to limit the operation of the bill to 
places in which no separate provision was made for the burial of Dissenters, but the 
clause directing the cleigy of the establishment to make alterations m the Church service 
at the request of the Chief mourners, though sharply criticized by Lord Cairns, was left 
unchanged. The bill was read a third tune, without a division ; the Bishop of Peter- 
borough, while forcibly stating his objection to portions of it, counselled “ loyal sub- 
mission” on the part of the cleigy, and Lord Beaconsfield, though censuring it as unjust 
and unwise, doclaiod that further opposition would be useless. The Bill was sent down 
to the House of Commons on tho 24th of June, but, owing to events elsewhere explained, 
it was not taken up in the Lower House until the 1 2th of August, of winch Lord lieds- 
dale and other peeis made bitter complaint. Ths second reading was opposed by Mr. 
Beresford Hope, and was cairied by 258 votes to 79. The more serious question arose in 
Committee aB to how far tho Libei al party should go on removing the changes made by 
the Lords. The amendments of Lord Mount-Edgoumbe and the Archbishop of York 
above-mentioned were omitted, as w as also the allusion to Convocation m the clause 
relating to the Church services But the proposal to substitute for the words “ Christian 
and orderly service” a modified phrase admitting u other orderly” services was rejected 
by 125 to 57, and the prohibition of bunals on Sundays, Good Fridays, and Christmas days 
without leave of the clergy was maintained by a very narrow majority. The third 
reading was carried, after the intioduction of the Appropriation Bill, without division or 
debate. The House of Lords accepted the Bill as thus amended. Regarding South 
African affairs, the Government wub sharply censured, by Mr. Courteney and others 
for retaining Sir Bartle Frere in office on the pretext that “ his power was limited, that 
he could do no more mischief and that he was mdispensible to the success of the con- 
federation policy at the Cape.” It was alleged, that in taking this course, and in accept- 
ing the annexation of the Transvaal, the Liberal leaders were forgetful of the language 
they had used, during the electoral campaign. The main body oi the opposition, how- 
ever, refrained irom engaging m open conflict with the great ministerial majority. The 
supplementary Irish Relief Bill was carried and sent up to the House of Lords ou the 
22nd July. Mr. O’Connor Power brought in a bill to amend the Land Act of 1870 by 
restraining the landlords’ power to evict for non-payment of rent. The Chief Secretary 
opposed Mr. p’Connor Power’s Bill, but promised to introduce a clause m committee on 
the Relief Bill to meet cases of real hardship. Notice was accordingly given of a clause

! which, as the opposition complained, transformed the Relief Bill into a new Land Bill. 
It was withdrawn after some acrimonious debate, and presented as a separate measure. 
The Ilares and Rabbits Bill was acquiesced in by the House of Lords on the 4th Septem- 
ber. Two Bills were introduced by Mr. Fawcett, the Post Master General, for the 
extension of the Postal Savings Banks system, and the substitution of postal notes for 
money orders, besides which there weie the Gram Cargoes Bill, upon which a select 
committee had reported, and Bdls for taking the Census of 1881 m the three kingdoms. 
Tho Employers Liability Bill, introduced by Mr. Dodson, was passed with certain amend- 
ments To provide for the cost of the cluing*, s m the malt tax, and the wme duty, as well 
as for the supplemental y estimates, and the possibility that the Indian Finances 
might call tor an Imperial Grant-m-anl, Mr Gladstone proposed to raise tho income 
tax by an additional penny m the pound, bringing in nearly one million and a 
half of revenue, and to increase tho rates of licenses to public houses, drawing ovpr 
£300,000 extra from tins source. The revised surplus was thus computed to be 
£380,000. The opposition made a fruitless attack upon the Budget, but the public 
confidence m Mr Gladstone’s financial powers was unshaken. The Indian Budget 
was put off till the 10th August Parliament had been long before informed that 
tho cost of the Aighan War, to the end of the financial year 1879 and 1880 had 
been under-estimated by several millions sterling. Lord Hartmgton could not miti- 
gate tho serious bearing of this fact, oi acquit the Government of India, and parti- 
cularly Sir John Straehey, the Finance Minister ot a strange incapacity to perceive 
the discrepancy between the estimate of six millions, and the actual cost of the war 
believed to be fifteen millions, if not more, or, including the frontier railway charge, 
upwards of eighteen millions. The Government promised that a large contribution to Hie 
war expenses would be made from the Imperial Treasury ; but Lord Hartmgton declined 
to fltate its amount, foim, or conditions while the total deficit was unascertained. He 
stated that, apart from the war charges, the Indian finances showed an aggregate aurplus 
of over eleven millions m the three years under review, and that down to March last all 
the war charges except three millions and a half, had been paid or provided for ; the rest 
would be met, temporarily at least, out of tho authorized loan and administrative 
economies. For 1880-81 the ordinary revenue was estimated at £8(5,746,000, and the 
ordinary expenditure at £66,329,000, giving a surplus of £417,000. Mr. Fawcett’s Savings 
Banks Bill and Money Older s Bill were not seriously opposed, and became law in due 
course. The Census Bills were also carried, and so was the Gram Cargoes Bill. Regard- 
ing the General Elections, many returns were petitioned against, aad in some consti- 
tuencies, petitions followed petitions At the close of the Session a number of Royal Com- 
missions were issued to cnquiic into the corrupt practices found by the Election Judges 
to have prevailed m several cities and boioughs notably at Gloucester, Canterbury, 
Chester, Oxford, Boston, Sandwich, Macclesfield, and Knaresborough. Mr Courteney is 
loported to have assailed the expediency of the Annexation of the Transvaal, which was 
defended by Mr. Grant Duff and Sir Michael Hicks-Beach as inevokable. The dis- 
cussion drifted into a general debate upon our South African relations, and especially 
upon Sir Bartle Frere’s merits and treatmant. In tho House of Lords, Lord Chelmsford 
had an opportunity of defending his military conduct in Zululand. Little time, however, 
was spent m controversies of this nature. A resolution was carried — Ministers declining 
to vote either for or against it — censuring tho proposed erection of a monument to the 
Prince Imperial m Westminster Abbey. At the closo of the Session, the Government 
were able to announce the welcome news of the relief of Kandahar. The House of Lords, 
on the 2nd September, threw out on the second reading the Registration Voteis Ireland 
Bill. In the House of Commons Mr Parnell proposed to tack that Bill on to the 
Appropriation Act ; but Lord Hartmgton suggested, a resolution of remonstrance With the 
5ouse of Lords, to which Mr. Parnell assented. In the House of Commons cm the 3rd 
September, Lord Hartmgton dissented from the terms of Mr. Parnell's resolution of 
remonstrance to the Lords, when tho latter moved, that the Irish Registration Votei’s Bill 
be tacked on to the Appiopriation Act. Mr. Forster opposed the motion and blamed the 
Lords for the course they had taken. He further said that if they persisted in such pro- 
ceedings. it would m time become necessary to amend the constitution of the House of 
Lords. There was great excitement in the House, and the motion was negatived by 68 
against 23. On the 7th September Parliament was prorogued, when the Queen’s speech 
was read by the Lord Chancellor. In it allusion was made to the failure of the Porte to 
execute its engagements and thus delay the settlement of the question of the Montenegrin 
frontier. The Treaty of Berlin not having been executed in other important points, the 
Great Powers had communicated to the Sultan their judgment thereon, and had consider- 
ed the best means for the settlement of pending questions. They hoped to obtain their 
object by the action of the European Concert. The signatories to the Treaty were press- 
ing on the Porte, with all the authority of their united action, measures calculated to 
ensure tranquility in the East. Regarding policy of Government on the North-West 
frontier of India measures were taken to complete the military evacuation of Northern 
Afghanistan. Some progress had been made in the pacification and settlement of the 
country, when the resumption of hostilities under Ayoub Khan necessitated further 
military operations in Southern Afghanistan. Prompt measures were taken by the 
Indian Government for the relief of Kandahar, and the conspicuous ability and energy on 
the part of officers and troops employed, were displayed in the brilliant victory of the 
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gallant force uhder General Roberts. Her Majesty trusted that the war would be ter- 
minated speedily and honorably. It was regretted that hitherto it had been impossible 
to give precise information to Parliament on the general state of Indian finance, owing to 
the recent miscarriage on presenting the accounts of the Afghan War expenses. These 
would be required before entering upon their practical consideration, but India might 
rest assnred that the pledge would be redeemed, possibly in a short period, and that 
England should sustain a substantial portion of the war expenses. No advance had 
been made in effecting the South African Confederation, but it was trusted by Her 
Majesty that a moderate and conciliatory policy would allay agitation in Basuto land. 
Her Majesty dwelt with a special pleasure upon the probable improvement in the con- 
dition of the people of Ireland on the disturbed state of affairs in Ireland, Berious differ* 
ences were reported to exist m the Cabinet ; Mr. John Bright and Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lam strongly opposing the coercion of Ireland at a Cabinet Council held on the 17th 
November no decision was come to on the question of the coercion of Ireland on a Winter 
Session of Parliament. Mr. Chamberlain demanded that reform should accompany 
coeicion. Subsequently the prorogation of Parliament from the 24th November to the 
2nd December was announced. Under the influence of Mr. Gladstone perfect harmony 
again prevailed m the Cabinet regarding Irish measures. The Cabinet decided not to 
propose any coercive measures for Ireland, and that a December Session was not necessary 
to introduce an Irish Land Bill. Parliament was further prorogued until 6th January 
1881. Tn the meantime, if no exceptional outrage occurs m Ireland, the idea of suspend- 
ing the Habeus Corpus will be dropped, and a measure of Land reform, probably 
accompanied by a Bill imposing a heavy penalty on those who are guilty of intimidation, 
will be introduced. 

Germany. — In May the Emperor William gave his consent, as King of Prussia, to 
the draft measure, proposed by his Ministers, for introduction into the Prussian Diet, 
modifying the Falk laws. 

The first anniversary of the lamented death of the Grand Duchess Alice of HeBse was 
commemorated at Darmstadt by a touching service in the Chapel of the Hospital bear- 
ing her name and of winch she was the founder and constant patroness. The Grand 
Duke, his children, and the other members ot his family were present at the Memorial 
gathering. A bust of the deceased Princess was unveiled on the melancholy occasion ; 
the features, chiselled m pure white maible by Piofessor Komg, an eminent sculptor, and 
native of Hesse, bear, we are told, a striking resemblance to the late PrincesB. 

The Reichstag was opened on February 12th. The passage Jin the Emperor’s speech 
which attracted most attention was that which referred to the new Army Bill. The 
spoech went on to say that the Government relations to other pow r ers were of a friendly 
character The Emperor also repeated his assurance that he was satisfied that the 
peace of Europe had been secured by the Treaty of Berlin. One of the principal 
measures announced in his speech was the prolongation of the Law against the Socialists. 

In the beginning of March a convention was concluded between England and Germany 
by the terms of winch the Co-opciation of the Navies of the two countries, was assured in 
the suppression of Slave trade 

Russia. — An attempt was made on the 17th February to assassinate the Emperor of 
Russia A portion of the Winter Palace, including the dining room, was blown up by 
dynamite Thirteen were killed and thirty-seven wounded. The Royal family escaped 
unhurt 

The great political trials at St Petershnrgh were concluded in May. Two of the pri- 
soners were sentenced to be hanged Dr Weimar was sentenced to 15 years’ hard-labor 
m the Mines, and three others to the same penalty for periods ranging from 20 to 8 years. 

The following Impeual Ukase dated the 24th February, and addressed to the Senate, 
was published in St. Petersburgh on the 26th of that month : — “ Being firmly determined 
to put an end to the continual repeated attempts of wicked criminals to undermine the 
I order of the State and society in Russia, we decree as follows : — A Supreme Executive 
j Commission is hereby established in St. Petersburgh for the protection of the order of 
the State and Society. It is to consist of a head and of members to be named according 
to his discretion, Count Lons Mehkoff is appointed head of this Commission. The ap- 
pointment of its members will be made, on his suggestion, by Imperial ordinance. The 
head of the Commission has, moreover, the right to summon upon the Commission all 
persons whose presence he may consider useful. 

“ The Ukase further decrees that in order to give a united character to the action of all 
authorities who assist in the protection of public order. The head of the Commission 
shall be invested with the rights of Commander-m-Chief of St. Petersburgh and the adja- 
cent district, and further with the direct control over all political trials held in the capi- 
tal, the military district, of St. Petersburgh, and throughout the empire. All the local j 
authorities, Governors, Governors-General, and town commandants are placed under the 
jurisdiction of the head of the Executive Commission, and all the employes in their various 
departments are bound to afford them their entire co-operation. The head of the Com- 
mission is at liberty to adopt any measures which may appear to him desirable for the i 
protection of order m the empire, and the orders he may issue are to be unconditionally 
obeyed.” 

“ The office of Provisional Governor-General of St. Petersburgh is abolished.” 
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The Nihilist conspiracies were the source of considerable anxiety and trouble to the 
Russian Government. These conspiracies threatened to assume most formidable propor- 
tions, had they not been nipped in the bud. The Nihilists, after the attempt to blow up 
the Winter Palace, on the 5th February, issued a most audacious proclamation in which 
while deploring the death of the unfortunate soldiers of the Czar's escort, they add, “ But 
as long as the army is the bulwark of Imperial autocracy, as long as it does not see its 
I duty, of embracing the cause of the people, such tragical catastrophies will be inevitable. 
Once more, we declare to Russia, that we are forced to this war to the knife by the Govern- 
ment itself. The Government prevents the intellectual development of the life of the 
people. It is itself which makes every honest man either give up serving the people or 
curry on a sanguinary war against the present Government. We tell Alexander the 
Second once more, that we shall go on with this war until he abandons power, or at least 
until he gives a Constitution. As long as he does not take the firBt step towards liberty, 
we will triumph at all cost. We call on all Russian Citizens to help us m this war against 
the inhuman autociacy, which is dostioymg the best forces of the nation.” The forego- 
ing describes pretty accurately the feelings of those who have been engaged in so deadly 
a conspiracy against the Russian Government, and their fixed determination to defy the 
power of Russia’s autocracy. 

It cannot be said that the relations between Russia and China have been altogether 
satisfactorily arranged, although they may fairly be alleged to have slightly improved. 

The complications arising out of the Levadian Treaty and its rejection have yet to be 
definitely arranged. Diplomacy has been resorted to, and both parties were prepared for 
hostilities. The sending of Russian \sar vessels into Chinese waters, and her Military 
movements m general, were not without a purpose ; while China on the other hand was 
endeavouring to gather together her resources m the event of a crisis. It remains to be 
seen how the misunderstanding between these two powers will be ultimately patched up. 

In consequence of the refusal of the French Government to extradite Hartmann, the 
Nihilist, who was charged -with being concerned m the attempt to blow up the Imperial 
train at Moscow, the Russian Government testified their displeasure by recalling Prince 
Orlofif their Ambassador at. Paris, on the 18th March. 

Austria. — The Arch Duke Rudolph was betrothed in May, to the Princess Sfcephane 
Clotildc, second daughter of the king of the Belgians, (Leopold II) and Queen Mary Hen- 
riette. The Princess was bom on the 21st May 1864, and is therefore nearly six years 
younger than her intended husband, wlio celebrated his 22nd birthday on the 21st Au- 
gust. The Arch Duke and his fiancee arc third cousins, Princess Stephane being the 

g and-daughter, on the distaff side, of the late Arch Duke Joseph, the last Palatine of 
ungary. 

Spain. — A murderous attempt was made on the life of the King of Spain and his young 
Queen, intelligence of which was received m India about the end of January. The Royal 
couple had been married just a month pievious. The attempt fortunately failed, but Queen 
Maria Christina had a very narrow escape for we are told that a bullett passed very near, if 
it did not actually graze her foiehead. The would-be murderer was a miscreant named Otero 
Gonsalvez who pretended that he was the tool of a party. 

The trial of Othero, at Madrid, for the attempted murder of the King of Spam, concluded 
on February 9th. He was sentenced to death, the Judge remarking that there were no 
extenuating circumstances m his crime. 

Italy.— The Italian Parliament was opened by the King in person on February 17, the 
Queen being also present 

A telegram dated Rome, January 14th, informed us that Garibaldi’s marriage with 
Signora Raimondi had been invalidated by the court. 

Greece. — The attitude of Greece, towards Turkey and the Powers is manifestly one, 
that she must sooner or later relinquish if she does not wish to see her own prospects blast- 
ed. The wisest course that has been suggested, and which Greece would do well to adopt, 
is to maintain a friendly understanding with the Ottoman Empire, and accept the friendly 
services of the other European Powers. So far from doing this, however, a Reuter's tele- 
gram. dated Athens, December 22, informed us that the President of the Greek Ministry 
had sent a Circular to the representatives of the Greek Government abroad, instructing 
them to decline European Arbitration if offered. This show of mdependance on the part 
of Greece, may seem plausible enough, but Greece has yet to learn, that she cannot stand 
alone, and, m case of any complications arising, an alliance with Turkey would be in- 
valuable to her. It would be wise perhaps on the part of the Greek Government, to 
accept mom Turkey what is generally opined to be, a very fair offer of increased territory, 
an a un ite ^ with Turkey in resisting Russian encroachments. Russia has seldom been 
known to be disinterested in her proffers of assistance ; and it is not far to see that, if she 
once assisted Greece in hostilites against the Ottoman Empire, Greece itself would be at 
her mercy afterwards. It remains to be seen, how far Greece will be able to carry out 
her policy of independence without the friendly intervention of the Powers of Europe. 
There can be no doubt that the Greek question has arrived at that stage which may well 
be described as critical. The speech of king George at the opening of the Athenian 
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Parliament appears to have impressed upon his subjects the idea that Greece had resolved 
to take independent action against Turkey ; and the telegram that we have alluded to 
goes far to show, that such was the intention of the Royal speech. The change in the 
Greek Ministry appears also to be favorable towards the carrying out of such measures. 
The Greek Government are no doubt under the impression that the Powers of Europe 
would be bound to render them assistance if they took action to secure the Frontier which 
the supplementary conference of Berlin had decided to be their due. . 

Turkey and Egypt. — An announcement has been made which must naturally be of 
interest to the European creditors of the Porte. The Turkish Government we are told 
have invited the bond-holders to take the collection of the six indirect taxes into their 
hands by the appointment of an international Commission. We also learn that France 
and England are forming a financial Commission, after the style of the Egyptian one, for 
the management of the Turkish finances. It is natural that Turkey should avail itself 
of such an opportunity to satisfy its creditors; it may be also, as has been suggested with 
the object of gaming time. We imagine, however, that the settlement of Turkish finances, 
as proposed by Mr. Gosehen would not be quite as smooth sailing, as was the case with 
Egypt. It was only after four year’s difficulty that the International Commission of Egypt 
had begun to see its way for satisfactorily arranging with the creditors of the Egyptian 
Government. The experience of that Commission might well suggest a more cautious 

f lan of action in regard to the adoption of Financial measures m an Empire like Turkey, 
t might well be surmised that such a Commission, as it has been proposed to form, 
would not be likely to work favorably with the Native Administration of the Porte. 
The Egyptian budget was published at the beginning of the year. The revenue 
amounted to £'8,500,000, or £4,500,000, of which were available towards the payment of 
debt. The report of the Controller-General of the public debt fixed the rate of interest 
at 4 per cent., rising to 6 per cent. The Monkabulla tax was abolished, and all debts 
prior to 1880 were to be settled by liquidation, which would he subject to the sanction of 
the European Powers. The tribute to the Porte was the first charge on revenue. 

Esrypt . — The arrears of the Egyptian tribute to the Porte were paid up at the com- 
mencement of the year ; the Egyptian Government requesting the Consuls to assist them 
in recovering the arrears of taxes from Europeans. 

South Africa. — Dr. W. H. Russel’s allegations of gross misconduct by our soldiers 
in South Africa, created a great sensation m military circles. The Duke of Cambridge 
was intensely indignant, but the Prince of Wales having insisted upon the whole 
subject being thoroughly investigated, the Commander-in Chief fell m with this view. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley’s “ report m answer to the enquiries as to the conduct of the troops 
in South Africa” was dated 16th January. In this document Sir Garnet dealt with these 
specific allegations agamst the troops, and asserted that they contained “ gross exag- 
gerations and transparent untruths.” He thought it scarcely necessary to take any notice 
of the accusation agamst the military authorities of “ treating in an easy way” serious 
evils which were proved by the official records never to have existed. 

Opinion was always divided, as to the wisdom that dictated the recall of Sir Bartle 
Frere from the Cape , for it has been almost universally admitted that he commanded the 
respect and confidence of the colonists, and his presence would undoubtedly have done 
much to check any such disturbances as those which at picsent exist at the Cape. The 
affairs in South Africa do not at present wear a very re-assunng aspect. The Basuto 
war was entirely unprovoked, and the policy of the Colonial Government towards a 
tribe that hRd always been friendly disposed towards the British, and who, indeed, 
were our allies in the Zulu war, cannot possibly meet with public approval. What 
influence the Basuto rebellion may have upon the other warlike tribes in South Africa, 
is already being demonstrated. But the position of the colonists appears to be getting 
more critical. Apprehensions were felt regarding the Boers ; and these apprehensions 
are, we regret to say, beginning to be realized. We learn that 5,000 of the Boers, or 
nearly a fourth of the Dutch population of the Transvaal have openly cast off the British 
yoke, constituting themselves into a republic unde’* the Presidency of M. Kruger. In- 
telligence was received that they had succeeded in cutting off all communication with 
Pretoria, and there can be no doubt that the Colonists will find in their foemen worthy of 
their steel. The Colonial Government would find as much as they could possibly do to 
contend against the Native Tribes who have broken into rebellion. They have now£a 
fresh war to grapple with. Jf matters continue as they have been doing, there Beems 
every probability of the Colonists seeking assistance in this aggressive warfare. It cannot 
be said that the Colonial troops have had success altogether on their side* At one time, 
as we were informed by the newspaper reports, Colonel Carrington at Mafeteng, Colonel 
Bayley at Maseru, and Major Beil at Leribe, were all in a state of seige, and applied for 
urgent relief. The Basutos are themselves a somewhat formidable foe to contend with, 
ana it was quite a mistaken policy of the Colonial Government to provoke them to 
hostilities by depriving them of their arms. Indeed, the right of these tribesmen to 
bear arms was assured to them at the annexation ; and the Colonial Government therefore 
were acting both unwisely and unjustly in seeking to deprive them of this right. The 
Colonists have found, to their cost, that by provoking the Basutos, they have raised a 
nest of hornets in the adjacent tribes, who have openly evinced?, their sympathy 
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with the Basutos. On all Bides the Colonists are surrounded by danger, which has 
been now increased by the hostile attitude assumed by the Boers. 

The complications in South Africa are evidently beginning to assume a somewhat 
alarming aspect, when the necessity for sending Imperial troops to Port Natal has arisen. 
The first intimation of such assistance was in a Reuter’s telegram dated the 22nd Decern - 
I ber, in which it was stated that Her Majesty’s 97th Regiment had been ordered to proceed 
to Natal “ at once.” The position of Natal under the circumstances of the present rebel- ' 
lion, is not very enviable. To the North is Zulu-land, the inhabitants of which, it may 
readily be imagined, would be only too glad of an excuse to settle old scores. To the 
South are Basuto-land, (with the inhabitants of which the Colonists are engaged in ! 
warfare) and the Transkei To the West it is separated from the Boers by the Free ‘ 
State, the population of which is almost entirely Dutch. So that, Natal, on every side 
except of course its Sea-side is hedged in by people who are more likely to prove foes 
than friends. 

America.— The election of General Garfield to succeed Mr. Hayes as President of the 
United States appears to have given general satisfaction, if we may judge from the opinions 
expressed by tne American Journals. The republican candidates have thus won the , 
electoral votes by an overwhelming majority. The now President, .T ames Abram Garfield, 
was born in November 1831 at a small village called Orange m the North Eastern part 
of Cuyahoga County, Ohio. Being of poor parentage he commenced life as a day-laborer. 
He gradually rose by education until m 1860 he was admitted to the Bar. He was an , 
ardent supporter of the Union, and after the war of succession had commenced he raised, 
in the autumn of 1861, the 42nd Regiment of Ohio Volunteers, of which he was made 
Colonel. He distinguished himself m various battles, until at last he was created for 
his gallant and meritorious services in the field, a Major General ; and with this rank his 
military career shortly afterwards came to an end. In October 1862 he was elected to 
Congress from the 19th district of Ohio, and was one of the Delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention from -Ohio, leading the supporters of Mr Sherman for the Presidential nomination. 

SOCIAL. 

The grand Cathedral at Cologne, which was under construction for no less a period 
than 632 years, was completed and opened by the Emperor of Germany on the 15th 
October. There were present also the Empress, the Crown Prince and Princess, the 
King of Saxony and other potentates, besides Count Von Moltke. The ceremony began 
with the reading of the deed referring to the finishing of the building of the Cathedral. 
The London Times gives the following brief sketch of the ceremony. “ The Emperor 
then sat at the table m front of the pavilion and signed the document, and after him the 
Empress, and next the reigning Princes and Pimeesses, the Crown Princes and Crown 
Princesses, the high personages of their suites, the chief architect, the President of the 
Dombauverein, ana others — a tedious ceremony which lasted more than an hour, and 
which was scarcely relieved by a cantata, sung with such effect as usually attends vocal 
music in the open air. After the signature the deed was removed and lifted up to the 
southern tower, where it is to lie under the stone, “ kieuzblume which rises on the top of 
that and the other tower, and on all the hundred of pinnacles of the Cathedral roof. Then 
the Emperor stepped forward, and with a clear and widely audible voice, which evinced 
a deep emotion, spoke the following words : — 

“ Who at this hour remembers not the day on which our whilom King Frederick 
William IV, publicly and ceremoniously proclaimed on this spot that he had resolved to 
forward the completion of Cologne Cathedral, which had been waiting for that for 
centuries. And in memory of this grand undertaking the Royal architect attached to the 
now historical crane the first building stono which now meets our gaze up yonder. 
Almighty Pi evidence did not will that the unforgetablo King should behold the finishing 
touch put to the equally bold and great emprise which he fondly and forcibly promoted! 
But the Royal words spoken by him at the ceremony here 30 years ago kindled, not onlv

Frederick William Ill’s glorious memory had already since 1825, by energetic action! 
saved from destruction the existing choir, then standing alone, and now before us stands 
the finished Cathedral of Cologne, one of the greatest edifices of all times as a monument 
of pious intelligence, human insight and circumspection, harmonious labour, and persever- 
ing power of work and self-sacrifice. And may these towers that Bhoofc aloft to heaven re- 
mind us that without the gracious help of God nothing on earth succeeds. Wherefore, 
before all, our thanks are due to the Almighty, who has visibly protected this bold and 
perilous undertaking and allowed it to be finished. And then our thanks asoend to the 
Boyal Architect towhose exalted and creative spirit we are indebted for this work, which 
gratefully from century to century will stand to praise his name. Another elevating 
duty of gratitude-— and one that does my heart good — I will perform in this place by ex- 
pressing to the highest and highest’ Sovereigns and free cities in the reunified 
German Fatherland my deeply-felt thanks for the words and deeds by which thoy, at the 
uead of their States, contributed to the execution of this mighty building. Let each in- 
dimduaigift, far beyond Germany’s bounds, find here the warmest thanks. To my own 
moee restricted Prussia and to this venerable city, with its Central Cathedral Building 
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Society and branches, my gratitude is due for the efforts of all classes of the population 
in seeking to promote the giant labour of the King. And, finally, let us think with the 
highest appreciation of the men who, with the aid of science of art, created this pile, 
exerting and guiding those forces which, with endurance, have produced such great 
things. So, therefore, let us all acclaim this glorious monument, ana may it, by the grace 
of the Almighty, bode gentle peace in all our regions, to the honour of God and to our own 
well-being.” 

In answer, the Chief Architect and the President of the Doinbauverein made long 
speeches. The Imperial standard was then hoisted on the tower, the deed was slipped 
into its receptacle under the kreuzblume , and the ceremony, as well as the building, were 
thus completed at half-past 1, amid the roar of cannon and the clang of the bells.” 

The American exploring party m the Arctic regions discovered the remains of Sir 
John Franklin’s expedition about the middle of the year. The party, we are told, sledged 
for eleven months, following, the route of the cruise of the F rebut and Tet rot . 

RELIGIOUS. 

The Dean of Grahamstoun had sentence of ex-communication passed upon him, to be 
enforced unless ho submitted to the Diocesan Court, withm 15 days. A proposal was 
made to the effect that Bishop Colenso’s Church and the followers of the Dean of 
Grahamstoun, should unite in forming a Church of South Africa, to he called the Estab- 
lished Church. 

OBITUARY. 

The death of the Empress of Russia was an event that was not unexpected, owing to 
Her Imperial Majesty’s long illness. Her remains were removed on the 5th June, from 
the Chamber of the Palace in which she died, to the Palace Church, in piesence of the 
Civil and Military dignitaries of the State On the 7th June they were taken in State to 
the Fortress of St Peter and St. Paul. The Emperor was present m the sad procession. 
The Czaicwitch and other members of the Imperial family followed, including the Crown 
Prince of Germany and the Prince of Hesse, Lords Tomngton and Nuffield represented 
the Queen and the Prince of Wales. Lord Duffeim and the other members of the Diplo- 
matic Corps attended in the Cathedral. The bier was carried into the building by the 
Emperor and his sons, and deposited on the catafalque. During the mass winch followed, 
the Emperor and the Grand-Dukes kissed the lips of the Empress, while the others 
present kissed her hand. 

The burial of the Empress took place on June 8, at the Cathedral of Saints Peter and 
Paul, in the presence of all the members of the Imperial family, the foieign Princes, and 
the envoy m St Petersburg as representatives of the Sovereigns and States of Europe, 
the whole of the Corps Diplomatiqe, the Court officials, civil and militaiy functionaries, 
and deputations on behalf of various classes of the Russian Empire There were many 
ladies present, including the wives of the various Ambassadors. The garrison of the 
captial, some 50,000 strong, was under arms. 

The ceremony lasted two hours, the signal for its commencement being given by the 
guns of the fortress which boomed forth, accompanied by a idling fire of musketry, as 
the coffin, borne by the Empeior and the Princes, both Russian and foreign, and preceded 
by the Metiopolitan, descended into the vault prepared for its leception. When the 
remains of the Empress had been deposited m their last resting place, the mourners 
sprinkled sand on the coffin from a silver dish, in accordance with the rites of the 
orthodox Church, and the ceremony of the interment was ended. 


HOME. 

POLITICAL. 

The General elections were concluded on the 15th Apnl, and resulted m the return of 
349 Liberals, 235 Conservatives, and 58 Horae Rulers, the latter numbei including 25 
Extreme Home Rule Members The Liberals gained 57 seats in boroughs, and 48 in 
counties. The Home Rule Party gained 7 seats. 

Election riots occurred at Rotheiham, at Neston, m Cheshire, at Shaftesbury, and at 
several places in North Lancashire. There were also serious disturbances in beverai 
Irish towns. At Banbury, on the 27th April, the houses of a number of prominent 
liberals were attacked by bands of roughs, windows and doors being smashed, and other 
considerable damage done. Numerous disturbances, also took place in April, in Ross, 
and Herefordshire, in connection with the Hereford and Leominster elections, as well 
as at Aberdare ana numerous other places. The police were stoned and many severely 
maltreated. The Military had to be called out to quell these disturbances. In the follow- 
ing month, charges of rioting at the recent elections were tried at the Assizes at Win- 
chester, and Liverpool, and in several cases convictions followed ; sentences of imprison- 
ment, varying from one month to six months were passed. 

The “ European Concert” was brought to a close at the end of the year, by the com- 
bined squadrons dispersing to their several posts, and the British fleet being withdrawn 
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to Malta. Dulcigno has been ceded to the Montenegrins ; but Thessaly and Epirus have 
not been yielded to Greece. The “ Concert” alter all did not effect what it was intended 
to for only one of the many items that it was proposed to accomplish was attained. The 
origin of the Naval demonstration is well known. The scheme was that the Montenegrin 
Prince should be called upon “ to occupy the territory assigned to him by the Dulcigno 
arrangement with his own forces, under the protection of a naval demonstration” that 
the ships should carry troops for desembarkation was not definitely proposed ; but it was 
represented by Lord Granville that “ the appearance of single men-of -war's boats, with 
i their due complements of sailors, in the Boyana river, or perhaps even in the Lake of 
■ Scutari, would eventually piove a useful measure, both for over-awing the Albanian 
League and also the opposition of Turkey.” The Russian Government immediately 
accepted these proposals, and went further by urging that “ more effectual measures 
Bhould be taken.” The opinion of the Austrian Government was that “ it would not be 
expedient to summon Montenegro directly to occupy the Dulcigno territory by force of 

• arms.” The reason of such caution on the part of Austria has been explained, for such 
| a summons, it was said, would throw the responsibility of all consequences upon the 
1 powers, and impose on them a moral obligation to protect the Montenegrins against 
' failure, and eventually to fight the Albanians. 

: The policy of Germany was to consult with Austria in the first instance. The German 

' Government expressed their willingness not to oppose the demonstration if Austria sup- 

• ported it ; but they distinctly “ declined in advance to participate m any further eventual 
| action m favor of Montenegro. France acquiesced in the demonstration, but on condition 
! that “ no troops should be landed, and not a Bhot fired ” It seems then that, after all, the 
, “ Concert” was no Concert at all ; for, although there was an agreement between England 
; and Russia, the other European powers had no intention of combining m measures which 

might have led to war with Turkey. It was, perhaps, a knowledge of this fact that 
encouraged the Porte, at the beginning, to refuse the cession of Dulcigno Ab to 
Greece, its position, m the present question does not appear to be very definite, 
or satisfactory. The French Government and those of Austria and Germany appear to 
have resolved not to help the Government at Athens, if the latter enforced its claims m 
an unequal contest against Turkey. We learn that the instructions issued to the repre- 
sentatives of France and Germany included a piece of wholesome advice to Greece, 
which was informed that it would be to her interest to “ remain quiet for the present, 
and, if necessary, even for a year or two, rather than stake everything on a premature 
: advance.” The delay of the transfer of Dulcigno from the Albanians to the Montenegrins 
has been variously accounted for and explamod ; but it seems to be generally held that 
one of the chief reasons for this delay was the inordinate demands of Iiiza Pasha and 
Bedri Bey. The articles of the convention winch Riza Pasha instructed Bedn Bey to 
propose were as follows 1. The property and liberty of the Mussulman inhabitants to 
oe guaranteed. The maintenance of the status quo to the east of Lake Scutari, Mon- 
tenegro to assume a portion of the Turkish debt corresponding to the ceded district, and 
an arrangement to be made respecting the vacoufs. 4. Liberty of emigration for the 
inhabitants of Dulcigno. 5. Maintenance of the Ottoman flag on the trading vessels 
belonging to the inhabitants of Dulcigno. 6. The property of the Ottoman Government 
to be guaranteed. 7. Maintenance of the Turkish laws. Of the abovo stipulations, the 
Prince of Montenegro refused to accede to the second and fifth. Dulcigno, however has 
at last been ceded, notwithstanding the doubts and delays that have existed for a time, 
and the Concert of the great powers was brought to an end by the dispersal of the respec- 
tive fleets. 

Mr. Adam's appointment to the Governorship of Madras, has had two or three important 
results in Home politics. It has given the Solicitor-General for Scotland, Mr. Balfour, the 
Parliamentary seat of which he had been so long and so vainly in quest, and it has brought 
about a change in the composition of the Government. Mr. Adam’s place at the Board of 
Works has been filled by Mi. Shaw-Lefevre, the Secretaryship to the Admiralty being given 
! to Mr. G. O. Trevelyan. J 

Ireland.— A most cruel and cowardly murder was committed in Ireland on the 2Cth 
September, the victim being Lord Mountmorres. This unfortunate nobleman was waylaid 
ana killed near his residence in the County of Galway. His Lordship had been engaged in 
litigation with some of his tenants, but it has been ascertained that he had never 
evicted one of them. A reward of £1,000 was offered for the production of evidence which 
might lead to the detection and conviction of the murderers. 

Criminal informations were lodged in October, in the Crown Office at Dublin, against 
14 persons for conspiracy under various heads. The defendants included the following 
Members of Parliament, Mr. Parnell, Mr. Biggar, Mr. T. Sullivan, Mr. Sexton, and Mr. 
Dillon. 

The trial of the Land Leaguers commenced on December 2Dth, and a jury was empan- 
nelled. J J v 

SOCIAL. 

A Public Meeting was held m the Egyptian Hall, of the Mansion House, London, on 
February. 1.1, * or the purpose of getting up a Memorial to the late Lord John Lawrence. 
The meeting was presided over by the Lord Mayor, and there was a very numerous attend- 
nance of Anglo-Indian celebrities. 
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Much anxiety was felt, in February, owing to an accident which happened to the Princess 
Louise and the Marquis of Lome, by the upsetting of a sleigh. Both the Princess and the 
Marquis, however, were but slightly injured. 

At the private Chapel, Windsor Castle, on the 24th April, Her Royal Highness, then 
Princess Frederica oi Hanover was married to the Baron Von Pawel — Ranmingen, the 
oved and trusted secretary and friend, and companion in exile of her late illustrious 
father King George V. The Princess Frederica is a Princess of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and came to Bettle in England, and to take up her position as 
a Member of our Royal Family. The Baron is a British subject, having been naturalized 
bv an Act of Parliiment. He belongs to an ancient and noble house in Hanover. Her 
Majesty the Queen was present at the marriage ceremony, as well as the other members 
of the Royal Family. 

On the 27th July, the Empress Eugenie landed at Southampton, from which port she 
took her departure on 25th March, on her melancholy Mission to Zululand. Her Majesty 
made her return voyage from Natal m the Union Company’s Mail steamer Trojan , Captain 
H. D. Travers, and before leaving the vessel she sent for the Captain and presented him 
with two photographs of herself and a handsome diamond breast pin ana also gave to 
each of the officers one of her photographs, in acknowledgment of their attentions during 
the voyage. 

The greatest anxiety and excitement were caused throughout London by the serious 
illness of the Right Hon M. W. Gladstone. The Premier was taken ill on July 80th, but 
it was not till some days after that the news became generally known and it was announced 
that he might for some time be unable to attend to public business. The physician m 
attendance was Dr. Andrew Clarke, and it was subsequently deemed desirable to summon 
Sir W. Jenner. On August 4th the first medical bulletin signed by these two physicians, 
reported that the lung congestion had ceased and that the fever had left. Later bulletins 
confirmed this good hews, mentioning however, that there was much physical weakness. 
The convalescence of the illustrious patient progressed slowly, and on the 26th August, 
he sailed from Gravesend with Mr. Donald Curne m the steamer Grantully Castle for a 
cruise round the coasts of Ireland and Scotland 

Dean Stanley’s proposal lo erect a Memorial m Westminster Abbey to the late Prince 
Louis Napoleon, met with considerable opposition from a certain section of the English 
public In the House of Commons, Mr Briggs moved a resolutian against the erection of 
a statue m the Abbey, which resolution, although opposed by Mr. Gladstone was agreed 
to by the House It was eventually decided that the Memorial should be placed in 
St George’s Chapel. 

Telegraphic intelligence wa« received in Madras m January of the terrible Railway acci- 
dent at the Tay Bridge The girders of the bridge, seem to have yielded to the enormous 
pressure, aggravated by the oscillation of the tram, the night being a very stormy one ; the 
terrible consequence being that both the tram and this pait of the bridge were precipitated, 
a feariul mass of rums, into the surging waters beneath. In the Words of one of the 
reports, there were no witnesses of this appalling catastrophe except some persons who, from 
a considerable distance, observed the Aerial bridge flash into a momentary fire and then 
disappear in the obscurity of the heavy storm. This is said to be the most appalling 
Railway accident which has ever happened m Scotland, involving as it did, the loss of a 
whole train and all the passengers, supposed to number about 100. It is evident that during 
the heavy gale which prevailed at the tune the central part of the new bridge over tlfe River 
Tay was blown down, and the tram with its occupants hurled into the river. 

A large meeting, consisting almost wholly of women, was held at Manchester, in 
support of the movement for granting the Parliamentary suffrage to women. Mrs. D. 
M’Laren, sister of Mr. John Bright, presided, and among those who addressed the meet- 
ing was the Viscountess Harberton. Another meeting in support of the same object was 
held in the Memorial Hall, London, on the 27th April, at which Mrs. Lucas, another sister 
of Mr. Bright presided, and amongst the speakers were Miss Bewick, Miss Bocker, and 
Miss Biggs. 

Much interest was centred m the scientific experiment of Dr. Tanner, who announced 
his disbelief m the medical theories about starvation, declaring that he could live forty 
days and forty nights without food. He began the experiment at New York on the 28th 
June, and completed it on the 7th August, the result being that, although he did not 
altogether collapse, he became terribly emaciated and exhausted. 

RELIGIOUS. 

The consecration of Rev. Canon Ryle as Bishop of Liverpool, took place on the 11th 
June. The Duke of Westminster contributed 1,000 £ towards the funds for meeting the 
requirements of the New See of Liverpool. Other liberal donations were given towards 
the same object. 

Considerable regret has been felt in the religious world by the prosecution and imprison- 
ment of the Rev. T. Pelham Dale, the much respected Rector of St. Vedast, London. Mr. 
Dale’s case had been before Lord Penzance on several occasions, no notice being taken bv 
him of the suit, its monitions or suspensions, except by an appeal to the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, nearly three years ago, when the sentence was quashed on the ground of an infor- 
mality. A second suit was instituted by the Church- Wardens and was steadily pursued. 
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On October 28th, Lord Penzance agreed to issue a signijicavit which was more speedily acted 
on than rnigst have been expected ; for on the evening of the 30th October, an officer pro- 
ceeded to Mr. Dale’s residence and arrested him. After a somewhat affecting farewell — for 
Mr. Dale is a man of over 60 years of age, and the father of a large family — he was convey- 
ed in a cab to the City Prison at Holloway, where all communication with him was forbidden 
without a special order from the Governor. The following notice was posted upon the 

g jrtals of the Church • — “ In consequence of the Rector of this Parish, the Rev. T. Pelham 
ale, being confined in prison for conscience sake, the’ e will be no service in this Church 
until further notice.” It was understood that the legal advisers of the English Church 
Union would move for a wilt of Habceus Coipus , and adduce evidence to show that the 
advertisements upon which the Ridsdale judgment was based, and, of course, in pursuance 
of which Mr. Dale was condemned have no legal existence^ never having received Parlia- 
mentary sanction. Mrs Dale and the members of the family were permitted to visit the 
Rector daily, and the prisoner’s son, who is a clergyman, has been allowed to see his father 
for two hours a day and to act as his Amanuensis Canon Liddon, replying to a letter from 
a member of Mr. Dale’s congregation, informing him of the arrest, says: — “Unless all 
history is to be distrusted persecution is m the long run, much more fatal to the cause of 
the persecutor than to the cause of the persecuted. Mr. Dale will not forfeit the consider- 
ation and affection which his life and character deservedly command, on account of an inci- 
dent which, in all probability, the more far-sighted, as well as the more considerate of his 
opponents already regard with very great regret.” Mr. Dale expressed a desire for pastoral 
visits from Dr. Richard Temple West and the Rev. A. H. Mackonochie, the former of whom, 
preaching at All Saints, Margaret Street, on Sunday, October 31st, to a crowded congregation, 
besought the laity to show their interest in the Church, and to rally round the victim of 
unjust decisions, founded on policy and not on law. Dr. Pusey, writing to a member of Mr. 
Dale’s congregation, stated that, looking impartially on the Ornaments Rubric, he could 
only affirm that no doubt had ever existed in his mind on the meaning of that direction for 
obeying which, Mr. Dale had been sent to prison. Nothing could be plainer, and no one 
could doubt, that the vestment for wearing which this clergyman was sent to prison, was 
one of the ornaments used in the Church of England by authority of Parliament in the 
second year of King Edwaid VI “English common sense,” remaiked Dr Pusey,” will 
prevail against the special pleading of lawyers. It is not the law (which all Englishmen 
respect) but a misinterpretation of the law which this clergyman has conti avenod. But the 
remedy is in your own hands If you and the sympathizers of the other two clergymen 
whom Lord Penzance speaks of sending to gaol petition Her Majesty to exercise her prero- 
gative and restore you, your clergy, I do not doubt that Her Majesty would graciously 
listen to a request so reasonable.” By the Mail of 3rd December leccived ou 23rd of that 
month, we learn that m the matter of the Rev. T. P. Dale and his imprisonment for contu- 
macy under the Public Worships Act, an application had been made on the part of Mr Dale 
for a writ of Habceus Corpus winch ended m the granting of the writ, and also a rule nisi, 
or conditional order, for a ceitioiati to .set aside the piocccdings, and a sw*er*edea$ to 
quash the writ of arrest, and a prohibition to restrain further proceedings. Another ritual- 
istic priest was arrested on November 27th under the Warrant of the Court of Arches, and 
was conveyed to Warwick gaol ; we 1 efor to the Rev. R W Enraght, the Incumbent of Holy 
Trinity Church, Bordesley. The arrest of this clergyman had been daily expected, since his 
commitment a week previous by Lord Penzance for disobeying the monitions and inhibitions 
of the Couit of Arches. The writ was sent from London to Warwick, and intelligence of its 
issue and his probable arrest having been received by Mr. Enraght m tho day, the following 
notice was posted on a board neai the Cliuich railings: — “Your Yi car will be ai rested 
this afternoon at 1-30. Tram leaves for Warwick gaol at 4 p.m.” As the hour for the 
arrest drew nigh, the crowd outside the church gradually increased and the apparent 
purpose of the notice having been served, it was taken down. Between twelve ana one a 
number of Mr. Enraght’s friends arrived at the house to witness his arrest. The sheriff’s 
officer on his arrival was ushered into the drawing room, where he was joined after a short 
delay, by Mr. Enraght, who wore his cassick. The officer having produced the writ for 
Mr. Enraght’s arrest, the latter, amid the cheers of his friends, delivered the following 
written protest : — “ I solemnly protest, in the name of God and of the Church of England, 
against your arresting me or interfering with me in any way under the authority proceed- 
ing from the Court oi Lord Penzance, those jurisdiction over me in spiritual matters I 
do not acknowledge. Mr. Harris, one of the churchwardens, addressing the sheriff’s 
officer, also said, u In my name and in the name of my colleague, I most emphatically 
protest against this arrest.” 

The arrest having been completed, Mr. Enraght and his friends filed out of the room 
into the churchyard, which was crowded, and there was another great concourse outside. 
Immediately the vicar appeared among the crowd there was a tremendous cheer, accom- 
panied by deep groans tor a certain member of the congregation who instituted the pro- 
ceedings which have culminated in the arrest. On reaching the churchyard gate the 
vicar motioned to the crowd that he wished to address them, and immediately there were 
cries of “ Silence” and “ Hats off." Mr. Enraght, who spoke in a firm, clear voice, said 
“ My dear Brethem,-— You are, many of you, I am sure, puzzled to find out what your 
vieftr is going to prison for. I have lived quietly among you for more than six years, 
trying in Goob name, to serve you. I will not keep you long in explanation, but will just 
say that Mr. Gladstone, the present Prime Minister, said thirty years ago, in his pamphlet 
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on the ‘ Royal Supremacy/ and the words were reprinted by him m 1877, * that we 
Churchmen have long been suffering from a gross violation of the true constitutional and 
legal order of things in Church matters, and therefore of our stiict rights as Englishmen.’ 

, Now you will know in Birmingham there are many persons enlightened and honest 
enough to desire progress and improvement were abuses exists, and to cry ‘ Forward’ in ’ 

' all such matters. There are others, ‘ dog-m-the-manger’ people, ever ready to stop im- 
provements and keep up abuses if they can Well, then, the Chinch Association, in 
Birmingham and elsewhere, are trying their little best to keep up abuses in the Church 
that thereby they may destroy the true position, doctrines, and worship of the Church of 
England. They have got some bad le^al decisions, and I am sorry to say our archbishops 
and some of our bishops are on their side. Hence the present storm. It is because 
thousands of English clergy and hundreds of thousands of the laity long agreed that 
they would not stand this any longer that I am now going to gaol. With God’s help and 
your assistance we shall break down the blind, misguided, and unchristian attack on 
Jesus Christ and His cause in this land. I ask your very earnest prayers on my behalf 
and for the English Church, that we may do God’s will , and may God bless you all f 
We will praise God for all His mercies by singing the doxology before I go.” 

The doxology was then sung by the crowd, and amid gieat excitment the vicar and the 
I sheriff’s officer, accompanied by the cliurghwardens and a few personal friends, then left 
for Warwick by tiam

The death was announced by telegiam, in January, of that eminent French Statesman, 
Jules Favre The deceased was boin at Lyons in 1801) Ho held vanous offices in Fiance, 
and, on the downfall of the Empire, and the establishment of the Government of the Na- 
tional Defence, he was appointed Ministei of VVai m September 1870. He resigned office 
in 1871 and pi noticed as a Banister. Many of his famous speeches have been since pub- ' 
lushed. 

Mr. Serjeant John Ilumffreys Parry, died on the 10th January at his residence is | 
Kensington, tiom congestion of the lungs. Mrs. Parry died a few hours before her hus- 
band, of the same disease. The late Serjeant was educated at the Philological School, 
Marylebone, was called to the bar at the Middle Temple in Trinity Term 1843 and joined 
the Home Circuit He received a Serjeants' Coif in 1850, a patent of precedence m 1834, 
and was elected a bencher of the Middle Temple m November 1878. 

A telegram dated London, 13th July, announced the death of Mr. Tom Taylor, the 
Editor of Punch Mi. Taylor was bom at Sunderland in 1817, and held various offices in 
the Public, Service Ho will always be remembered as one of the most successful 
dramatic writers. He was 03 years old when he died. 

On the 21st July, a telegram fiom London announced the death of the Earl of Dalhousie 
a name memorable in the Hist oiy of India. The deceased Peer himself was however com- 
paratively unknown to fame, tte was born in 1800, and was the second son of the Hon’ble 
Lieut -General John Ramsay of-the H. E I. Company’s service, fourth son of the* eighth 
Earl of Dalhousie He was appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Navy in 1827, became Cap- 
tain in 1813, Vice Admiial in 18(>9, and attained the rank of Admiral m 1874. Sir James 
Ferguson the Governor of Bombay, is related by marnage to the Dalhousies ; for his first 
wife, was the second daughter and co-heir of the famous Marquess of that name. 

On the 13th August, the Revd. Henry Wright, Prebendary of St. Paul’s Cathedral and 
Honorary Secretary Church Missionary Society, London, met with his death by drown- 
ing. He was staying with his family in the neighbourhood of Comston Water, and went 
out on the lake to bathe. It is believed that ho must have been seized with cramp, as 
although he was a good swimmer, he failed to reach the shore, whilst apparently at- 
tempting to do so. He was in the prime of life, being only 48 years of age at the time of 
his death. He was formerly Vicar of St. Nicholas, Nottingham, and on the death of the 
Revd. Henry Venn he succeeded him as Honorary Secretary of the C. M. S. He devoted 
his whole time and attention to the arduous duties of the Secretariat, and like his prede- 
cessor never accepted any salary. He was one of the Wrights of Osmaston near Derby, 
a well known family in the Midland Counties and was possessed of considerable wealth. 
He gave liberally out of his abundance, to promote the work of the Society, has last gift 
bein£ £5,000 towards the New Mission in Central Africa. 

MisB Neilson, the well known actress, died rather suddenly in Paris on Sunday the 
15th August, she was of humble origin and was born on the 20th August 1843 at 
Wederslof a few miles south of Wexio, in the piovince of that name. She displayed 
at a very early age, that remarkable genius, which was destined in after life to maae her 
name popular throughout the civilized world. She frequented fairs and other places of 
popular resort, where she sang, accompanying herself on her violin exciting everywhere 
both admiration and wonder. She was singing at one of these fairs in the month of 
June 1857 when she was heard by a gentleman of distinction and influence, who per* 
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ceivmg the extraordinary powers of the young singer, determined to remove her from 
this vagrant life and prepare her for one much more worthy of her gifts. She was 
accordingly sent to some of tho best educational institutions, and made her debut in 
Stockholm in 1860. 

The immediate cause of the death, at Paris, of this popular English Actress, is said 
to have been the curd formed by a cup full of iced milked which she had incautiously 
drunk. She had driven out, after dinner, and the weather being sultry, she asked for a 
cup of iced milk. It appears to have proved fatal in its consequences. Miss Neilson was 
buried at Brompton cemetery, upwards of 8,000 persons being present. The coffin bore 
the simple inscription. “ Lilian Adelaide Neilson. Died at Paris, August 15, 1880.” 

On the 20th October, there died at his residence in Chesham place, the Right Hon. Alfred 
Henry Thesiger, Lord Justice of the High Court of Appeal. The learned Lord Justice was 
in the prime of life, and was the youngest Judge on the Bench. His promotion by Lord 
Beaconsfield was the subject Of much controversy at the time. He was the third son of 
Frederick, first Lord Chelmsford, and was born on the 16th July 1888. He was educated at 
Eton and afterwards proceeded to Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. m 1860. 
He was called to the Bar at the Inner Temple m 1862, and obtained his silk gown in 1873. 
For a short time he was Attorney General to His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, 
which appointment he relinquished on being appointed a Judge of the High Court of Appeal 
m October 1877, m the place of Lord Justice Mellish. As a lawyer he,was conspicuous for 
industry, sound sense, and an eminently legal mind, rather than for brilliancy or eloquence. 

The Right Hon’ble Sir Alexander Cockburn, g.c.b., Lord Chief Justice of England, 
died suddenly at his residence, Hertford Street, Mayfair, on the 20th November, of heart 
disease. He was born m 1802 and succeeded to the baronetcy on the death of his uncle, 
the very Rev. Sir William Cockburn, Dean of York. In 1829 he took the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws, entered Pailiament m 1847, was appointed Solicitor General m 1850, and 
Attorney General tho year following In November 1856 upon the death of Sir John Jervis, 
Sir Alexander Cockburn was appointed Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas and 
in June 1859 was elevated to the office of Lord Chief Justice of England, which he 
has thus held more than 21 years In December 1871 he was selected to represent the 
Ministry of England at Geneva, at the meeting of the arbitrators on the Alabama claims 
and in recognition of his services in connection with which he was nominated a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath (Civil Division). Lord Coleridge has been appointed 
to succeed him as Lord Chief Justice of England. 

A Reuter’s telegram dated 20th December, announced the death of the Duchess of West- 
minster. She was the youngest daughter of the 2nd Duke of Sutherland and as Lady 
Constance Gover was one of the beauties of the Court of Queen Victoria about 30 years 
ago. She married in 1852 the then Earl Grosvenor and had seven sons and four daugh- 
ters. As a leader of society m England, she was justly popular, and those who were 
honored with her personal friendship, valued it most highly not for her position but 
herself. 

The intelligence of the death of “ George Eliot,” the authoress, was received on the 24th 
December. She was one of the most popular English Novelists of the day, and it has 
been said of her that in time she will be recognized as the Shakespeare of British Women 
authors. She was the author of several works, the first being “ Scenes from Clerical 
Life” and the last “ Theophrastus Such.” 


INDIAN. 

POLITICAL. 

On the 1st January, 1880, the young Rajah of Rutlum attained his majority, and the 
State was handed over to him with great ceremony, Sir Henry Daly opening the Durbar, 
on the occasion, with a fitting speech. Rutlam is the principal Rajpoot State under the 
Central India Agency, and was founded, in the 17th century, by Ratan Singh, a prince 
of the Ancient house of Jodhpore. The present Prince, Rajah Ranjit Singh, is descend- 
ed on one side from the heroic house of Jodhpore, and, on the other, from the great 
family of Oodeypore, whose traditions, we are told, are to be traced back into the vanish- 
ing point of Epic poetry. 

In the first week in January were celebrated the nuptial rites of His Highness the 
Maharajah Syajee Rao, Gaekwar of Baroda ; who was married to a niece of H. H. the 
Princess of Tanjore. The Gaekwar was, it will be remembered, adopted by the Maha- 
rani Jumnabai, widow of the late Khunderao Gaekwar, on the 27th May, 1875. The 
Princess Tarabai, of Baroda, who was given in marriage to the Chief of Sawuntwari, was 
born in December, 1870, and so was only ten years of age when her nuptial oeremonies 
Were performed. . The former is the more likely reason. The present Gaekwar, from the 
Administration Report of the Baroda State, appears to be making vast progress in 
hii studies, under the tnition of Mr. F. A. H. Elliot, of the Bombay Civil Service. 

A Reuter’s telegram dated London, 28th April, announced the appointment of the Marquis 
of Ripon to be Viceroy and Governor-General of India, The Right Hon. George Frederick 
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Samuel Robinson, k.g., long known as Earl De Grey and Ripon, is, as Routledge informs 
us, the only son of Frederick John, first Earl of Ripon, better known by his original title of 
Viscount Goderich, which he bore, when he held the post of Premier for a few months in 
1827, by Lady Sarah Albina Louisa Hobart, only child of Hubert, fourth Earl of Bucking- 
hamshire. Our present Viceroy was born on the 24th October 1827, and succeeded to his 
father's titles on 28th J anuary 1859, and to those of his uncle, as third Earl De Grey, on the 
14th Nouember in the same year. We take the following from the “ Men of the Time ”: — 
“ He began his political life as attache to a special mission to Brussels in 1849. At the 
general election in 1852 he was returned to the House of Commons by his courtesy title of 
Viscount Goderich as member for Hull, and continued to sit for that borough until 1858, 
when he vacated his seat to oppose Mr Starkey, at Huddersfield, where he succeeded in 
winning the seat for the Liberals by a majority of eighty. At the general election in 1857 
he was returned for the West Riding of Yorkshire without opposition. In June, 1859, the 
year in which he succeeded to the Upper House, Lord Herbert elected him for the post of 
Under-Secretary for War, and in February, 1861, upon the accession of Sir George C. Lewis, 
he was Under-Secretary for IndLa. Upon the death of Sir G. C. Lewis, in April, 1868, his 
lordship, who had shown great efficiency in his subordinate office took the place of his chief 
as Secretary for War together with a seat in the Cabinet. He remained at the War Office 
nearly three years, and in February, 1866, when Sir Charles Wood, now Viscount Halifax 
withdrew from the Ministry, was appointed Secretary of State foi India. On Mr. Gladstone’s 
accession to office in Decembei, 1868, he was appointed Lord President of the Council, but 
he resigned that office m August, 1873. In 1871 he acted as Chairman of the Joint High 
Commission which arranged the Treaty of Washington ; and in recognition of the services, 
he rendered in that capacity he was soon after his return from the United States, crcatea 
Mar qui s of Ripon. His Lordship, who is a Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for the North 
and West Ridings of Y orkshire, and for the county of Lincoln, was ci eated an honorary 
D.C.L. of Oxford in 1870, and on Apul 23 in that year was installed as Grand Master of the 
Freemasons of England, in succession to Lord Zetland In the autumn of 1874 the Grand 
Lodge received a communication to the effect that the Marquis of Ripon had resigned the 
post of Grand Master, and their surprise was heightened to dismay by the circumstance that 
he did so without assigning any reason for the step. A few days afterwards, however, it 
transpired that his lordship had joined the Roman Catholic Church, which, as is well known, 
has condemned Freemasonry and all other oath-bound societies The reception of the Marquis 
into the Catholic Church took place at tae Oratory, Brompton, September 4, 1874, and his 
conversion gave rise to much comment in the public journals, both here and the Continent. 
He married, in April, 1851, Henrietta Anne Theodosia, eldest daughter of the late Mr. Henry 
Vyner, who has been a Lady of the Bedchamber to the Pnncess of Wales, by whom he has 
surviving issue, Frederick Oliver, born January 29, 1852, now Earl De Grey, heir to the 
marquisate.” 

Considerable prejudice was exhibited, at the time of the Viceroy’s appointment against 
his religion. Attacks were made against the piesent Ministry for having appointed two 
Roman Catholics in the persons of the Marquis of Ripon, as Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India, and Lord Kenmare as Lord Chamberlain. 

Lord Ripon left England on the 18th May and arrived at Bombay on the 81st of the 
same month. His Lordship met with a most welcome reception from the inhabitants of 
Bombay and the Municipal Corporation of that city His Excellency left Bombay by 
special tram on the evening of 4tn June, and arrived at Simla on the 8th of same month, 
on which day he took Ins seat as Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

The Right Honorable Sir James Ferguson, Bart., kcmo, the present Governor of 
Bombay, who succeeded Sir Richard Temple, arrived at the capital of the western 
Presidency on the 28th of April, aud took his seat on that day Sir James is the son of the 
fifth baronet. He was bom at Edinburgh in 1832 and succeeded to the title on his 
father’s death in 1849. After leaving Rugby School, ho entered the Grenadier Guards, 
and attained the rank of Captain in 1854, but in the following year he retired from 
the Army. He represented the county of Ayr in the House of Commons in the Conser- 
vative interest, from Dec., 1854, to April, 1857, and from Oct , 1859, to 1868 ; was Under- 
secretary for India from June, I860, to July, 1867 ; and Under- Secretary for the Home 
Department from the last date till Aug., 1868, when he was appointed Governor of South 
Australia and sworn of the Privy Council. On March 2, 1873, he was appointed Governor 
of New Zealand, but he resigned that post in the following year. 

SOCIAL. 

The distress in Cashmere at the commencement of the year is an event which it is our 
painful duty to record. We were told that the scarcity which began by the destruction 
of the crops in 1877 had not disappeared at the opening of the year, The state of things 
was perhaps somewhat better than the previous year, partly (says a writer) beoause there 
were fewer people to suffer, the majority having already died of famine, and partly be- 
cause HiB Highness the Maharajah, after ordering a census of Srinugger to be taken, 
allowed each adult to purchase about six seers of rice every fortnight 1 The same writer 
states that “ poor children crept from underneath the verandah boards of closed shops, 
and others from holes and comers that panah dogs generally occupy. Purdah women and 
apparently most respectable men, stopped and begged and struggled for a piece of bread) 
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The opinion has been held that the Government of India were m no small degree res- 
ponsible for the fearful waste of human life which “ the corrupt and debased system of 
administration in Cashmere had caused.” 

On the 5th February, the ivftmicipal buildings and twenty-one houses and shops were 
destroyed by fire at Simla ; the damage being estimated at 15,000£*. 

The distress in Ireland, at the commencement of the present year, evoked wide-spread 
and liberal sympathy in India, and measures were adopted everywhere for the raising of 
a Fund to relieve the unhappy sufferers The first appeal that reached the Indian public 
was in a telegram, thiough Bombay, on the 23rd January, “ From the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin to the Editors of the Indian Newspapers which ran thus — “ We have the sad 
and disagreeable duty of telling, through you, all who sympathize with the misfortunes 
of our people, that the dibtress in Ireland lias assumed iearful proportions, and that 
unless extraneous aid be foithcoming m a liberal mannei, death by starvation must 
overtake many. Every effort is being made m Ireland itself as well by local as by 
Central Relief Committees to mitigate the calamity, but owing to the general commer- 
cial and agricultural depression and to the wide-spicad character pf the distress, those 
efforts pioved totally inadequate to meet the crisis We therefore appeal with con- 
fidence to all Irishmen and till friends of Ireland for aid m our efforts to save the 
people from destruction. We feel that we have only to make known the sad position of 
the Irish people to ensure evtrywlieie a generous response We would point out the 
constitution of our Committee which comprises representative men of the highest cha- 
racter and position m the countiy, and of nil deeds and polities, both as an assurance 
that this appeal is justified, and that any funds entrusted to us shall be distributed in 
the manner best calculated to meet the emergency. We would beg of you to publish 
this appeal.” A pieluiiinary Meeting was held m the Strangeis’ loom, of the Madras 
Club, on the 26th evening, when a pioviuonnl Committee was appointed to receive sub- 
scriptions and make anangements ioi a public meeting of the inhabitants of Madras. 
A telegram was also bent to the Lord Mayoi of Dublin expressing sympathy, and stating 
that active measuieb had already commenced On the 3id February the following tele- j 
gram, from the Duchess of Marlborough to His Grace the Governor, of Madias, was . 
placed at the disposal of the Committee of the Madras Auxiliary Fund. “ Earnest!} invite ! 
assistance m collecting donations m aid of my fund, for relief of distiesb m Ii eland.” f 
The Public Meeting, convened by the Sheriff of Madras, to assist in the alleviation of i 
the Irish distress, was held at Pacheappali’s Hall on the Kith February, Sir Charles 
Turner, Chief Justice of Madras, piesidmg Resolutions w’ere passed, and eloquent 
addresses delivered, and the real w T ork was then started for helping m this great cause of 
charity. Public Meetings, of a similar chmaeter, weie also held m Bomba} and Bengal, 
and elsewhere in the Empire. On the 17tli of August was held, at the Chamber of Com- 
merce, a meeting of the General Committee, of the “ Madras Auxiliary Fund, for the 
relief of distress in Ireland,” for the purpose of leeeiving the accounts and closing the 
fund. Sir Charles Turner presided. It was then shewn that the total hubscriptions 
received by the Madras Committee amounted to Its 93,964-4-2 , of which Its 93,668 2-10, 
were remitted to the Lord Mayor of Dublin, and Its 32 to the Duchess of Marlborough’s 
fund “ at the express wish of the Donors ” The expenditure for stationery, printing, &c , j 
amounted to Its. 264-1-4. Since the closing of the above accounts a fuither Rum of Its. , 
228-14-0 had been received, making the total amount of donations Its 94,193-2-2. J 

A most lamentable accident occurred on the morning of 1st Mauh, when the BIS 
N Company's Steamer Vmrjorla foundered within seventy miles of the Bombay haibour 
Five second clasR passengers, fifty-three native deck passengers, the Captain, the Clerk, 
the Chief, Second and Third Engineers were drowned ; but the rest ol the pasBengeis, 
and crew w r ere picked up. 

On the 4th March, the Madras Fine Arts Exhibition of 1880 was opened by HF Grace the 
Duke of Buckingham and Chandos at the College Hall. The exhibition was", m every sense, 
successful, evidence being given, by the exhibits, that Madras is, m the mattci of Fine Arts, 
not a whit behind the sister Pi csidencies. 

The first Russian Consul for Bombay was appointed on the 5th Match in the person of 
M. Vonillow, the Manager of the French Bank m that city 

Mr. Thomas James Maltby of the Madras Civil Service, was brought to Madras, at the 
commencement of the year, in custody, for having, m a fit of insanity, shot at two natives, 
killing one, and wounding the other. Mr. Maltby was confined in the local Lunatic Asylum. 
On Friday the 12th March a motion w’as made in the High Court, before the Hon. Sir Charles 
Turner, Chief Justice and the Hon. Mr Justice limes for permission to lernove Mr. Maltby 
to England. After medical evidence had been taken, to prove that Mr. Maltby was still of 
unsound mind, their Lordships gave their opinion, that they could not mterefere m the matter, 
and that it was optional with the Government to detain Mr Maltby in the Asylum, or to 
permit his removal to England. Mr. Maltby was subsequently sent home in medical 
charge. 

Sir Richard Temple’s official career in India closed on the 13th of March 1880, and he 
left Bombay on that date for England. Sir Richard was educated at Haileybury, and in 
1846 won his first honors at that College. He first distinguished himself as a Settlement 
Officer in the Punjaub and was appointed Secretary to the Punjaub Government. During

Lord Canning’s administration he was associated with Mr. Wilson in bringing about 
those financial reforms which were introduced by that Viceroy. His administration of 
the Nagpore province was a striking contrast to that which preceded it. Among the 
improvements in administration, which were mainly due to Sir Richard Temple, were 
the enforcement of sanitary rules, conservancy, and water-supply arrangements ; the 
establishment 'of the Money order system and many others. Coming to the Central 
Provinces from the Punjaub, he endeavoured to introduce into the former all the irriga- 
tion improvements that existed in the latter. From the Central Provinces Sir Richard 
Temple was transferred to Hyderabad as Resident of that place, when he had also to 
administer the .iff airs of the Berar Districts. Here also he appears to have done good 
service. His next appointment was at Calcutta as Financial member of the Governor 
General’s Council, to which post he was selected by Lord Lawrence. It is needless for 
us (neither will our space permit), to enter into any detailed account of Sir Richard 
Temple’s career m |this capacity. As Lieut. Governor of Bengal, and subsequently as 
Governor of Bombay, Sir Richard was both popular and unpopular. He was a good 
speaker and a ready writer, and it was perhaps not his fault that he failed to satisfy his 
ambition, when he threw up an Indian Governorship to try his chance at the last Parlia- 
mentary elections as a candidate for East Worcestershire. During the recent famine in 
India, Sir Richaid Temple was specially deputed to visit the famine-stricken districts in 
this Presidency. His report was unfavourably received in some quarters ; but, on the whole, 
the general suggestions thrown out by him were very valuable m helping towards the 
special relief operations that weie then being oi gam/ecl by tbe local Government. Most 
enthusiastic demonstiations accompanied Sir Richard Temple’s departure from Bombay; 
and well might that Presidency have felt its separation from one, who, with all his faults, 
was undoubtedly one of the most characteristic Governors that has held rule m Bombay. 

At the commencement of the year, during the General Election of Great Britain 
and Ireland, the natives of India showed their giatitude to Mr. Fawcett for the 
valuable services rendered by him m the cause of India, by a movement intended to 
start a Fund to pay Mr. Fawcett’s expenses in contesting Hackney. On the 16th 
April, a reply was received m Bombay from Mr. Fawcett, in which the member for 
Hackney, thanked the subscribers to the “ Fawcett election expenses Fund,” and pro- 
mised never to spai e an effort to do all m his power to promote the welfare of the people 
in India. It is calculated that over 1 ,000 1* were subscribed m India towards Mr. Fawcett’B 
election expenses. 

Among mining opeiafcions we may mention that on the 3rd May a Coal seam was 
discovered between Budrachellum, and Kotapillee, on the left hank of the Godavery 
district A party of Sappeis and Mmeis was detailed to sink a shaft and to conduct 
operations. On the 14th of same month, silver-lead ore was discovered m large quantities 
m the District of Hazareebagh, ten tons being bhipped to England m May. 

On the 2nd June, the establishment appointed to cany out the Cotton Frauds Act in 
Bombay, was abolished, after having been m existence for 17 years. There has been 
some diffei once of opinion as to the utility of such a Department. As the Secretary of 
State pointed out, the object of the Cotton Fiauds Act was not especially to piotect the 
exporting Merchants, but to guaid the country iiorn the misfortune of losing one of ita 
most valuable export trades A Bill was prepared subsequently foi introduction into the 
Bombay Legislative Council to repeal the Cotton Fraud Act No. VII of 1878 and re-en- 
actmg the substance of Bombay Act IX of 1803, with the omission of the provisions 
relating to the expoit fee and the spocial establishment. 

Intelligence was received at Madras on the 3Uth June that His Grace the Archbishop of 
Canteibury had confeired the Degiee of Doctor of Divinity upon the Rev Charles Egbert 
Kennett, for services rendered by this Clergyman m the Mission field of Tinnevelly. Dr. 
Kennett is the second Eurasian Missionary m Madias upon whom sucli an honor has been 
bestowed, the first being the Rev Dr Bowei. 

Mr. C. V. Runganada Sastnai, for many ycais a Judge of the Court of Small Causes at 
Madras, having letired on pension, the Local Government sanctioned to him a pension of 
lls 5,000 a year ; and His Giace the Governoi furthei maiked his appieciation of this gen- 
tleman’s services by appointing hun a Mcmbei of the Legislative Council at Madras. 

On Saturday the 3rd July 1880 the Earl of Lytton, accompanied by the Countess, embark- 
ed from Bombay after resigning his appointment as Viceroy and Governoi -General of India. 
Tho Earl and Countess met with a most enthusiastic reception at the capital of the western 
Presidency, and a very large gathering witnessed theii depart me in the troop-ship Himalaya 
which was placed at Earl Lytton \s disposal by the Government. Lord Lytton held.the Vice- 
regal office during one of the ino^t critical and eventful periods m the history of India. The 
two most prominent events which ch.uactenzed Lord Lytton ’s caroer in India, were the 
Delhi assemblage and the Affghan wai That the former will ever occupy a brilliant posi- 
tion in the historical pages of this Empire is certain ; and the late Viceroy was peculiarly 
fitted to carry out the grand programme which characterized that important event. As a 
State spectacle, it is admitted that nothing could have exceeded in brilliancy the occasion 
when Her Majesty’s new title as Empress of India was proclaimed to the assembled Princes 
and Chiefs. His connection with Aflghan affairs admit of more than one opinion, and per- 
haps this is in a part due to the fact that no satisfactory issue was reached during Lord 
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Lytton’s administration, owing to the change in Government calling forth his resignation. 
In the Fuller case he rose to sudden popularity among the Native population of India. 
His famous minute on this case will not soon be forgotten. But Lord Lytton lost much of 
this popularity in the policy adopted by him in matters connected with taxation. The fiscal 
measures adopted by J is .Gov >inment m connection with the intei ests of Manchester and 
the re-imposition of a system of taxation which was naturally odious to the people of India 
as it involved a sacrifice of India’s interests — these had the effect of making the people of 
India forget the popularity m which they had once held Lord Lytton His next measure, 
which tended to inciea^e the late Viceroy’s unpopulai lty, was the mtioduetion of what has 
come to be known as the Vernacular Press Act. These last two were unpopular amongst 
the natives of India, but di^atisiaction and disapproval were caused among the Europeans 
by the Cotton duty abolition and license tax Lord Lyt ton’s action m the mattei of famine 
reliefs has been condemned by some and eulogised by others. But there is not the least 
doubt that the Supieme Government met the crisis with lemaikable euergy and adopted 
measures to which, in a very laige degree, the success of the famine administration may be 
attributed We need say little about the budget of 1877 and 1878 win eh was biought out 
on the 15th March 1877, and which eventually cast disci edit on Lord Lytton’** lugimo. It 
was on that occasion that Lord Lytton, at a meeting of the Vice-iegal' Council, declared 
that he was not piepaied to concede to the advocates of the Cotton duties a monopoly of 
disinterested devotion to the mtei ests of India He repudiated the ingenious distinction 
which had been suggested between the intei ests of Manchester and those of England, and 
resented the distinction between the interests of England and the mtei e^ts ot India It must 
be admitted that Lord Lytton was responsible toi having sanctioned the policy by which 
the Cotton duties were transfm med into the License Tax. His action m this matter was 
diametrically opposed to the assurance that he gave to the Calcutta Tiades Association on 
j his arrival in India. 

To Lord Lytton the Indian Pi ess owes the establishment of the Tress Commissionership 
As an oratoi, Loid Lytton wa* much admned, Ins public speeches being chaiactenzed by 
an eloquence most bulliant Although his eareei as a Viceioy may not be summed up 
under the one woid Suceru s, vet tbcio was much m the Administiation <>t tin late Viceroy 
which must be viewed with other feelings than disapproval. 

On the 26th July an influential meeting of the Native Community was held at Pat- 
cheappah’s Hall, with the object of raising some token to poipctuut" the memory of 
Colonel Macdonald tlie Into Directoi of Public Instruction m tins Piesidoncy A good 
deal of animated discussion took place, and it was eventually resolved that tin* testimony 
which the Native community wished to give as an appi conation of the services of the 
late Director, he m the form of a gold medal to he awaidcd animnlly m any College 
affiliated to the Madras University and winch is conducted on a scculai basiR, to any 
student who m the B. A. Science Examination for the B A. Degree obtains tlie highest 
number of maiks. 

On the 11th (September intelligence reached Madras that Gene) al Sir F. Roberts had 
been appointed to the Command-m-Clncf ot the Madras Auny m succession to Sir Neville 
Chambeilam, when that ofhcei’s time expnes m Fchruaiy next At the same time 
it was announced that Sn Edwin Johnson had tendci ed Ins immediate lesignution, con- 
sequent on a communication from the Secretary of State, that lie had inclined the censure 
of Her Majesty’s Government, in connection with the failure of the War estimates. 

The Eurasian and Anglo-Indian Association, which was started on the 7th October 
1879, celebrated its first anmveisary on that date, by a public demonstration in the 
People’s Park. Since the time of its existence tlie Association lins been endeavouring 
to promote tho welfare and mtc ievts ol tins particular community by establishing work- 
shops for the carrying on of various blanches of industry The agricultural project lias 
not as yet been developed, owing peili ips to want of sufficient funds ; but there has been 
a selection of plots of land in various localities in tlie Motussil, and tlio Association hopos, 
ere long, to commence their agricultural operations On Tuesday tlie 14th December, 
tho President, Mr. D S. White, and other numhcisof tlie Council, waited upon his 
Grace the Duke of Buckingham and Uhnndos at Government House, to present His 
Grace with a valedictory address. Tho Duke m replying permitted his name to remain 
on the books ot the Association as its Patron 

One of the most disastrous events of tho year, m India, has been the great landslip at 
Naini Till, m which a number of Europeans and natives lost their lives To give a des- 
cription of the place itself, and the particular scenes of the teirible calamity, would be 
beyond the limit of our space. Various reports have been furnished of tho disaster, 
among which is an official document which gives hut an inadequate description as com- 
pared with the other accounts that preceded it in the newspaper columns. The rain 
which had been threatening for some days previous began, we are told, to fall heavily on 
the evening of the Ififcli September (Thursday). On tlie lollowmg day there was also a 
steady downpour, and eaily m tho forenoon of that eventful Satui day (the 18th) the 
guage shewed that tlie fall had aggregated 25 inches in forty hours, the effect of this 
enormous mass of water pouring down on a confined area of the settlement, which is 
simply a basin formed by a circle of more or less precipitous lulls, was appaient; every 
road was cut to jiieces • steeper ones on the hillside boing reduced to a condition of 
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huge drains, down which poured floods of discolored water. The following account very 
briefly gives some idea of the terrible occurrence : — “ On Saturday forenoon rumours of 
the dangerous state of the Victoria Hotel were noised abroad. A landslip though slight 
in itself hut ominous of what might follow, had occurred in the spm behind at about 10 
o’clock in the morning, resulting m a collapse ot the whole uppei line of the out-houses 
and a portion of the back promises. An alarm was at once given and the visitors who 
had been staying at the Hotel, lost no time in leaving it and taking shelter elsewhere. 
The place was soon empty, but the mam building remained standing apparently uninjured. 
The energies of the authorities weio at once directed to the removal of the debris and 
extraction of tho injured and dead Although the slip had not been of any great extent, 
it was found that some 20 to 30 natives connected with the Hotel and one Euiopean child 
had been buried m tho rums The Assistant Commissioner m charge of Naim Tal, Mr. 
Leonard Taylor, was promptly on the spot, with a few ot the local Police, and a band of 
labourers; finding the task more arduous than lie had expected, Mr Taylor sent for 
assistance to tho Military depot and he was speedily joined by a woikmg paity, under the 
command of Captain Baklorston At one o’clock all seemed well, tho working party were 
busy at their task at the bottom ot the piocipitous ascent which overhung the Hotel, the 
dead were being carried off and the wounded eaied foi. About half -past one Naim Tal 
was startled by a sudden and sullen loai louder than a simultaneous crash of heavy 
guns, followed by a piolonged lumblmg as ot distant thunder, and then by an ominous 
silence Vast clouds ot dust lost' lieavenwaid tluougli the muiky atmosphere, enveloping 
in one dense sbioud a tiaet of ground from tho Hotel outwaids to the Assembly Rooms 
and tlic lake. The whole place hliook as though an earthquake had passed over it. The 
waters of tlic lake lose m a moment tar above their usual limit and sw r ept m a massive 
wave towards the weir, then all was still Never was havoc k* more, sudden, more awful 
or more complete. Down came with out fell swoop tho enormous landslip, burying the 
Hotel and the gallant band behind, rngulpluiig the load and the Gulden, Orderly Room 
and Shop, the Assembly Rooms and the Libiary, with almost every living soul that they 
contained ” Among tlioHe who lost their lives m the catastioplie were Mr. Lenord 
Taylor, the Officiating Assistant Comnussionoi at Nairn Tal , the Rev. Alexander 
Robinson, Senior Chaplain oil the Bengal Establishment, Major M Morphy, II. M’s 40th 
regiment, Mrs Movpliy, Mis Turn hull, Captain F E Goodudgc, B S C , Surgeon Major 
J B Hannah, Captain H S F Haynes, R E, Captain A Baldeiston, H M’s 34th regiment; 
Lieutenant J E II Sullivan, II M’s 73id ; Lieutenant H M Hatcliell, H M’s. 18th 
(Royal Irish) ; Lieutenant .7 B H. (\n nucliael, II M ’s 33rd (Duke of Wellington's) regi- 
ment, and many others, Euiopean and native On the 27th September a public meeting 
was held, at the Nairn Tal Club, to raise subscriptions on behalf of the widows and children 
of those who wore killed, and on behalf of those rendered destitute by tlie calamity. The 
Lieutenaiit-Govcmoi of the North-West Provinces and Oude presided, and the subscrip- 
tion list was well opened 

On ihe 1st Novemboi, His Giace the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos left Ootacamund 
on a tour thiough the Native States of Cochin and Tiavancoie The leccption accorded to 
His Giace by the i ulei^ ot these tenitoues was hiilliant m the extreme While m British 
Cochm, the Chamber of Comrnei oe picsented an addles, asking for improvements of their 
harbour, and His Giace promised to give the subject his hesst consideration. His Grace 
returned to Madias by special tiam oil the* 13tli November, and the last of his many tours 
as Governor of this lhesidency came to a close 

Two lamentable accid«Mits occurred in the harbour within a few days of each other, result- 
ing in the loss of several lives On the 18th November, two steameis of the B. I. S. N. 
Company, the Asia and Snndia, wore entering the harboui at the same time, when the sterns 
of the two vessels happened to collide, smashing a Masula boat which was fastened on the 
side of the Asia, and killing the occupants, six in nunibei, who were in it. A court of en- 
quiry ordered by Government to investigate the cause ot the accident, held the Commander 
of the ScAudia blam cable for the catastrophe. On the 21st November, the weather was 
squally and heavy seas were washing over the arms of the harbour. Two subordinate offi- 
cials of the haibour woiks, named Duffcy and Patching, imprudently ventured to travel out 
on the south arm on atiolly with the objrct of seeing if all was secure. The trolly was 
propelled by nine natives They had not proceeded far when a huge wave broke over them 
and swept away the trolly and the whole of the eleven men into the sea. Four of the 
natives swam ashore, but the remaining seven weic not seen again 

The Right Honorablo William Patrick Adam, the newly appointed Governor of Madras, 
landed at Bombay on 13th December and arrived at Madras on Saturday the 18th of the 
same month. Mr Adam was received at the Central Station of the Madras Railway, by 
all the Chief Officers of Government, both Civil and Military, and by a numerous gather- 
ing of the general public. On the Monday following (Dccombor 20th), Mr. Adam took 
his seat, with the usual honors, as Governor of the Presidency of Fort St. George and 
its dependencies. The Royal Warrant was read by Mr. R. Davidson, c.s.i., the Chief 
Secretary to Government ; the Members of Council present being His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Cluef, Sir Neville Chamberlain, gob., g c.s.i , the Honorable W. Hud- 
leston, and the Hon. D. F Carmichael Mr. Adam is not quite a stranger to India; for 
he was for five years (J853 to 1858) Private Sccretaiy to his kinsman Lord Elphmstone, 
when the latter was Governor of Bombay. Moreover his uncle, Sir Frederick Adam, was 
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Governor of Madras 48 years ago, from 1832 to 1837 Mr. Adara was educated at Rugby, 
under Dr. Arnold, and passed through Trinity College, Cambridge. He was subsequently 
called to the Bar in the Inner Temple, but never practiced as a Barrister, preferring a 
political career. He was first elected Member for Kinross ; and m 1865 was made a Lord 
of the Treasury. In the following year he assisted Mr. Brand, the present Speaker, who 
was then a “Whip” of the Liberal party. When Mr. Gladstone returned to power in 
1868, Mr. Adam, again a Lord of the Treasury, acted as second “ Whip” with Mr Glyn, 
now Lord Wolverton. In 1373 ho was made First Commissioner of Works, an office from 
which he, in common with Ins colleagues, was suddenly relieved by the result of the 
general elections of 1874. When the present Ministry was formed, Mr. Adam again 
acoepted the offer of First Commissioner of Works ; and was deservedly rewarded for his 
eminent services to the liberal cause by being appointed Governoi of Madras. 

His Grace the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos, left Madras for England by the B. I. 
S. N. Company’s Steamer Navatino on Monday tho 20th December, after a career of over 
five years as Governor of this Presidency. His Grace and the Ladies Grenville embarked 
from the pier at 5 l\m„ a very nmnenous gathering of all classes of the community being 
present to bid him adieu. It was noticeable amongst, the various addresses to the Duke 
previous to his departure that much stress was laid upon his evei turns dm mg the famine of 
1877. His Grftce himself modestly admitted that, he had hut done hi^ duty, as Governoi of 
this Presidency. Opinions diffei of com se as to Ills Grace having pci mi tied himself to he 
“ overridden” by the gt eat famine delegate ; but that he was actual d b\ the most hbeial and 
honest motives m doing so, will be admitted by all who have an} acquaintance with the 
character of our late Governor. The “ icbellion,” as it has been eilled, at Iiumpa lias not 
been regarded as a masterpiece in the Duke’s administration. What seemed to have been 
necessary at the commencement of the distmbances was the adoption of immediate hnd 
vigorous measures By this means considei able expense would have been avoided, and the 
blame that it is now sought to fix upon the Duke and his Councillois, would nevei have 
been spoken of. The grievances of the liumpaites, if investigated <uid lemedied at the first 
start, would have obviated the necessity of despatching troops to the scene of the rebellion, 
where sickness and diseases were found to be as formidable foes as the i ebelhous toddy- 
drawers themselves. 

The annual migiation to the Hills lias also been made the subject of complaint by the 
inhabitants of Madras. A meinonal was drawn up in November la^t foi .submission to the 
Secretary of State, m which the grievances of the public in connection with this subject 
were fully represented It was shown that the budget it'd tiav oiling expenses alone of the 
journey to the Hills and back, foi the curienl \ear (1K8U) amounted to Its. 37,000 ; but this 
did not cover the whole of the cost to the State “by leason of the absence of the Governor 
u and other officials and Heads of Depai tments at Ootacamuud, the Government of Madras 
“ has of necessity to be carried on by telegiaphic and postal communication at enormous 
“ cost to the State Government servants, who have not the privilege of going up to the 
“ Hills with the Government, ate constantly requited to pioceed to Ootacarnund tor peisonal 
“ interviews and instructions, and all their travelling expenses have to be borne by the State, 
“ and all the clerks and minoi officials, who are obliged to go with the Government have to 
“ be paid their batta (or extra daily allowance of services rendered out of Madras) and all 
“ the peons and other office servants have to be paid their batta and to be provided with 
w warm clothing, and the whole of these expenses also ate borne by the State.” Such was 
the burden of the complaint as set forth m the petition It was further represented that 
there was an expenditure of seven lakhs oi theieabouts for a new Government house at Oota- 
caxnund, although the Governor of Madras has a palatial lesidence m the Presidency town, 
and Guindy Park about ten miles distance from it. The petitioners pointed out the incon- 
venience caused to the public service and submitted that Government servants “ should not 
u be at liberty to desert their posts and pietend to manage and control the most important 
“ offices of the State by post and telegraph, at a distance of over 350 miles from their head- 
“ quarters, for nearly nine months m the year.” The other parts of the memorial boie more 
or less on the questions of expenditure and economy, suggesting that at a time when it was 
necessary to make both ends meet, the Government should practice those economical 
measures which they themselves had so strongly recommended m the various Departments 
of the State. 

The Buckingham Canal most certainly owes much of its progress to the interest and acti- 
vity of the Duke whose name it bears. 

Considerable satisfaction has been felt at the very impaitial mamiei m which tbo Duke of 
Buckingham and Chandos distributed his patronage in the mattei of high official appoint- 
ments. There was no such thing as taking caie of Dowb ; foi the members of each and 
every community have had their claims lespected in this respect. Among the Eurasian 
community the most noticeable appom tments, during the Duke’s regime , have been those of 
Mr. W. M. Scharlieb as Magistrate of Police, Mr. G. Hamnett as Registrar General of Assur- 
ances, and Mr.^Basil Lovery as Sheriff of Madras for the present year. The Hindu commu- 
nity were gratified by the nomination of Mr. Muthusawmy Iyer to a High Court Judgeship 
and of Mr. C, ^ . Runganadam Sastri as a Member of the Legislative Council. The Mahome- 
^, lr Ansaruddin Saib Bahadur to be a Magistrate

OUR RETROSPECT FOR 1880.

The Commissariat trials at Rangoon have also formed one of the chief features of the 
Ducal administration. The gigantic frauds that were being committed in this notoriously 
money-making department, were first brought to light by the insolvency of Messrs. Cohen 
Brothers, the contractors, an examination of whose books showed that bribes, to very large 
amounts, had been given to officers and servants of various grades m the above-mentioned 
department. 

The Commissariat Frauds at Rangoon have cost the Government of Madras consider- 
able expense and anxiety. It was found that the Cohen Brothers, the contractors, had 
bribed the Commissariat Officers to a large extent ; and the local Government employed 
the services of Colonel Weldon, the Senior Magistrate of Police at Madras, to proceed to 
Rangoon, to conduct the prosecution Mr. H. J. Tarrant, the Crown Prosecutor, was also 
sent down, at considerable expense ; the result being that a number of subordinates, both 
European and Native, were convicted and sentenced to different terms of imprisonment. 
Captain (now Major) Shelly Leigh Hunt was one of those accused of having received 
illegal gratification, but the result of his trial was an acquittal, and others were subse- 
quently tried and acquitted, the evidence of the Cohens being, in the opinion of the 
Additional Recorder, untrustworthy. These prosecutions evoked considerable criticism 
from the Indian Press , but there was much unanimity of opinion as to the verdict of 
acquittal in Captain Hunt’s case 

The affairs of the Madras Municipality have not been very satisfactory, fiom a financial 
point of view. The embezzlement case has caused much dissatisfaction among the rate- 
payers ; and the levy of the water-tax, upon those who did not receive an equivalent for 
Sieir money, has also been a vexatious question. Law suits have been instituted ; in the 
latter case the result being unfavorable to the Municipality. A Bill was, in consequence, 
introduced, m the Legislative Council of His Grace the Governor, by the Hon’ble P. 
O’Sullivan, Advocate General, on the 27th November, to amend Act V of 1878, the 
Madras Municipal Act, by which the Commissioners will have “ breathing time” allowed 
them for carrying out the provisions of the Act. The Bill was supported by the Hon'ble 
P Macfadyen ana the Hon’ble J. G Coleman The Commissioners have, at frequent 
meetings, expressed themselves opposed to the burdens laid upon them in the support of 
the Police, as well as the defraying of educational grants, &c ; and the Government have j 
been requested to relieve the Municipality of these financial encumbrances. The Coni- , 
missioners, having been asked to meet tneir present difficulties by a further reduction of 
their expenditure, it was proposed by one of the Civic Corporation, and carried, that the 
Offices of President and Vice-Presidents be abolished ; ana the duties performed by an 
Honorary President, assisted by a paid Secretary, and Engineers whose salaries should 
be fixed by the Commissioners Public opinion, so far as can be gathered from the news- 
papers, is m sympathy with the Municipality under tha pecuniary embarrassments it 
has to struggle with , but, at the same time, such opinion is divided on the management 
— or mismanagement — which rendered the defalcations so easy. 

The year under review has been noted for what has been very aptly described as the 
Gold Mining Mania. A number of Companies have been established and active operations 
are going on apace. Interesting experiments with Dynamite have been successfully tried, 
and the gold enterprise m certain parts of Sourthern India bid fair to become m time 
very profitable. 

At the commencement of the year the following gentlemen were nominated Companions 
of the Order of the Indian Empire. Ataur Singh Sirdar, Dr. A. C. Burnell, Dr. W. R. 
Cornish, Sir P. Cunliffe Owen, Major General Sir Henry Daly, Pundit Ishwar Chandra 
Vidya Sagara, Father Lafonte, Mr. S. P. W. V. Luke, Mr. C. J. Lyall, Mr. C. G. W. 
Macpherson, Honorable Mir Humayon Jah Bahadur, Mr. D. E. Nauquette, Mr. P. 
Ormiston, Mr C E Pitman, Lt -Gen 1. Sir F. S. Roberts, Pundit Sarup Naram Kazee 
Shahabadm, Mr. G. Sibley, Sonnndro Mohun Tagore, and Mr. Ronald Thomson. 

Among the rules regarding the rank and allowances of Natives of India, appointed to 
Offices in Her Majesty’s Civil Service of India, in accordance with the rules framed under 
Act 83, Vic Chapter 3, is the following : — The pay of an Office when held by a Native Civil 
Servant shall be, as nearly as convenient, two-thirds of what it would be if the Office 
were held by a Covenanted Civil Servant appointed in England less the subscription 
paid by such a servant on account of his annuity. 

On Tuesday the 17th August, a monster meetrng was held in the Town Hall of Bombay, 
presided over by Sir James Fergusson, the object of which was to raise a fund for the 
relief of the sufferers by the Afghan War. The chief Government officials werepresent, 
and there was a large attendance of the leading inhabitants of the city. Eloquent 
addresses were delivered, and announcements made of large subscriptions that had been 
forwarded towards this object. Before the close of the meeting no less an amount than 
Rs. 54,000 was collected. A Patriotic Fund meeting was also held at Simla on the 
afternoon of the 14th September, when Lord Ripon presided and delivered a lengthy 
and telling address. It was proposed by Sir F. Haines, and seconded by the Vener- 
able Archdeacon Mathews, that m order to mark the high appreciation m which 
their countrymen held the gallantry displayed by the troops in Afghanistan, and 
the courage and endurance with which they had borne the hardships of campaigns, 
a fund be raised for the relief of those disabled, and the families of those who died during 
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the war. About Rs. 30,000 was subscribed in the room. A meeting on behalf of the 
Patriotic Fund was held at Lahore in the beginning of November, under the presidency 
of Sir R. Egerton, when a letter was read from Sir Donald Stewart, stating that dona- 
tions to the amount of Rs. 3,22,000 had already been placed at the disposal of the Central 
Committee, and it was believed that subscriptions amounting to nearly a third of that 
sum have been raised independently m the Bombay Presidency Sir R Egerton said, 
that since that letter was sent, he had received intimation from the rulers of the following 

native States, of their desire to contribute the following sums ; — H. H. The Maharaja of 
Puttkla, Rs. 1,00,000, H. H The liajuh of Jhind, Rs. 50,000 ; H. H. The Rajah of Nabha 
Rs. 50,000. A further sum of Rs. 10,000 was collected before the meeting dispersed. 

Mr. Caird's report, as Famine Commissioner, was published m October, and accom- 
panying it was a lengthy despatch from the Government of India, dated June 8th. The 
Government disagree with most of Mr. Caird’s proposals, hut approve of the extension 
of local control and responsibility, and the increased employment of natives. 

At a goneral coiut-martial, assembled at Lundi Kotal, Apiil 19fch, Surgeon J. D. Mac- 
donald was found guilty on a charge of having been drunk at Fort Jumrood, and with 
having disobeyed the command of Major A. F. Taylor. The prisoner was sentenced to 
be dismissed from the sorvice. 

The announcement of Sir John Strachey’s retirement and the appointment of Major 
Evelyn Raring as Ins successor, were made public on Friday the 25th June , hut Sir John 
Stracliey accompanied by Lady Strachcy and his family only left Bombay on Saturday 
tho 25th December for England. Sir John will always be remembered as one of the 
ablest of the Indian Civil Servants, and at the samo time as one who had perpetuated 
many gave blunders He opposed Lord Northbrook, when the latter proposed to abolish 
tho Income tax, and when he became Finance Minister he introduced the License tax 
which was in isality another form of Income tax, the difference consisting m tho exemp- 
tion of officials and professional men who are well able to pay The entne Indian Press 
condemned the principle, but their protest had no influence whatever upon the ex- 
Fmanco Minister. JTe also lendered himself exceedingly unpopular m the matter of 
the abolition of Customs duties, and tho charge of breach of faith which was brought 
against him by the Press was one to which he could not but plead guilty. In the matter 
of Railway communications, &c., lie was a staunch sujiporter of the narrow and metro- 
guage. 

The People’s Park Fete, which opened on the 29tli December, was remarkably sucess- 
ful. The anaiigements mnde by the special Executive Committee, and the Honorary 
Secretaries were excellent , and the pro vision foi the safety and comfort of the public 
were equally good. Judging from the large numbers who crowded together on the 
several days during which the fair was continued the financial results must have been 
very satisfactory. The illumination s, and docorations weie tasteful ; while a most enter- 
taining programme was supplied each day for the amusement of the public. 

The Census arrangements appear to have caused some little disturbance in the Santhal 
Porgunnalis. The Sant! nils, it would appear, had taken a most binding oath, neither to 
allow their houses to be numbered nor to give m their names for Census purposes. The 
disturbance however was ultimately quelled. 

Colonel A. L. Annesley, half-pay, late lltli Hussars, has embarked for India to take up 
his new appomtment as Adjutant-General of the Bombay Army, in succession to the late 
Brigadier- General Brooke. 

The Secretary of State, after a full consideration, has decided that the mails for 
Europe shall leave Bombay at five o’clock in the afternoon of Thursday m fair season, 1 
and of Tuesday in tho monsoon. 

Lord Hartington, in reply to a deputation from Lancashire, on December 29, urging 
the abolition of the Indian import duties on cotton manufactures, said he would do his 
utmost to redress the grievauce respecting tho confiscation of goods which are believed 
to be entitled to free duty, and is prepared, when the finances of India permitted it, 
to extend the f&e-trade policy of his predecessors. 

RELIGIOUS. 

The consecration of the Rev Dr. Coadou, as Roman Catholic Bishop of Mysore took 
place on the 10th October, at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Bangalore. The consecrating 
Prelate was Monsgr. Laouenan of Pondicherry, and the two Assistant Bishops M. M. 
Kanoz and Bardou of Madura and Coimbatore respectively. The sermon was preached 
by the Rev. J. D. W. Sewell, S. J. 

On the 28th October, a grand and imposing service was held at St. Mary’s Church, Fort, 
to celebrate the Bi-centenary of the dedication of that sacred edifice. Five clergymen took 
part in the service which was choral thioughout, and the preacher the Rev. A. C. Taylor, 
during the course of his sermon, gave an account of the building and dedication of the 
Church 200 years ago. In March 1078 on “ Lady Day” the ground was first broken on which 
the foundation of the present edifice was laid, and m consequence of this circumstance it 
was resolved to name the Church St Mary’s ; the foundation stone was laid on the Easter 
Monday following and on the 28th October 1680, the church was finished and dedicated. 
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A Centenary of Sunday Schools, in connection with the Church of England, was held 
at Madras on the 28th December, the fenHt of the Holy Innocents. In the morning His | 
Lordship the BiBhop delivered an address to Sunday School teachers. At 8-30 p.m. 
there was a special form of service at which upwards of 750 children were present, from 
the various local districts A very appropriate sermon was delivered to them by the 
Rev. S. Morley, Domestic Chaplain to the Lord Bishop of Madras. 

INDIAN OBITUARY. 

Captain J. Hotham, 36th M. N. I., a son of the Rev. Edwin Hotham, and a grandson of 
Admiral Sir 'William Hotham, diod of dysentery, at Bangaloie, on Thursday, the 8fcli Jan. 

A great and useful public career was brought to a close on January 10th by the death of 
General Sir John Lowe, at Norwood, in the* 92nd yeai of Ins age. He had made India his 
home for 55 years, and rose to fame not only as a soldier but also as politician and a diplo- 
matist. Born m December 1788, he arrived m Madras as an Ensign m 1805. He rendered 
good service to India, for which the rewards lie received were but just compensation. 

Colonel John Hugh Edmund Johnson, the Staff Officer and Superintendent of Details, 
Fort St. George, died on the morning of the 31th January. The deceased, who had been 
ailing for some days previous, administered to lnmself small doses of chloral, to procure 
sleep. At about 4 o’clock, on the 11th, he took a stronger dose of this medicine, and was 
found dead m his bed about four hours after. 

On the morning of the 16th January, at the residence of Captain J.'H. Taylor, Colonel 
George Phillip Biudenell Sliciard, M.S.C., Judge Advocate General of Madras, succumb- 
ed to a brief illness. Deceased was 56 years of age 

In January, Major W. C. Bayley, 10th Regiment M N. I , died at Aditeegala, in the 
Rajalimundry district, whither he had proceeded to lesibt m quelling the disturbances 
in the Godavari 

Brigadier General J A. Taylor, c b., V C., died at Thull on the 31th February. The de- 
ceased belonged to 4th Gooikha Regiment, and commanded a brigade in the Kunain Yalleys 
He served under Sir Colin Campbell m 1851-52 and distinguished himself during the 
mutiny. He leceived the Victona Cross for his gallantly at the action of Chorpoorah and 
was made a c.». for Ins valuable services 

On the SthFebitmry, Mr C Ragoonatlia Chary, f.r.a.s., who was forl7yoars attached 
to the Madras Ohservatoiy, as Head Assistant. The deceased Astronomei, detected two 
new variable stars, viz., K Reticuli m 1867 and U. Opine m 1878 Mr. Ragoonatlia Chary 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society in .Tanuaiy 1872, upon the recom- 
mendation of Mr Norman Pogson, the Government Astionomer and Mr. E. B. Powell, 
c.s.i., then Director of Public Instruction. 

Mr. Joseph Lacey, Deputy Commissioner of Mysore, who died at Madras on Monday, 
the 16th February, was an example of what Eurasians can do by perseverance and edu- 
cational effort. Tho deceased rose from a comparatively hum Imposition in the Mysore 
Commission, lie was 41 years of age at the time of Ins death. 

On the *20tli February death carried away a very popular Madras Office! , m the person 
of Brigadier General F W Jebb, whose loss was much regretted. Tho deceased Officer 
had been Adjutant General of the Madras Army since August 1877. 

Mr. George E Branson, the senior partner m the firm of Messis. Branson and Branson, 
died in Ttaly m February last. Mi Bianson was a successful piactitionei of tins city for 20 
years, and in 1878 pioceeded to Europe toi the benefit of hi^ health. 

A telegram was received m Madias, on the 17th Maich, conveying the intelligence of the 
death of Mr. 0 B. livme, Acting Collector and Magistiate and Government Agent at Viza- 
gapatara. Mr livme met his death by being severely mauled by a clieeta, while out hunt- 
ing with Mi W. A. Willock, of the Salt Department. 

On the 25th March, the Roman Catholic Church in Tndia sustained a severe loss by the 
death of the Right Rev. Dr. J A Chevalier, Bishop of Hiciifpolm and Vicar Apostolic of 
Mysore. Di. Chevalier was appointed Bishop on the 30th Siplenibei 1873, continued by the 
Holy Sec 11th November same year, and consecrated at Bangaloie on t lie 1st March 1874. 
His episcopal career was thus onlv a little over six years m duration Di Chevalier arrived 
in India 43 yeais ago, and Mysoie was almost the sole field of his useful labors The deceas- 
ed prelate was 66 yeais of age at the time of his death, having been bom m the diocese of 
Besancon in 1814. 

At Dalkeith on tho 3rd May, General Hubert Marshall, of tho Madras Army, retired 
list, aged 75. The deceased officer entered the East India Company’s service in 1828, and 
after holding various appointments was made Military Secretary to Government, a post 
that he held for many years, and which he vacated m favor of the late Sir A T. Wilde. 

The sad intelligence was icceived at Madias, on Monday morning the 3rd May, of the 
death of the Right Rev Dr. Stephen Fennelly, Bishop of Thermopylae and Vicar Apostolic 
of Madras. Di. Fennelly an ived at Madias on the 1th Febiuary 1811, and so had labored 
m this Presidency as Priest and Bishop for ovci 36 years. He succeeded his brother Dr 
I John Fennelly in 1868, having been elected Bishop on the 1st March ot that year, proclaim- 
| ed in the Consistory of Rome op the 22nd June, and consecrated on the 1th October. Dr. 
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Stephen Fennelly was born in Castletown in the County of Tipperary in 1814. He was edu- 
cated in St. Patrick’s College, Maynooth, together with his brother Dr. John Fennelly. The i 
latter came out in 1842. Ten years after, Dr. Stephen Fennelly was appointed Procurator of j 
the Mission, and m 1856 Vicar General. He was the fourth Vicar Apostolic of Madras, the 
first being the Right Rev Dr. O’Connor, who was appointed in 1862. Dr. Fennelly died at 
the Shevaroys, and his body was brought down to Madras by tram, arriving at the Central 
Station at 6 o’clock on Wednesday morning, f»th May. There was a solemn procession from 
the Railway Station to the Cathedral, where a Requiem Mass was said by the Bishop of 
Pondicherry, the Bishop of Coimbatore being also present. Dr. Stephen Fennelly was 
buried next to his brothei and predecessor. 

On Sunday night 30th May, His Highness Srce Rama Vuimah, K.ft c.s.l., Maharajah of 
Travancore, died at his capital, at the age of 48 The deceased Prince was born on the 14th 
March 1882, and ascended the Miwiud on the 19th October 1860. Rajah Rama Vurma was 
known to be one of the most accomplished of the Native Princes of India, and under his rule, 
so successful had been the admmisti ation of Travancore, that it came to be known as the 
u Model State.” His Highness was succeeded by Ins younger brothei Rama Vurmah the 
First Prince of Travancore, who was born on the 19th May 1887. The present Maharajah is 
highly educated and accomplished, and is a worthy successor to the Musnud. The present 
Prince was installed with much cei oniony on the 17th June 1880. He has had the good 
fortune of having as his Prime Minister the Hon. V. Ramiengar, a Member of the Legis- 
lative Council of Madras, who for many years held the appointment of Registrar General 
in this Presidency. 

On the 80th June, the Church Missionary Society lost by death, one of its oldest and most 
respected Missionaries m the peison of the Rev John Bilderbeck at the ripe age of 70 years, 
60 of which were spent in mission woik Mi. Bildeibeck was educated in Homerton College, 
a Dissenting institution m London, vhore having completed his course of study he came out 
to India in connection with the London Missionary Society. He subsequently took Orders 
in the Church of England, and joined the C. M. S In April 1844 he proceeded to England 
where he was much appreciated in the pulpit, and had the enviable privilege of preaching 
before Her Majesty the Queen. He has left behind him a monument of his labors in the 
Church at Royapoorum which lie built from his own laige private income. 

On the 10 th July, Majoi-Genl T. Raikes, c b., diedatStow-m-the-Woldm his 59th year. 
The deceased officer was asbcxiated with this Presidency for the past 39 years. He left 
Madras for Europeon the 1st January, m apparently good health, so that the intelligence 
of his death was quite unexpected by Ins numerous friends He entered the service of 
the East India Company in 1841 and arrived m India on the 9th May of that year, he 
was piomoted to the rank of Lieutenant 24th January 1845, Captain 24tli March 1854 ; 
Major 24th March 1858; Lient-Colouel 30tli July 1862, Colonel 30th July 1867 and 
Major-General 1st October 1807. He saw a good deal of active service especially during 
the mutiny, and on the 22nd Dec. 1874 was appointed to the command of the Centre 
District which he resigned on the 131st Dec 1879. 

On the 20th July, Subad.ir Major Mahomed Hoossian, Sirdar Bahadui, one of the finest 
old soldiers of the Native Army and Aide-de-Oamp to the Ooniiiiander-m-Chief met with his 
death under very painful circumstances. He was proceeding to the Central Railway Sta- 
tion to meet His Grace the Governor who was expected fiom Ootacamund, and while cross- 
ing the line of the South Indian Railway Company near the General Hospital bridge, his 
conveyance came in collision with a tram that was proceeding from Egmore to the Beach. 
The phaeton was capsized into the Cooum and the unfortunate Subadar Major was violently 
shaken and severely injured. He was at once conveyed to the General Hospital where he 
died about one houi after admission The deceased Officer has seen a good deal of service 
and was the proud possessor of many decorations An inquest was held on the body, the 
enquiry being adjourned several times to obtain the evidence of the principal Officials of 
the South Indian Railway Company, and after a careful investigation the jury came to the 
conclusion that the lamentable accident was due to the faulty arrangements of the Com- 
pany, a verdict m which the Government thoroughly acquiesced 

On the 1st September, the Roman Catholic Mission in Madras sustained a severe 
loss in t£e death of the Revd. Henry Edmond Hennessy. The deceased priest, who was 
a son of Captain Hennessy of the Camp Equipage Depot at Madras was only 37 years of 
age, having been born on the 28th March 1813. He was ordained in 1867 and worked 
some time in Hie Kistna District. In 1872 he was appointed to Vepery, where he suc- 
ceeded in winning the love and respect of his flock. 

On the same day, there died at his residence in Black Town, Mahomed Yusuf Saib 
Bahadoor, Presidency Magistrate at the Egmore Police Court. The deceased was a wor- 
thy member of the Mahomedan community and was promoted to the post he held at 
his death, by the late Lord Hobart. 

On the 10th October, Reuter announced the death in England of Colonel Sir William 
Lockyer Mereweather, k.c.s.i., c.b., one of the most esteemed and energetic officers of 
the Bombay Army. Colonel Mereweather arrived in India 40 years ago and for a long 
time filled the office of Commissioner of Sind. In 1843 he was present at the battle of 
Hyderabad, as a Lieutenant. He was also present at the battle of Guzerat and through- 
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out the Abyssinian Campaign. He will chiefly be remembered by his services to the 
State, in connection with the management of the Sind Province during the mutiny of 
1857. On the 1st October 1877 he left for London to take up the position of a Member of 
the India Council. 

On the 21st October, a Reuter’s Telegram announced the death in England of General 
John Kynaston Luard. The deceased Officer entered the Madras Army in 1819, served with 
the expedition to Ava in 1824, was present at the capture of Arracan and wounded at the 
attack on the Heights (Medal) Served with the Kurnool Field Force in 1889 ; also with 
the China expedition from the 16th June till the termination of hostilities in September 
1842 ; was present at the capture of Woosung and Shanghac, and with the Centre brigade 
under Major General Schoedde at the storm and captuie of Chinkeang-Foo on the 21st July 
1842. (Medal) He became Major Genet al m 1851, was promoted to Lieutenant-General in 
1865, and to General in 1870 He was nominated a Companion of the Order of the Bath 
in 1842. 

In our obituary notices we have to record, with lcgiet, the death of one of the most 
enlightened native princes that India lias known; we reler to the late Maharajah of 
Jeypore, Ram Singh. The Jeypoie State was founded, in A. I) 907, by Dhola Rai, the 
chief of the Kucliwaha tribe of Rajputs, who claimed descent, in the 34th generation, 
from Rama, the great king of Avodhia. It was as far back as 1803 that the State first 
came under British influence; hut it was not till fifteen years after that matters were 
placed on a satisfactory basis, as regards the relations between the State and the British 
Government The late Maharajah was only ioity-seven years of ag( *>t< the time of his 
death, and succeeded lus fathei, Mahu rajah Jey Hmgli, m 1835, when only two years old. 
During his minority the affairs of the State were managed under the sup»_rmtendoncc of 
the Political Agent, by a Council of Regent*}, and weie handed over to the late Chief 
under circumstances of great prosperity. Duung the mutiny of 1857, the loyalty and 
sincerity of Ram Sing, towards the British Government, weie evinced m a market! v y 
He was a Grand Cross of the Order of the Star of India, a Councillor of the Empire, and 
a Companion of the Indian Empire It lias been stated that to the late Maharajah of 
Jeypore belongs no small share of the cicdit of the salt reform, which promises to do so 
much good to Upper India. Jeypoie is a State with an aiea of about 15,000 square miles, 
a population of 2,000,000, and n revenue of Rr 30,000,000 to Rs 46,000,000. I 

The Roman Catholic Chinch has sustained a great loss in tho death, m December last, I 
of His Grace, Don Ayres D’Oinellas do Vasconcellas, Archbishop of Goa and Primate of the ] 
East. The deceased prelate came of a noble family, and was born at Funchal, Madeira, j 
on the 18th September 1837. Ho was educated m the Portuguese University of Coimbra, 
and took orders and graduated J) D m I860 He was made Dean m the year following, 
consecrated Bishop of Teresa in March 1871, and made coadjutor to the Bishop of Fun- 
chal in 1872, succeeding to that Bishopric when it became vacant In December 1875 he 
was appointed Archbishop of Goa. During lus visit, of a fortnight, to Madras, in 1878, 
the late prelate succeeded m effecting a reconciliation between tho lush and Goanese 
Missions. 

FINANCIAL. 

An Indian Government loan was issued in England m November for £3, 300,000. The 
subscription list closed on the 7th December when it was found that the total of the 
tenders amounted to £1 4,5000,000. Tenders at £103-11, received 13 per cent , those at 
£103-11-6 m lull. One million was taken at £104. The closing price on 7th December 
was 104f. 

On the 24tli February, The Hon. Sir Jolm Strac-hey presented his Financial Statement 
for 1880-81. In 1878-76 tho surplus was £2,014,391 or £7,44,391 better than the estimate. 
The nett cost of the War m Afghanistan m 1878-79 was £6,76,381 a close approximation 
to the estimate of £670,000 made the years previous. Against tins, was set the gam, 
the amount of which could not be exactly stated, under tho heads of Railways and 
Telegraphs He estimated at £575,000 the ultimate nett total cost of the operations m 
Afghanistan recorded m the accounts of 1878-79. The sum of £313,4*20 was spent on 
Famine Relief Compared with 1877-78 the Revenues of 1878-79 showed an improvement 
of £6,238,393 of which however, £2,400,331, under the head of Provincial rates, for the 
first time incorporated in these accounts was nominal. The largest increase was under 
Land Revenue, £2,460,919 ; the loss under this head m 1877-78, m consequence of Famine, 
had been very large. There was a saving of £5,032,355 in Famine Relief ; there was an 
increase of expenditure of £1,705,767 under loss by Exchange, and £1,339,281 under Public 
Works. The apparent increase under Public Works, was explained by the transfer of 
charges m the earlier year, from this head to that of Famine Relief, and did not repre- 
sent a real fluctuation of Public Works expenditure Altogether the expenditure of the 
year, exceeded that of the previous year by £650,915. The nett result was £5,587,478 
belter than the result of 1877-78. Thus the Financial outturn of 1878-79 was considered 
by him very satisfactory : with the help of the additional taxation imposed in that and 
m the previous year, amounting to £1,227,891, for which £313,420 weie spent on Famine 
Relief, the true surplus of the year exceeded the amount of £2,000,000, decided to be 
neceBsary to meet obligations on account Of Famine, and io leave a margin for other 
contingencies ; and this result was obtained notwithstanding the expenditure on the 
War, and the remission of the Inland Sugar duties and some of the Customs duties on , 
Cotton Goods and other articles. The standard at which, for other times, the Govern- 
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ment aimed, namely, a surplus of £2,000,000, less any expenditure on Famine Relief and' 
exclusive of extraordinary charges such as those for great Military operations, would 
have been attained if the accounts had shown a surplus of only £1,010,199, or £1,004,192 
less than the actual surplus. Sir John Strachey saw only one drawback to 
entire satisfaction with those results ; some of the capital expenditure under 
productive Public Works, as, for example, that on the Indus Valley and Punjaub 
Northern Railways could not at present be regarded as directly reproductive, lie now 
came to the regular estimates for 1879-80. We take the following from the official 
statement • — “ It is now expected that the Revenue will amount to £67,683,000, 
or £8,021,000 more than the original estimate, and that the ordinary expenditure will be 
£67,464,000, or £1,507,000 more than was estimated. Thus, instead oi a deficit of £1,395,000, 
with which, when our budget estimates wore flamed, we expectod that the piesent year 
would close oyr estimates now show a but plus of £119,000. The original estimates pro- 
vided for an additional military expenditure of £2,000,000 for the war in Afghanistan ; if 
the war had ended with the tieaty of Gundamuok, 1 believe that this estimate would not 
have been exceeded; but, in consequence of the renewal of hostilities, the estimated 
additional charge has nsen to £3,216,000. lu addition to this amount, we have had to 
undertake the construction of railways on oui fiontier. I shall have to speak of them 
further on ; but m the present year they arc esti mated to cost £1,670,000. Thus the total 
provision on account of the wat has now been mci eased to £1,880,000 With the excep- 
tion of £230,000 on account of the Railway fiom Jlielum to Rawal Pindi, which is in- 
cluded under the head of Rad wai/ s, the whole of tins bum, under oideis from the Secre- 
tary of State, is charged against A nay. It was a question whether they ought not to 
have been included under the head of Mate Railways, and as they will undoubtedly, quite 
independently of their present military impoitance, possess great and pei rminent value 
to the country, much was to be said in favour of this view Hut, as their construction 
was primarily due to the war, it was decided to include then cost m the wai expenses, 
The result will he to exaggerate the 1 apparent amount of oiu military expenditure An 
expenditure of £10,000 upon Famine Relief was estimated , tins, on account of distress m 
parts of the Bombay Pi esidency, has been raised to £99,000 On the othei hand, the 
Railway and Telegraph receipts aie better, by reason of the wai, to the extent of about 
£300,000. Thus, but for war and famine, tlio Kegulm Estimates of the present yeai 
would have shown a surplus revenue of about 4f millions sieiling The taxes imposed m 
1877 and 1878, *to enable us to disc bai go our obligations m tune of famine, will, it is 
estimated, yield £1,181,000 ; and if we deduct tlie sum of £99,000, actually spent on famine 
relief, there will remain of this revenue* £1.085,000 > To this extent the new taxes have 
had the effect of preventing debt Making allowance foi other abnounal items on both 
sides of the account, the true surplus of the yeai for c om pan son with the standard 
surplus of £2,000,000, at which we aim, will be about £1,160,000 This surplus if it had 
been actually obtained, would have been muc h m excess of the whole expenditure on 
productive public works, which is estimated at £3,700, 000 11 present prospects are 

fulfilled, the financial outturn of the present year 1879-80 will leave nothing to be desned 
The most important vat in turns from tlie oiigmal estimates ait* the following — Land 
i Revenue. — Improvements, £50,000, inoic than half <>f this has been collected on account 
of arrears of former years, and the increase is due to the mci eased pi obpeijty of the 
country.

Under no head of the revenue had there been any serious decrease On tlie expendi- 
ture side of the account, the following were the chief variations fiom the original 
estimates; — Interest on debt, Decrease £389 000 , the chief saving was, m the discount on 
the loan of March 1879 There had been a satisfnctoiy increase m tlie Savings’ Bank 
Deposits, which now exceeded £2,000,000, m December 1879 new mles were lssuedl 
increasing the rate of Interest from 3$ to 4£ per cent., and ior preventing trouble 
to depositors. Under the bead of Post Office, wo have an me lease of £(53,000. The 
new contract with the P. and O. Co came into foice m Februaiy 1880. The yearly 
subsidy had been reduced from £1,30,000 to £3,60,000 ; the efficiency of the service 
had been increased, and the lates of postage to Great Britain reduced Post Cards costing 
Quarter anna each were introduced in April 1879, and were already so popular that it was 
difficult to supply the demand. In telegiaphs the excess of expenditure over receipts would 
be only 6,000:6 ; there had been a satisfactory growth of revenue, amounting to £1,45,000 of 
Which however £50,000 was attributed to the War. In stationery and printing a decrease of 
expenditure is shewn to the amount of £99,000, which amount is to some extent nominal. 
Odder the head of Superannuations there is an increase of nett expenditure amounting to 
£1,68,000, this being due to the reduction of Public Works Establishments. Including an 
expenditure of £2,80,000 on the Jhelum and Rawul Pindec line, Railways we are told Me 
wore* hy £2,04,000, of which however, £1,50,000 appiear as a transfer under Gain by Ex- 
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ehange. If these adjustments are made, the Railways show an improvement of £1,76,000. 
In Public Woiks there has been a saving of £7,46,000. Provincial and Local surpluses, 
nett surplus, £2,65,000; improvement £4,56,000. The Army shows an increase of £2,768,000. 
Apart from the War, the regular estimate is foi a nett expenditure of £15,487,000. the 
excess of £1,12,000 over the original estimate being due to high piices. Exchange skews 
an improvement of £1,010,000. Productive Public Works on which £3,700,000 were spent 
show a small mcieasc Jrngation Works, show an expenditure of £7,97,000. Revenue and 
Woiking expenses of Productive Public Works show an improvement of £638,000, due 
mainly to the inclusion, so long desired, of the Land Revenue in the Madras Presidency 
attributable to these woiks. “ The details of the Loan operations of the year are as fol-

A Local 
"Debenture Loan of 145,020 was i.used for the t ’aw npore-F ar aldiaba d Light Railway at 
4 pci cent intei est with share of pi of its A Local Debenture Loan of £50,000 was offered 
at Nagpm hi No\cmbei at piu at 4A per cent mteiest, with half the peicentage of surplus 
profits on the Nagpur-lhnpur Railway.

£17,300 is payable this ycai, and £25,400 next >eai The Secretaiy of State received 
£2,000,000 witliout interest from Her Majesty’s Impel ml Government under the Indian 
Ad vane e Ait, 1879 , hut on the other hand he repaid sterling debt amounting to £736,200. 
Thus the net debt inclined amounted to £5,131 ,000, or, excluding the loan from Her 
Majesty’s Government, £3,131,000 Including railway capital transactions, savings bank 
deposits, sei vice funds, loans to natnc states, , and the repayment of such loans, the 
net amount bormwed m 1879-80 wa.->, npait. horn the £2,000,000 advanced as aforesaid 
undei the Indian Advance Act, £3,523,000 " Coming to the Budget estimates for the 
year 1880-81 wo read, “ Tlie revenues aie estimated at £66,740,000, the ordinary expendi- 
ture is estimated at £(><‘>,329,000 , we expert therefore a surplus of 1*417,000. The es- 
timated expenditure includes excess militaiy ehaiges, amounting to £4,360,000, of which 
£2,090,000 is foi militaiy operations proper, and £2,270,000 for the frontier railways; 
against this thcie will he a set-off on account of mipiovemcnt m the Railway and Tele- 
graph revenues estimated at £*300,000, leaving the net charge for the war on the estimates 
of 1880-81 at £1,060,000. But foi the w.u expenditure, the true surplus of the year — to 
compare, as hefoie, with the standard suiplub of £2,000,000 — would not have been less 
than £1,000,000 The estimated loveuue includes £982,000 obtained from the taxes 
imposed m 1877 and 1878, to enable the. Government to meet its famine obligations. 
The estimates foi 1880-81 thus show an extiaoiduiauly satisfactoiv result, fai surpassing 
the stuicl.u d at ivlrch two ^ cars ,igo the Government of India aimed The result is the 
inoie .safmfactui \ because the total estimated expcndituie on the ]>i oductive public works of 
a doubtful eh.ua.ctci, to winch T have hefoie icfciied, is onl) £398,000 ” 

Notice is taken in the statement of a few of tlw head-* in winch the Budget estimate 
cliffcn fiom the Regulai estimate of the yv u . Atlei going into details with reference to 
items ahoady mentioned, Sn John Sti.ichoy obsci\o«* — “ I have alieacly spoken of the Army 
expenditure Apait fiom the* Wat, the estimate stands at £15,330,000. According to our 
present accounts and estimates, tin* nett cost of the Wat from 1878-79 to the end of 1880-81 
will be about 9J millions, of which about 0$ millions is for the railways, and 5J millions 
for military operations. The estimates of the coot of tlie War must of course be to a 
great extent speculative , but they have been prepared with much care, and their ac- 
curacy up to the present time is highly ci editable to Major Newmarch and the Military 
Department. Thei c is no i eason to suppobo, that they eir on the side of being too low. 
To what extent it will be found hereattei that stoi es, chiefly camp equipage, have been 
expended, and wasted and lost, we cannot possibly know accurately until the War is 
over; but everything bought for the War is included in the estimates, and the reserves 
m our Arsenals aie being maintained at their propel* standard, the cost being charged, 
for the present, as current expcndituie After alluding to the prospects in Railways and 
the Madras Harbour Works, the Finance Minister, coming to the important subject of 
the provision of the Ways and Means for tho Service of the ensuing year, remarks that 
in this lespect the responsibility of the Government of India is confined chiefly to the 
requirements of the Public Service in India. Its direct concern with the provision of 
Wavs and Means to meet the demands of tlie Home Treasury is limited to the remittance 
of the amount for which the Secretary of State intimates his intention of drawing hills 
during the year. The Secretary of State has resolved to xaise m this way during 1880-81 
the sum of £16,900,000. Owing to the heavy estimated expenditure at home for the 
frontier railways (£860,000 in 1879-80, and £1,070,000 in 1880-81), this large sum will not 
much exceed the current requirements of the Home Treasury. The Secretary of State | 
could not, therefore, frame his requisition upon us for less than £16,900,000 ; hut he has I 
authorised the Government of India to state that his drawings may be reduced if the | 
demand for his bills upon India proves insufficient. Sir John Strachey further remarks 
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as follows According to present prospects, the balances in the treasuries in India 
on the 81st March 1880 are expected to amount to Bs. 14,19,00,000. The surplus of 
Imperial revenue in India during 1880-81 is estimated at Bs. 12,88,68,000, or deducting 
from the expenditure the loss by exchange on the Secretary of State’s bills Bs. 16,26,68,000. 
We expect to receive in India the sum of Bs. 1,01,88,000 for remittance to England, 
and in the shape of Savings Banks and Service Funds Deposits and recoveries of Bail- 
way Capital Bs. 56,15,000. Besides the Secretary of State’s bills, provision must be made 
for the estimated deficit in the Provincial and Local revenues of Bs. 11,60,000, and for 
the nett disbursement of Bs 19,50,000 on the Remittance and Deposit Accounts. Thus, 
including Bs. 20,28,00,000 for the Secretary of State’s bills, wo have to contemplate a 
liability of nett Bs. 20,59,10,000, against which we have nett assets amounting to Bs. 
17,84,21,000, showing a deficiency of Bs. 2,71,89,000. The Government of India has had 
to consider whether the whole or any part of this sum should he provided from the 
balances, or whether it shall raise the whole or any part of it by a loan. After due delibe- 
ration we have resolved to adopt the former alternative, and to endeavour to meet all 
the expected demands m India during the coming yeat without recourse to the Money 
Maiket for a loan. In consequence of this lesolution the balances m the Treasuries in 
India on the 31st March 1881 are expected to fall somewhat below 11| cfores of rupees, a 
sum considerably less than the minimum sum which the Government of India usually esti- 
mate. “I have now,” continues the Finance Minister, “stated the general facts and figures 
for the past and piesont years, and for the year that is about to commence. The result 
must be considered highly satisfactory. The aggregate actual and estimated surpluses of 
the three yeai s amount to £2,580,000. Let it be remembered that this will be arrived at 
after spending, out of oui ordinal y levcnue, millions on the war, 3| millions on frontier rail- 
ways, and £400,000 on famine relief ; let it be rcmembeied that the amount charged in these 
three years under the head Loss by KrcJianr/e has boon nearly 10 millions; let it also be 
remembered that we have given up £310,000 from the license-tax, £150,000 from salt, 
£150,000 f Lorn the Inland sugar duties, £300,000 on cotton goods and a multitude of other 
articles; and that the sum raised by taxation is thus less than the sum raised at the begin- 
ning of 1878 by moie than £900,000.” 

With regard to the policy of the construction of productive Public Woiks, the following 
weie understood to have been settled, “l. That any money which it may be uecessaiy to 
borrow for the conduction of such woiks shall be bon owed m India in rupees, and not in 
London in staling money 

“ ii. That no more than £2,500,000 a year, on an aveiage, shall be thus borrowed, in 
addition, however, to any capital expended upon the East Indian Railway or any othei 
undei taking winch may be hnealter acquit ed by the State in like mannei ; in addition also 
to any input y winch may be lenl to the Government of India by Native States for the con- 
struction of productive public woiks. 

“in. That the yearly grant foi tlic conduction of productive public works shall not 
exceed £2,500,000 in addition to the capital expended upon the East Indian Railway, or 
any undertaking similarly acquit ed hereafter, and to the expenditiue upon any works the 
funds for the construction of winch aie lent to the Government of India by Native States. 

“ iv. That the unexpended portion of the giant of the past year may be regranted for 
expenditure in the following year. The object of this provision is to prevent the waste and 
inconvenience incident to the lapse of unspent grants for the construction of public works.” 

With refoience to the remaining portion of the Financial Statement, we may only 
briefly remaik that the extension of taxation to official and professional classes was 
abandoned for the present, fresh taxation not being desirable under existing Finan- i 
cial circumstances. The License tax remained unaltered, except that all incomes below 
Bs. 500 were exempted, causing a remission of £340,000. The taxation on export 
duties, on Indigo and Lac was abolished causing a loss of £54,000. No export duty re- 
mained except on rice. There was no present 'change m Cotton duties, but the prolonged 
maintenance of the remaining duties was declared impossible. The loss of revenue next 
year from previous remissions of Cotton duties was estimated at £250,000. Notwith- 
standing the reduction of salt duties m the greater part of India, salt showed a larger 
increase of revenue and consumption ; the principal improvements in 1879-80, compared 
with estimates for opium was £1,900,000, with exchange £1,010,000. The Public Works 
savings was £6,61,000. Land Revenue £4,50,000, Salt 3,62,000, Interest £3,89.000. The 
Army Commission had recommended important measures for increasing the efficiency of 
the army with an estimated annual saving of one and quarter million. No credit was 
taken for this m the budget. Sir John Strachey stated that plans regarding Famine 
Insurance had been completely successful, and declared the objects thoroughly fulfilled. 
The restriction of productive public works expenditure to two and half millions had 
however checked the efforts of the Government of India to protect the country from 
famine by construction of cheap railways and canals. The War estimates had hitherto 
proved accurate and were believed ample for all contingencies now contemplated. The 
comparison between the present total net ordinary expenditure with that of twelve years 
back, showed apart from loss by exchange only a trifling increase either in civil or mili- 
tary charges ; even including loss by exchange, the total net expenditure Bhows no in- 
crease owing to improvement in railways and canals. 

The above gives a complete, summary of the Financial Statement submitted by Sir 
John Strachey ; but it 'was subsequently discovered that a very serious error had been 
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made in estimating the expenses of the War in Afghanistan. The Financial statement 
instead of showing a surplus, as was represented, exhibiting a very heavy deficit. A good 
deal of official correspondence passed upon the subject and the Viceroy telegraphed to 
Lord Hartington on the 20th July, as follows : — The estimate of expenditure was 
£15,000,000, which was based on actual Treasury issues up to the end of June last. 
Assuming that the evacuation of the Northern territory of Afghanistan will be com- 
pleted by the end of October, and that the present rate of actual expenditure continued, 
£2,000,000 more will remain to cover estimated expenditure up to the end of March 
next, including batta granted to the troops.” Lord Hartington in submitting the 
Indian Budget in the House of Commons on the 17th August, alluded to the blunder as 
follows : — “ The error which had occurred m estimating the Afghan war expenses arose • 

through the faulty method of keeping the accounts. £6,000,000 was the estimated cost 
of the War for three years, but £ 2 , 260 , 000 , £ 8 , 250 , 000 , and £8,500,000 must be added to 
each year successively Deducting £ 1 , 000,000 increased profits from Railways and Tele- 
graphs, and adding £4,000,000 for cost of Railway construction to the frontier, the total of 
the war expenses will amount to £ 18 , 000 , 000 . After deducting surpluses amounting to 
£11,000,000 the deficit is £7,000,000.” We may mention that Sir John Strachey’s explana- 
tion on what is known as the Budget blunder, has not been regarded as very satisfactory 
or explicit. He remarked as follows : — “ Although I will not attempt to anticipate the 
results which our advisers may place before us as their revised estimate of the total cost 
of the war, yet considering what we already know of the past, considering, also, the 
present scale of our military operations, the uncertainties of the future, and, on the other 
hand, the certainty, under the most favourable expectations which can be entertained, 
that a great expenditure is still before us : considering, I say, all the facts and proba- 
bilities of the case, it appears to me hardly possible to doubt that the fears expressed in 
our despatch of the 4th May will be justified, and that the ultimate cost of the war will 
largely exceed the sum of £10,000,00 0, which was then named with so much hesitation. 
With our present knowledge, I cannot feel any confidence that, even if the war is brought 
to a termination as soon as we now anticipate, it will cost, independently of the frontier 
railways, less than £15,000,000.” The war estimates which were prepared by the Military 
Department were accepted we are told “ on trust” and Sir John Strachey, in his expla- 
natory minute, stated that there “ must have been extreme negligence, or extreme want of 
intelligence, somewhere about the responsible officers.” Alluding to Sir Edwin Johnson, 
the ex-Fmance Minister remarked that this officer “ sould no more make these estimates, 
or supervise their details, than 1 could have undertaken such a duty myself. il The chief 
cause of the formidable blunder appears to have been owing to the system m which the 
military accounts were kept and audited. 

The outlay of a large sum of money on the construction of the Harbour workB has 
suggested to the Legislature, an enhancement of the Port dues leviable at Madras. The 
bill however was drawn up so as not to come into operation till the new harbour is 
opened. The preamble cites that “Wheicas it has been determined to construct an 
artificial Harbour for the Port of Mudras, and to defray a portion of the interest on the 
principal sum expended on the construction of such Harbour and of the annual expenses 
of maintaining the same, out of the dues leviable on sea-going vessels of fifteen tons and 
upwards entering the said Port ; and whereas the maximum rate of such dues is fixed 
by the Indian Ports Act 3875, Section X. L. V., and the third part of the first Schedule 
thereto annexed, and the amount of such rate is insufficient to defray such portion of 
the aid interest and expenses, in addition to the other charges to meet which the said dues 
are applicable. And whereas it is therefore necessary to enhance, to the extent herein- 
after mentioned, the maximum rate of dues so leviable, it is hereby enacted as follows: 

“ This Act may be called the Madras Port Dues Act, 1880, and it shall come into force 
as soon as the said Harbour is, in the opinion of the Local Government, open for the use 
of sea-going vessels of 15 tons and upwards, and the said Government has published m 
the Foit St. George Gazette a Notification to that effect.” 

The draft Act, provides for certain amdendments of Part III of the first Schedule of 
Act XII of 1876. The whole cost of the work, as now estimated, will amount to Rs. 
62,80,000 and it is proposed to raise, by a taxation levied on the trade of the Port, an an- 
nual income sufficient to pay interests at 4 per cent on this sum, together with Re. 60,000 
estimated annual charge for maintenance. Under the Indian Ports Act now existing, 
Port dues at the rate of 8 annas (or 1^ in the case of coasting vessels) can be at present 
levied on vessels entering our Port, and the simplest mode of raising the requisite sum 
would be we are told, by au enhancement oi those clues. The authors of the Bill, ob- 
serve, however that as it is manifest that the dues could not be enhanced beyond a 
certain point, without injuriously affecting t lie calling trade of the port, it was deter- 
mined, after referehce to the Maaras Chamber of Commerce, that the plan of raising only 
part of the income required by means of Port dues, and “ leaving the rest to be raised 
by a tax on goods landed and shipped,” the precise form of which will hereafter be 
settled, is about the best that the Legislature could adopt in the meantime. In accord- 
ance with that determination, the present Bill was prepared. It admits of the Port 
dues being raised to 8 annas per ton, or in the cases of vessels employed in the coasting 
trade and not being steamers, to 4 annas. 

In a Gazette of India, published at the beginning of November, was an important reso- 
lution of the Indian Government on the future management of the Financial Depart- 
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ment. By that resolution, the designations of the offices of the departments was in a 
great measure changed, the department would consist of one Comptroller-General, five 
Accountants-General, thirty “ enrolled officers” — in whom are included Deputy Comp- 
trollers General, Assistant Secretary, Deputy Accountants-General, &c., — and lastly, 
eight chief clerks ; forty -four in all. The Comptroller-General's pay will be, as hereto- 
fore, Rs. 3,500 a month; and of the Accountants-General, two will receive Rs. 2,750 each, 
two others Rs. 2,500 ; and one Rs. 2,250. The pay of the “ enrolled officers” varies from 
Rs. 400 to Rs. 1,750 a month as a minimum, to Rs. 600 to Rs. 2,000 as a maximum. The 

E ay of the eight chief clerks varies from Its. 400 to Rs. GUO as a minimum, to Rs. 500 to 
Ls. 800 as a maximum. 

AFFGHANISTAN. 

The Afghan War. — The record of events in Afghanistan, from the commencement 
of the year down to the memorable victory by which General Sir Fiederick Roberts earned 
Buch world-renowned fame, is full of* painful yet important interest We take up the 
thread of history from the 1st Januaiy 1880, which is one starting point in the present 
retrospect It was on the first day of the yeai that the Queen Empi ess sent a letter of 
congiatulation to the mother of General Robeits on the occasion of her son’s victorious 
re-occupation of Cahul. A Military Commission assembled to try prisoners consisting 
of General Massey as President, Majo* Gordon, 9th Foot, and Major Stewart, 5th Punjaub 
Cavalry. Ten Afghans were executed on the 80th December, one of whom was said to 
have been present at the attack upon the Residency, and to have cut down Mr. Jenkins, 
the Secretary to the Embassy. A telegram dated 6th January, informed us that every- 
thing was quiet and satisfactory at Cahul ; nearly all the Kohistam Chiefs had come 
in, and those from Logar were expected. Sir F. Roberts had taken the opportunity to 
offer an amnesty to those who took part in the hostilities against the British excepting 
two or three of the chief leaders. A lamentable accident was reported to have occurred 
on the 6th January by which five meu of the Carabineers were drowned while fording 
the Cahul river. General Robeits issued a pioelamaticn dated the 26th December to 
all the Districts in Cahul, the purport of which leached us by telegram on the 9th 
January. It offered a paidon to all who came m without delay, excepting Mahomed 
Jan of Wardnk, Mir Butcha Kohistam, Sawamdnr Khan, of Sogar, Muski Alan, of 
Charkh, Tajir Khan, and the muidereis of Sirdai Mahomed Hasan Khan. The British 
Government, the people woie told, had no enmity towards them ; all "who rebelled only 
would be punished, but to all who came m without delay, and had no fear or suspi- 
cion, the British Government “ spoke only that which was m itB heart.” On the 9th 
January, Goneral Roberts held a Duibar m the cantonments at Cahul which was 
attended by many of the Kolnstan Maliks, influential men from Logar, Padshah Khan, 
Khan of Tazra, and other Ghilzias and all the Sirdai s, and principal men of Cahul. Sir 
Frederick assured the assembly of the good-will and fiiendly intentions of the British 
Government towards the people of Afghanistan, and tlieir desire to respect their lives, 
propeity, and religion, and not to molest any one wlio would live at peace with them. He 
pointed out how unsuccessful the late rising had been, and the generosity and forbearance 
shown by Government io not punishing them more sc veiely. He expressed his satisfaction 
that the more intelligent and well-informed of the people of Afghanistan had taken no 
-iart in the recent distuibances, and thanked by name the vanous Sirdars, who had 
remained in Sherpur and had taken no part in the rising, and presented Klnlats to the 
Kohistanis who had remained with him. At their own request he appointed Sirdar Shah- 
baz Khan, Governor of Kolnstan, and invited tlie assembly to select some of their number 
to remain with him as a medium of communication. 

At the Durbar, Wall Mahomed as the Chief, Sirdar present, was given a seat next to 
General Roberts. Dr. Porter, the principal Medical Officer, died on the previous day, of 
pneumonia. A telegram dated 16tli January informed us, that General Roberts had issued 
a proclamation announcing the abolition of the Military Governorship. Wall Mahomed 
was to administer m the Cahul Distiict. including the city, on our behalf. On the 20th 
January, Mahomed Jan was repotted to have issued a general order to the tribes stating 
that February 24th was the day fixed to renew an attack upon the British. Seditious pla- 
cards were also posted on the city walls. Tahir Khan was also said to have sent letters 
to General Roberts saying that the Ghazni faction had resolved to fight to death unless 
Yakoob Khan was re-instated as Ameer. On the 27th February, a telegram was received 
announcing the re-call by the Commander-in-Clnef of General Massey. The reason 
assigned was his action in the Chardeli Valley on December 11th when four guns were 
lost and the 9th Lancers cut u p. 

Brigadier Goneral Gough took charge of rhe Cavalry Brigade, and CQlonel Mark Heath- 
cote officiated as Road (Commandant. On the 9th March we were informed that Abdul 
R&himan had declared his readiness to come into Cabul and do whatever the British re- 
quired of him. Mr. Lepel Griffin reached Cabul on the 19th March and was met by 
General Roberts at Butkhak. Conflicting reports then existed as to the whereabouts of 
Abdul Rahiman. Mr. Lepel Griffin’s position was that of Chief Political Officer, but with 
power subordinate to Sir F. Roberts as a central authority. On his arrival, Mr Lepel 
Griffin made a formal proclamation to certain of the 'Sirdars of the policy of the 
British Government. He said, that as united Afghanistan had for three generations 
proved itself unable to carry out its Treaty engagements, the British Government 
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had resolved to take over the whole of the Political and Administrative charge of the 
Nbrth and East of Afghanistan. Yakoob Khan had forfeited the throne, and no intrigues 
or disturbances could avail to bring him back. The country had been divided into two 
distinct Political jurisdictions, both under the head of a Political Officer at Cabul. He 
declared ‘that the British troops would only withdraw from Cabul when a ruler was found 
strong enough to carry out whatever understanding was entered into by him with the 
Britisn Government, and to protect the friends of the British. Mr. Lepel Griffin’s decla- 
ration of the policy of the Government was not very favourably received by the Sirdars. 
They were glad that Yakoob Khan was not to return, but said that, in separating Kanda- 
har and Herat from Afghanistan, the position of the Amir had been reduced from that 
of a king to a mere Nawab. Besides, as Kandahar was a backbone of the Durani Power, 
by reason of a large number of the Duranis living in that province, any Durani Amir m 
Cabul, would practically be deprived of a great support which he had hitherto possessed 
from the kinsmen in the South. The Sirdar Shere All Khan, at the beginning of April, re • 
ceived a letter from the Viceroy, through Colonel St. John informing him that his loyal 
service had been rewarded by Her Majesty the Queen — Empress with the Sovereignty of 
the Province of Kandahar and the title of Wall , the limits of Kandahar and certain other 
points to be determined subsequently. The Sirdar was alsc informed that an Agent would 
reside at his Capital and a British force would be permanently stationed there. In other 
respects he would be independant. A notification would also be made of the construction 
of a railway to Kandahar. The formal presentation of tins letter was postponed till the 
presents were sent to the new Wall by the Viceroy. In the meantime Sir Donald 
Stewart’s force was advancing steadily on Ghazni, and no Benous resistance was antici- 
pated although the tribes were said to be collecting to oppose the advance. Contrary 
to general expectation, however, the force were not allowed to possess themselves of 
Ghazni without resistance. On the 19th April, when about 23 mileR distant from that 
city, they were assailed by a laige body of the enemy, estimated as numbering between 
10,000 and 15,000 who were repulsed after an hour’s lighting. A determined rush was 
made by a body of Ghazis, some 3,000 strong, to turn the British flank, but was frustrat- 
ed by a charge of the Cavalry Owing to the necessity of guaidmg the baggage the Cavalry 
could not be spared for the pursuit. The enemy left upwards of 1,000 dead on the field 
and their total loss was reckoned at 2,000. The British loss was 17 killed and 140 wounded 
Ghazni when entered, was found to be m a state of anarchy and the fortifications to 
have fallen into total decay. Sir Donald Stewart’s force fought another engagement on 
the 24th April, dispersing a band of 6,000 tribesmen, who had collected six miles to the 
Boutli of Ghazni, with considerable loss. A small Durbar was held by Mr. Lepel Griffin 
on the 20th April, and was attended chiefly by the Kohistam Mullicks. The Chiefs 
appeared satisfied with their treatment at Cabul. The sovereignty of Kandahar was 
formally conferred upon Sirdar Shere All, on Tuesday 11th May, and the Viceroy’s 
presents, consisting of a superb sword and belt, diamond studded watch and chain, &c , 
were delivered to the Wali The latter, out of gratitude to the British Government, 
remitted the poll-tax on non-Duranis and did away with the arbitrary dealing with the 
copper coinage of the Province Wall Shere Ah Khan was installed with all due cere- 
mony as Governor of the Province of Kandahar. General Primrose, c.s.i., com- 
manding the troops m Southern Afghanistan, and Colonel St. John, c.s i ., the 
Resident of Kandahar, all the staff and heads of departments, proceeded from the 
Camp at 7 a.m. through the Herat gate at the palace of the Wall, at the entrance of which 
they were met and welcomed by Shere All m person Col. St. John then, addressing 
the Chiefs and Maliks assembled, said : Sirdais, Chiefs, and Maliks — “ You have seen by 
the letter of the Viceroy which has just been read what great kindness the British Go- 
vernment, which all over the world is the support of Islam, has extended to the people 
of Kandahar and the Durani nation. You have also seen how peace and prosperity have 
been brought by us to Kandahar, and how different is its condition now from what it 
was two years ago.” News from Afghanistan, about the 20th May was to the effect that 
Abdul Rahiman had dismissed the greater part of his forces, asserting that he had no 
hostile intentions against the British. Captain Burton the Political officer had brought 
in a deputation of the Ghilzias, who had come to represent their views and to tender sub- 
mission. 

Between the 20th and 27th May two engagements were fought in the neighbourhood 
of Jellalabad, in both of which the enemy sustained a thorough defeat. Messengers had 
arrived from Abdul Rahiman’s camp stating that our political mission had reached that 
Chief accompanied by several hundred Kohistanis. The Sndar appeared gratified and 
treated the members of the Mission with much attention. All Abdul Rahiman’s letters 
to his Chiefs and Sirdars were worded m a spirit friendly to the British. News was 
received from Cabul of a very decisive victory over the enemy on the night of 30th June. 
General Hills received information of a hostile gathering at Pudkao Shana and on the 
following morning sent General Pallisser with a Cavalry Brigade of 650 Sabres to ascer- 
tain the strength and attack the enemy if they retired to the hills. General Pallisser met 
a body of 1,600 strong on the 2nd July, three miles from Padkas Shana ; a running skir- 
mish was carried on for six mileB up to the foot of the hills, which the enemy were en- 
deavouring to reach, when they were overtaken. Over 200 of them were killea while our 
casualties were, 4 Sowars killed, 24 wemnded, and 1 British Officer, (Captain Barrow) 
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severely wounded. On the 22nd July, Abdul Rahiman was reported to have definitely 
accepted our terms, and was de facto Amir of Afghanistan, minus Kandahar and the new 
Frontier. Chiefs and leaders flocked in, to tender him their allegiance. On the 28rd, the 
formal proclamation of the Amir’s accession was read by the Mahomedan priests at 
Cabul. Wali Mahomed, the Governor of Cabul, tendered his resignation. Prepara- 
tions were being made for the departure of the British troops, when the unwelcome 
and startling news came of the great disaster that had befallen General Burrows’ Brigade 
on the Helmund. 

The action lasted from 9-80 a. m. to 3 p. We are told that General Burrows, on hear- 
ing that the enemy was in his neighbourhood, advanced to meet them on the morning 
of 27th July. He soon afterwards found himself confronted by the whole of Ayoob Khan's 
force, amounting to 12.000 men and six batteries, in an advantageous situation. The 
advance of the enemy’s Cavalry on our left and a charge of Ghazis on our front decided 
the battle. The Native Infantry fell back in confusion and carried the 66th along with 
them, thus being cut off ftom the Cavalry and Artillery. There was severe fighting, but 
General Burrows had ultimately to rally the infantry and get them into the line of 
retreat. The fugitives who took the main road succumbed we are told in great 
numbers to thirst and exhaustion. The enemy’s pursuit was continued to within 
10 miles of Kandahar. The total loss m killed, wounded, and missing being 
variously estimated. StrenuouB efforts were at once made to retrieve the misfor- 
tune as speedily as possible, among these measures being the march of a force, from 
Cabul, under Sir F. Roberts, consisting of 3 brigades of Infantry, 4 regiments of Cavalry, 
and 8 mule batteries, The evacuation of Cabul took place on the 11th August, after the 
departure of the main body of the British force, a final interview between General 
Stewart and the Amir was held in Sherpur. The march back to India was reported to 
be singularly successful. All communication with General Roberts’ force was severe, 
after it reached the southern end of the Logar valley. A few days after news were 
received of a sortie made by the invested garrison against a village on the east side of the 
city. The loss on the British side was heavy. Among the officers killed were General 
Brooke, Adjutant General, Bombay Army, Col. Newport, 28th N. I Capt. Cruickshank, R 
E., Majors Trench and Lt. Staynor 19th B. N. I. Lt. Marsh and Wood, 2-7th Fusiliers and 
the Rev. Mr. Gordon. The casualties m the rank and file were put down at 180. This 
disaster however was retrieved by the splendid victory gamed by Sir Fredrick Roberts 
over Ayoob Khan, news of which reached us on the 4th September. On the 31st August, 
General Roberts’ force marched into Kandahar and took up its quarters m the canton- 
ments on the west of the City. On the same day General Macpherson's Brigade was 
, moved out to a postion on some low hills, commanding the kmez from which tho water 
had been shut off by the enemy ; and later on General Hugh Gough made a reconnias- 
sance on the Herat road, which had the effect of drawing down a heavy fire from the 
enemy, who followed up his troops as they retired in great numbers. At 9 a.m on the 
1st September General Roberts commenced his attack. Tho first and second Brigades 
under Generals Macpherson and Baker carried the village of Pir Pairnal after an 
obstinate resistance. After passing this village tlio main body of the enerav was 
discovered drawn up with two guns on the open ground beyond. They were here 
attacked by the Highlanders, Goorkhas, and 23rd Pioneers, and driven back m con- 
fusion; by this movement Ayub’s position was rendered untenable, and his gunners 
abandoning their guns on the Kotal took to flight. The fugitives were hotly pursued 
by the cavalry up the valley of the Argandab. The casualties on our side number 
about 240, while the Iobs on the enemy’s side, from whom a number of guns were 
captured, was very heavy. The joy of the victory was sadly marred by the cruel 
massacre of Lieut. Maclaine. The despatches of General Sir F. Roberts were subsequent- 
ly published in a Gazette extraordinary. At a meeting of the Supreme Council held on 
Friday the 1st October, General Primrose was formally recalled, by an order of the Go- 
vernment of India, from the Kandahar Command ; tliis step being due to the reports 
received from Sir F. Roberts on the state of affairs as he found them on his arrival at 
Kandahar. General Roberts embarked for England on the 80th October, after meeting 
with a most enthusiastic reception at Bombay, after general Roberts’ victory the welcome 
announcement was made that Her Majesty had signified her intention of creating Generals 
Sir Donald Stewart and Sir Frederick Roberts, Grand Commanders of the Bath. Sir F. 
Roberts was also nominated to be Commander-in-Chief of Madras in succession to Sir 
Neville Chamberlain, who retires in February. On his arrival in England Sir Frederick 
Roberts had the honor of being personally invested by Her Majesty the Queen with the 
decoration that he had received, and was everywhere enthusiastically entertained besides 
receiving the freedom of the City of London.

Africa* — Advices from London, dated December 29, states that the Boers have seized 
the town of Utrecht. Captain Lawrence Falls, 21st Regiment, was killed. The death of 
Lieutenant Lambart, of the 21 st, is denied. He is alive, hut a prisoner in the hands of 
the Boers. Second Lieutenant Hume, of the 94th, has been wounded. News from Natal 
states that the Boers have captured the Couit House at Potchef strom, the garrison of 
which surrendered. They are now besieging the fort there. The town of Derby has also 
been captured by the Boers.

EXPLANATION OF CHRONOLOGICAL CYCLES AND ERAS. 

The Golden Number is that which any given year holds in the Lunar Cycle, which is a period of 19 
years, at the lapse of which the phases of the moon take place on the same day of the months res- 
pectively as at the commencement of the Cycle Therefore while the sun performs its annual course 
19 times, the courses of the moon amount to 285 In the Ancient Calendar this number was inscribed 
on a tablet set up in the market-place of Athens in letters of gold, hence the term Golden Number It 
was likewise called the Prime, because it pointed out the first day of the new moon, primum lunm 
The Epact is the number of days of the Lunar Cycle, over and above all the complete courses of the 
moon for any number of years, hence the number indicates the age of the moon at the beginning of the 
year 

The Solar Cycle is a period of 28 years, which, owing to leap year, must necessarily elapse before 
the days of the month can return respectively to the same days of the week as at the commencement of 
the Cycle The first year of the Christian Era was the tenth year of this Cycle 

'The Dominical Letter is that letter of the alphabet which points out m the Calendar the Sundays 
throughout the year, thence also called the Sunday Letter or Dies Domini 

Homan lndiction was a period of 15 years, instituted by Constantine the Great in A I) 312, for 
levying certain taxes upon the subjects of his empire The Popes since the time of Charlemagne have 
dated their acts by the year of the mdiction which was fixed on the 1st of January 

The Julian Period embraces 7980 years, and is produced by multiplying into each other the Solar , 
Cycle (28), the Lunar Cycle (19), and the Cycle of the Indiction flft] This period is reckoned from 
709 years before the usual date fixed upon for the creation . at a time when the three Cycles are 
supposed to have commenced together . a circumstance which cannot take place again until A D 32o7, 
or the lapse of the entire period 

Our Lord was born in 4718 of the Julian Period This style was contrived by Joseph Juste Scalgier 
in A 1) 1583, for chronological purposes, and is assumed as a fixed era in the calculations of all 
Astronomers and Chronologers It is of great importance as the standard or general receptacle of all 
other Epochs, Period and Cycles “ into this, as into a large ocean, all the Btreamof time discharge 
themselves, without losing their character, and if historians had recorded the number of each Cycle 
in each year respectively, there could have been no dispute about the date of any event in past ages ” 


GREGORIAN CALENDAR OR NEW STYLE. | 

Up to 1582 the length of the year as computed by Julius Cajsar in B C 45 consisted of 3G5 days and 
6 hours, but as the true length of a solar year is only 3(55 days, 5 hours and nearly 49 minutes, this 
calculation had produced an error amounting to 10 days Consequently Pope Gregory XI H,— hence « 

the Calendar was called Gregorian— undertook in 1582 to rectify that error by making the year to con- 
sist of 355 days, ten days between the 4th and 15th October were struck out, and the 15th was reckoned 
as the 5th October According to this style the ordinary year is to consist of 365 days, but the year | 
1584 and every fourth >ear afterwards termed leap year to contain 366 days, and the centuries 1700, 

1800, 1900, 2100, and so on for those centuries which are not divisible by 400 are to be leckoned, not as 
leap years, but as ordinary years of 305 days only 

The New Style has been gradually adopted, throughout Europe, except in Russia and Greece where 
the old style Btill prevails 

In Great Britain the Now Style was adopted in 1752, by that time the error had amounted to 11 
days it was therefore enacted that September 3 of that year should be reckoned as September 14 
During the present century, supposing the New Style had not been adopted, the error would be 12 
days, and this difference must therefore be allowed m Russian and Greek dates. Thus a Russian bill 
dated March 2, must be reckoned as dated March 14.

ECLIPSES. 


IN THE YEAR 1881 

There will he two Eclipses of the Sun ; two of the Moon, and a transit 
of Mercury across the Sun’s disc. 

I. May 28th, Saturday — A Partial Eclipse of the Sun, invisible at Madras, but 
visible in North America, and parts of Sweden, Norway and Russia. 

II. June 12th, Sunday.—A Total Eclipse of the Moon, invisible at Madras. 

III. November 21st, Monday. — An Annular Eclipse of the Sun, invisible at Madras. 

A small partial Eclipse will be seen at the southern extremity of South America, 

but it will only be annular to unexplored parts of the Antarctic Ocean. 

IV. December 5th, Monday. — A Partial Eclipse of the Moon, visible at Madras.

At middle of Transit Mercury will bo 4’ South of tho Sun’s centre. Tho last, contact 
occurs at 79° from the northernmost point of the Sun’s limb towards the west. These 
phenomena will not be visible to the unaided sight, but can be readily seen with an 
ordinary telescope providod with dark glasses as usual for solar eclipses. 

PLANETARY PHENOMENA, 1881. 

MERCURY will be a morning star in the beginning of January ; from tho middle of 
March to the end of April, from the latter part of July to the middle of August, and from 
the middle of November to the middle of December. He will be an evening star from 
the middle of February to the early part of March; from the latter part of May to the 
early part of July, and from the middle of September to the beginning of November. 
When in superior conjunction, that is, when the Sun is between the Earth and Mercury, 
ho appears perfectly round but very small, not more than 5” in diameter ; but when in tho 
opposite portion of his orbit or near his inferior conjunction, he presents the form of a 
slender and brilliant crescent, nearly 12” in diameter. 

VENUS will be ail evening star from the beginning of the year to the end of April, 
and a morning star from the early part of May to the end of the year. She will 
be Been gibbous in the month of January and from the middle of September to 
the middle ot November, after which time she will appear nearly round to tho 
end of the year with an apparent diameter of 10”. In the months of February and 
July she will appear like a half Moon with an apparent diameter of 22”. Venus 
will be in inferior conjunction with the Sun on May 3rd and may be seen as a cres- 
cent Moon about two months before or after this time. Venus is at such times dis- 
tinctly visible to the naked eye at noonday when the observer knows approximately 
whereabouts to look for her. 
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MARS will be a morning Btar from the beginning of the year to the end of April and 
in quadrature with the Sun on September 21st. He will be in opposition to the Sun on 
December 27th with an apparent diameter of 18,” and will be stationary on November 18th, 
from which time to the end of the year, i.e., while he is in retrograde motion he will 
shine with more than ordinary brillancy with a reddish hue. Mars will be well situated 
for observation before and after midnight in the months of November and December. 

Mars is attended by two minute satellites which were discovered by Professor Asaph 
Hall, of the Washington Observatory, in the very favourable opposition of August 1877. 
They are only discernible with telescopes of the largest size when Mars iB in near 
opposition to the Sun. 

JUPITER will be an evening star from the beginning of Fobruary to the middle of 
April, and a morning star from the early part of May to the middle of June. He will be 
in quadrature with the Sun on January 1st and August 18th; in conjunction with the Sun 
on April 22nd, and stationary on September 15tli. He will be in opposition to the Sun on 
November 13tli with an apparent diameter of 46,” and will bo favourably situated 
for observation fiom the middle of September to the end of the year. His interesting 
belts and the phenomena of his four satellites are well worthy of examination. Any 
good pocket telescope will, if steadily supported, render the satellites visible and their 
Eclipses obseivable. From the beginning of May to November 18th the Eclipses will 
occur on the western side of the planet, but in the other portion of the year to the east 
of the primary. When both the disappearance and reappearance of a satellite are 
I given, it must be remembered the phenomena take place on ti.e same side of the planet, 
but the reappearance always to the east of tho spot at which tho satellite vanished. — 
For table oj Eclipses see paged. 

' SATURN will be an evening star from the beginning of February to tho middle of 
April, and a morning star from the middle of May to the middle of Juno. He will be in 
quadrature with the Sun on January 12th and August 4th ; in conjunction on April 22nd 
and stationary on August 25tli. He will l»e in opposition to the Sun on November 1st 
with an apparent diameter of 18,” and can bo favourably seen both before and after 
midnight from the middle of September to tho end of the year. 

The beautiful system of rings which generally ronders Saturn the most attractive obj’ect 
in the hoavenfl, will he better seen about the time of opposition this year than Rincc 1875> 
having an apparent length of 46” and a breadth of 15”. The southern surface of the 
rings will be visible. Saturn is attended by eight satellites, five of which may be readily 
seen with any good telescope, hut the remaining three require instruments of the largest 
size to render them discernible. 

URANUS will be in opposition to the Sun on March 2nd, in Right Ascension 
10/t. 547/&. and North Declination 7° 54’ ; when ho may be seen as a star of the sixth mag- 
nitude, the faintest visible without telescopic aid in the absence of moonlight. His appa- 
rent diameter is usually about 4” 

NEPTUNE will be in opposition to tho Sun on November 7th, in Right Ascension 
2 h. 58 m. and North Declination 14° 38’. His diameter never exceeds 2£”. He is only of 
about the eighth magnitude as compared with the fixed stars. Uranus and Neptune are 
both visible with a mere pocket glass, when their positions are v ell-known, though they 
are only distinguishable from the fixed stars with superior instruments charged with high 
magnifying powers. 

The minor planets between Mars and Jupiter are now over two hundred and twenty in 
number, all of which except four have been discovered since 1846. Tho only one ever 
visible to the unaided sight is Vesta, which under certain conditions, can, for a brief 
time when near opposition, acquire a brilliancy equal to stars of the fifth magnitude.

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

January. — As the weather during the month will generally be clear and dry, attention 
to watering is required; if possible, water in the morning, otherwise late in the evening; 
novcr water vegetables during the heat of the day. The sowing of European vegetables 
may now be discontinued, as m tho majority of cases seed sown during this month will 
prove to be labor needlessly expended, they will not come to maturity, or scarcely to a 
state fit for consumption. Last month may be considered as drawing to a close all suc- 
cessful operations m regard^ to European vegetable sowing, with the exception of a few 
salads, which may be sown in beds, shaded and hand -watered with attention, they will 
produce small crops. During the first and second week is a good time to sow cucumbers, 
vegetable marrow, gourds and such like. Nepaul spinach should be sown and planted for 
a supply dunug the hot months. Attend to keeping the soil hoed amongst growing crops, 

4 radicating weeds to prevent their seeding, which they now do freely, continue to earth 
uj> celery, choosing a dry day for directions as to eai thing. Plant cuttings of the cabbage 
tribe in beds, if rooted they will give a good supply of sprouts during the hot months. 
Sow country vegetables if required, remove all decaying vegetables to the compost heap. 
Look to the graft mangoes, continue every two or three days to deepen tho incision tnl 
the branch is cut through. If any are entirely removed they may be planted without 
delay, taking care to support them against damage from high winds. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The flowers during this month should be in great perfection. The main operations 
consist in keeping everything clean and m perfect order, using the kmfe amongst the shrubs, 
&c\, where required. Attend to the young shoots of creepers so that they may be pro- 
perly trained, cut back all plants that may be growing over the hedges of the “beds or 
i walks ; this should be done neatly so that the use of the knife may not be discovered, 
nothing lookR worse than plants abruptly cut round the edge of flower beds. Such cut- 
I tings of shrubs and roses, as are rooted should be planted out in beds, well watered and 
shaded for a few days. Attend to plants m pots, roses in flower-bud will be improved by 
frequent watering with liquid manure, it will increase the size of tho flowers. Shade 
tender plants from the midday sun, keep a supply of water exposed to the sun during the 
day, for watering potted plants m the evening. Attend to clipping hedges, keeping the i 
walks and grass in proper trim. ' I 

Remarks. —The weather during this month is generally clear, rain seldom falls, dews 
are plentiful, vegetables are abundant towards the end of the month. Fruits, such as 
oranges, pomegranates, guavas, plantains, &c., are to be had. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

February. — As the Horticultural exhibition is generally held during the early part of 
the month, attend to the schedule of prizes if you intend to compete, preserve such 
articles as may be required by making them with stakes ; in forwarding articles for com- i 
petition pay marked attention to what is required, avoid sending vegetables of any kind j 
m flower pots. In the garden, little is required beyond the directions of last month ; a I 
few salads may be sown, country radishes, encumbers and gourds may still bo sown. I 
Keep the garden clear from decayed leaves ; vegetables during tins month, especially the i 
cabbage tribe, give out a most disagreeable odour if left decaying. See that arrange- 
ments are made to keep up a supply of such country vegetables as may be required. 
Watering will invariably be requisite throughout the month, plant out (if on hand) cut- 
tings of the cabbage tribe. Attend to collecting manure for the next season. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The directions of last month are suitable to this, little more can be done than attending 
to watering and cleanliness ; let plants in pots intended for exhibition, be protected from 
the midday sun if possible. During the course of the month, remove and put in pots a 
good supply of verbenas and such like, to preserve them during the hot Beason. Attend 
to plants in pots, frequently stirring up the soil on the surface. If worms ai$ trouble- 
some, a little clear lime water used occasionally will remove them. 

Remarks .— The weather during this month is clear and calm, dew every morning, rain 
seldom occurs, if ever; vegetables and flowers in most seasons are plentiful ; fruits, such 
as sapodillas, mangoes, oranges, custard apples, &c., are to be had. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

March. — Ab the cultivation of European vegetables will no longer give any degree cf 
satisfaction equivalent to the expense incurred, it is not necessary to presume that by 
giving directions, success will be the reward of carrying them out. The heat is too great 
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to develop seeds of northern climes, indeed it is mere chance to succeed in germinating 
and growing tropical seeds. Attention to the culture of such varieties of country vege- 
tables as 'may be required is all that is requisite in cultivation, though the latter may be 
purchased in the marke t much cheaper than they can be grown m private gardens. All 
vacant spaces m the garden should now be dug, and thrown up m ridges (this is appli- 
cable to heavy soils) so as to expose the soil to the influence oi the sun during the not 
weather. Where the soil is light, let it bo dug over level, collect manure without delay ; 
if composed of heating materials, it will require to be watered and turned over frequently ; 
be sure tins matter is not overlooked; attend to watering lately planted mango trees, 
untying the ligatmes round the grafted parts, support the stomB securely against high 
winds, store yams m sand or dry soil. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Little can be done during this month , pay attention to cleanliness, watering shrubs, 
roses, & c . ; such beds as are empty should be neatly dug over , look to the roots of dahlias, 
let them be stored in pots of sand, or the pots they were grown in ; if the soil is dried 
they vnust he kept dip; gloxinias, aclnmcnes and bulbs require the same treatment; plants 
growing in pots should be jilaced, if possible, to receive the morning sun and shaded 
during midday. 

Remarks. — The weather during this month is clear, hot, and very unpleasant from tli* 
prevailing southerly winds, slight dew frequently. No rain fallR during the whole course 
of the month ; European vegetables are very scarce, dear, and bad m general ; country 
vegetables plentiful, such as brmjals, radishes, greens, &c. Fruits none, with the excep- 
tion of indifferent plantains. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. p 

April. — This month might he x>assed over in silence, as littlo or nothing can be done 
unless digging up any portions of the garden not attended to laBt month , this should not 
be neglected any longer Cucumbers, gourds and melons may be sown during the month ; 
they require protection from the sun until established. Attend to the fruiting pines , if 
the crowns appear to grow too large let the hearts be taken out neatly , remove all suckers 
from the bottom of the fruit; after the irmt has swelled a good size, water should be 
sparingly applied as it tends to injure the flavour. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The directions of last month arc suitable to this , little more can be done than keeping 
the garden clean and free of weeds , towaids the end of the month look well to the support 
of young trees, creepers, <fcc., as gales may be expected early m May. Prepare Boil for 
plants m pots without delay look over dahlia roots, &c., m case they are being injured by 
vermin. Roses in pots should not be excited at present, or they will be weakened. 

Remarks — The weather during thiB month is similar to that of last, wind changeable 
from S. to E. and W., dew is seldom seen. A few slight showers of ram sometimes occur ; 
European vegetables are very scarce, native vegetables are plentiful. Fruits, such as 
giapes, pine-apples, and some of the orange tribe are to be had. Plantains are plentiful. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Hay. — During the month the land wind commences, much difficulty will be experi- 
enced m cultivating any but the common varieties of country vegetables, dig over any 
vacant spaces of ground, no matter how roughly ; prepare manure ; repair and build water- 
channels when required ; make and repair roads and walks. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Now is a good time to put walks in good order, and make others where required. Ii 
composts for seeds and plants in pots are not preparing, delay no longer, as they will be 
I required m July. Wash all empty flower-pots and order supplies for new ones ; use every 
endeavour to put down the unsightly pots in general use — it can he done. ' 

Remarks. — The weather during this month is unpleasantly hot from the prevailing land 
winds ; in most seasons a few slight showers of rain fall ; seldom other than country vege- 
tables are to be had, with the exception of cabbage sprouts, which are hard and tough • 
mangoes and pine-apples are plentiful and cheap ; flowers are scarce. ' 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

June.-** Although rain frequently occurs during the month, it is scarcely desirable to 
recommend the sowing of European vegetables. It is more requisite to push forward any 
new work that may be required , dig over and trench all vacant and new ground that may 
be taken in for cultivation. Be careful that a good supply of manure is on hand. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Preparing pits for planting trees and ornamental shrubs may be proceeded with, like- 
wise the nllmg up of allholl >ws on the lawns where water accumulates during monsoons, 
Making new flowor gardens where required, they should be proceeded with at once ; 
will save time when the gardeners are required for more active operations in July 
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and August. Repair walks and make new ones : see that they are broad and level enough 
for two persons to walk abreast upon them ; there is no necessity to raise them up like 
ridges in the-centre ; if they are slightly convex to throw off the -water, it is sufficient. 

Remark ». — The weather during this month is similar to that of last; showers are more 
frequent : European vegetables are rarely to be had Fruit is plentiful. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

July. — Everything should be prepared during the present month for sowing seeds in 
August if the weather is at all favorable, sow a small quantity of celery and parsley for 
early plants. Peas may be sown towards the latter part of the month, though with but 
slight chance of success in the generality of seasons ; during the last week the levelling 
of the soil thrown up in ridges may be proceeded with The manure heap should be in a 
fit condition for use. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Little can be done during the month further than preparation for the ensuing^soed 
time ; let composts be in a perfect state for use before the end of the month. Make up 
grass edgings with turf Do not prune roses unless they show signs of growth ; this can 
be easily discovered by the swelling and bursting of the buds . if they show signs, prune 
and manure, though -waiting till the following month would be more judicious Take 
care not to be carried into too active operations by a good shower of ram Look to the 
roots of dahlias, gloxinias and aelnmenes , that may have commenced to grow, retard 
them as much as possible, but bring them to the light as dahlias are very impatient, 
their roots should lie divided towards the end of the month into as many divisions. as 
possible with a sharp knife, having shoot upon each division 

Remarks. — The rains of the S W r monsoon commence during this month in slight 
showers ; the sky is very cloudy , ram is frequenfcy m most seasons Fruit and vegetables 
are Rcarce. 

KITCHEN GARDEN 

August. — As imported seed should now be on band, let a first sowing be put m pots 
or boxes without delay. If the weather i, favorable, successive how mgs maybe putin 
during the whole course of the month. Care must be taken that the soil is m a proper 
moist condition. Guard against the ravages of red ants , be sparing of -water to imported 
seeds until they germinate A first sowing of peas ami French beans maybe put m, 
likewise carrots, beet, parsley and radishes , choose a dry day, sow celery m boxes or pots 
in rich soil mixed with well-decayed manure, and a small quantity of powdered line 
The reason celery is so apt to run to seed, arises from inattention to keep up a constant 
luxuriance by the aid of good manure, celery should never receive a check ; of country 
vegetables, sow hnnjals, gourds, cucumbers, roselles, gieens, spinach, beans, chillies, 
snake gourdH, &c ; plant yams and Jerusalem artichokes Attend to top-dressing as- 
paragus beds, make a fresh* bed of water-cresses in a shady spot near a well or tank where 
they can be easily supplied with water twice a ciay Put in suckers of pine-apples, 
prepare stock of mangoes for grafting. Let the garden soil be levelled, well manured 
and dug over . moke sure the manure is well looked after and mixed with lime and ashes 
before using. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Sow seeds of everything that can be had most suitable for the climate , be careful'how 
small seods are sown and watered; look to the roots of dahlias, gloxinias, &c. ; they 
should be set agrowmg in good soil. If no plan lias been definitely fixod upon to secure 
a good supply of flowers, now is the time to look to it ; there is no time to spare propagate 
verbenas by layers ; sow hollyhocks, phloxes, petunias, balsams, <fcc. , increase your stock 
of chrysanthemums, by division, or fresh supplies , let tho flower garden be well dug and 
manured; dig and manure round the roots of shrubs, on lawns, <fcc. Let a shaded piece 
of ground he prepared in which to put cuttings of roses, shrubs, &c. , prepare pits for 
planting trees and shrubs, make them large and deep. Pits in the hoil of Madras or any- 
where should not be less than 2$ feet in diameter and depth Too much care cannot be 
taken of seedlings, lest they get drawn during the dull days that prevail, exposo them to 
the light and air as much as possible. Top-dress all plants in pots not intended to be re- 
potted with fresh soil and manure ; re-pot and top-dress roses m pots Prune and manure 
garden roses and put in cuttings. 

Remarks. — It were unnecessary to write these instructions if those for whom they are 
written do not carry them out during the course of tins month As success can only be 
looked for by close attention, next month will be of less avail to have plants sufficiently 
strong to produce an early crop or to stand the heavy rams, and whatever complaints 
may have to be made anent the failure of vegetables and the display of flowers in January 
ana February, it can be ascribed to no other cause than neglecting to conduct operations 
at the right season and in a proper manner. The native gardeners aro not so much to 
blame as they in general go by the instructions they receive. 

Rain is frequent during this month ; country vegetables are plentiful, fruit and Euro- 
pean vegetables are very scarce. j 
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KITCHEN GARDEN. 

September.— This is the proper time to sow a succession of peas. French beans and 
spinach they may be put in every week during the month ; continue to sow vegetables of 
all kinds. Onions and leeks in light rich soil in beds, protected from the rain by mats, 
tied over moveable bamboo frame-work. Attend to the seedlings sown last month ; some 
of which will be ready for transplanting. Knol-khol and cabbage, if any were sown early 
in July, will be ready for final transplanting in the garden, in beds of rows ; let them be 
lifted carefully; disturb the roots as little as possible. Encourage the growth of celery 
by slight waterings of liquid manure ; look after insects ; a slight sprinkling of lime over 
and under the leaves will arrest their ravages ; if not used let them bo picked off with 
hand every morning. Lime will in nowise injure the tenderest vegetation, if slaked and 
cool. Native vegetables sown at the beginning of last month will be fit for planting out. 
Commence to graft mangoes ; make preparations, such as digging trenches, &c., to pre- 
vent tho garden being flooded during the monsoon near at hand. Manure pine-apples, 
remove the suckers and put them into root. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Petunias, hollyhocks, phloxes, &c., &c., sown last month, should during this bo fit for 
planting out, choosing a dull damp day. Continue to sow balsams, hollyhocks and all 
showy annuals, not neglecting mignonette. Balsam seeds from Hyderabad is generally 
good ; and from the cultivators there removing the lateral branches, they have acquired a 
peculiar upright habit, show about one foot of blossom m a column when well-grown. 
Attend to cleanliness and keeping the soil in flower bed opened by hoeing (the idea of see- 
ing a Gardener sitting in a Jloioer-bed digging it up with apiece of bamboo is absurd ) Prune 
rosoB if hitherto neglected, layer bud and put m cuttings of roses and such shrubs, trees 
and creepers as may be required Sow Heeds of trees and shrubs , put m pipings of carna- 
tions, picotees m boxes, filled with fine sand, mixed with red earth. Let all creepers bo 
neatly tied to the posts or trellises upon which they are tiained; prune where required; 
prune and keep in propor form shrubs, &c ; attend to cutting hedges and filling up gaps ; 
casurina hedges neatly trimmed would be much neater round flower gardens than unsight- 
ly bamboo trellises ; it is astonishing they are not more generally planted, as they combine 
neatness with economy, are easily raised if the seed is not too deeply covered with soil. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

October. — Transplant all vegetable plants, large enough into bods or drills whero they 
are to grow. Trenches should be ready to receive celery plants ; shade if the weather is 
clear; look after tomatoes, onions, leeks, carrots and beet-root , let them be thinned out to 
proper distances from each other ; the thinnings may be planted if required. Continue to 
sow a few varieties of vegetable seeds. Peas may be sown every week ; let the drills in 
which they are sown lie raised above the surface level ; continue to sow a succession of 
French beans. Keep out a supply of salads, such as lettuce, endive, mustard, water-cress, 
&c. Finish early in the month preparations for planting out vegetables ; do not trust till 
wanted, as tho soil may not be workable for rain. Let everything about the garden be 
neat, and clean ; eradicate weeds on their first appearance. If tho weather during the 
month should prove dry, peas and the cabbage tribe will suffer much. A Hupply of water 
will be requisite to prevent the crops sustaining a check which would prove very detri- 
mental. When water is applied let it bo m the morning, very early, if possible ; when it 
is cool, frequent hoeing up the soil amongBt the crops will require to be looked to. If 
activity is not displayed during the early part of this month in forwarding operations, 
there is but little chance of success for the season. Take particular care the crops are not 
planted ou tho same pieco of ground they were last year; alternate them yearly if possible. 
Graft mangoes and plant pwe-apples. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The operations or last month are applicable to this. Look after dahlias in pots, stake 
them ana water occasionally with liquid manure. Plant out verbenas, heliotropes and 
all other bedding plants. Keep up a supply of balsams, cockscombs, mignonette, &o. 
Plant trees and shrubs, attending to training and pruning creepers. This is a good time to 
get roses, fuschias, violets, &c., from the hills of Bangalore. Take advantage of dry days 
to cut grass ; straighten and trim the edges of walks and beds. Give everything a neat and 
clean appearance. Protect all newely planted trees from wind. The best plan is to use 
three tarred ropes for eaeh plant, fix them to the stems round which should be tied a 
pieoe of canvas to prevent the friction of the ropes from injuring the bark ; tie the ropes 
tight to three pegs, firmly driven into the ground at tho proper distance from the plants. 
This is costlier than stakes but more permanent, and will protect the plants till properly 
rooted. ' 

Remarks . — The weather during this month is generally wet and stormy, more especially 
during the latter part of it. Vegetables and fruits still continue scarce. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Sfrnrember.— Few European vegetables will come to perfection if not fit to plant out 
during this month. Attend to transplanting seedlings ; peas and French beans may be 
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sown every week or ten days ; the main crop must be looked for from seed Bown this 
month, as peas sown in December seldom succeed. Sow a small quantity of cabbage, 
knol-khol, cauliflowers, tomatoes, &c., likewise a few salads. Cauliflowers sown during 
the first week of the month ; if they are well attended to, flowers may be had during 
February. Attend to transplanting onions and leeks. Thm out turnips and carrots to 
proper distances from each other. Plant celery in trenches ; look after all details such as 
cleanliness, digging trenches to carry off the heavy rainB ; put in cuttings of cabbage 
sprouts for use during the hot season. Graft mangoes ; put in cuttings of figs and vines. 
Plant onion bulbs for salad. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Continue to transplant seedlings into pots or boxes. Plant out annuals, verbenas, 
hollyhocks, phloxes and ipomeas, if strong enough. Sow any flower seeds remaining on 
hand. Sow seeds of trees and shrubs. Prepare early in the month stations for ornament- 
al creepers, and plant without delay. Attend to training creepers and pruning where 
required. Prune and manure garden roses and put in cuttings. In pruning, cut the old 
branches down to three or four eyes from the bottom. Top-dress all plants in pots not 
requiring re-pottmg ; protect tender plants from heavy rams ; activity is required during 
this month to obtain good supply of flowers during the three following months. The I 
finer varieties of roses in pots should be re-potted if necessary ; they require a heavy soil 
mixed with well decayed cow-dung. Support all plants requiring it from the high winds. 

Remarks. — The weather during this month is in general boisterous, with heavy rains ; 
the N. E. monsoon continues with great violence. Vegetables and flowers continue 
scarce. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

December. — Continue to plant out and transplant into boxes all vegetable plants on 
hand during the first week. Attend to thinning turnips and carrots. Plant celery in 
trenches ana earth up such as may require it. Keep the soil amongst the growing crops 
hoed, and eradicate weeds on their first appearance. Branch lettuce and endive by tying 
up the leaves. Thm out the branches of tomatoes. Look sharp after insects amongst cab- 
bage and cauliflower. Use slaked lime freely on all crops attacked ; it will prove a benefi- 
cial check. During the month sow cucumbers, vegetable marrow, country vegetables for 
greens, &c. Early planted vegetables will be fit lor use towards the end of the month. 
French beans and Balads should be in abundance. Attend to staking peas, beans, <fcc. 
Continue to make up a manure heap for the ensuing season ; let nothing be lost m the 
shape of vegetable matter. The main work of the month iB attention to growing crops ; 
look to early grafted mangoes ; make incisions gradually on the branches above the grafts. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Plant out the remaining stock of annuals ; sow a few hollyhocks, amaranthus, &c. A 
last sowing of balsams may be put in. Sow convolvoluses of all kinds. Petunias for 
flowering during the hot months. Attend to dahlias and encourage them by frequent 
watering of liquid manure. Keep the flower beds and walks clean and neat ; water and 
roll the walks towards tho latter part of the month, it will give them a neat appearance, 
at the same time they will bo more comfortable to walk upon. 

Remarks . — The weather during the first two w’eeks is similar to last month, generally 
clearing up towards the latter end. Fogs are frequent ; flowers contmue scarce with the 
exception of roses ; vegetables are Bcarce ; country greens, &c., are to be had in abund- 
ance ; fruits, such as oranges, guavas and plantains, are plentiful. 

BANGALORE. 

January. — In this month most of the culinary vegetables are in great perfection. 
Grapes, apples, pine-apples, country raspberry, and also a few strawberries ana peaches 
are in season. Such applp trees as have finished bearing may now be pruned, although 
it would be better to delay it until the ensuing month. Sow seeds of such vegetables as 
peas, radish, spinach, &c., that do not require more than three months to come to perfec- 
tion. This is a good month for altering or making a garden, laying walks, &c. Open 
the roots of the vine trees, if the wood is well ripened. 

This is the best month for planting cuttings of sugar-cane. 

Remarks.— The nights and mornings are chill— a clear sky during the day. It seldom 
rains during this month ; but fog falls daily in the mornings. The wind bloWB steadily 
from the N. E. with occasional variations. 

Pebruary.— In this month, country raspberries, figs, pomegranates, pine-apples, 
peaches, grapes and strawberries may be had m great abundance and perfection. A few 
apples remain. Very few vegetables can be sown with advantage this month. Open the 
roots of peach and apples and prune apple trees. As the mango will be in flower, spread, 
if requisite, Borne manure round the roots of the trees, slightly stirring the soil. 

Sow peaches, the stone should be broken, else the seeds will take some months to 
germinate. 
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Remarks. — The weather during the whole of this month is very fine. It seldom, if ever, 
rains. Heavy dew falls in the mornings. The wind blows N. E., sometimes changing to- 
the 8. E. The first half of the month is rather chilly, about the end it commences to be 
warm. 

March. -^-During this month the roots of apple trees should be opened, if not already- 
done by those who approve of that system, ana very strong manure should be applied. 
Strawberries, grapes, raspberries and peaches are in season. The ground should be forked 
about the roots or vines. Plant tuberose roots. Beet-root and celery are in perfection. 
As the winds and hot air of this month are very injurious to vegetation, as few seeds as 
possible should be sown. 

Remarks. —Tho weather during this month is clear, hot and unpleasant Rain is little 
known. There is less dew. The wind continues to blow from the N. E. There is plenty 
of dust. It thunders and lightens occasionally. 

April. — Sow all flower seeds to come to perfection in July and August. They will be 
refreshed by the early rains called the mango showers ; and there is generally rain lh 
Mysore during June. Sow every kind of vegetable seed. Plant potatoes. Dhalia seeds 
should be sown in this month in situations protected from the burning winds. 

Remarks.'— This is the hottest month. Tho nights are very sultry, and the sun pours, 
down.its fiery rays with unabating vigor during the day. The dust is almost suffocating 
There is thunder and lightning. The mango showers may be expected towards the clobe 
of the month. Wind N. E. 

May. — Repeat the sowing of last month, or may be deferred till this month. Trans- 
plant the seeds of the vegetables sown last mouth, and prepare the bods for the final trans- 
planting of knol-khol, cabbage and cauliflower, watering the soil richly. Sow some cotton 
seeds. 

Remarks. — The weather still continues hot. If the mango showers have set in, the heat 
is not so great as that of April. High winds from the S. W., with ram and clouds, may 
be expected. Rather dusty. 

June. — The directions for this month are very similar in many respects to- those given 
for May and April, in order to have the flowers and vegetables later m the season 
Mangoes are in great perfection, and pme-apples abundant ; jack-fruit in season. The 
natives plough their ground and sow their earth-nut. This is the best month for sowing 
seeds from England, &c., provided they arrive in the two or three preceding months, but 
in general it is advisable to sow them as soon as they are unpacked. The fields for hay 
Bhould be scratched by the native plough and manured. Cuttings and suckers of chrysan- 
themums, if taken off and planted in small pots, will flower in September. 

Roses often suffer much moro from the attacks of the roso beetle during this month 
They should be sought for at night with the aid of a lantern, and while one boy holds the 
light, another picks off the insects and throws them into a chatty of water. Immense 
numbers can be killed m a short time in this way. The old roots of the dahlia should be 
planted in large pots of sand covered with some fermenting vegetable matter, to induce 
them to send out shoots. 

Remarks. — Ram is more frequent. The days begin to get cloudy and pleasant, and the 
nights cool. Wind from S. W. blows strongly. Plenty of dust. 

July.— Pine-apple and apples are in season. Mangoes still continue till towards the 
end of the month ; young plants should then be grafted, and the trees pruned as soon as 
they have done bearing, as that is the only time when it can be done with impunity. 
Cuttings of all trees and shrubs should be put in this month, as well as Blips of arti- 
chokes, which, as soon as they have established themselves, should be cut down close to 
the ground. 

The natives generally sow the raggy and cholum, and prepare the ground for rice, and 
plant cuttings of sugar-cane. Flower and vegetable seeds may still be sown, and w regu- 
lar seasons the cabbage tribe of the first and second sowings should be finally transplant- 
ed. The first crop of hay is cut this month. Sow mango seeds for supply of stocks for next 
year’s grafting. The dahlia sown last month will require transplanting, and the shoots 
should be separated from the old roots. The seeds (dahlias) should now be turned out of 
pots into the open ground in a sandy well-manured soil. A species of white grub attacks 
the roots of flower plants, more especially the scarlet geranium. The only mode of destroy- 
ing these insects is by uprooting the plants that show any signs of drooping and remov- 
ing the grub. Experiments in the cultivation of wheat may be attempted this month. 

Remarks.— There is generally much rain this month. The days are cloudy and pleasant, 
and tho nights cool. The wind blows from S. W. Thunder and lightning frequent. 

AugtUBt. — Apples still continue ; young trees should now be drafted, and cuttings put 
down. Oranges, loquats, and alligator pears in season. Insects are excessively numerous 
said destructive. The orange tribes should be budded and inarched, and propagated by 
gpoties . Plant beds with early strawberries. Still sow a few vegetable and flower seeds. 
Continue grafting . mangoes. Transplant cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by 
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layers. Begin collecting seedB of early flowering annuals. Dahlias are in perfection. 
The natives sow different kinds of grain in this and m the following mgnth. Stake the 
dahlias put into ground last month. 

Remarks . — The early monsoons cease about the beginning of the month. The wind 
blows from S. W., and the weather is somewhat warm. 

September. — Alligator pears and loquats still continue. Guavas in plenty. Sow 
orange seed and alligator pear atones, loung potatoes m season. The American cotton 
sow early m full pod. Plant Cape bulbB, either in the ground or in very deep pots well 
drained. The turnips and cabbages are much infested by a small dark caterpillar, which 
may be destroyed by sprinkling tho plants with powdered lime. The rice begins to flower. 
Put down cuttings of geraniums, roses, violets, heartsease, &c. Flowers are in great perfec- 
tion. As most of the peach trees will have lost their leaves, the roots should be opened 
and exposed for four days and then strongly manured. The principal crop of hay is .cut 
in this month. 

Strip off leaves, and bare and prune the root3 of apple trees, dressing the root at the 
same time with sheep or other manure. 

Remaiks — This is rather a hot month The wind blows from S. W., and rain may be 

expected from the middle of the month, particularly in the evenings. 

October. — Vegetables aie in great perfection. Sour sop and guavas also are nowin sea- 
son. The mam beds for strawberries should be planted. Vines will begin to flower early 
in this month the borders should bo dug and well manured. Dahlias will begin to fall 
in the month. As soon as the leaves begin to wither, they should ho taken up with the 
soil that adheres to them and kept m a dry place. As soon as they have keen sufficiently 
dried, they should be picked up in boxes of sand till the time for planting arrives. The 
double tube roses should be similarly treated. 

Remai Jcs.—* The latter monsoons which generally commence towards the end of last 
month, are very heavy during October. The wind veers round to the N. E. The days 
are pleasant and the nights are cool. • 

November. — Apples begin to ripen towards the end of this month. Custard-apples 
in plenty. This is the last month m which the generality of vegetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow the casurina and other tree seeds. This is a good month to lay in a 
stock of manure and prepare composts for the next year. The larger kinds of perennial 
water flowers should be taken up and reduced m size and rc-planted. This is a good 
month to plant potatoes, sweet-potatoes, melons, cucumbers, and most vegetable seeds 
The raggy crop is cut during this month. 

Remaiks — High winds from the N. E , and heavy rain may be expected during the early 
part of the month. Towards the end, the temperatnre of tho atmosphere is considerably 
lessened, and the nights begin to be chilly. This is a very pleasant month. Morning 
foggy* 

December.— Apples are in plenty, and peaches may be had towards the end of the 
month. Rose-apples also are abundant. All vegetables in season. A good month foi 
sowing melon and cucumber seeds, as woll as peas, radish, and spinach, but very few 
other vegetable seeds. Most of the exotic plants will have ceased flowering; the beds 
should therefore be dug up and manured with a soil composed of two-thirds vegetable and 
half well-decayed animal manure. Turn out and examine dahlia roots. Prune roses. 

Remarks —This is usually a clear month with heavy fog in the mornings. Days cool 
and nights chilly. Wind from the N. E Heat ib scarcely felt at midday. This is a very 
pleasant and healthy month. 

General Remarks. — The meteorological observation of three years — 1884-5-6 — was 
one very hot and one very rainy season ; this may therefore be regarded as a very fan 
average when taken together. 

Bangalore is in lat. 12*58 N., and long. 77*82 E. The base of Commissioner’s flagstaff 
is 8,080 feet above high water-mark at Madras . and the mean annual temperature is 75° 
Fahr. ; while that of Madras is 85° . Thus confirming the generally received opinion that 
a rise of 300 feet causes a fall m the thermometer of one degree. The soil, except in the 
valleys, is a red sandy loam inclined to gravelly and the sound rock and Anally foliated 
gneiss with slaty cleavage. It is much used for building purposes. 

Average rainfall of twenty-three years is 85*41 inches.

Vegetables— Sow peas, French beans, cauliflower and lettuce for succession ; complete* 
sowing all crops of vegetables required for summer use. 

July. Flowers — N one. Vegetables— T he Bame as June. 

August.— Flowers — Annual seeds for winter flowering should now be seen ; this is 
the best season to sow stocks, asters, balsams, petunias, verbenas, salpaglossis, nastur- 
tiums, &c. Vegetables — The same as April for winter crops. 

September.— Flowers— Complete sowing of the above in' this month. Vegetables— 
Complete sowing for winter crop. 

October.— Flowers— None. Vegetables.— Sow as in Juno. 

November. — Flowers— None. Vegetables— S ow as in June. 

December. — Flowers— N one . V e ge table s — None . 


Coonoor and Xotagherry. 

Remarks on the variation of the above. 

The main sowing of Vegetable and Flower seeds should be in August, {September and 
October, instead of April and May. Rotation sowings, the same as at Ootacamund. 

Flowers and Vegetables that are in the several months of the year. 

January. — Flowers — Geraniums, petunias, verbenas, stocks, camellias, roses, calceo- 
larias, cinneranas, balsams, asters, mimulaB. Vegetables— Cauliflower, beet-root, carrots, 
turnips, rhubarb, parsnips, vegetable marrow, celery, salads, cabbage, knol-khol, potatoes 
and onions. 

February.— Flowers— Geraniums, petunias, verbenas, stocks, camellias, roses, calceo- 
larias, and pollygallas. Vegetables— Cauliflower, beet-root, carrots, turnips, parsnips, 
vegetable marrow, celery, salads, cabbage, knol-khol and onions. 

March.— Flowers — Crocuses, lilies, primroses, calceolarias, geraniums, verbenas, pe- 
tunias, violets and pollygallas. Vegetables— Vegetables are scarce during this month. 
Only onions, knol-khol, turnips and cabbages may be said to be in season ; all others being 
raised or preserved by artiflcal watering. 

April.— Flowers— Crocuses, lilies, primroses, calceolarias, geraniums, verbenas, pe- 
tunias and violets. Vegetables— Vegetables are still scarce. The above with mustard, 
radish, cress and salads are still in season. 

May. —Flowers — Daisies, crocuses, lilies, heliotrope, petunias, calceolarias, roses, prim- 
roses and polyanthus. Vegetables— Potatoes, cauliflower, carrots, beet-root, celery, rhu- 
barb, radish, vegetable marrow, cucumbers, knol-khol, parsnips, lettuce, peas, beans, and 
French beans. 

June.— Flowers— Fuschias, westaria, heliotrope, daisies, roses, veronicas, pollygallas, 
laburnams, and primroses. Vegetables— Potatoes, cauliflower, carrots* beet-root, celery, • 
rhubarb, radish, vegetable marrow, cucumbers, knol-khol, parsnips, lettuce, peas, beans, 
tod French beans. 

July.— Flowers— Fuschias, westaria, heliotrope, daisies, roses, veronicas, pollygallas, 
laburnams and brugmensias. Vegetables— Potatoes, cauliflower, carrots, beet-root, 
celery, rhubarb, radish, vegetable marrow, cucumbers, knol-khol, parsnips, lettuce, peas, 
beans and French beans.

Half-yearly General Meetings are held m the months of January and July of each year, 
on a day to be fixed by the Trustees and notified m the Official Gazette. 

Under the old Rules of the Civil Fund, Subscriptions, at 2\ per cent, are payable by all 
Members of the Covenanted Civil Service on their allowances for a period of 16 years and a 
Donation of £30 is payable at option on the birth of a daughter to secure to her the benefits 
of the Subsidiary Rules aftei the age of 19. 

The pensions granted to Widows under the old Rules of the Civil Fund, are continued 
till re-marriage or death, and aie revived on second widowhood. 

The daughters of deceased Members for whom the benefits of the Subsidiary Rules 
have been secured, are allowed pensions till marriage or death, but those for whom the 
above benefits have not been secured, aie panted pensions up to the age of 19 only or till 
marriage, if married at an earlier age when in either case a Donation of £300 is paid to them 
or their guardians. But if such daughters are proved to be m indigent circumstances, then, 
instead of the Donation, a pension of £50 per annum is allowed to them after the age of 19 
till marriage or death. 

Tensions to Bons are granted up to the age of 19 when a Donation of £300 is paid to 
them or to their guardians, but if such sons are proved to labor under mental or bodily 
infirmity, then instead of the Donation, a pension of £50 per annum is granted to them tiil 
recovery. 

The whole amount of pensions allowed under these Rules to each family (widows and 
children) is reducible by any private income in excess of £45 private income— which amount 
is allowed for the benefit of the whole family of a deceased Subscriber. The individual pen- 
sion is reducible by the individual share of the private income in excess of £45 equally 
chvided among the whole family. 

Under the Rules of the Provident Branch of the Civil Fund, lately adopted by the Ser- 
vice, the following Subscriptions and Donations are payable by Subscribers to this branch. 

Subscriptions at 2$ per cent, on the allowances of Subscribers for 16 years as before 
and at the same rate for the w r hole further term of service, in the cases of married men and 
widowers with families ; but at one per cent, after 16 years for the whole further period of 
service, m the cases of Bachelors and Widowers without families. 

On each marriage and by each married man entering the Service, 


a Donation of---- Rs. 1,600 0 0 

On birth of each daughter, a Donation of- . - - - „ 600 0 0 

On birth of each son, a Donation of „ 250 0 0 


The Annuities granted to widows under these Rules, are reduced to one-half on re-mar- 
riage and continued at that rate during second marriage and until death ; but if the second 
husband happen to be a Subscriber to thiB branch, then the widow on the second widowhood 
reverts to the full Annuity. 

The Annuities to daughters of deceased Members are continued till marriage or death, 
and a Donation of £300 is paid to them on marriage. 

The Annuities to sonB are continued up to age of 21, when a Donation of £300 is paid ; 
and if such son is proved to labor under mental or bodily infirmity, then instead of the 
Donation but without reference to age, an Annuity of £125 is granted until recovery. 

' The Annuities granted from this branch of the Fund to the families of deceased Sub- 
scribers, are not affected by any amount of private income they may possess or inherit.

34. The last object of the first Standard of Examination is to ascertain how the As- 
sistant has been employed, and how he has done his duty at his Station Foi this puipose 
the Collector and Magistiate under whom he has been employed shall tiunish the Commit- 
tee with a report upon these points It shall be the duty of such officeis to make over to their 
Assistants, fiom time to time, cases for leports. The repoits shall be written in English 
on one side of a sheet of paper ; and aftei the case is decided the officei who decides it shall i 
note on the other side of the sheet his remaiks upon the leport These repoits, with the 
notes tlieieon shall be submitted to the Divisional Committee. Such Officers shall also 
require their Assistants to make English Minutes of the cases given to them for decision, 
which Minutes also shall be submitted to the same Committee But these reports and 
Minutes need not be sent up to the Central Committee The opinion ioimed of them by 
he Divisional Committee, howevei, shall be enteied m the iccords submitted to the Cen- 
tral Committee. 

35 The second Standard of Examination is similar in itsiiatuie to the fiist, but more 
difficult m degree. In the Vernacular portion of it, the reading of a common office run- 
ning-hand must be tolerably perfoimed. The papers selected as tests should be of a more 
difficult description of office papers ; the translation, dictation and con vei nation should be 
fluent, generally correct, and readily intelligible , and the Assistant should be tested in 
his power of explaining himself clearly, and with sufficient pi opnet\, in the Vernacular, 
m an argument or topic of some difficulty, such as may occui m official business In this 
examination it will be necessaiy for the Assistant to pass in 2 Vernacular languages, of 
which one shall be the language of the District, in which the Assistant is stationed at the 
time of the examination, and the othei any one of the languages, including Hindustani, 
prevailing in the Madras teiritones, which the Assistant may prefer, piovided that ordinari- 
ly, and except on special gi ounds, no Assistant shall be promoted in any Distnct m the 
Vernacular of which he has not passed The test descnbed m this rule shall lie stnctly 
enforced in lespect of the language of the District in which the Assistant is stationed at the 
time of examination, but will be lelaxed m respect of the second language and in respect 
of any other language which an Assistant must pass before he can be promoted in any 
Distnct in which it prevails. Ability to wnte the language will not be required, but only 
a fair colloquial acquaintance with it, on the part of the Examinee, the power to translate 
correctly an official paper read to him, to dictate orders in the language, and read ordinary 
Arzis. The questions of law and piactice should be selected fiom the old field of the duties 
of a Collector and Magistrate ; but they shall be arranged in two classes , one class com- 
prehending important and leading points, in answering which no books shall be allowed , 
and the other class comprehending less general and less common points, m answciing 
which the assistance of books shall be allowed, no guides digest or summaries, however, 
shall be permitted to be used, the Assistant being confined to the oiiginal Laws, Circular 
Orders, and constructions The object of this class of questions is to test the Assistant's 
knowledge of where readily to find the law or practice on the less common points that arise 
in business. In pieparing these questions, nice and difficult points should be avoided; 
the object being not to evoke subtlety or ingenuity, but only to ascertain whether the 
acquisitions and capacity of the person examined are adequate to enable him to perform 
fitly, the important functions of an Indian Collector and Magistrate or not. The trial 
cases should be selected from those possessing enough of complexity to test the Assistant’s 
: ability to master all ordinary difficulties, and especially to tost his power of minute atten- 
tion to, and just appreciation of evidence. 

His Excellency in Council is pleased to prescribe as a rule for future guidance that 
officers, on passing the lower or higher standard of examination, shall as a rule, be at once 
invested respectively, with the powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the first class, or | 
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with full Magisterial powers ; and that they shall accordingly be entitled to the higher 
rates of pay from the date of their passing the examination. But if in the case of any 
officer subordinate to him, the Magistrate of a District shows, to the satisfaction of the 
Local Government that investiture with higher powers ought to be deferred, then the 
mere passing of the examination will not establish a title to higher pay, nor shall such 
higher pay be granted until the investiture with higher powers takes place. — G. I., 10 th 
Feb., 1871, No. 717, Full.

(j.) All other officers holding corresponding positions m other departments’cxcepting 
officers m the Postal, Telegraph, Great Trigonometrical Survey, Topographical 
• Survey, Marino Survey, Geological Survey and Account and Paper Currency 
Departments and to whom a knowledge of a vernacular language is essential 
for the performance of their duties '

to comprehend readily all that is said to him and to make himself fairly intel- 
ligible, more bhould not be required of him 

16 It shall be open to an officer after passing in the compulsory language to pass a 
test equivalent to the above in any vernacular language other than the language of his 
district 

17 A Munshi allowance of Rupees 2f() to defray the coBt of teachers will bo given to 
all officers wfipse salary is not more than Rupees 200 per mensem on their passing the 
compulsory teBt under the condition as to time in Rule 14 

18 A reward of Rupees 500 will be given to an officer who may within five years from 
the date of joining a department pass the compulsory examination for the second class, in 
the vernacular of the district in which he is, or has been, employed, provided such officer 
has not received a reward under the Military Examination Rules for passing in the same 
language by the Higher Standard Test The examination shall be purely voluntary, and 
it bhall be open to Europeans and Eurasians whether educated in the country or not. 

No officer shall be permitted to appear more than twice lor the Reward Examination 
except under the special recommendation of the Examiners when he shall be allowod a 
third trial 

19 The sanction of Government Bhall be obtained for the appearance of an Officer for 
examination for the reward He shall be entitled to his pay for the period of h;s absence 
from duty which shall not exceed the time actually required by the circumstances of the 
case, but he shall be entitled to travelling allowance for a journey more than five miles 
each way only on the occasion when he is declared to have passed the examination. 

20 For the purposes of the compulsory examination an officer already m a department 
shall be entitled to both pay and travelling allowance, the latter when he has to travel 
more than five miles each way, but, except where such a course is impracticable, an officer 
of the third class shall be examined under both the compulsory and voluntary standards 
at his station 

21 The whole of the above examinations shall be conducted by the Committee for the 
Examination of Assistants, who shall furnish such papers as may be required, aided by 
officers serving in the districts, and the examinations shall be held twice a year m January 
and July, the actual dates thereof being fixed by the President of the Committee, and the 
year of indulgence allowed shall be held to terminate on the date of the examination 
immediately following the actual termination of the year 

22. The case of an officer failing to pass the compulsory examination within the limits 
prescribed shall be reported by the Heads of the Departments concerned for the orders of 
Government. 

23. All applications for examination shall be forwarded through the various Heads of 
Departments to the Secretary to the Committee for the Examination of Assistants, who 
shall, when necessary, submit them to Government under the sanction of the President. 

24. A report of the results of all examinations shall be made by the Secretary to the

Assistant Directors of Revenue Settlement arc required to pass the following Vernacular 
Test : — 

I. Reading, translating and explaining grammatically — 

In Telugu, the first 50 stories of Morris’ selections. 

In Tamil, the whole of Kathamanjm. 

In Canarese, the first 50 stories of JE sop’s Fables. 

In Malayalam, the first 50 stones of the Selections. 

II. Translating m writing, from the Vernacular mto English, a paper of ordinary diffi- 
culty, specially prepared by the Board of Examiners at Madras, so as to test tlio Officer's 
knowledge of Vernacular accounts and of technical words and phrases m common uso m the 
Revenue Settlement Department. 

III. Translating m writing, from English to Vernacular, a short paper of ordinary diffi- 
culty prepared at Madras 

IV. Reading and translating viva voce to the Exammcis, a Vernacular letter or urzee 
(which shall be selected by the Lopal Committee and sent for the Board’s inspection), 
written m an ordinary style, and such as a Revenue Settlement Officer is liable to rcceivo m 
the course of duty. 

V. Conversation with a native upon ordinary topics, such as to satisfy the Examiners 
that tlio Officer is able to understand correctly, and to express himself intelligibly, on all 
the usual matters which form the bubject of communication between a Revenue Settlement 
Officer and lus suboidmates and also with the people of the District. — Pr oceedntgs oj Govern- 
ment, 9th March , 1861, No. 548.

Public Works Department. 

For admission into the Civil Engineering College. 

First Department. — The course of instruction is regulated to fit Officers of the Army 
and other gentleman for the position of Assistant Engineer in the Department of Public 
Woiks, and for tlioDegiec ofB. C.E. (Bachelor of Civil Engineering) m the Univeibity of 
Madras. Candidates foi admission must be Coiumibbioned Officers, of the Army belo »v the 
rank of Field Officei, oi must have passed tlio First Aits Examination of the Madras Uni- 
versity Officers who aio candidates for admission must be qualified by the acquaintance 
with their Military duties, and by ha\mg passed the examination m one of the natives 
languages foz charge of a Company, and they will be required to imdergo an enhances 
examination in the whole of Anthmetie, the first three books of Euclid and Algebra, as far 
as Simple Equations. Civil candidates mubt be over 16,years of age, and must produce 
satisfactory testimonials of character 

All students will be required to pay a monthly fee of 16 Rupees, and to provide themselves 
with the Text books m URe, and a case of drawing instruments and color box. 

Applications from Officers should be addressed through Commanding Officers of Regi- 
ments to the Principal of the College ; who, after satisfying himself that the candidates aie 
fully qualified and are likely to piofit by the couibe of study, will forward the application 
for the approval of His Excellency the Commandei-m-Chief. 

The Principal of the College may at any time recommend to His Excellency the Com- 
mander-in Chief that an Officer may be remanded to his Regiment. 

Officers who obtain pcimission to study at the College will be considered “ absent on 
duty,” and will be so reported m the Regimental Returns. 

kaf" It is to bo distinctly understood that the Government do not in any way promise or 
guarantee employment as Assistant Engineers or in any other capacity to gentlemen who 
may pass the examination prescribed for Assistant Engineer, or who may take Degrees m 
the University of Madrab. — Notification, 28/7/ March, 1862. 

Second Department — The following are the admishion tests in this Department — 

(a) English. — Ability to wnte coircetly and legibly from dictation, and to compose a 
letter on a given subject with tolemble clearness and intelligence. Also 
to have a competent knowledge of Grammai 
(h) Vernacular. — In the case of Europeans and East Indians, ability to translate into 
English easy sentences. 

(c) Arithmetic. — The Four Simple and Compound Rules, Reductions, Vulgar Frac- 

tions and Decimal Fractions. 

(d) History. — The leading facts of the Histones of India and England. 

(e) Geography — The Outlines of Geogiaphy generally, and the Geography of India m 

particular 

The Examination will be conducted by means of printed papers 

Candidates must be above 17, and not more than 22 years of age, and it will be necessary 
for them, when registering their names, to furnish satibfactoiy certificates of age, of char- 
acter, and physical fitness for the Public Works Department The medical certificate 
should state that the candidate has been vaccinated. Euiopeans and East Indians must 
also state the Vernacular language in wdiich they elect to be examined. 

The Examiners will be ranked according to the merits of their paper, and the vacancies 
existing in tho College will be filled by them in the order of their proficiency. 

All students will bo required to pay a monthly fee of 3 Rupees, and to purchase the 
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Text-books and drawing instruments, &c., prescribed for their respective class .—Notifica- 
tion, Gazette , 6 th April, 1800 

Stipendiary Military Students are selected from the Euiopoan Non-Commissioned 
Officers and Privates of Her Majesty’s Forces m the Madras Establishment. They will 
be allowed the same pay, rations and clothing as when serving with their respective Regi- 
ments, and m addition, 10 Rupees a month. Their position will be strictly that of Proba- 
tioners. They will continue to bo borne on the strength of their lespeetivo Regiments 
and sucli of them as prove not to be qualified, either in respect of character or attain- 
ments, will ho sent back to their Regiments; those who prove every way fit, will be 
appomtod Overseers m the Department of Public Works, or to Buch other situations as 
may bo considered proper. 

Candidates for Stipendiary Studentship must — 
ltf. — lie less than 25 years of age. 

2nd. — Have. uniformly conducted themselves to the satisfaction of their Commanding 
Officeis m the discharge of their duty as Privates and Non-Commissioned 
Officers. 

3rd. — Be thoroughly trustworthy, well conducted men, who can be relied upon to 
superintend native workmen efficiently, and to tieat them m a becoming 
manner. 

4 th. — Bo able to write English correctly and legibly from dictation, and to express 
themselves with reasonable correctness and intelligence m a letter of report 
6 th. — Bo familiar with the four First Rules of Arithmetic, and with Vulgar and Deci- 
mal Fractions, and bo able to keep accounts. 

Commanding Officeis are requested to furnish full particulars to the Principal of the 
Engineering College at the Presidency, under each of the above heads, of such Non-Com- 
missioned Officers and Piivates belonging to their respective Corps, as they can confident- i 
ly recommend for Stipcnduny Studentships m the Madras Civil Engineering College — 
Government Order , &th May, 1850, No 175. 

Admission to tho College will usually take place at the opening of the Session on the 
1st of August in each yeai , the preparatory entrance examination being held m tho month 
of May preceding. The places at which the entrance examination will bo held, and the 
dates, me notified annually in the Gazette. 

With referonco to G. O. 23id May 187f>, No. 680, Revenue Department, it is hereby 
notified that the next examination will be held m February, 1877, when such officials as 
were in the servico of Government befoie tho 1st June 1867 will he allowed to appear 
again in the subject or subjects (if not more than three) m which they failod at the last 
Test General Examination (February 1876). 

2. All applications for examination undor the above-cited Government Order must be 
made diroct to the Secretary to the Commissioner for tho U. C. S. Examinations on a 
special form which will be provided by this office.

'It is hereby notified that, in accordance with G. O., 3rd December 1875, No. 402, Educa- 
tional Depaitment, Matriculated Students will be required to pass the General Test 
Examination in Spelling and Witting before they can become eligible for employment 
undor Government and beforo they can be allowed for any of the Special Tests. Tins 
Order docs not apply to those persons who have already passed the Matriculation Examin- 
ation. 

2. The fee for the above examination has been fixed at Rupees two. The first examin- 
ation for passed Matriculated Students will be held m Februai y 1877.

General Test Examination (February 1876 ) 

2. All applications for examination under the above-cited Government Order must bo 
made diroct to the Secretary to the Commissioner for the U. C. S. Examination on a 
special fonn which will bo provided by this office. 

I 3. The fee for examination will be Rupees 3 (three). 

I DISMISSAL OF UNCOVENANTED SERVANTS. 

I 1. In the Resolution of the Most Noble the Governor General m Council, forwarded 
with Mr. Under-Secretary Couper’s Letter of the 24th February laBt., tho Looal Govern- I 
ment are directed “ to issue the necessary orders for tho establishment of a rule to prevent 
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the arbitrary dismissal tff Un covenanted Servants, based on the suggestion of the Honour- 
able Court." 

2. The Bight Honourable the Governor in Council considers a rule of this nature highly 
desirable : for, so long as the Uncovenanted Servant can be dismissed without a full in- 
quiry and proof of misconduct, at the will of his superior, his tenure of office is so uncertain 
that it leads almost necessarily to the habit of looking at office as temporary, and tempt- 
ation therefore is to make the most of it whilst it is held 

8. The power of arbitrary dismissal also confirms in the whole body of the native ser- 
vants the habits of servile dependants on a superior, which strikes at the root of all in- 
dependence and manliness of eliaractei 

4. The Governor m Council icbolvcs, therefore, m compliance with the orders of tho 
Government of India, to lay don n for the guidance of the Heads of all Offices in tho 
Revenue, Judicial, Military and Public blanches of the seiviee, tho following general 
principles by which the dismissal of Uneovenunted Servants should in future ho regu- 
lated. 

5 Persons appointed to permanent situations in any department shall not be dismiss- 
ed but for fraud and dishonesty, continued and wilful negligence, offences involving 
mom! disgrace and proved meom potency 

6. As, undei tho present rules for the Revenue and Judicial Departments, fines ex- 
ceeding 10 Rupees cannot bo inflicted without the sanction of the Board of Revenue and 
the High Couit respot tivoly, it is simply consistent to provide the same control over the 
dismissals of persous leceiving upwards of 10 Rupees, but it will be sufficient to require 
returns to lies made of such dismissals, specifying the cause of dismissals as falling within 
one oi other of the heads m the above category, and to provide that no dismissal Bhall be 
final until tho expiration of three months from the date on which the return shall be 
transmit!* d, giving the party a right of appeal at any time within that period. It should 
be undei stood that dismissal not appealed from, nor objected to, by the controlling 
Board upon their own review of the returns, arc to bo taken as confirmed. 

7. The rule should he more definite than it is m the Judicial Department as to what 
servants may he dismissed without the previous consent of the controlling authority. 
In the Revenue Depaitinent, Tahsildars cannot be dismissed without previous sanction, 
and this ought to he extended to some other responsible situations such as Taluq Sheris- 
tadars, Eeiskear, Huzur Head Goinastah, and the like. A similar rule should be appliod 
to protect Ofliceis of tin* same grades in the Judicial Department. 

8 The Governor in Council considers it but just and proper that greater protection 
should be given to old servants, and with this view lie directs that tho previous sanction 
of the eon ti oiling authouty should be mdispcnsa bio to the dismissal ot any servant of 
15 yeaib’ standing receiving a certain salary say, 25 Rupees a month , but tho amount 
will bo determined on the report of, or according to, the opinion of the High Court and 
Board of Revenue, who will confer together and report on this point 

9 In every case, the specific grounds upon which it is proposed to dismiss any servant, 
should bo reduced to writing and furnished to him, and the answer or defence or expla- 
nation of the party taken m wilting, and the final decision of the superior recorded in 
writing. It will not bo absolutely necessary for every head of chaige to be formally proved 
by evidence, but where a specific fraudulent act is charged, of course it should bo proved 
in the jiresence of the party accused and subject to his cioss-examination, and so with 
other specific acts susceptible of proof by the evidence of witnesses upon which accusa- 
tions within the category are built , but the charges will otton be matter of inference 
from circumstances not capable of formal proof, not hut less leading to amoral conviction. 
The rule, theiefore, on this head, ought not to be rigorous 

10. As connected with tins subject, the Governor in Council takes the opportunity of 
declaring the practice of officers introducing their own depen dents or followers fiom 

I other districts into higher and responsible trusts under them in a new office, thus super- 
seding the old servants of the office, to be very objectionable ; end he accordingly resolves 
that this source of arbitrary removal be at once checked. With legard to the higlicBt 
offices in the Revenue Department, they arc bubjoetto the confirmation of the Boaid of 
Revenue, and it will be the duty of the Boaid to prevent tho appointment of a follower of 
the Collector without good and sufficient reason being assigned, contrary to tho declared 
sense of Government on the subject The appointment of Deputy Sheristadur bhould 
also he made subject to the confirmation of the Board , but it will lie sufficient when an 
officer on that grade is appointed, that the appointment shall be reported to the Board 
with a statement of his previous services, that the Board may interfere in the appoint- 
ment shall appear objectionable on the ground of the declaration of Government. 

11. This course should also be followod m regard to the appointment of tho Sheris- 
tadars and others of the Judicial Courts. 

12. With regard to officers which are subject to no controlling authority, the Govern- 
ment will directly exevciso the same measure of control as it proposed to be exercised 
by the High Court and the Board of Revenue respectively, in regard to the Heads of 
Offices subordinate to them. 

13. The High Court and the Board of Revenue, as well as other controlling autho- 
rities, will accordingly prepare and submit subsidiary rules for giving effect to the fore- 
going view and orders of Government

i Imports. 

| APPLICATIONS — All applications to the Custom House, except Import and Export — 
Summitry and duplicate Bill of Entry and Shipping Bill, must Ire on stamped pnper. 

[ Jinpn.it applications to be printed in black, and Export in red ink ] Bills of Entry, Ship- 
.pin# Bills, Passes and oilier applications must be printed on English Foolscap paper, or 
louble double pot paper 

ARMS AND AMMUNITION. — A License is required for the importation of Arms and 
Ammunition. No License required for ordinary Fowling 

Act XI of 1878. Pieces and gunpowder for sporting purpose imported by 

private persons in reasonable quantities for their own use. 

The* Collector may, however, detain such a j tides if ho thinks proper, pending a refer- 
ence to Government 

BAGGAGE — Passengers' Baggage may be landed at any time under the following 
Rules — 

All Baggage except such as arrives from any British Port in India ib to he brought to the 
Custom House. Articles liable to duty must be cleared only during Office hours. 

Baggage must be actually examined. At the disci etion of the Collector or Deputy, 
list of contents and declaration of value will be received, but only during Office hours. 

Piohibited or dutiable goods concealed among apparel, &c., or found after a declaration 
horn the owner that he possesses nothing liable to duty, shall be confiscated together 
with the other contents of the package m which they are found, and the owner shall also 
bo liable to fine 

Passengeis will be permitted to dear duty fioc, new Wearing Apparel and Millinery 
brought out for personal use. 

Oiders Jot Hoy gage Hupei in ten dent as to Baggage of Passengci s by Steamers. 

1. For the accommodation of Passengeis l>y Steamers, the Baggage Superintendent 
und Assistants will be in attendance at the Custom House on the arrival of the Steamer 
at any hour between sunrise and sunset, to clear at once all Baggago not liable to duty. 

2 The Baggage Superintendent shall pass only Baggage not liable to duty , aftei actual 
examination of each box or package. 

8. On a Passenger’s Baggage being brought to the Custom House he shall be furnish- 
ed with the usual printed notice, and must enter on the back the particulars therein 
required, signing the same. 

Articles liable to duty and closed-up cases shall only ho passed during Office hours, when 
the Baggage Superintendent will at once show the dutiable articles to the Appraiser, who 
shall satisfy himself ab to the valuation, after winch the “ Notice” paper is to be sent to the 
Collector »i I )oputy, that the duty may bo levied. If the Baggage contains nothing duti- 
able, the Baggage Superintendent shall sign it “ Examined, nothing dutiable.” Any Pack- 
age containing articles not liable to duty and which a Passenger may wibli to take away 
with lnm at once, must he opened and submitted to actual examination. 

4. Tho Baggage Superintendent must certify at the foot of the list signed by each Pas- 
senger what packages he has passed, arid what articles or cases have been detained for duty. 
These lists aio to be transmitted without delay to the Collector or Deputy. 

5 The Baggage Superintendent is to be assisted on the arrival of each Steamer by a 
Tide Waiter, 1 >uffadar and two Peons An> inconvenience arising to Passengers from non- 
attendance of these Officers, shall be severely noticed 

6. The object of the above Rules is to enable Passengers landing out of Office hours to 
clear and remove at once as much of their baggage ns possible ; any Passenger, who may 
piefer doing so, is at liberty to have Ins baggage or any part of it at the Custom House, and 
clear it afterwards during Office hours. 

COASTING STEAMERS- 

Itulcsjoi the issue, qY , of General Passes for Coasting Steam Vessels, under Sectton 164 of the 
Consolidated Customs' Act and for entering and clearing such Vessels. 

Application for a General Pass under Section 164 of the Consolidated Customs* Act, 
shall be made by the Qwner or Agent of any coasting steam vessel to any Officer in charge 
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of a Custom House who sllall forward the same to the Chief Customs Authority of the Presi- 
dency for sanction. 

2. The Genera] Pass, when granted, shall he the Form (marked A) appended to these 
Buies. It shall not be transferable and shall hold good for the coasting steam vessel only 
in respect of which it is granted, and shall be renewable, on application by the Owner or 
Agent, at the end of every twelve months. 

3. The General Pass shall remain in the custody of the Commander or other responsible 
Officer on Board the said coasting steam vessel, and shall be produced by him when required 
by any Officer of Sea Customs. 

4. When any coasting steam vessel, in respect of which a Pass as aforesaid has been 
granted, shall sail for a foi eign port only, the Commander shall deliver to the Officer m 
charge of the Custom House, before leaving the port, an Account duly signed, with a dupli- 
cate 'thereof, in the Form (marked G) appended to these Buies, and pi escribed by Section 
164 of the Consolidated Customs’ Act; such Officer shall retain the duplicate and return 
the original Account, dated and signed by him, and such Account shall be the clearance of 
the vessel for the voyage, and Pass foi the goods expressed therein, so far as the Custom 
House is concerned. 

6. When any coasting steam vessel shall Bail for British Indian ports on ly, the Account 
(marked G) need not be delivered by tin* Commander 01 Agent to the Officer m charge of 
the Custom House before sat Imy ; butthe local Agent of the vessel shall deliver such Account, 
duly signed in duplicate, within forty -eight hours next after the coasting steamer’s depar- 
ture from the port 

6. When any coasting vessel shall sail for both foreign and British Indian ports, the 
Commander shall deliver an Account, duly signed in duplicate, as pi escribed in liule 4 of 
all goods (to be expressed m detail) destined for any foi eiyn port , and he shall leceive hack 
the original Account, duly dated and signed by the Officer in charge of the Custom House, 
be foi e learuiff the poit. A separate Account of all goods destined for British Indian ports 
shall he delivered by the local Agent of the vessel, as prescribed by ltule 5. 

7 On arrival of a coasting steam vessel at any Butish Indian port from any other 
British Indian port, the Commander or Agent of the coasting steam vessel shall deliver to 
the Officer in charge of the Custom House an Account, duly signed m duplicate, m the Form 
(marked G) appended to these Buies, showing m detail the cargo to he landed at the port ; 
and the Officer in clniige of the Custom House shall, without comparing the goods with 
sin h Account, receive the same and retain thj duplicate and return the original dated and 
signed by him, winch shall be the clearance of the vessel for the voyage and the Pass for the 
goodH expressed therein, so far as the Custom House is concerned 

8 Tho Customs Officei shall, as soon as may be convenient, compare the goods with tho 
duplicate retained as aforesaid, and make delivery m the usua^manner. 

1) On arrival of a coasting steam vessel from any foreign ports, the Commander or Agent 
shall deliver to the Officer in charge of the Custom House an Account, duly signed in 
duplicate, in the Form (marked B) appended to these Buies, of a, 11 goods laden at any 
foioigii ports (winch must he expressed m detail in the Account) and destined for such port 
of a nival. 

10 When bonded goods are exported from one British Indian port to another, Die Com- 
mander or local Agent shall give intimation of the same to the Officer in clmrgo of the Cus- 
tom House immediately on nrnval at the port of destination. 

11. The duplicate of each Account tor free goods rotamedby any Officer m charge of a 
Custom House under these Buies, shall he endorsed by that Officer and forwarded by Post, 
without avoidable delay, to tho Custom Officer of the Port for which the goods therein 
oxpi eased are destined. The latter Officer will compare tins duplicate Account with 
the Act ount delivered, as provided by these Buies, by the Commander or Agent on tho 
arrival of the said vessel at the port of destination, and, if there he no material differ- 
ence between the two Accounts, will file the same. Should any material difference 
appear, ho will transmit both Accounts, with any mformatioh which tho local Agent or 
Commander of the vessel, if in poit, maybe able to afford to the Officer m charge of the 
Custom House at the port of departure, for adjustment with the Agent of the vessel. 
This Officer will, if necessary, transmit all papers to the Chief Customs Authority at the 
Presidency for disposal. In either case both Accounts, together with all papers, will bo 
returned with explanation or orders, to the Officer m charge of the Custom Houso at the 
port of destination. 

12. The dischaige of cargo from any coasting steam vessel may be commenced imme- 
diately after the anchor is dropped at any British Indian port and boats may be sent off 
to receive cargo before delivering the Accounts prescribed by the above Buies. Goods 
and passengers arriving by any coasting steam vessel may be landed under the above 
Buies at any hour of the day or night, not excepting Sundays and Holidays. Subject 
however, m the latter case, to the regulated fee to subordinates of the Customs* Depart- 
ment m considei ation of extra labor entailed under the orders of tho Officer in charge of 
the Custom House. 

13. Boat Notes must be obtained for exports by coasting steam vessels, but are dis- 
pensed with for imports. 

14. All dutiable goods shall be brought into the steam er-godown or other duly deter- 

mined part of the Custom House at the port of arrival, where they will be compared with j 
the Accounts and passed on payment of duty. ' | 
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15. Free goods need not, unless so directed by the Officer in charge of the Custom 
House, be taken to the Custom House, but may be passed from the Beach. 

16. Port Dues shall be paid by the Agents for coasting steam vessels at the various 
ports, who shall also be responsible that the vessel be duly entered inwards and outwards 
m the manner required by these Eules. 

17. The articles expressed in the list annexed to this Buie, whether dutiable or free, 
shall not be landed at the port of Madras, unless a Special Permit to land has boen pre- 
viously obtained from the Officer m charge of the Custom House ; and they shall be earned 
to such place as may be appointed by him. At the out-ports, a Special Permit previously 
obtained may be dispensed with ; but a Special Notice that such articles (to bo expressed m 
detail) are on board, destined for the port, shall be delivered by the Commander or Agent 
to tho Officer in charge of the Custom House us soon tis possible after the arrival of the 
vessel ; and such goods shall be landed and kept until duly passed, only at such place or 
places as may he appointed for that puriiose by the Offieei m charge of the Custom House. 
Breach of tins Buie will entail detention, line oi confiscation of the articles.

' the Presidency ; and the Officer m charge of the Custom House at Madras, or tho Chief 
| Customs Authority m the Presidency shall be authorized at their discretion to carry to the 
I credit of Government such purt thereof as may be requisite to meet any claims or 
duties and duos which may be payable, and such fines and penalties which may bo inflicted 
at any port in the Presidency for contravention of any of the above Eulos, or for irre- 
gularities in respect to the Accounts or other vouchers which are required to he delivered 
| under these Eules. 

I 20. Appeals from parties who may consider themselves aggrieved by any of tho pro- 
j ceedmgs of any Officer in charge of a Custom House under these Eules, shall lie to the 
Chief Customs Authority of tlie Presidency 

21. The Chief Customs Authority of the Presidency shall have authority to revoke any 
Genoral Pass, for negligoncc or other causcB on the part of Commanders or Agents of coast- 
ing steam vessels 

22. Nothing contained in these Eules bliall be held to exempt coasting steam vessels 
from the operation of the General Customs Laws obtaining for the tunc being.

2. These rules are applicable to all ports. 

OPIUM may lie imported on payment of a duty of 24 Rupees per seer of 80 tolas and an 
export duty of 600 Rupees per chest of 2 Indian Maunds. In the latter case a Pass should 
be obtained fiom an officer appointed in tins behalf by the Local Government.

In exercise of the powers coufei red by Section 6, Clause (&), of the Indian Tariff Act 
1875, the Governoi Geneial m Council is pleased to direct as follows * 

(1.) — No impoit duty shall be levied on salted fish imported from any port in any 
pait of British India except Butisk Burmah and Sindh, and protected by the 
certificate of an officer empowered m that behalf by the Local Government, 
that duty has been paid upon the salt used m curing such fish. 

(2.) — The duty chargeable on f)sh thus piotected and imported from any port in 
Sindh shall he nine annas a hundred weight. 

(8.) — Salt, opium, and spirit imported from any port in British India, and protected 
by the certificate of an officer empowered m that behalf by the Governor- 
General in Council or the Local Government, shall be chargeable with only 
the amount, if any, by which the duty leviable thereon under Schedule A to 
the said Act exceeds the duty shown by such certificate to have been already 
paid in respect of the article thus piotected. The amount (if any) paid to the 
Government in the Presidency of Fort St. George, or elsewhere, as the price 
of salt, spirit, or opium, shall not be deemed to be duty within the meaning 
of this paragraph. 

Notification. — It is hereby notified that from and after the 1st January, 1866, all per- 
sons transacting business at the Custom House at Madras, or at any of the out-ports, 
will be required to provide for their own use, the several forms noted below, which have

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The President shall exempt from tax any house, building or land, the annual value 
whereof is less than fourteen Rupees, if it be the owner’s sole property liable to tax under 
this Act. 

The gross annual rent at which a house, building or land might reasonably be expect- 
ed to let from month to month or from year to year, shall, for the purposes of assessment 
under this Act, be deemed to be the annual value of such house, building or land.

The period in respect of which the i emission is made shall be calculated from the 
date of the delivery of such notice to the President ; and every such notice shall expne 
with the half-year during winch it is so delivered, and shall have no effect thereafter. 

When any building is built, rebuilt oi enlaiged, the owner shall give notice thereof 
in writing to the President within fifteen days fioni the date of completion oi such build- 
ing, rebuilding or enlaigcment, or iiom tbc date of occupation of such building, whichever 
date happens first.

When any building is demolished, the ownei thereof shall give notice in wilting to 
the President within fifteen days fioni the date of completion oi su< li demolition , and 
until such notice is given, such owner shall be liable, at the distiction of the Piesident, 
to payment of all taxes which would have been leviable lmd such building not been 
demolished. 

Payment far occupation oj Municipal Land s 

Whenever any land belonging to the Commissioners is occ u mod by persons whose 
occupation has not commenced with the permission ol the Pi i siuent, sat h money pay- 
ment as the President may fioni time to time detcimme may lie ictpuied and levied lioin 
such persons m respect of such occupation. 

The President may from time to time let, on lease for a term not exceeding three 
years, any such land, oi any portion theieof, on such trims and conditions as he may 
deem proper, wutli liberty to the lessees to exercise all or any of the powuis confeircd 
upon the President by this section. 

Water Tax. 

An annual tax is levied upon all houses, buildings and lands, except those exempted 
from “ Tax on ITouhck, Buildings and Lands” above* lefcired to, at such rate not exceed- 
ing 4 per cent, upon the annual value thereof The provisions for the assessing and 
collection of this tax are the same as those for the “ Tax on Houses, Buildings and 
Lands.” Property of less than 24 Rs. annual value is exempt, if it he the owneis sole 
property liable to Tax under the Aet. 

lighting Tar 

Subject to similar exemption an annual tax is leviable upon all buildings and lands 
at a rate not exceeding 2 per cent of the annual value thereof. The provisions for the 
assessing and collection of this tax aie the same as those foi the “ Tax on Houses, Build- 
ings and Lands.” 

Tax on Vehicles on Springs, and Animals. 

This tax is levied at rates specified m the following Schedule P» on the Vehicles and 
Animals therein mentioned. It is paid half-jeaily for each half of the year ; and becomes 
due when any such vehicle or animal has been in possession or custody or control of any 
person for thirty days, kept or let out for hiro or used within the City. 

The tax is not imposed on 

Gun carriages, Ordnance carts or w T agons, Cavalry horses or any vehicles or 
animal belonging to the Government ; 

Vehicles and animals belonging to the Commissioners ; 

Vehicles and horses belonging to Officers doing regimental duty in the City, 
not exceeding one vehicle and two hoises for each such officer ; 

Animals exempt from Municipal tax under Section 25 of “ The Indian Volun- 
teers’ Act, 1809

Tolls on Vehicles and Animals entering Municipal limits. 

Tolls are levied at the rates mentioned in the following Schedule D upon the vehicles 
and animals specified therein. 

No more than one payment of toll shall bo demanded m respect of any vehicle, cart or 
animal m any one period of twenty-four hours counted from midnight to midnight. 

In case of non-payment of any such toll on demand, the officer appointed to collect it 
may seize any vehicle, cart or animal on which it is chaigcable, or any of its appurten- 
ances or any part of the load of such vehicle, cart or animal which is of sufficient value to 
defray the toll and detain the same. 

If any such toll, together with the cost arising from such seizure, remains unpaid for 
forty-eight hours, from the time of seizure, the President may sell or cause to be sold the 
property seized for the payment of the toll and expenses occasioned by such non-payment, 
seizure, detention and sale. 

The President may compound with persons living outside tho City for a sum to be 
paid annually or half-yearly, m lieu of all tolls payable by them under the provisions of 
this Act.

and residonce of the appellant and of his Attorney or Vakil, if any, with his place of re- 
sidence or business 

Upon the hearing of such appeal no ground of appeal shall be relied upon which has 
not been set forth in the petition of appeal, except with the permission of the Magistrates. 

The Magistrates mav, if they think fit, in anv case m which an appeal lies to 
them under this Act, state a case and refer it for the decision of the High Court j and 
they bliall do so m every case involving a question of law if either the President or the 
appellant, within one week after the adjudication of the appeal, apphes in writing to 
them to do so and deposits such sum as the Magistrates think necessary to defray the 
cost of such refeience. 

Where a cabe has been so referred, the High Court may pass such order thereupon 
as it thinks just.

The Governor m Council is pleased tocoufinn tin* following Bye-laws of the Municipal 
ComniisHioneis foi the Town of Madras under Act IX of 18G7 . — 

1. The stnllR in every market tor the sale of meat, fish and vegetables, shall have the 
flooring raised at least one foot fiomtlie ground, shall he paved with tiles, asphalte, or 
granite, and shall be eoveied with a watertight tiled oi terraced roof, the eaves being 7 
feet high from the gi omul, and pi ejecting 3 feet beyond the basement, and the bieadth of 
each double range of stalls shall lie not less than 12 feet, and of each single range not less 
than 6 foot. 

2. The entrances from the public streets into the markets and slaughter-houses shall 
not bo of less width than 12 feet each, and the gangways between the stalls shall not be 
of less width than 8 feet each, and shall be metalled with giavel or latente, and drained 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 

3. No articles shall lie exposed foi sale or deposited m the gangways. 

4. Markets for the sale ol meat, fish and vegetables shall bo lirae-washed, within and 
without, once at least m every foiu months. 

5. Stalls for the sale of meat and fish shall be washed, and all stalls and gangways 
swept, and the refuse lemoved thciefiom morning and afternoon, and deposited ut such 
places as may be appointed by the Commissioners. 

6. The flooring of stalls for the sale of meat and fish shall be kept in good order to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners. 

7. Every market and slaughter-house shall be provided with a well and latrine, if 
deemed necessary, by the Commissioners. 

8. Every owner or faimer of a market shall provide and keep m his market, standard 
sets of such weights and measures as are generally used in markets, for reference m case 
of dispute. 

9. Every slaughter-house shall be thoroughly washed and swept morning and after- 
noon. 

10. Every slaughter-house shall be lime-washed, both withm and without, once in 
every four months. 

11. Every slaughter-house shall be paved with granite stones, or flat paving bricks or 
tiles, or asphalte, and the joints shall be fresh pointed with mortar at least once annually. 

12. Persons afflicted with loathsome or infectious diseases are prohibited from vend- 
ing or exposing for sale any articles of food in a market or bazaar. 

18. When meat of any description is conveyed from the slaughter-houses, or fish from 
the beach to a market, it shall not be exposed to view. 
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Financial Department, Fort Saint George , 4 th March , 1878. 

The Governor m Council is pleased to confirm the following Bye-Laws made by the 
Municipal Coinmissionerj for the Town of Madras, under Act IX of 1867 : — 

Bye-Laws. 

1. No meat, dead poultry, fish, .salt-fish or other animal food shall be sold or exposed 
for sale within the town m any place other than places named by the President of the 
Municipal Commission as Markets m accordance with the provisions of Section 186 of 
Act IX of 1867, or as stalls to be specially used for such sale as aforesaid. 

2. A license m writing for the use of each such stall as shall not be composed or includ- 
ed m any licensed Market must be obtained fiom the President who is hereby empowered 
to charge a yearly fee of one Rupee for each license, and at his discretion to refuse, with- 
draw or revoke such license, ana whoever without such license or after notice of its with- 
drawal or revocation, use such stall for the sale or exposure for sale of meat, dead poultry, 
fish, salt-fish or other animal food shall be liable on conviction before a Magistrate, to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty Rupees, and to a penalty not exceeding ten Rupees for every 
day after the conviction for such offence during which the said offence is continued. 
Provided that an appeal against the President’s refusal to grant such license, or against 
his withdrawal or revocation thereof shall lie to two Magistrates m the manner provided 
by Section 88 for appeals against Assessment.

Bye-Laws for the regulation of Burial and Burning Grounds. 

Of the following Bye-Laws, Nos. 1 to 6 have been incorporated in the Act. 

1. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, any corpse in any Burial Ground with- 
in the Municipal limits in a grave of less depth than 4i feet if constructed of masonry, 
and 6 feet if not so constructed 

2. No person shall build or dig or cause to be built or dug a grave in any such Burial 
Ground, at a less distance than two feet from any existing grave. 

8. No grave or vault containing a corpse shall be opened without the sanction, in 
writing, of the President. 

4. No person, when burning or causing to be burnt any corpse or part of a corpse in 
any Burning Giound within the Municipal limits, shall permit the same, or any part 
thereof, to remain without being completely reduced to ashes, or to be removed until bo 
reduced. 

5. Every person who shall bring or convey, or cause to be brought or conveyed, any 
corpse, oi part thereof, to any Buinmg Ground within the Municipal limits shall burn, 
or cause the same to be burnt, within six hours after its arrival at the said Burning 
Ground. 

6. Every Burial or Burning Giound shall be surrounded by a sufficient wall or fence 
to the satisfaction of the President 

Bye-Laws for the / egulation of offensive and dangerous trades, and places for Cart-stands and 
1 a very and Jlack Stables. 

1. Every owner or occupier of any place within the Municipal limits used for any oi 
the purposes specified m Section 191 of the Madras Municipal Act IX of 1867, and every 
owner or oeeupiei of a liver > or hack b table or cart-stand, cattle-yard, bakery, coach 
building-yard oi othei manufactory , bhall lemove, or cause to be removed, twice in every 
twenty -foui hours, morning and afternoon, all filtli, dirt, and refuse which at the time of 
such lemoval shall be m or about such place, and shall cause such filth, dirt, or dust to be 
disposed in such places as the Commissioners may approve, and provisions for boiling or 
preparing the food of the cattle and attendants shall be so made as not to be a nuisance to 
the neigbourhood. 

2. No owner or occupier of any Tannery within the prescribed limits shall remove, or 
allow to be removed, any hide or skm from any pit in such Tannery for the purpose of 
exposing the same to the air, or'for any other purpose, at any other time than between the 
hours of 6 and 8 o’clock in the morning. 

8. Every cart-stand, stable, cattle-stall, and sheep-pen, shall bo drained and metalled to 
the satisfaction of the President, and every cart-stand and Parcherry, or block of huts, 
shall be provided by the owner or farmer thereof, with latrines for males or females, or 
both, as the case may require, of such extent and construction aB the President shall ap- 
prove of. 

Bye-Laws for the regulation and decent and proper use and maintenance of Latrines and 

Urinals . 

1. Every common urinal, which shall be provided or licensed by the Municipal Com- 
missioners, shall and may be used as, and for the purposes of urinal only, and every 
common latrine, which shall be provided or licensed by a Municipal Commissioner, shall 
and may be used as, and for the purposes of latrine only. 

2. No person shall be at liberty to use such common urinals or common latrines for 
any purposes other than the purposes for which they are respectively strictly intended, 
nor be permitted to use them respectively in an improper manner, so as to cause them to 
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be or become in a more filthy or noxious state, than but for such improper use thereof, 
they respectively would have been or become. 

Bye-Laws f 01 the regulation of order in the public thoroughfares. 

1. Every person within whose premises any animal may die, shall, within six hours 
after its death, either remove tho carcass at his own expense, without cutting it up or 
opening it, to such place as may be set apart by tho Commissioners for the reception of 
such carcasses, or report its death to the Conservancy Overseer of the Division within 
which such premises may be situate, and m such latter case shall pay to the said Over 
seer the expense of removing the carcass at such rato as the President may from time t 
time determine. 

2. No person shall dry brattics on the external walls of houses or yardB adjoining the 
public sheets. 

3. The external walls of houses and yards adjoining the public street shall be kept in 
proper repair with lime-plastering, and shall be Iime-wablied once a year, unless specially 
exempted by the Commissioners. 

4. Every well shall bo fenced by a wall 3 feet high from the surface of the ground. 

5. No person shall make use of the pavement or verandah of his house or of any place 
not properly adapted for such puipose, m front of his house, or by the side of any street, 
as a stablo or stall, foi keeping horses, ponies, bulls, cows, buffaloes, or any other animal. 

A table of such Bye-Laws as are applicable to such places respectively, legibly printed 
or painted m English and the Vernacular languages, shall be placed on boards and put 
up in a conspicuous place in every market, slauglitcr-liouse, and burial or burning ground 
for tho information and guidance of the public. 

'Whoever shall commit any breach of any of the foregoing Bye-Laws by doing any act 
prohibited by any such Bye-laws, or by neglecting to do any act directed to be done by any 
such Bye-laws, or in any wise howsoever, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 20 
Rupees, and m tho case of a continuing breach to a further penalty notext ceding 30 
Rupees for every day during which the breach is continued after tho conviction for such 
offence. 

That no person shall cut grass on tho roads and m the side channels adjoining the 
roads situated within the Municipality. 

No person shall expose to view, or cause to be exposed to viow, any raw skin or skins 
or raw hido or hides, in tho couise of its or their carriage from place to place. 

No cait, carriage or vehicle of any descuption whatsoever without spungs, pushed or 
drawn by a man or men, m a bullock or bullocks, or other animal or animals, -whether 
empty or laden with passenger or things of any descuption whatsoever, shall he pushed, 
drawn or driven on any road or stieet, except on the metalled side oi sides thvieof nor shall 
any such cart, carnage or vehicle or any jutka with oi without sp tings, whether empty or 
laden as aforesaid, bo pushed, dinwn or driven between the liouis of 9 a m. and 7 r. m. on 
that part of Popham’s Broadway, m the Block Town of Madias, which is situate between 
the China Bazaar oi Mundavuly Street and the Church Missionary Society’s premises in 
Popham’s Broadway. 

No cart, carnage, or vehiclo of any description whatsoever, whether on or without springs, 
shall be pushed, drawn oi dnven, nor shall any animal he Jed, ridden, or dnven on any 
footpath expressly intended or made for foot-passengers, on any side or sides of any road 
or Rtreet, or through any esplanade, nor shall any person use, or cause to he used, any 
such footpath or any part or paits thereof, for tho location, either permanently or tem- 

S oranly, of any stall or stalls for the sale of any article or ai tides or thing or things of any 
escription whatsoever, or foi any purpose or purposes other than for the use of foot- 
passengors. 

The Governor in Council directs tho publication of the following Bye-law of the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners for the Town of Madras, under Act IX of 1867 : — 

“ That no now buildings shall bo erected m certain streets hereinafter named, unless 
they are of an altitude and facade which shall be approved of by the President, viz : — 

The North Beach, 2nd Line Beach, the Esplanade front of the Town, Popham’s Broad- 
way, the Mount Road, Salay Street from Andeappon Naiek Street to the General Hos- 
pital, Armenian Street, Thumboo Chetty Street, Mint Street, Andeappen Naick Street 
and Barber’s Bridge road — provided that there shall be an appeal to the Governor m 
Council from any decision of tho President of the Municipal Commission passed under 
this Bye-law.” 

Registration of Births and Deaths . 

Madras Act V of 1878 renders the registration of Births and Deaths compulsory, and 
invests the Municipal Commissioners with power to establish offices in different partB of 
the town for this purpose. 

The father or mother of every child born in the City, or, in the case of the death, 
illness, absence or inability of the father and mother, some person who was present at 
or in attendance during, the child-birth, shall, within one week next after tnc day of 
every such birth, give or cause to be given information to the Registrar of the District, 
accozding to the best of his or her knowledge and belief, of the several particulars re- 
quired to be known and registered touching the birth of such child.

Some one of the persons present at the death, or in attendance during the last illness 
of every person dying m the City, or in case of the death, illness, inability or default 
of all such persons, the occupier of the house or building, or if the occupier be the person 
who has died, some person living in the house or building in which such death has 
happened, shall forthwith give information to the Registrar of the District, according to 
the best of his or her knowledge and belief, of the several particulars required to be 
known and registered touching the death of such person. # 

Every person who conducts or performs the funeral ceremonies of any person who 
has died within the City, shall, whenever required, furnish to the Registrar, or to any 
person authorized by him, bucIi information as he possesses as to the several particulars. 

Any person whoso duty it is to give information who neglec ts or refuses to give such 
information, or who gives false information, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
twenty Rupees. 

Every person who has given the information contained in any register of births or 
deaths under this Act, shall sign in the legister his name, description aud place of abode, 
and if he cannot write, shall put Ins mark in the register to his name, description and 
place of abode.

Co.), or between Calcutta and the Straits and China (Opium Steamers), or between India 
and Ceylon (P. and O. S. N. Co., as well as the B I. S N. Co., and the Land Post), or 
between India and Persia (B. I. &. N Co), the Post Offices in the last-mentioned places 
not being Indian Post Offices ; noi does it include the post maintained, by means of Bu- 
tish or French Packets or Non-contmct Vessels of the P. and O S JSi Co, between the 
Indian Post Offices of Calcutta, Madras, Pondicherry, Bombay, and Aden , but it includes 
the post maintained by means of the Indian Contract. Mail Steanmis of the B I. H.N. Co..

4. Post-cards having anything hut the addiess written, printed, or otherwise impicsf.- 
ed on the front (oi addiess) side, or having any papei oi other article attached to them, 
■will ho treated as lettei s. Post-cards may not be folded, cut or otlioi wise alteied, but the 
perforation of the stamps on post-cauls with initials (for the prevention of theft) is not 
objected to. 

Booh and Pattei n Packets , how to be packed 

5. Book and Pattern Packets must be packed m “open coveis ” By tins term are 
meant covers open at the ends so as to admit of a ready examination of the contents, and 
containing nothing closed against inspection. Book and pattern packets without coveis 
aro treated in the same way as those in open covers. 

Samples of seeds, drugs and such like articles which ^annot be sent in open covers, — 
but such articles only — may be posted enclosed in boxes or m bags of linen or of other 
material, fastened in such a manner that they may be easily opened, so ns to enable the 
officers of the Post Office readily to satisfy themselves of the nature* of the contents. 

In cases where the protection of an air-tight covering is necessary for the safe trans- 
mission of such samples, they may he altogether closed, provided that the nature of 
the contents is certified on the cover under the full signature and address of the sender 

Samples of cheroots may be sent m cases with perforated ends, provided that the per- 
forations are large enough to admit of the contents being distinguished, and provided 
that the nature of the contents is certified on the cover under tiie full signature and 
address of the sender. 

Contents of Book and Pattern Packets. 

6. A Book Packet may contain newspapers, paper, parchment or card-board, with or 
without printing or writing, also any legitimate binding, mounting, covering or other 
ordinary appurtenances of books or maps, also invoices, bills of lading, receipts, accounts,

cals published at intervals not exceeding 31 days.

copies or extracts of deeds, bank pass books, insurance documents, and business papers 
generally, provided that there shall hit no communication having the character of an actual and 
personal correspondence , unless such communication be wholly printed, lithographed or 
papvrographed. Proof sheets marked as such on the outside under the signature of the 
sender (even though they may bear manuscript coirections) shall be reckoned as being 
“ wholly printed” within the meaning of this rule. Press manuscripts intended for pub- 
lication (even though in the form and with the eharactci of a personal correspondence) 
may be transmitted m a book packet, provided that the packet has on the outside, above 
the address, the supenbcrijition “ Press Manuscript,” and is addressed to the office of a 
newspaper. 

A Pattern Packet may contain only bona fide hade patterns or samples of merchandise , 
and may not exceed 40 tolas m weight or possess any saleable value. There must be no 
writing upon 01 in any pattern packet except the address oi the person for whom it is 
intended, tlic name and address of the sender, a trade mark or number, and the price 
of the articles. 

Size of Book and Pattern Packets . 

7. No packet may exceed two feet in length or ono foot in width or depth. 

Book and Pattern Packets not fulfilling the piesciibed conditions. 

8. Book'nr Pattern Packets not fulfilling the prescribed conditions will be forwarded 
chaiged uiih lottoi <>i pin eel postage, whichever may be the least; if troated as parcels 
any stamps afhxed will bo disicgaided, so f«n as concerns prepayment of postage. 

Panels , how to be packed. 

9. The sender of a parcel is recommended to see to its secure packing. The sender of 
a small panel js nl-o lecominended so to pnek it us to leave sufficient clear surface for 
the liupiesiuon of the Post Office stamp, as the absence of the stamp impiession inter- 
feres with its sail. ty . 

Contents, Weight, and She, tjfc , of Pai eels 

10 Not more than one communication having tho chaiactei of an actual and jiersonal 
coiiuspondcnce (unless wholly printed, lithographed, or papyrograpliod) may he enclosed 
inapaiceL 

No pai cel may exceed 25 seers (2,000 tolas) m weight, nor may it be of a land, which, 
'owing to size, shape, packing, or otherwise, cannot be carried without bcrious incon- 
venience to the mail scivico oi usk of injury to itself. 

Receipt s and a< knoudedgements foi pai cels. 

11. A receipt foi a jmiccl is given to li person tendering it at a Post Office within the 
pit'soiibed hours A receipt foi each pai cel is ordinarily given to the sender, and a 
leteipt fo» each pen el is oidin.irily taken horn tho addressee , but m (die case of a num- 
ber oi paicols posted bv the same person at the same time and all hearing the same 
address, only one receipt is given to the sender, and only one demanded from the 
addressee the sepaiato nurnbei ot each paicel being, howevei, enteied on the single 
receipt. Should, howevei , tlie person who posts the parcels demand separate receipts, 
they will he given, and m that case separate icccipts will also ho taken from tbe 
addressee r l lie sendci of a paicel will be furnished with an acknowledgment signed 
by the addressee on payment of one anna ioi postage. When a sender desires an 
acknowledgment, he must give his name and full address at the time of presenting the 
paicel and piepiy the acknowledgment postage in cash, independently of the amount 
(ll any) which m.iv be prepaid toi the conveyance of the paicel The acknowledgment 
will he posted to the sender’s address b} the office wlieie tin* parcel is delivered. 

Tlie sender of an ordinal y parcel nury, 1 1 he so (Leslies, present a receipt for the same, 
ready written m a book, at the Tost Office window when tendering the parcel for des- 
patch. In such cases the receiving officer will compare the entries in the hook with the 
address upon tlie p irtel, and, aftei ciiteiing in the leceipt tho number and weight of the 
paicel, will date, sign and stamp the hook, which will then be icturiied to the sender in 
lieu ol furnishing lnm with the usual postal foim oi ice' ipt The object of this arrange- 
ment is to meet the convenience ot pci sous posting soveial parcels at the same time, who 
may wish to piesuvc receipts in the form of a hook. 


II.— Miscellaneous Instructions and Regulations. 

Addresses on Inland A? tides. 

1. No add i ess is complete which does not contun the Post Town from which delivery 
is intended, and ( are should always betaken to wnto the name of the Post Town as 
vlearly as possible Tt should generally form the last part of the address. Names liable 
to be confused with other names are distinguished m the List of Post Offices (at the end 
of the Postal Guide) by having the name of the District added (with a hyphen) in the 
same type : and persons addressing articles to such places are recommended to follow 
this plan If an article be directed to a Post Town or small note, it is proper to add 
in brackets the name of the District in which tho Post Town of address is situated. 
This can always be ascertained by reference to the List of Post Offices (at the end of 
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the Postal Ouide ) Correspondence which does not bear the name of a Post Town, but 
which contains tho name of a District or Province, is, as a rule, forwarded to the Head 
Quarter Post Town of such District or Province, and thence re-forwarded if reliable 
information about the addressee is available. 

2. It is very necessary to see that the name of the District when added as above is 
given in bi acl ets , so as not to be mistaken for the Post Town in cases w'here there is 
a Post Town of the same name. For instance, a letter for Rnjghat m the Benares District 
may, if the woid “ Benares” be wntten Without brackets, lie sent to Benares Post Town. 

3*. Inconvenience having been experienced in the deliveiy of aitnles to public officers 
at their ofln os or private residences, as well as to those changing their stations or 
appointments, owing to the frequent inclusion in the address ol both name ami official 
designation, and to the consequent doubt whether the cover is intended for the mdividual 
or the official, tho public; nic invited to legulate the foim of address so as to ensure correct 
delivery under the following rule presented for the guidance of Postal officials, viz : — 
The delivery of ai tides supei senhed by a yuhla office > as on H M ’s Set rue is governed bv 
th eoffoKil designation (when given) ot the addressee, and the delivery of covers not no 
snpeisi t tied is gove rned by the name (when given) of the addressee. 

Note —The Inst clause of the above rule relating to articles not bupeisciihed as oil Her 
Majesty’s Service governs also the delivery of aiticles addiessed to pel sons holding offi< e 
m Banks, Firms or other institutions or office's. For instance a letter addiessed to the 
Editor ot a newspaper (no name being included m the ucldicss) will bo delivered to the 
Editoi foi the time being, but a letter addressed to a pnrtieulai individual by name 
together with the designation of Editoi will, m the absent o ot special mstiuctioiis to the 
contiaiy fiom the individual named, be delivered to lnm, even though he may have 
ceased to he Editoi 

4 Caie should he taken to spell the names of Post Towns m the same way as they are 
spelt in the List ot Post. Offices, and to Avnte them legibly m huge a ell-fanned characters. 
It must be lemembeied that to the natives of this country the English language 1 is ail 
acqmied one, and that they aie not so well able to deciplici lftipeifcct < uiieiit hand- 
writing as if the language and diameter were their own

5. For mfoimalion on tins subject, see clause 0 of Section X

Cm lency Notes, q’r , mU^t be leg isle led. 

7. Letters containing a curiency note, or any poition tlieieof, m manifestly contain- 
ing a postage oi othei stamp or label, or a cheque, liundi, hank note, hank post hill, hill 
of exchange, in the like, addiessed to am place in India must be icgtsfeied. See Sections 
IV (Registration), and XVII (Currency Depaitinent). 

Cow, ifc., must be wsmed 

8. In order to protect, ns tar as possible, the public mails from the chance of robbery, 
officers in charge of Post Offices shall not knowingly loeorvo coin, bullion, precious stones, 
or jew r els for despatch either by letter oi banghy post, unless wsmed (Section V), audit 
is strongly recommended that currency notes unef other valuables, l ef erred to m the 
preceding clause, should also bo msuied. 

77 ansnnsswn of dangei ous oi offensive substances and of fi agile articles. 

9. It is forbidden to send by post explosive, dangerous, or offensive substances or 
material, such as gunpowder, matches, percussion caps, saltpetre, indigo, assafertida, 
glass, liquids, &c , or any aitiele w r hioh either m itself (however parked) or bv reason of 
insecure packing may be liable to injure the contents the mail bags or the persons 
of the mail officers For the disposal of rovers suspected to contain such articles, see 
clause 17 of this Section. Artules which either m themselves (however packed) or by 
reason of insecure pncking are liable to injury from transmission with other articles in 
an ordinary mail bRg, mav be refused at the discretion ot the Post Master, and, if 
forwarded, will be at the sole risk of the owner, it being undei stood that the Post Office 
cannot make special provision foi the carnage of such articles 

It is also forbidden to foi ward by post uny indecent or obscene print, painting, photo- 
graph, lithograph, engraving, book or card, or any other indecent oi obscene article, or 
M\y letter, newspaper, publication, packet, oi card having thereon an> words, marks, or 
designs of an indecent, obscene, libellous, or grossly offensive character. Anything post- 
ed contrary to this piohibition will, if its character be observed by the Post Office, be 
forwarded'to tho Dead Letter Office. 

Changes of Residence. 

10. Persons changing their place of residence are particularly requested to leave 
written instructions at the Post Office of their previous residence, and to send written 
instructions to the Post Office of the place to wdnch they may be going. A separate 
written instruction is required for every change of address, and no instruction will be 
attended to for more than three months after its receipt. No complicated or conditional 
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instructions for re-direction can be attended to, and persons desiring services of this 
nature are advised to employ an Agent, to whom, if they so desire, all articles received 
to their address will be delivered. Instructions for re-diroction should state clearly 
whether they are meant to apply to articles for other members of the family or house- 
hold of the person giving the instructions. 

The Post Office cannot undertake the interception or redirection of correspondence in 
transit , except m the cases mentioned in clause 18, Section VIII, and Section XJI. 

For instructions respecting changes of Head Quiirters or Camp movements of Govern- 
ments or Administrations, and the correspondence of Officials connected therewith, see 
clause 18, <fcc., of the Official Correspondence Rules (Section VIII), and clauses 1 to 7 of 
Foreign Correspondence for Government Staffs and Regiments, &c. (Section XII). 

Signature of receipts and aclnowhdgments by addressee. 

11. Receipts and acknowledgments tendered by the Post Office for signature along 
with registered articles or paicels must be signed by the addiessce. In the case of 
refusal to sign receipts or acknowledgments, the registered ai tides or parcels shall be 
returned to the sender with intimation oi the cause of non-delivery Any Government 
officer or private individual or hrm usually leceivmg a considci.ible numbei of legistered 
articles or parcels, may be allowed, on special written application to the Post Office of 
delivery, to sign receipts and acknowledgments ioi rogisteied ai tides and puicels by 
means of a stamped facsimile of signature. The wnttem application should bo renewed 
at loast once a year. Such permission mav at any time be withdrawn under the orders 
of the Post Master General (or officer exercising the powers oi Post Master General). 

Sundays and Holidays. 

12 The work of all Post Offices is limited as much as possible on Sundays, and m the 
Presidency Towns the work is similarly limited on the four puncipal holidays, viz., 
Christmas, New Year’s Day, Good Friday, and the Queen’s Birthday On these days the 
offices will not be open (except under special local notification) foi official loferenccs or 
personal applications or for the receipt oi registered ai tides, parcels, insured or value- 
payable articles, or for the issue or payment of money ordeis. Post Masters are not 
bound to provide stamps for sale on the days mentioned above.

14. All letters addressed to club houses, hotels, railway stations, and other places 
where articles are received to be called ior, should hi returned to Iho Post Office as soon 
as it has become evident that they will not be called ioi. Such nrtn Jos should, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, be returned to the post-men within a month oi their deli very. 

Telegrams intended Joi on wind transmission by Inland Post 

15. In the case of a. message for a non-tclegi a.pb station m India, the sender should in- 
! dicate the Telegraph Office by which the message is to be made ovex to tho Post Office, 

thus — 

To (Station) . Simla.

AO j (Address) . . Kotgarh, Post, Simla. 


* For the Post Offices empowered to insure, see clause 2, Section V.

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The Telegraph Office will understand from the above that the message is to be tele- 
graphed to Simla and there delivered to the Post Office for transmission to Mr. A. Smith 
at Kotgarh. The Telegraph Department prepays the postage without charging anything 
extra on that account to the sender. 

But if the sender wishes the message when sent by post to be registered, he must pre- 
pay the postal registration fee of 4 annas (by a telegrapli stamp or stamps), in addition to 
the ordinary telegraph charge, and enter the word “ registered" after the word “ post” in 
the address , thus “ Post registered, Simla." 

Note — A registration foe of 4 annas is also payable in the case of messages to which 
replies arc prepaid, and which are addressed to a station where there is no Telegraph 
Office, or to a station on the Eastern Bengal, Madras or South Indian Railways. The 
railways mentioned above decline to take charge of reply prepaid messages, and they 
are therefore forwarded registered by post from the nearest Government Telegraph 
Office. 

Telegrams intended for onward transmission by Foreign Post. 

16. In the case of message intended for any place abroad telegraphed to the Indian 
port of despatch of the mails, a fee of 12 annas to cover postage and registration mvst be 
'prepaid. Thus a message prepaid in telegraph stamps with 12 annas m addition to the 
ordinary inland telegraph charge, and addressed— 

To (Station) . . . ... Bombay. 

rp f (Name) . . . Messrs. H. S. King & Co. 

Ao ( (Address) . . . 45, Pall Mall, London. 

Post registered, Bombay. 

will be telegraphed to Bombay and forwarded thence by post registered to the London 
i address. Any messages intended for transmission abroad which may be received in Bom- 
bay too late for registration, will be posted unregistered. 

Treatment of letteis, d<\, suspected to contain anything m contravention of Postal Rules, 

17. Letters or other articles suspected to contain anything in contravention* of 
Postal Rules, shall not be detained for lamination at the despatching office, but shall be 
forwarded marked “ Doubtful ” The Post Master receiving such letters or other articles 
shall then act in accoidiun o with Section 60 of the Post Office Act.f 

Where the infringement of rule is obvious, no detention being necessary for the pur- 
pose of exam mati on, and the penalty being merely the charge of a different rate of post- 
age, or the refusal to receive or foiwurd the aitnle, the Post Master of the despatching 
office will himself take the necessary stops , and m all cases iu which it is suspected that 
explosive, dan get ous, oi offensive substances are enclosed, it is the duty of the despatch- 
ing office to do so Post-c:mls having anything hut the addiess written, printed, or other- 
wise impressed on the address side (in disregaid of the instructions printed on the post- 
card), or having any paper or other article attached to them, will be treated as letters. 

* For examplo — 

(1) Any letter, paper, writing, or other enclosure of a private nature, forwarded 

under color or pretence of an official communication 

(2) Any contraband article, or any ai title on which duty is owing to Government. 

(3) Books or Pattern Packets containing a communication having the character of 

an actual and personal con espondence (not wholly printed, lithographed, 

or papyiographod.) 

(4) Parcels having more than one such communication (not wholly prmted, litho- 

graphed, or papyrographed ) 

(5) Articles containing opium transmitted otherwise than on Government account. 

(6) Clubbed packets 

Dangerous or offensive substances, &c., as described in clause 9 of this Section. 

f Indian Post Office Jet, Section 60 — If any officer in charge of a Post Office shall sus- 
pect that any letter or other article lying for delivery at his office contains any contraband 
article, or any article on which duty is owing to Government ; or that any letter or other 
article lying for delivery at the Post Office contains any writing or enclosure m contraven- 
tion of the provisions of Sections 14, 16, or 43 (see list of foi bidden articles undei preceding 
Joot-note) of this Act, it shall be lawful for such officer to summon the person to whom the 
letter or other article is directed, to attend ut the Post Office by himself or agent, within 
forty-eight hours after the am v ill thereof at that Post Office, and to open the same in the 
presence of the person to whom it is directed, or of that person’s agent, and if that person 
shall not so attend by himself or agent, then to open it in the absence of that person. 
Provided that if the officer m charge be under the rank of a Post Master, he shall call m 
I two respectable persons as witnesses before he shall open a letter or other article m the 
absence of the person to whom it is addressed. Provided also, that in all cases the opened 
letter or other article shall be subsequently delivered to the persons to whom it is ad- 
dressed, unless it be required for ulterior proceedings, and that the opening of the same 
and the circumstances connected therewith shall be immediately reported to the Post 
Master General. * * * * 
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Post Office may refuse to receive letters , i fc., bearing appearance of having been opened. 

18. The Post Master at any station, or the person in charge of the Post Office, has 
power to refuse letters or other articles bearing the appearance of having been opened 
and re-dosed, or otherwise improperly dealt with, unless the writer or sender thereof 
shall attest with his full signature that they were sent in that state. The refusal will be 
absolute in the case of registered letters and parcols tendered for insurance. 

Letters , tj’C., once posted not to be returned without, express aider , except in specified cases . 

19 . The following rules govern the re-delivery to the sender of all letters and other 
articles posted m a Post Office or Pobt Office letter box, except m the manner described 
(for unclaimed letters, <fcc.,) in Section 29 of the Post Office Act, or m the case of a letter 
or other article addressed to a place beyond the limits of British India which for any 
reason cannot be forwarded to destination • — 

(1) . — No letters or other articles delivered into any Post Office shall bo re-delivered 
except under the orders of — 

(a) The Chief Postal Authority m a Province ; 

lb) The Director General of the Post Office ; 

(c) The Local Government or Administration ; or 

(d) The Governor General m Council. 

(2) — A fee of one rupee shall be paid with any application for such re-delivery. 

Note. — A single fee of one rupee is all that is required on each application, oven 
though the application may refer to more than one letter or article 

(8) — An application for the re-delivery of any such letter or aiticle may be presented 
in writing to the said officers, Governments or Administrations, directly, or through any 
officer in charge of a Post Office. 

(4) . — Such application shall be received only from the writer of the letter or the sender 
of the article, or from some person duly authorised m this behalf by such writer or sender. 

(5) — The application shall be accompanied by a statement (which may be enclosed m a 
sealed cover) of the reasons why re-delivery of the letter or article is sought Such seal- 
ed cover shall he opened only by the officer oy by a Sceietary to tho Government or 
Administration to whom or to which the application is presented. 

(6) — Upon receipt of such application and stateme nt, together with a feo of (me rupee 
as aforesaid, by a Post Master or other officer m charge of a Post Office, he shall immedi- 
ately send the application and statement to the nearest officer or authority having power 
under Rule 1 to dispose of such application 

(7) — If the letter or article of which re-delivery ib sought is in his possession, the said 
Post Master or other officer, instead of forwarding it to its address, shall keep it m 
deposit and Bend the application to the said officer or authority. 

(8) . — If the letter or article is not m the possession of the Haid Post Master or other 
officer, he shall require any other officer of the Post Office in whose possession it may be 
to abstain from sending it to its address, and to .send it instead to the authority or officer 
to which or to whom the application will be, or lias been, sent The requisition to such 
other officer may he sent by telegraph, but all expenses attending its transmission must 
be borne by the applicant 

(9) . — When the application reaches the officer or authority named in Rule 1, to whom 
it is thus sent, he or it may order re-deliverv of the lottoi or artic le upon being satisfied 
that the applicant is the writer or sender, and that sufficient i caserns have been given for 
the re-delivery, otherwise he shall send it at once to its address. 

(10) — No letter delivered into the post shall he re-delivered m any case to any one but 
the writer, or to some person authorised by the writer in writing to receive it ; and no 
article, not being a letter delivered into the post, shall he re-delivered to any one but the 
sender, or to some person authorised by the sender m writing to receive it. 

(11) — In the foregoing rules, the word “ writer” does not include a person who writes 
a letter which another dictates or directs to be written, or who copies a letter which has 
been written by another ; but m each of such cases the author of tlio letter shall, for the 
purposes of these rules, he held to be the “ writer ” 

These rules apply to all letters and articles, official as well as non-official. But, in 
the case of official letters and articles, no fee is taken, the cost whereof would bo debited 
as public expenditure. 

Re-directed and re-posted Ai tides. 

20. Articles re-directed are not chargeable with any additional Indian postage on 
account of re-direction Re-direeted articles include not only articles re-directed in a 
Post Office, hut articles which having been delivered, but not opened , are returned or re- 
posted with a revised address within the local limits of the Post-town of last delivery : 
such articles are reckoned as being re-directed from the Post-town of last delivery. No 
refund of postage which may have been paid on the delivery of such articles is allowed ; 
but postage paid at the first delivery will not he demanded again from the addressee 
under tho revised address. Articles which have been opened and re-posted, or which, 
even though not opened, are re-posted at any Post-town other than that of last delivery, 
are reated as articles posted for the first time, no account being taken of any cancelled 
postage stamps which may be on them.

PART III, 


Persons rejecting a chargeable letter , <fc. t unopened , not bound to pay the charge. 

21. The person to whom any chargeable letter or other article may be delivered, is 
not bound to pay the amount charged if he forthwith returns the same unopened ; but if 
he opens or retains Die same, he is bound to pay the amount charged thereon. If he 
forthwith returns the same unopened, the article is treated as refused. 

Refund if charge on letters, if v, sen! maliciously 

22 If a letter or other article shall appear to the satisfaction of the Post Master of the 
Office of delivery to have been maliciously sent for the purpose of annoying Die peison to 
whom it is addressed, the Post ldastei of the Delivery Oliice may lemit the amount 
charged. 

Amount walked on letters, <Jr., to be paid at one v. 

23. Whatever amount is marked on a loti er or other aitule must he paid at once on 
delivery, uftcr which any complaint of oven harge will he duly attended to 
Remedy of Post Office m case <>/ refusal to pay the chaige. 

24 The charge which any person is bound to pay, but winch he refuses to pay, is 
recoverable in Die same tnaimei as a fine under the Post Office Act, and the officer m 
charge of any Post Office has further the power of withholding from any person so 
refusing, until such charge he paid, any other letter or ai tiele addicbscd to that person 
not being on Her Majesty’s Service. 

Commanding Office is to receive letters, if., for their Regiments. 

25 Letters, &C , directed to Native Officers, or men of Regiments or Detachments, shall 
ho delivered to an Oi deify or any other lit person, who shall he deputed by the Officer 
Commanding the Regiment or Detachment to receive the same , but letters, &c., on which 
postage may bo due shall not he deliveiecl to such peison unless the postage be first paid. 

Postmen must ic quire, immediate payment of amount, due and signature of receipts and 

acknowledgments. 

2G. Postmen are forbidden to deliver any letter, or other article without requiring 
immediate payment of the exact amount due, or to deliver any registered lettei oi parcel 
without requiring the immediate signatuio of tho receipt or receipts and acknowledg- 
ment. They are not hound to give change It the amount thaiged is not at once 
tendcied or if the receipts or acknowledgments are not at once signed, and the Postman 
is subjected to detention, the lettei s, Am , shall be taken hat k to the Tost Office lor the next 
delivery. Postmen aie toibiddeu to deviate iiom tlieir piebcnhcd routes. 

lJel i very Tickets. 

27. Dolivcry tickets foi the delivciy of letters, &c., at the Post Office window can he ob- 
tained at the cost of Rs 12 per annum fiom all Post Offices authorized by Die Post Mastei 
General (or officer exercising the powers of Post Master General) to grant them, under 
conditions which can be ascertained at the Post Office. 

Lettei Boxes marked for “ letters only.” 

28. Letter boxes marked for “ letters only” must not he used for posting newspapers, 
book or pattern packets or jiarcels, and any such articles found m them will be subject 
to deton tion. 

Late Letters 

29. Except when a Post Master General bhall deem a longer interval necessary, “ late 
letters” will l>o received at any Post Office uutil fifteen minutes before the despatch of the 
mails. But no late letter will he forwarded by the mail preparing for despatch unless 
fully prepaid by means of stamps so as to include the ordinary postage and the late-let- 
tor fee. The lato-letter fee is four annas, except where any lowei rate or scale of rates 
may be specially authorised by a Post Master General lor any particular Office. 

N. B. — Late letters aie such as aio posted after the hour fixed for the closing of any 
mail, and which therefore cannot be sent forwaid by the mail then in preparation unless 
extra payment be made. No Office shall be kept open merely for tin 1 reception of late 
letters after the usual hour of closing at night. Late letters can be posted only at a Post 
Office. 

Unclaimed Letters, i)c . — how disposed of. 

80. If any registered article or prepaid parcel remains unclaimed for three weeks in any 
Post Office it is returned to tho Posting Office for delivery to the sender any other arti- 
cle, similarly remaining unclaimed for tlnee weekb m any Post Office, is forwarded to the 
Dead Letter Office, by which it is returned to the sender, if his name and address arc on 
the cover ; and if his name and address aie not on the cover, it is opened and returned to 
the sender in a dead letter cover if his name and address can he ascei tamed, otherwise it 
is destroyed after remaining m the Dead Letter Office for one yeai. 

Paste -Restante, f. 

81. As an exception to the above rule, articles addressed “ Foste-Restanto” or “ To wait 
arrival” or “ To be kept till called for,” or simply “ Post Office,” will be retained one 
month, and in the Presidency Towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, as well as in 
Aden, Rangoon and Kaiachi, for four months m lieu of three weeks. 
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Refused Letters , <$e. — how disposed of, 

82. Any letter or other article rejected unopened by the addressee is, if any amount is 
due theioon, and if the sender’s name and address are written on the cover, returned to 
the Posting Office (through the Dead Letter Office), m order that the amount due may be 
recovered from the sender ; m all other cases, or when the sender’s name and address are 
not on the cover, such letter or other aiticle is sent to the Dead Letter Office, where it is 
opened, the amount due being recovered from the sender or the article destroyed. 

Vnlayful detention of Post Office Messengei s } ife. — penalty. 

83 It is not lawful for any person, unless acting by express older of the Government, 
to detain, except for a criminal offence, a Post Office messengei whilst carrying the 
mails, or to detain any carnage or horse upon which the mails aie being cainerl, or oil 
any pretence to open a packet or mail bag or box m transit from one Post Office to 
anotlier ; and any person guilty of such an offence ib punishable with afmc not exceeding 
Its. 500. 

Refusal to deliver up letters , tjc , which ought to hare been delivered to another 
pei sou — penalty 

84. Any person who shall fraudulently retain, or wilfully secrete or make away with, 
or keep or detain, or being lcquned to deliver up by an Officer of the Post Office, shall 
neglect or refuse to delivei up a post letter or other aiticle which quglit to have been de- 
livered to any other person, or mail bag, box, or packet containing alettei or other article 
which shall have been sent by the post, is punishable with imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding two yeai s, and is albo liable to line. 

Clubbed Packet — Definition of and prohibition against. 

85. A “ clubbed packet,” according to the definition given m the Post Office Act, is 
“ a packet containing a collection of letters not made by an agent of the Post Office, trans- 
mitted through the Post Office with the view ot the enclosed letters being delivered to 
moie than one pci son through the agent of the person by whom tin; packet was made uj> 
and the public aie reminded that the transmission of clubbed packets is un infringement 
of the law, rendering the person liable to scvcie penalties under Section 46 of the Post 
Office Act. 

Government no 4 ? e sponsible J oi loss. 

86. Under Section 65 of the Post Office Act, the Government is not responsible for any 
loss or damage which may occur in respect of anything entrusted to the Post Office for 
conveyance, and no person employed by the Government m the Post Office Department 
is responsible for any such Iorh or damage, unless that parson shall have caused such loss 

| or damage negligently, maliciously or fraudulently. As an exception to this, the Govern- 
ment undoi takes responsibility for msuied artnles to the extent indicated in Section V. 

Complaints against the J’ost Office. 

37. Complaints against the Post Office, certified as such under the full signature and 
address of the sender, and addressed to any officer ol the Postal Department, aie not charge- 
able with any postage. In all complaints of overcliaige oi unnecessaiy delay m deliver- 
ing letteis or other aiticlos, the coveisor envelopes beaung the Post Office Stamp must be 
I presented for inspection , and when any complamtb arc prefoired against any Postman, 
the number on Ins badge should be specified. 


Ill— Certificates of Posting of Unregistered Articles. 

Pteparation and presentation of Cert if cates 

1. Persons desirous to havo a certificate of posting in respect of any article for which 
a Post Office receipt* is not given, may obtain such certificate under the following condi- 
tions, viz . . — 

(1) The certificate of posting should be presented ready written m ink along with the 
article to he posted, and both the certificate and the article should be presented at the 
Post Office window on any day, except Sunday, during open hours as notified locally, at 
least half an hour before the hour fixed foi closing the mail for winch it is intended. 

(2) The certificate should be an exact transcript of what is entered upon the address 
side of the article to be posted, and should have a half anna postage label affixed thereto. 

(3) The Post Office will compare the addiess of the article with the certificate, and if 
it be correct, will obliterate the postage label and impress the dated stamp upon tho cer- 
tificate. Tho certificate will be returned to the peison who piescntcd it. 

The object of Certificates. 

2. The object of these certificates is to give to tho public the means of knowing 
that articles entrusted to messengers to be posted have actually been posted ; the grant of a 
certificate of posting does not effect registration or obtain for the article posted any 
special security m transmission by post. After receipt in the Post Office such articles 
are treated as ordinary unregistered articles. 
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IV.— Registration. 

Full pre-payment of fee and postage. Presentation at window. 

1. Any letter, poet-card, book packet or pattern packet may be registered at any 
Post Office for transmission by Inland Post, provided that the registration fee, together 
with the postage, be fully prepaid by means of stamps. All articles intended for regis- 
tration must be presented for that purpose at the window. Articles found in the Letter 
Box marked “ Registered” are treated as ordinary articles, except in the cases provided 
for in clause 8 below. The registration fee is 2 annas for a book or pattern' packet, and 
4 annas for a letter or j>ost-card. 

H ours of 7 egistration. 

2. For information regarding hours for registration, see clause 13, Section II. 

Parcels 

3. Parcels being transmitted under the same precautions as registered articles, no 
separate registration of such parcels is necessary. 

Registration makes transmission more secure. 

4. Registration makes the transmission of an article more secure, as it passes 
through the hands of comparatively few Postal Officers, every one of whom has to give 
an acknowledgment of receipt But although every endeavour will be mado to trace the 
delinquent m any case of loss of, or damage to, a registered article, the Government is 
not reBjioiiKible for such loss or damage under Section 65 of the Post Office Act. For the 
conditions under which the Government accepts responsibility, see the next Section 
headed “ Insurance.” 

Receipts and acknowledgments for registeied articles. 

6. A receipt for each article is ordinarily given to the sender, and a receipt for 
each article is ordinarily taken fiorn the addressee , but in the case of a number of 
registered articles posted by the same person at the same time and all bearing the same 
address, only one receipt is given to the sender, and only one demanded from the ad- 
dressee, the separate number of each article being, however, entered on the single receipt. 
Should, however, the pei son who posts the articles demand separate i eeeipts, they will 
be given, and m that case separate receipts will also he taken iiom the addressee. 

The sender of a registered article may, if he so desires, present a receipt for the same, 
ready written m a book, at the Post Office window when tendering the article for regis- 
tration. In Hiich cases the receiving officer will compare the entries in the book with the 
address on the article, and, after eutenng m the receipt the number and weight of the 
article, will date, sign and stomp the book, which will then be returned to the sender m 
lieu of furnishing him with the usual postal form of receipt The object of this arrange- 
ment is to meet the convenience of persons registering several articles at the same time, 
who may wish to preserve receipts m the form of a hook 

The sender of a registered article will be furnished with an acknowledgment signed by 
the addressee on payment of one anna for postage. When a sender desires an acknow- 
ledgment, he must give his name and full address nt the time of registering the article, 
ana prepay the acknowledgment postage by means of a stamp affixed to the article m 
addition to the postage and registiation fee otherwise due. The acknowledgment will 
be posted to the sender’s address by the office where the registered article is delivered. 

The sender should furnish his name and address. \ 

6. The sender of a registered article is not bound to give his name and address (unless 
he desires an acknowledgment under the preceding rule), hut he is recommended alwayB 
to do bo, either verbally if he posts the article himself, or, if he posts it by the hand of a 
messenger, by writing his name and address on the cover (on the lower left hand corner) 
or on a separate slip of paper. The uaine and address of^he sender when given aio 
recorded in the despatching office, so that if the article miscarries, or suffers damage in 
transit, or cannot for any reason be delivered, intimation may he forwarded to the sender. 

Registered letters should he securely enclosed and sealed. 

7. The sender of a registered letter is recommended to see that it is enclosed in a 
cover or envelope of a substantial kind fastened m a secure manner. Sealing-wax with 
a distinct impression (other than that of the current com) is recommended for fastening 
the cover, instead of, or in addition to, any other means of fastening. 

Cm rency Rates, <ft\, must be trgistered. 

8. If an article posted at any Indian Post Office and addressed to any place in India 
contains a currency note, or any portion thereof, or manifestly contains a postage 
or other stamp, or label, or a cheque, hundi, bank-note, bank post bill, bill of exchange 
or the like, the registration thereof is compulsory ; and if any such article be found un- 
registered at any stage of its passage through the post, it is registered and a double regis- 
tration fee charged on delivery, in addition to any other postage which may be due. 
Nothing m this rule necessitates the registration of an article containing a postage or 
other stamp or label, a cheque, hundi, bank-note and the like, unless the contents thereof 
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are either superscribed upon the cover, or are known or manifest to the officers of the 
Post Office Department, owing to the transparency, insecurity, or insufficiency of the 
coyer or to any other cause. Attention is drawn to the following order of the Govern- 
ment (published m the Gazette, of India of the 27th March 1869), viz . : — “In ordinary 
“ cases of lost notes, the Currency Department registers notes reported to have been lost, 
“ and communicates by letter with the losers. In cases where the holders of notes know- 
“mgly disregard the Notification of Government, making it compulsory to register j 
“ letters containing currency noteB, payment for half -notes lost under such circumstances 
“ should only be made as the law would oblige, viz., at the counter of the Currency 
“ Office under the usual bond, and the Currency Office should refuse to correspond regard- 1 
“ mg notes so lost, or to remit the amount as is done in ordinary cases.” See also 
the instructions and advice on this subject given m clause 7, Section II. I 

For articles which must be insured, see clause 8, Section II. 

Registration to places abroad. 

9. For information on this subject, see clause 7 of Section N. 


V.— Insurance. 

The following rules relate to the insurance of registered letters and parcels : — 

Coin, d'c*., must, be insured. 

1. Com, bullion, precious stones, and jewels can be sent by post only m insured regis-i 
tered letters or insuied parcels and senders are recommended to insure all articles of | 
value where possible. Registered letters and parcels may be insured lor tiansmission 
by inland post for the actual value (by which is meant the whole actual value) of the 
contents. The actual value must be certified on them by the sender. 

Insurance Offices, Compensation, i)Y. 

2. The facility for insuring registered letters and parcels will be made available at 
almost all Post Offices (see List of Post Offices at end of the Postal Guide, m which the 
few excepted offices beyond the Indian frontier are specially mentioned as exceptions.) 
Insured articles cannot be posted at or delivered from Post Offices not included in the List 
above referred to, e g , Native State Post Offices or Foreign Post Offices. By Native 
State Post Offices are meant Post Offices situated m Native States and managed by the 
Native State administrations Un deliverable insured articles will be at once returned to 
the office of origin for re-delivery to the sender and m view to the refund to him of the 
insurance fee. The Government will guarantee to the sender the safe tiansit of insured 
registeicd letters and paicels, and will give compensation to lnm within the insured 
value for any actual loss occurring in transit from any caube whatsoever, except in the 
cases described below. 

The excepted cases are as follows — 

(1) . — Misdeliveiy arising out of incorrectness or incompleteness of the address written 

by the sendei . 

(2) . — Fraud or wrong or incomplete declaration or certificate on the part of the sender 

or addressee. 

(3) .-— When the leceipt or acknowledgment has been signed by tho addressee or his 

agent ; it being understood that the addressee shall fully examine the outward 
appearance of the letter or paieel before bigmng the receiptor acknowledgment. 
By the term agent is meant not merely a person specially authorized by the 
addressee but any servant, or other person connected with the addiessee’s house- 
hold or business establishment, who is accustomed to sign the receipts for regis- 
tered letters oi parcels arriving to his address. Any person who wishes to re- 
strict the delivery of insured articles arriving to his addiess may do so by com- 
municating with the Post Office. 

(4) . — When the sender docs not give intimation of loss within three months from the 

date of postmg. 

(6). — In cases of damage as distinguished from loss; it being understood that the 
sender is responsible for the proper packing of articles liable to damage so aB to 
provide sufficient protection foi them. 

(6). — When there is no visible damage to the envelope or other covering or seals : it 
being understood that the sender must so pack the letter or parcel that its con- 
tents cannot be touched without visible damage as aforesaid being caused. 

(7.)— -When the loss occurs during uninsured transit, in the case of partially insured 
articles, (see next clause.) 

8. The List of Post Offices at the end of the Postal Guide distinguished certain offices 
(marked 11 II) from and to which insurance is partial In such cases the transit through 
Native territory is not insured against highway robbery, and the insurance fee is half the 
usual amount. Partial insurance is intended to cover all risks during transit in British 
territory and all risks during transit in Native territory except those arising out of 
highway robbery. 
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4. The compensation will be payable one month after the date on which intimation 
of loss is given by the sender to the Post Office, except m cases in which the Post Mas- 
ter General (or officer exercising the powers of Post Master General) may consider that 
the circumstances demand the withholding of payment pending enquiry. 

Acknowledgments. Intimation of loss. 

5. An acknowledgment signed by the addressee will in ordinary course be transmit- 
ted to the sender : and m the event of the acknowledgment conveying the intimation of 
loss, or of the non-receipt of an acknowledgment within three months, he is expected 
to give intimation to the Post Office. 

Ownership of lost articles , rfc. 

6. The sender shall, on receiving compensation, make over in writing to the Govern- 
ment the whole of his rights in the lost property, and shall give all information necessary 
to facilitate the search for it. 

Limits of Weight and Size. No limit of Value. 

7. No letter or parcel may be insured for an amount greater or less than the actual 
value of its contents as certified thereon by the sender. Letters and parcels may be 
insured without limit as to value. The weight of an insured parcel may not exceed the 
usual limit of 2,000 tolas : and in respect of size, &e., it will be subject to the ordinary 
conditions mentioned m Section 1. 

Insurance Fees. 

8. The charges for insurance will be as follows : —

Pi e payment compulsory. 

9. The prepayment of all charges 
on insured ai tides is compulsory. 
In the case of insured letters the pre- 
payment (of postage as well as regis- 
tration and ln-uiiaiioe tees) must ho by 
means of postage stamps ; and m the 
cube of insured puit els ,the prepay- 
ment (of postage as \vellSas insurance

18. Registered letters and parcels intended for insurance must be presented at the 
window of the Post Office. The hours for their reception will be the ordinary registration,! 
hours, which with a few exceptions are from 7 to 8 a m and from noon to 6 r m. (see 
clause 13, Section II) They will not be received at all on Sundays, and they must be 
tendered at least one hour befoie the tune fixed foi the closing of the mail by which 
they are intended to be despatched, otherwise they will be detained till the next despatch 
is made.

14. Letters and parcels intended foi insurance should be closed as follows : —

17. Idie addressee 1 of an msui ed lettei oi parcel must sign both the receipt and acknow- 
ledgment presented theicwith, unless the outward appearance of the cover give rise to sus- 
picion of tampering In such case lie should return the lettei oi parcel unopened, ar- 
ranging with the Post Masfcei to take delivery at the Post Office, the letter or parcel being 
opened thoie m the pieHonoe of the Post Master and its contents entered m an inventory 
which will be prepared m duplicate and must be signed by the addressee One copy of 
the signed inventory will be forwarded by the Pobt Office to the sendei with the unsigned

INLAND MONEY OEDEES. 

Applications for Money Orders, 

1. All Post Offices named m the list at the end of Postal Guide are authorised to issue 
and pay money orders, except such offices as may be exempted by the Director General 
of the Post Office from transacting money order business ; Buch exempted offices are 
distinguished in the list at the end of Postal Giude. 

2. Post Offi ees will be open for the transaction of money ordor business between the hours 
of 12 noon and 4 r. m.* on everyday except Sundays, Christmas Day, New Year’s Day, the 
Queen’s Birthday, and Good Friday. These hours may, under the authority of the Post 
Master General, be altered to suit local circumstances. 


* Special hours have been fixed for money order transactions in the Calcutta and 
Bombay Offices : where special hours arc fixed, they are notified locally.

The i emitter should WTito Ins name and address as tally and clcaily as 
possible in the space provided on the face of tlie nr know led e men t, since on this inform a 
tion will depend m a great measure the piompt .uk! cared delivei > of the document. 
The entiles in an application may be made by tlie ii uuttei oi any one employed on his 
behalf 

G. The application may be presented ready wutten at tin* Post Office, or it may be 
written at the Post Office. Where other facilities for getting applications written do not 
exist, the Post Office officials will ordinarily be able to \vi lie an applu ‘'turn on behalf of 
a remitter who appears m person at the Post Office, oi sends an intelligent messonger 
to the Post Office to give the necessary particulai s 

Sender may attach a Post-Caid to hix Application. 

7. The remitter may attach to Ins application a post-card, and a post-card so attached 
will be delivered with the money order the post-caid should bein the name and address 
of the payee on the appropriate side, the reverse side being available for any instructions 
or communication desired to be conveyed to the payee. 

Presentation of Applications 

8 Applications for money orders must be presented at the Post Olbic window The 
remitter or his messenger, on presenting the application duly picpoied iogcthei with the 
required amount (being the value of the money ordei and the commis- ion chmgcablc 
thereon), will leceive a receipt bearing tho dated stamp of the Pod. ( )iiu e and the sig- 
nature of the postal official who receives the money. The leceipt. will contain particulars 
of tlie money order to be delivered to the payee and of his address , and the rcmittei 
should examine the leceipt with the view of seem // that the pat tn aim is hate In en con erf, It/ 
enteied Aliy erroi or omission should he pointed out at once by the i emitter to the 
Post Office : and if he omits to do so, the responsibility of any mist ike will rest with him. 

An applicant for an inland money order muy, if he so de-ares, piestnt a receipt, ready 
written m a book, at the Post Office window with lus application In such cases the re- 
ceiving officer will, alter examining the leceipt to see that tlie necessary particulars are 
given therein, wnte on the receipt the number as well as tlie total amount of money 
received, and stamp it with the Post Office stamp; he will then date and sign the book 
and return it to the applicant in lieu of furnish mg him with tlie usual postal form of 
receipt.

Transmission of Money Orders , and Acknowledgments by Addressees. 

9. The remitter lias nothing to do with the transmission of the money order, this 
work being done entirely by the Post Office, but in due course he should expect to receive, 
through the Post Office, an acknowledgment m testimony of the delivery of the money 
order to the payee. And if any unreasonable delay should occur in the receipt of this 
acknowledgment, he should represent the matter to the Post Office. 

Delivery oj Money Orde?s, Signature of Receipts and. Acknowledgments. 

10. A money order will be delivered by the Post Office of the post town named in the 
address given by the remitter, and if necessary, it wi^J be re-directed to a revised address 
within the limits of British India , but no such re-direction can affect the office of pay- 
ment as originally named by the remitter. A money ordei delivered by the Post Office 
to the payee will be accompanied by a receipt and an acknowledgment. The acknow- 
ledgment will be forwarded by the Post Office to the remitter. 


Office of Payment to he mentioned on Money Oi (In s 
11. On every money order, there will be entered the Post Offico of payment mentioned 
by the remitter m his application. If the office of payment be a sub-office its head office 
will likewise be entered and the order shall be payable at eithci office A money order 
can be paid only at the office or offices named therein. 


Money Oidei s not transferable Payment , Lapsing, or Foijeituie if Money Old* is 

12. A money order is not transferable by endorsement . it must l>e signed by the payee 
named therein • and having been so signed, it may be presented foi payment by the 
payee or any other legitimate holdei It should be presented at the Post Office of pay- 
ment on as early a day as possible after receipt 

13. On the last day of the month suecoc chug that in which the money order was drawn 
it will lapse : a lapsed order will, however, be jiayable within two months fiom the date 
of its lapsing, if postage stamps equal in value to a second commission be affixed to the 
back of it. After the expiration of two months from the date ol lapsing, the amount of 
the money order will be forfeited. Thus an unpreBentod money older hearing any date 
in Juno will lapse at the close of July and shall be forfeited at the close of September. 

Signatures of 1 11 iterate Payees. 

14. In the easo of an illiterate pa>eo it will be necessary for him to attend personally 
at the Post Offico to make his mailt on the money ordei m piesenee of a witness who 
knows him and is known to the Post Office 


Applications for change of Place of Payment. 

15 If a payee desires to receive payment at a Post Office otliei than those named in 
the money oidei, he should sign the cndei and send it to the head office of payment named 
thereon, with an application foi the issue to him of a Jresh ordei payable to himself or 
any one else named by him at such office as lie* may specify. The application may be 
accompanied by an amount sufficient to pay a second < omnnssion equal to the commission 
charged on the oiigmal ot lei, otherwise the second commission will ho deducted from 
the amount of the tresli order. The Post Office which receives the lettei of application 
and issues the flesh order will send a iec*eipt dnect by post to the applicant Any 
legitimate holder of a money older duly bigned by the payee may make the application 
herein lefcncd to. 

Return of Money Oidei s which cannot be delncied in Bi tttsh India. 

16. A money older which cannot be deliveied withm the limits of Butish India will 
be forwarded by the Post Office fiee of charge to the i emitter.

17. A person to whom a money oidcr issued on Ins own application has been returned 
by the Post Office as nndehrei able, by reason ot its being unclaimed oi refused, may make 
application for a fiesh oidei in the manner described m put a graph 15, except that the 
money order should be signed by linn instead of the payee and that he must attach to 
his letter of application the leceipt granted to lnrn on Ins oiigmal application, or (if he 
has lost it) a duplicate obtained from the Post Office to winch the oiigmal application was 
made. No second commission will be charged under tlm rule. 


Duplicates of lost Money Oidei s 

18 If a money order is lost, application foi a duplicate may he made by the payee or 
the remitter to the office of payment or its head office, accompanied by an amount equal 
to a second commission. It must be made m writing, and the Post Office shall require 
the applicant to furnish such particulars or evidence as may he deemed necessary to 
establish the claim. Such an application, if the office of payment be a sub-office, shall 
be submitted for oiders to its head office. Second duplicates shall in no case be granted. 
If the application herein referred to is made by the remitter, he must attach to Ins appli- 
cation the oiigmal receipt or a duplicate thereof as provided m the preceding paragraph. 
A duplicate order shall bear the same date as the original , the dates of lapse and forfeiture 
being conseoueutly the same Discretionary authority shall be vested* m offices of payment 
to stop payment of an order represented to have b^n lost pending the presentation of a 
formal application for a duplicate. 
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Right reserved to Post Office of paying a Money Order to Bearer. 

19. The Post Office reserves the right of paying a money ordei to the bearer thereof, 
and will not bo responsible for the genuineness of the signature professing to be that of 
the payee, or for the legitimacy of the possession of the person presenting the order. 
The payee of a money order should, therefore, attend to its custody prior to presentation. 
After once making payment of a money older, by whomsoever presented, the Post 
Office is not liable to any further claim. 

20. The remittei of a money order has the option of stopping delivery of the money 
order to the payee and requmng that the money older shall be delivered to himself. 

Commission, Jaw its of Vahie, i\V. 

21. The following conditions are applicable to money orders granted by the Post 
Office, viz. — 

(1.) The value of money order may not exceed Rs 150 and may not include the

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VI II. —Official Correspondence; 

1. The privilege of sending and receiving, under frank, by Inland Post without pay- 
ment of postage, articles bona Jide and exclusively on Her Majesty’s Service, has been 
withdrawn from all officials and public offices in India, and is now enjoyed only by the 
Governor General at Goa. The Governor of Pondicherry and the “ Chefs de Service” of 
the minor French Settlements m India, at Chandernagore, Karikal, Make and Yanaon, 
are allowed to send official correspondence under frank without payment of postage 
between tho.se Settlement *. 

AW.— The Government has decided that correspondence of the Offices of the Regis- 
trars of the Univeisities at Calcutta, Matlias and Bombs y, m so far as such correspond- 
ence relates solely to the public business of the Universities, shall be treated by the Post 
Office in the same way as official correspondence and that the signature and designa- 
tion of a Registrar of the Univeisity at a Presidency town shall be treated by the Post 
Office as if they were the signature and designation of a Government Officer. This pri- 
vilege doeb not extend to any University official other than the Registrar. 

The Government has also decided that correspondence sent by a Local Fund Officer, or 
by any Government Offi< ei acting in a capacity connected with a Local Fund, such as 
President or Secretary of a Local Fund Committee, is not official correspondence within 
the meaning of these rules, and miry not be supei scribed as on Her Majesty’s Service. 
But nothing in this iul8 is held to prevent the transmission on Her Majesty’s Service of 
correspondence sent by a Government Officer acting as such, even though the correspond- 
ence may relate to tin; affairs of a Local Fund • ioi instance, the Commissioner of a Divi- 
sion writing ni that enj/an/if to a Local Fund Officer, concerning Local Fund affairs, may 
superscribe the letter on Her Majesty’s Seiviee. The term Local Fund as used m this 
rule ih intended to include municipalities and other similar bodies 01 institutions.

Articles 
which exceed 40 tolas will be conveyed by lmngliy post (as packets or as parcels) at the 
lower rate of charge, unless specially maiked by the senders for transmission as letters 
or prepaid at letter rates. 

Note (i). — All letters are forwarded by lettei post ; also all packets not exceeding 20 
tolas m weight, and any fully prepaid packet exceeding 10 tolas which contains only a 
single official Gazette, are forwarded by letter post. All other articles are forwarded by 
the Blower banghy post. 

Pie-payment by means of set rice labels. 

2. Official articles from Government offices should be prepaid by means of service 
postage stamps purchased at the Government Treasury or other local stamp dep6t. 
These stamps when used in payment of postage, must be supported by the superscrip- 
tion on the cover “ On Her Majesty’s Service,” under the full signature ana official 
designation of tho Government officer who sends the article, or of the Head Clerk or 
Superintendent of his office, or of other responsible officer to whom the duty of despatch- 
ing is confided. Tho particular officer who signs the cover must enter in full ht» own 
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On Her Majesty's Service*

(The toim “Local Fund,” as used m this rule, is intended 
to include municipalities and other similar bodies or institutions). 

Note 1. — When ordinary stamps instead of service stamps are used in articles super- 
scribed under Rule 2, they will be recognised by the Post Office ; but the irregularity 
should be brought by the Post Office to the notice of the officer concerned, and if of fre- 
quent occurrence, to that of the Post Master General 

Note 2 —-Post Mastei s are allowed to recognise abbreviated designations, provided they 
urc generally known. But no official can claim the recognition of an abbreviation, the 
rule being that the designation shall bo entered m full. 

Note 3. — Post Masters are allowed to recognise fac- simile impressions of signatures, 
f c., signatures impressed b> stamps but public officers who uho such stamps aro expect- 
ed to make arrangements for their pioper custody and use and if thero be any reason to 
suspect the misuse of such stamps, or the absence of proper precautions against their 
misuse, Post Masters may decline to recognise the stamp impression and require strict 
adherence to the rule Lithographed imitations of signatures as well as printed names 
cannot be recognised in lieu of sigiiatuies; facsimile impressions by means of stamps 
used under propel precautions being the only substitute foi actual signature which can 
be recognised. 

Serrtce Post-cards. 

3. A service post-card must bo supported by the signature and official designation of 
the sender ; special attention is drawn to the instruction printed on the cards to the effect 
that the official signatuie and designation of the sender must be written on the reverse, 
( i . i\, not on the address side) of the card.

17. As the employment of expresses interferes with the celerity and regularity of the 
ordinary mails, and is attended with expense, public officers are enjoined to employ them 
as sparingly as possible , and any public officei despatching an express when the exigency 
of the public service does not, m the opinion of the authonty to whom he is subordinate, 
require it, w ill be held answerable for the expenses attending that method of transmis- 
sion. Public expresses from a Post Office at the scat of any Government or Administra- 
tion can only he ordered by a Secretaiy to Government; in other cases, by the Chief 
Civil oi Military Authority of the place.

Sale of Stamps. 

2. Stamps, including envelopes and post-cards, can be purchased by the public in two 
ways, viz. — 

(<r) — From any Post Office, Receiving Office, Telisildan, Thanna or Police Station 
where letters are received for despatch, or from any village postman whose business is 
to collect as well as to deliver letters, or from any licensed Stamp-vendor In this case 
the stamps (including envelopes and post-cards) are sold m any quantity, however small, 
at the value denoted thereon : but soldiers’ envelopes, service stamps and service post- 
cards aro not sold in this way but only from local depots under the following rule. 

(by — From any local depot (all Government Treasunes are local depSfcs) m quantities 
of the value of not less than Rs 15 worth of labels at a time, and not containing any 
fraction of a rupee. For instance, Btarnps of the value of Rs. 6-8-0 or any other fractional 
value cannot be purchased, but any quantity of an aggregate value represented by whole 
rupees (not being less than five) may be purchased, whether the purchase includes one or 
several classes of stamps. * 

In purchases of envelopes and post-cards from local depots only whole packets (16 each 
in the case of ordinary envelopes and post-cards, and 32 each m the case of service post- 
cards) can be obtained. The value of a packet is the value of the stamps borne by its 
contents, except in the case of Soldiers’ and Seamen’s envelopes for which two annas per 
packet is charged in addition to the stamp value. Service stamps and service post-cards 
can be purchased only by Government officials and without restriction as to a minimum 
amount, except that only whole packets of post-cards can be purchased : the purchaser 
of service stamps or service post-cards must present a written application, accompanied 
by payment of the value. 

Post Masters not to affix Stamps. 

3, Post Masters are not allowed to affix Postage Stamps to letters brought unstamp- 
ed to the Office.

Letters, tfcc., intended for despatch b> private vessel must he fully prepaid by stamps 
at the oi dinar} Indian inland rates, and they wull be liable on delivery in any foieign 
country to such postage as ma} be chaigeablc under the legulations of that country 
This lulc does not, howevei, apply to soldieiV and seamen’s letters despatched to the 
United Kingdom, by pi i vate vessel, noi does it apply to con espondence sent by pnvate 
vessel to Cev Ion, Hong-Kong, Maimtius, Seychelles or the Straits, for which see those 
entries in the Foreign Post Schedule 

Lotters, <Src , can be registered by private vessel, hut the Indian Post Office undertakes 
no resjionsibility tor them after the mails have been placed on boaid the vessel. 

Route by which forwarded. 

H. The route by which an article is intended to be sent should be marked on the 
upper left-hand comci of the address side, and when possible the instructions so given 
will be followed An article marked for a particulai route, but not fulfilling the conditions 
of that route ( e . tj., m respect of compulsoiy pre-payment of postage), wull be treated as if 
not marked for any particular route. Articles not marked for any particular route will, as 
a general rule, be sent by the route which stands fiist in the Schedule, except where there 
is a quicker despatch by some othei route, oi where the fir^t route may involve special 
expenses, (e. g., by •special tram via Brindisi), or where it may requite the compulsory 
pre-payment of a higher rate of postage, than that which has been prepaid, or where the 
amount of postage paid may leave no doubt as to the loute intended 
Correspondence from or to Aden or Zanzibar. 

4. Correspondence passing direct between Aden and places abroad is ordinarily go- 
verned by the same conditions and is conveyed by the same routes ns correspondence 
between India and places abroad : incases where there arc special conditions or routes 
applicable to correspondence from Aden, special mention thereof is made in the Sche- 
dule. 

Correspondence from Aden to India or any Indian Post Office is charged at the rates 


* The rules contained in this clause (2) are not applicable to correspondence for Cal- 
cutta, Madras, China, Ceylon, the Straits, and the Australian Colonies, when despatched 
by vessels of the Peninsular and Oriental Company, which, though non-contract between 
India and Ceylon, are not reckoned as private vessels within the meaning of this clause.

A covering of stout 
cloth or wax-cloth sown at tho edges is recommended ; but if the contents are liable to 
suffer from pressure, boxes of wood or tin should bo used.

4. Every parcel should be accompanied by a separate paper headed with tho nddross 
of the parcel and containing a declaration (clearly wi itteii) of its contents and value under the 
signature of the sender.

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The Money Order system has been extended to Germany, the Netherlands, Denmark, 
Switzerland and Italy, on a system similar to that which obtains for orders on the 
United Kingdom. 

(1.) — The Overland Money Order woik was on the 1st April transferred from the 
Director General of the Post Office to the Coiuptiollei Geneial The work m connection 
with the issue and payment of orders is, rs m the r:ir,e of Inland Money Oiders, transacted 
except m the Presidency Towns, by Treasury Officers 

(2.)— All communications which, prior to the 1st April 1871, were made to the Post 
Master, Bombay, aro now addiessed to the Accountant General, Bombay. 

(8.) — The Comptroller General, Calcutta, or the Post Master General, London, is 
authorised to suspend temporal lly the exchange of Money Orders in case the course of 
exchange or any other circumstance should give rise to abuses or cause detriment to the 
Revenue. 

(6.)— The amount of a Money Order issued must always be stated m sterling money as 
well as in rupees, annas and pies 

(7.)— The maximum amount for which a Money Order may be drawn is £10. No order 
Shall contain a fractional part of a penny, 

(8 ) — The scale of Indian charges is hable to vaiy with the rate of exchange. 

(9.) — The rate of exchange at which Overland Money Ordeis aro issued is notified from 
time to time to Treasury Oftieeis by the Accountant General of the province A Tariff of 
rates is furnished to each office, and oiders to change the rate will always specify the 
number of the Schedule to bo adopted as well as the rate The change will also be 
advertised m the Gazette, and Tieasury Officers should look for these advertisements m 
case their special notification of change should have miscarried. 

(10.) — Such change of rate will come into operation from the date of receipt by the 
Treasury Officer of the order authorising it. 

(11.) — The system having been extended to Canada, moneys may be received by 
Treasury Officers, on account of orders on Canada. Such orders will be issued at the 
same Tariff rates as those at which English Overland Money Orders aro issued, but com- 
mission will be levied at double the rate charged on English Money Orders. 

(12 ) — Applications for Overland Money Orders must always be made on requisition 
forms which are supplied gratuitously. 

(13.) — Particular attention should be given to the address of the payee. It should be a 
full and precise address as on it depends the determination by the British Post Office of 
the particular Money Order Office at which the order shall bo made payable. 

(14.) — A receipt will be given to the i emitter on his paying the cost of the order accord- 
ing to the Schedule m force, plus the charge for commission, Ins particular attention 
being drawn to the instructions printed on the back of the Receipt. 

(16.) — Overland Money Orders for money remitted to India, will be granted by the 
Bombay Money Order Office and forwarded to the payee fiee of chaige. 

19.) — Particular care must be taken that payment is not made to a payee on his pre- 
senting the English Order sent him by the remitter Tins is simply areceipt given in 
England to the remitter for the money deposited ; the payment can only be made to the 
payee on his producing a Money Order received from the Bombay Money Order Office, 
similar in form to an Inland Money Order with “ Overland Older” stamped transversely 
on it, and corresponding in all particulars with its advice received by the Treasury Officer 
from Bombay. 

(21.) — A remitter in India desirous of having any alteration made in tho name of payee, 
or of having the amount of tho order repaid to him m India, or having any complaint to 
make respecting his remittance, should address the Accountant General, Bombay, by 
means of a letter (postage prepaid) enclosing the original receipt obtained from the 
Treasury Officer or the Bombay intimation.

Rules as regards lost and mutilated Currency Notts. 

(1.)— Notes which have become slightly mutilated will be readily paid to bonajide hold- 
ers upon a written statement as to the circumstance of mutilation, and upon an indem- 
nity being signed by a banker or some known responsible person. 
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(2.) — Applications will be received for the pnyraent of notes which have been seriously 
mutilated, provided they can bo identified by the number and date; but they will be 
subject to a strict investigation, and will be paid only on the authority of the Head Com- 
missioner of Paper Curroncy, Calcutta, or at the Commissioner at Madras or Bombay, at 
whose Head Cncle the note may be payable. 

(3.) — The title of the applicant to the note is important, and will rest in the absence of 
anything to the contrary, m the last holder of the entue note If a note has been divided 
and part lost m transmission between two persons, the one who had never possessed the 
whole note would not be legarded m the owuei , unless he di i hired that value or credit 
had been given far the note to its lull amount Cases may frequently arise when the 
half of a note, winch has been divided by some dishonest pci .ton foi the purpose of obtain- 
ing value upon each half, may pass into the hands oi an innocent holder for value given. 
His redress would, m that case, be against Ins torcespomlcut, and only m an exceptional 
instance would the Currency Department enteitam Ins application foi payment. 

(4.) — The declaration will be prepared by the Curnmey DopaiLment, fiee of charge, 
upon prescribed printed Foi ms, that of the Claimant hung always made upon the Form 
which contain the propel ty clause 

(5.) — The bond of Indemnity will also bo pn paved by the Curieney Depaitment upon 
the prescribed Form, free of expense to the applicant, except the Government Stamp 

(6.) — So far as the declaration and secnuty aie concerned, all eases will be submitted, 
to piemsely the same form, but a diflerenoo will be obsoivod m the penod at which pay- 
ment will be made The most numerous eases will piobably be those in which a note 
has been divided for safety, and one pint is lost In these and in all cases where a 
portion of the note remains, from winch it < an be identified, a penod of two months only 
from the loss will be roquned to elapse The registi at it>n of letters contain mg currency 
notes, or any poition themd, is made compulsing \ide Financial Notification, No 1884, 
dated 21th March, 18(59, published in the Gazette of India, dated 27tli March 18(59, and 
Fort St George Gazette, dated 13th August, 18(59, page 52U Disiegaid of this notifica- j 
tion, will prevent the losei lecovei mg value of the half note lost by him. 

(7.) — Entire notes lost, are not paid, but the loss is adveitized, and li suhsequontly ! 
presented the loser and the poll* e aie mfoimed ol the name and addiess oi the jiresentei. 

(8.) — Intimation of the loss, destrm tion or iiintal ition of a note, oi poition of a note, 
must be sent to the ollico wheie the note is payable thus — 

If it be a Calcutta Cncle Note, notice should be sent to the Head Commissioner 
of Paper Cuu entry, Calcutta 

If a Madras Circle Note, notice should he bent to the Commissioner of Paper 
Currency, Madias. 

If a Bombay Circle Note, notice should be sent to the Commissioner of Paper 
Currency, Bombay. 

If an Allahabad Circle Nolo, notice should be sent to the Deputy Commissioner 
of Pnpor Cuirency, Allahabad. 

If a Lahore Circle Note, notice should ho sent to the Deputy Commissioner of 
Paper Currency, Lalioie 

If n Nagpoie Cncle Note, notice should be sent to the Deputy Commissioner of 
Paper Currency, Nagpore 

If a Calicut Circle Note, notieo should bo sent to the Deputy Commissioner of 
Paper Currency, Calicut. 

If a Coconada Cncle Note, notice should be sent to the Deputy Commissioner of 
Paper Currency, Coconada 

In every case where half notes, mutilated notes, aud wrongly-joined notes are- 
concerned, the notes should accompany the icpoit 

(9.)— The Cuirency office on receiving intimation of the loss of notes will advertise its 
loss (free of charge) m the Official Gazette of the Presidency of the place wlicxe or within 
which the note is payable, and also m the Gazetto of India. 

(10 ) — Throughout these Rules the expression “ lost note ” includes a stolon note, and 
the expression “ destroyed note ” includes a note lout under such circumstances as render 
its recovery physically impossible.*

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Rule III. — In cases of life and death, or of extraordinary^ mergency, a message, counter- 
signed by the Chief Civil or Military Authority at a Station, or by any of the Authorities 
empowered to “ clear the line ” (ifce Rule XL), can be sent from any Office at any time. 

Rule IV. — Senders of messages are advised to write their messages in an unmistakable 
and distinct hand. 

Acceptance of Messages for Transmission. 

Rule V.— No message or messages of more than 600 words can be sent at any one time 
by any private individual or firm, and no second message by the same individual or firm 
till after the lapse of three hours, unless the lines be free and not required by any one 
else. 

Rule VI. — All messages must be legibly written in the Roman character or in Arabic 
figures ; subject to the above limitation, messages may be sent m the vernacular, or any 
foreign language, or in cipher, if written m Arabic numerals. 

At Stations other than the Presidency Towns, every assistance possiblo is afforded 
to natives in the translation of messages into English, and vice versa. 

Rule VII. — The body of the message must be preceded by the address (as defined in 
Rule XVIII). The true signature and address of the Sender must always be written at 
the foot of the message. 

The Sender of a private message can always be called upon to prove that the signa- 
ture attached to it is genuine. 

Rule VHI. — The address must contain all the information necessary to ensure the deli- 
very of the message at its destination, and the Sender in all cases supports the conse- 
quences of insufficiency of address After the message is once despatched, it can neither 
be cancelled, completed, nor rectified, except by the despatch of a fresh paid message. 

Rule IX. — Every interlineation, reference, erasure, or alteration of words must be 
authenticated by the Sender of the message, or by his representative. 

Rule X. — Messages from places where there is no Telegraph Station should be ad- 
dressed to the nearest Government Telegraph office by post registered together with 
Telegraph or Postage stamps sufficient for their payment. A Receipt for the amount 
will be posted free to the Sender. 

In the case of a private message sent bv Post to a Telegraph Station with an insuffi- 
cient number of stamps, the message and stamps will be returned “ Service Bearing ” to 
the Sender, who should in all cases give his full address. 

Rule XI. — Messages can be addressed to places where there are no Telegraph Sta- 
tion». In such cases, the Sender must state (free) from what Telegraph office delivery 
is to be effected 

Example.— -To Sherghotty, “ Post Burhce.” 

No charge will be made for ordinary Inland postage, which is defrayed by the Tele- 
graph Administration. But if the Sender of a message that has to be delivered by Inland 
post wishes it to be registered , he must prepay the postal registration fee of four annas, 
ahd intimate that this has been done by adding (free) the words “ Post registered,” instead 
of “ Post,” before the name of the Telegraph Station at which the message is to be 
posted. 

Postal registration is compulsory in the case of messages which have to be posted in 
India to places beyond Indian limits, and in such cases both the postage and registration 
fees* must be prepaid by the Sender .f 

Rule XII. — With the following exception, &11 charges for messages must be prepaid 
in cash or in stamps : — 

Messages are sent “ bearing” from Sea-ports when received for despatch by mail 
steamers or other vessels, but no such message, whether “ prepaid” or “bearing,” will 
be received for transmission until the name of the vessel has been made known. Bear- 
ing messages will not be delivered to the- Addressees until after payment has been obtained. 

Rule XTTT - — All charges on telegrams are prepaid in Telegraph Stamps, which are 
procurable at every Treasury and every Government Telegraph Station. 

Telegraph Stamps are double-headed, the object being that the upper half shall be 
returned on the Receipt (whereby the Sender receives a guarantee that his message has 
not been suppressed for the sake of the stamps), and the lower W/’shall be affixed to the 
message as voucher to Government that it has been prepaid. 


* 12 annas. 

f The Registration fee (4 annas) is also payable in the case of messages to which replies 
are prepaid, and which are addressed to a Station where there is no telegraph office, or 
to stations on the Eastern Bengal, Madras, and South Indian Railways {vide note to 
Rule XXXVn.) 
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Proper forms on which to write messages are available gratis at all Telegraph Stations, 
and Senders are requested to use these forms only. 

The Senders of messages should be careful to affix their stamps on the spaces left 
blank for the purpose on the message forms, the upper half on the Receipt , the lower half on 
the message , and, to see that the stamps are defaced with the office Btamp which bears the 
name of the station and the date. 

Telegraph stamps cut in two, before being sent into a Telegraph Office, or which 
are in any way defaced, discolored, or damaged, cannot be accepted. 

Rule XIV. — Service messages from all Public Functionaries must be paid for in cash or 
in stamps prior to despatch; the rates are the same for Service messages as those 
charged to private individuals. This Rule will be relaxed in case of great emergency: 
whenever a State message is tendered Jar despatch under tins permission , the Sendet must certify 
to its urgency , and to the necessity foi its immediate despatch without pi epayment, and must take 
the necessai § steps to a&cei tain the charges on it, and pay them into the Telegi aph office within 24 
houis. 

Rule XV. — Service meRsages have no right of precedence, and take their turn for 
despatch with private messages, except in cases of pressing public emergency, when 
priority may be claimed on special grounds. 

Rule XVI. — No unpaid messages, except those specified in the Departmental Regu- 
lations, shall on any account be transmitted. A violation of this rule will subject the 
Signaller or Telegraph Master m chai ge of the station from which a message is impro- 
peily despatched to dismissal from the public service. 

Rule XVII. — Telegraph Masters are required to refuse to transmit a message which may 
be of a decidedly objectionable or alarming character Should the character of a message 
be open to doubt, the matter may be referred to a Secretary to Government, if the 
message he tendered at the seat of Government, or the Chief Civil or Military Officer, 
if at a provincial station. 

* Charges. 

Rule XVIII. — No charge is made for the transmission of the Address. 

The ‘ Address’ includes names of stations from and to which the message is to be des- 
patched, the bona fide names or designations* of the Sender and Addressee, and the 
lattei ’s address. No other words can be transmitted unless paid for as part of the 
body of the message, and the officers of the Telegraph Department are authorized to omit 
from the address any words which are not essential to the correct delivery of the message. 

If the Sender of a message desire his own address to be telegraphed, it must be includ- 
ed in the body of the message, and paid for. 

Rule XIX. — The following are the rates of charges for a message —

Rule XX. — A message can be sent from any Station of the Government Telegraph De- 
partment to any Railway Telegraph Station, or vice versa , without additional charge. 

Application of charges. 

Rule XXI. — The maximum length of a word is fixed at six syllables ; the excess is 
counted as a word. 

Rule XXII. — Messages must not contain any unusual combinations, abbreviations, or 
constructions. Any word in common use, which, although requiring two words to express 
it, is generally recognized as one word, is charged as one word when so written ; when 
the two parts are not joined by a hyphen or apostrophe, and when less than six syllables. 
“ Halfpenny,” “ Twopence,” “ Threepence,” &c., up to “Elevenpence,” when written as a 
single word, count as one word only. “ F. 0. 13.” and “ C. F. I.,” when written as separate 
letters, are each counted as three words, but when written “ Fob,” “ Cfi,” as one word. 

Rule XXIII. — Words joined by a hyphen are counted as so many separate words. 

Rule XXIV. — Words separated by an apostrophe are counted as so many separate words. 
(This rule does not apply to nouns in the possessive case, as “ General's,” “ Charles' , “Brother's”) 

* Name and designation cannot both be admitted, unless it would otherwise be obviously 
impossible for the Addressee to identify the Sender . A message can only be sent in the 
name of one individual or firm. 
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Rule XXV.— Proper mimes of towns and persons, names of places, streets, ships, titles, 
Christian names, prefixes, and qualifications, are countedfo r the number of words employed 
by the Sendei to express them 

Rule XXVI. — Every os olated character, whether letter or figure, is counted as a word. 
The same applies to an underline. 

Rule XXVII — Signs of punctuation, hyphens, apostrophes, inverted commas, paren- 
theses, decimal points, and bin & of division, are not counted or signalled, but decimal 
points, commas, and bars of division, used u'tth fymes are each counted as a figure and 
signalled. 

Rule XX VIII — When nnmbeis aio expressed in figures, all the characters, figures, 
If tteis, or sign . m each group are added together, the total divided by three, and the 
quotient, plus one for the remainder, if there he any, gives the number of words the 
group represents Signs used to separate groups and letters added to figmes to form 
01 dm al numbers are counted eat has a figure 01 letter, groups of letters not forming 
words (lettei ciphei) cannot he tiansmitted. 

Rule XXTX. — All that the Sender writes in his message to be transmitted to be included 
in the cost, but the Address of a message, as defined m Rule X VJ 1 J, will be transmitted 
without charge 

The day, hour, and minute (Madras time) of receipt of a message into a Telegraph 
Office for despatch are m ever> instance added by the department and telegj aphedfi ee of 
chat (ft * Senders may, however, date their messages if they think fit, but the Sender's 
date', it given, will lie charged foi 

Rule XXX. — A message addiessed to several persons, or to the same person in locali- 
ties whoie delivtiy is iu be effected by difteient offices, is charged for as so many 
separate messages 

Rule XXXI. — \ message addiessed to several persons m one locality, or to the same 
prison at seven al places of ltsidenee m one locality, with or without transmission by 
post, is charged foi as n single message, but a copj mg fee of four annas, independently 
of postage, if an} , is t iiaiged foi each destination after the fiist. 

Ih petition of messages 

RuloXXXIT. — -The Render of any message ean iequire that it be repeated. In this 
case the different stations employed in its transmission collate it as it passes, repeating 
it to each other integral 1 \ . 

Rule XXX 1 TT — The i barge for repeating is equal to half the charge for the message. 
A icpeated message is indicated b\ the woid “ col /at umee which, to ensure the greatest 
ancillary, is telegraphed (iiee) both in the official instructions and as the first word of the 
text of the message. 

- id rice of del t re t y. 

Rule XXXIV. — Aliy Sender ean require that a notice of the time at which his message 
is delivered be tiansmitted to him by telegiaph. This advice of delivery may be 
addrossed to linn at any Station he may name. 

Rule XXXV. — Tf the message cannot be delivered, the return -telegram indicates the 
circumstances which prevented delivery, and, if possible, gives the information neces- 
sary to enable the Sendei to cause his message to icach its destination. 

Tlio return-message has pnonty in transmission over otfier messages of the same 
class. 

Rulo XXXVI — The charge for an advice of delivery or non-delivery is one rupee 
within Indian limits, and one rupee and eight annas between India and Ceylon. 

Pi epayment of Reply. 

Rule XXXVII — The Sender of a message ean prepay a reply, depositing for this purpose 
a sum not exceeding ten times ihe cost of liis 01 lginal telegram.* He must add to ms mes- 
sage the words “ Reply piepatd ” or “Jha//yv paid” These must form the concluding 
words of the message, but will not lie charged for On depositing the corresponding sum, 
the Sender can add (fiee) to the woids “ Reply paid" or “ Answei paid ” the amount to which 
he wishes the reply to be limited When the woids “ Reply paid" alone are given, with- 
out any specified amount, it will be understood that the minimum charge only has been 
prepaid. The* Terminal Station pa} s to the Receiver, m Telegraph stamps, the amount 
prepaid, leaving it to him to send liis answer how, and when, and to what address he 
pleases, or not to send one at all. The reply, if sent, is considered m every respect as a 
fresh message. 

Should it be impossible to effect delivery of a “ Reply-paid" message, the Terminal Station 


* A message to which a reply is prepaid must not be addressed to more than one 
person. 
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sends a Service telegram to that effect to the Sender, and the amount deposited will bo 
refunded Vm application being made to the Telegraph Check Office, Calcutta. The words 
“ Reply paid 1 ' or “ Answer paid 11 entitle the Addressee to receive the equivalent of the minimum 
charge only. It should be distinctly understood that it is not compulsory on the Addressee to send 
areply. The duty of the Telegraph Department consists simply in paying to him, in Telegraph 
Stamps , the amount prepaid , leaving him at liberty to do what he pleases with it .* 

Delivery . 

Rule XXXVHI.— -Messages will be delivered free of charge at any place within five mileB 
of a Telegraph Station. Beyond this distance messages will be sent by post or by such 
other means as the Sender may arrango and pay foi. Should the addressee of a mess- 
age have left the Station to which it is addressed, it will, if lcturned unopened with 
definite instructions as to the new address, be ro-transmitted without extra ehaige. 

Rule XXXIX. — Any Firm or Individual expecting to receive Inland or Foreign messages 
can register an abbreviated address at the Government Telegraph Office From which 
such messages have to be delivered. 

No abbreviated address can bo accepted winch has already been registered locally by 
another Firm or Individual. 

The fee for registration of each abbreviated address is Rs. 10 per annum, payable in 
advance on the 1st January in each year, or Rs 50 foi all time, with a fine of Its. 5 for 
overy change of address. Abbreviated addresses are considered confidential. 

This Department accepts no responsibility in respect of the delivery of uny telegram 
having an abbreviated address if such address lias not been registered. 

Clear Line Messages 

Ilulo XL. — On emergent occasions of great nnpoitancc, the public functionaries 
named below have the power to “ clear the line,” that is, to suspend the icceiptand des- 
patch of all messages until the one for which the line is “ cloaied,” ib passed on: — 

(1) . — The Governor General of India 

(2) . — The Governors of Madras, Bombay, and Ccj Ion 

(8). — Commanders-m-Chief, India, Madras, and Bomba's . 

(4) . — Lieutenant-Governors of Bengal, Noith -Western Piovinccs, and the Punjab. 

(5) . — Secretaries to tho Government of India. 

(6) .— Secretaries to the Governments of Madras, Bombay, Bengal, North-Western 

Provinces, and Punjab. 

(7) . — Chief Commissioners of Oudh, the Central Provinces, British Burma, Mysoro 

and Coorg, and Assam. 

(8) . — Agents to the Governor General, Iiajputana and Central India 

(9) . — Commissioners of Sindh and Peshawur. 

(10) . — Tho Resident at Hyderabad (Deccan) 

(11) . — Director General of Telegraphs m India. 

(12) . — Tho Maharajah of Patiala , (fiom the Patiala Of fee only ) 

Tho mosBages so sent aro, however, to be paid foi, m eabh oi m shun}):., as other State 
mossages. 

Refunds. 

Rule XLI. — No refund will bo made for a message delivered wholly oi partially m 
an unintelligible state, unless the extra charge for repetition has been paid by the Sender. 
See Rule XXXIII. 

Rule XLII. — If a message be not delivered, or be subjected to serious delay through 
the fault of the Telegraph Department, tho whole charge made for it will he returned to 
the Sender. 

Rule XLIII. — Applications for refunds, as also all complaints respecting messages, 
should bo addressed to the Telegraph Check Office, Calcutti Such churn h for re- 
fund should be made, under penalty of rejection, within two months from the date of 
the message ; but this period is extended to six months m the case of a repeated message, 
or of a message for which a Reply or an Advice of Delivery has been prepaid. ( When an 


* In the case of a message to which a reply is prepaid addressed to a station where 
there is no Telegraph. Office, the amount is torwaided to destination from the nearest 
Telegraph Office, not in telegraph stamps but by currency notes and postage stamps in 
an insured cover the Sender must accordingly prepay the postal insurance feos. As the 
Eastern Bengal, Madras and South Indian Railway Companies declare their inability 
to make over reply deposits to the addressees, messages addressed to Stations on those 
Railways to which replies are prepaid are not traiibfericd to the Railway Telegraph, 
but posted with currency notes and postage stamps enclosed from the nearest Corn nine n't 
Telegraph Station direct to the addressee, m the case of buch messages also the postal in- 
surance fees aie payable by tho Sender. 
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overcharge has been made on an inland message through the neglect of the Telegraph employes, 
and.when there exists no doubt whatever as to' the justice of the claim, the amount qvei charged 
will be repaid at once by the Telegraph Master .) 

Cancellation of Messages. 

Rule XLIV. — If the Sender of an inland message wishes to cancel it before transmission 
has commenced, he can do so, but the charges upon it will not be returned when once the 
stamps are obliterated. If the message is in course of transmission, or has already been 
despatched, it can only be cancelled by a paid message from the Sender to the Telegraph 
Master of the Terminal Sation. If m addition the Sender wishes to be informed by 
telegraph in what manner his request has been acted upon, he must deposit the cost of 
the return telegram. 

Obligation of Secrecy. 

Rule XLV. — To secure secrecy as much as possible, all persons (including officers of the 
Department) not actually on duty, are strictly prohibited from entering the Signal-room. 
Breach of thiB regulation renders an offender liable to a fine of Rs. 500 under Act I of 
1876. 

. Rule XL VI. — Violation of secrecy on the part of any person in the Department will be 
punished by dismissal from office, forfeiture of arrears of pay, and a declaration in the 
official Gazette of the incapacity of the delinquent to serve the Government in any 
capacity. He will also bo liable to the further punishment of fine, or to imprisonment 
(with or without labor) not exceeding three years, or to both. 

It is a violation of secrecy to mention the fact that a message has been received or des- 
patched by any particular person or firm. 

Copies of Messages. 

Rule XL VII. — The Sender and Receiver have a right to be furnished with certified true 
copies of any message Bent or received by them ; a fixed charge of four annas is mado 
for every copy furnished. As no Telegraph office keeps copies of messages longer than 
three days, applications for copies required after that time has elapsed should be made 
to the Telegraph Check Office, Calcutta 

Applications for copies must be made within six months of the date of the message. 
At the expiration of that period all message drafts ore destroyed. 

One anna must be enclosed for postage of the reply failing which, it will be sent “ bear- 
ing." 

7b ess Messages. 

Rule XL VIII — Under certain conditions, to be ascertained on application to the Direc- 
tor General of Telegraphs (Tiatfic Bianch), bona-fide Press messages, i.e., messages m the 
ordinary English language addressed to, and intended for publication in, a newspaper, 
can be despatched at reduced rates.

Station on the liailway, and towns adjacent thereto, on the following conditions, viz 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 

The accuracy of messages is not guaranteed and the sender and receiver must accept 
all risks arising from non-delivery, cirois, or delays. 
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No message or messages of more than 500 words can bo sent at any one time by any 
private individual or Firm, and no second message by the same individual or Firm tiU 
after tho lapse of 8 hourB, unless the lines be free and are not required for the Company’s 
use. 

Senders of messages are advised to write their messages m an unmistakablo and dis- 
tinct hand, and to use tho shortest and most familiar words they can select. Tho more 
intelligible the message, the greater is the probability of its being correctly transmitted. 

In cases of extremo pressuro of business, Signallers in charge of Offices may refuse 
to receive for despatch any message beyond the number which experience shows may be 
cleared off within tho day The messages m such eases aro not to bo received and kept 
for despatch the following day, but must be returned so as to prevent accumulation. 

In cases of interruption on any line, Signallers m charge of offices have tho power to 
refuse the receipt of messages for transmission to Stations, communication with which 
is interrupted 

In every case all persons tendering messages for places beyond tho nitei i upied Station, 
should be liifoimed of tho interruption, advised not to leave the message, and acquaint- 
ed that a refund will not be made in case of delay Irorn this cause 

No sti anger can bo admitted behind tho countei of the Telegraph Offico except .by a 
special order fiom an Officer of tho Company. 

ACCEPTANCE OF MESSAGES FOR TRANSMISSION 

Messages must ho in the Roman character, and legibly written Messages can be sent 
in vernacular, if written m the Roman cliaiactei , tho charge will be the same as for a 
message m a foreign language. 

The body of tho message must be preceded by the address, and followed by the signa- 
ture. The true signature and address of the sender must always be written at the foot of 
the message 

The sender of a private message can always be called upon to prove that the signaturo 
attached to it is genuine 

The address must contain all the information necessary to cnsuio the delivery of tho 
message at its destination, and the sender must m all cases suppoi t the consequences of 
insufficiency of addrcHft After tbe message is once despatched, it can neither bo com- 
pleted nor rectified except by tho despatch of a fresh message 

Messages may be written m ordinal y English language , in letter, cipher , or in any 
foreign language written m the Roman character. 

Messages in ordinary language can contain no unusual combinations, abbreviations, or 
constructions, noi words of more than six syllables. Any word in common use, which 
although requu nig two woids to express, is generally recognised as one word is charged 
as one word when so written ; when the two parts are not joined by a hyphen oi apos- 
trophe, and when less than seven syllables. “Halfpenny,” “Twopence,” “ Threepence,” 
up to “ Elevenpence,” when wntten as a single woid, count as one word only. “ F O. B.” 
and “C F. I ” when wntten as separate lettcis, aio each counted as three words, but 
when written “ Fob,” “ Ch,” as one word. 

Every interlineation, reference, erasure or alteration of words should bo authenticated 
by the sender of the message or by his representative. 

Messages can be addressed to places inland where there are no Telegraph Stations. 
In such cases the sender must state from what Tclcgiapli Station the me b a ago should 
be posted. 

Example . — To Seringapatam, “ Post Bangalore.” To Ramandroog, “ Post Bcllary.” 

If the Sender of a message that has to be delivered by inland post wishes it to bo sent 
to destination by registered Post he must pre-pay the postal registration fee of four annas 
and intimate that this has been done by placing the words “ Post registered,” instead of 
“Post,” before the name of the Telegraph Station at which the message is to be posted. 

Postal registration is compulsory in tho case of messages addressed to places beyond 
Indian limits, and in such cases the postage and registration fees (12 as ) must be prepaid 
by the Sender. 
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Telegraph Rules and Rates. 

The Madras Railway Company forward Telegraph Messages for the public on the follow- 
ing conditions, viz * — 

1. No charge is made for the transmission of the address 

2. The ‘ Address’ includes names of Stations from and to which the message is to be 
despatched, the bnnd-fide names or designations of the Sender and Addressee and the 
latter’s address. No other words onn be transmitted unless paid for as part of the body 
of the message, and the Signallers me nuthoiized to ornit from the address, any words 
which are not essential to the correct delivery of the message The address must contain 
all the information necessary to ensure the delivery of the message at its destination, and 

• the sender m all cases supports the consequences of insufficiency of address After the 
message is once despatched, it can neithei be cancelled, completed, nor rectified, except 
by tlio despatch of fresh paid messages 

3. The following arc the rates of charges for a message m ordinary English language : — 

4. Between any two Stations m India, oi between any Station in India and any Sta- 
tion m British Burmah for oveiy six words m less, exclusive of the address, One Rupee. 

5. Between any Station in Tndia and any Station in Cejlon for every six words or less 
exclusive of the addicts, One Rupee Eight Annas 

C. When numbers me expressed m figuie«i all the characters, figures, letters or signs 
in each group are added together, the total divided by three and the quotient, plus one 
for the remamdei, if there lit* any, gives the number of words the group represents, signs 
UHod to separate' groups and letteis added to figuies to toim ordinal numbers are counted 
each as a figure or utter, gwmpsoi letteis not foi min g words (letter cipher) cannot be 
transmitted unless m the ease oi messages tendered by Military officers, or State mes- 
sages from Government officers 

7 A u Press” message is defined to he a message, wntten in ordinary English lan- 
guage addressed only to a Newspupei oi Newspaper.^ within reach of the Madras Railway, 
and intended for publication m its entirety m such Newspaper or Newspapers. The 
message must he one of manifestly public intei cst and must contain no Commercial news 
of any kmd 

8 All Rules and Regulations that apply to ordinary messages, apply also to Press 
messages, except as regards the c hai ges and length 

9. The charge for a Press message is One Rupee per 24 words if tcndeied between 
0 am and 0 i* m and One Rupee per 30 woids n tendered between 0 r m. and 6 a.m. 
The minimum charge for a. Piess nn s.age is One Rupee and the maximum limit of 
length is 500 words Press message ran only be accepted for transmission during the 
working hours of the Telegraph office at the Station of oiigin 

10. The maximum length of a word is fixed at six syllables ; the excess is counted as a 
word. 

11. The sender of a message, addressed to any of the undermentioned stations : — 

Madras, Trivellorc, Aieonum, Tirutanv, Tiru petty, Cuddapah, Yerragoontla, Tadputri,

reply not exceeding 200 words (33 Rupees) at (lav rate, m ordinary language. He must 
add to Ins message the woids u Reply pro-paid” or “ Answer pie-paul.” These must form 
the concluding words of the message, but will not be charged for On depositing the 
corresponding sum, the sender can add (free) to the words “ Reply pre-paid” or 
° Answer pre-paid,” the amount to which Ik* wishes the reply to bo limited.. When the 
words “ Roply pre-paid” alone arc given, without any specified amount, it will be undqf- 
stood that the minimum cliaigo of one Rupee only lias been pre-paid. The terminal 
station pays to the Receiver, m Money Ordei on the Station Master, the amount pre-paid, 
leaving it to him to send his answer how, and when, and to what address he ple&Bes, or, 
not to send one at all. The reply, if sent, is considered m every respect as a fresh 
message. Should it he impossible to effect delivery of a Reply pre-paid message, the 
terminal station sonds a telegiam to that effect to the sender, and this telegram takes the ; 
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place of the return message for which a reply has been p re-paid. The words “ Reply 
pre-paid” or “ Answer pre-paid” entitlo the addressee to receive the equivalent of the 
minimum charge of one Rupee only It should be distinctly understood that it is not 
compulsory on the addressee to send a reply The duty of the Telegraph Department 
consists simply m paying to him m Money Order on the Station Master the amount pre- 
paid, leaving him at liberty to do what he pleases with it. A one anna stamped receipt is 
required from addressees for “Reply pre-paid” messages exceeding Rupees twenty. 
“ Reply pre-paid” messages are not accepted for any Government Telegraph Office, or 
any station on the Eastern Bengal Railway, noi are messages accepted by Government 
Telegraph Offices for any station on the Madras Railway

STAMP VENDORS. 

The text of the rules for the sale of stamps presenbed by the Government under Section 
48 of the General Stamp Act No XVI11 of 1869, is as follows, omitting such portions as 
relate to sale on the commission-sale system, Bince discontinued — (1.) Such officers of Go* 
vemment as the Board of Revenue oi Government may appoint shall be ex-officio vendors. 
Such persons as may be licensed by the Collector or other officer empowered by the 
Board of Revenue or Government to grant licences shall he licensed vendors. (2.)Ex- 
officio vendors shall sell such stamps as they may be directed by the Board of Revenue or 
Government to sell .Licensed vendors shall sell such stamps as are indicated in their licenses. 
(3.) Every licence shall be levocable at any time by the authority who granted it. Every 
licence shall specify the name of the licensee, the description of stamps that are to be sold 
under the licence, the place of vend, and such other matters as may be necessary, and 
shall be signed by the authonty granting it. (4 ) Subject to Rule VI. every licensed 
vendor who purchases horn Government by payment of ready-money stamps of the in- 
dividual value of Kh 5 and under, and to the aggregate amount of Rs. 5 and upwards, 
shall receive the same at a rate of discount not exceeding 04 per cent. (5 ) Subject to 
Rule VI. eveiy licensed vendoi who purchased from Government by payment of ready- 
money stumps of the individual value of above Rs. 5, and not exceeding Rs. 60, shall 
receive the same at such discount not exceeding the following rates as may be prescribed 
by the Board of Revenue or Government. . — Vendors licensed at places where stamps are 
sold by Government, 3 percent. Vendorb licem-ed at other places, 6 per cent. (6.) No 
discount shall be given on account of the pui chase of any stamp exceeding Rs. 60 in 
value, nor any stamp upplied on material furnished by the purchaser himself, nor if 
tlieie he purchased at one time less than the quantity piescnbed by these rules in respect 
of any class oi \alue of stamp (7 ) * * *. (8.) Every licensed vendor shall at 

all times have fixed up in a conspicuous station outside the place of vend a signboard 
hearing the name of the vendoi, with the words “ Licensed*Vendor of Stamps ” m English 
and in the Vernacular language of the district. He shall also have in the place of vend 
the Acts of the Legislature and their schedules referring to the stamps sold by him, to- 
gether with these rules in English and the said vernacular placed so that they can readily 
be seen and read by purchasers. (9.) Every ex-officio vendor selling stamps to any per- 
Bon not a licensed vendor, and every licensed vendor shall write on the back of every 
stamp paper which he sells a serial number as determined by orders of the Government, 
the date of sale, the name and residence of the purchaser, and tho value of the stamp in 
full in words, and his own ordinary signature ; at the same time he shall make correspond- 
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ing entries in a register to be kept by him in such form as the Government-may prescribe. 
Any such vendor who shall knowingly make a false endorsement on the stamp sold, or a 
false entry m his register, renders himself liable to prosecution under the Indian Penal 
Code. (10.) Every ex-officio or licensed vendor shall, without delay, doliver any stamp 
which he has m his possession for sale, on demand by any person tendering the value in 
any currency which would be accepted on behalf of Government by the Collector of the 
district. (11.) No ex-officio or licensed vendoi shall sell any stamps, the use of which 
has been ordered by competent authonty to be discontinued (12) Every ex-officio or 
licensed vendor shall keep and render such accounts as may be prescribed by the Board 
of Revenue or Government, aud shall allow the Collector of the district, or any officer duly 
authorized by such Collector, by the Board of Revenue or by the Government, at any 
time to inspect such accounts, find the legister which he is inquired to keep under Rule IX., 
and to examine the stoie of stamps m Ins po .session. (13 ) Every o\ -officio or licensed 
vendor Bhall, at any time on the demand of the Collector or other officer duly authorized 
by the Board of Revenue or Government, deliver up all stamps i on mining m his posses- 
sion, * * receiving back the value thereof, less any discount which may have 

been allowed. 

2. The subsidiary rules drawn up by the Board are contained in the following eight 
paragraphs 

3. The Treasurer of the Collector’s office and the Slienstadar of eveiy Tahsildar’s 
office will be cx-officio vendoi s , provided that the Treasurer of the Culler to i’s office will 
not be bound to sell stamps except adhesive btamps to any persons except licensed ven- 
dors. Collectors have the power to license vendors at their disci ction 

4. Ex-officio vendorb will sell stamps of all values to all applicants. The descriptions 
they profess to sell should be specified briefly in the license. 

5. The license gi anted to licensed stamp vendors will be in the following form — “ I, A. 
B., Collector of the district of C , do hereby lie Line D to vend all stamps piosenbed by 

| the General Stamp Act not exceeding Rupees 50 eatli in \:ilue (or certain description of 
j btamps) at E , in the taluij of E , in the district afoiesaid ” Before the licence ih issued 
, the licensee must exec uLe an engagement in the following foim — “I, A. B., m oonsidcr- 
! ation of my being licensed to sell stamps by the Collector of C , do hereby bmd myself to 

i the Right Honor aide the Secretary of State for India in Council m the sum of Rupees , 

1 to obey all such orders concerning tin sale and custody of stamps as the Collector may 
from time to time issue to ine, to keep a sufficient stock of all stamps which I am licensed 
to sell, to sell stamps at the place where I am licensed to sell them between the hours of 

10 a.m. and 5 r m., on all days except Sundays and Government holidays notified in the 
District Gazette, to keep such accounts and make such reports and returns as are pre- 
scribed by the Board of Revenue from time to time, to allow any person duly authorized 
by the Collector at all times to inspect my accounts, books, and stock, to make good all 
losses caused by want of reasonable care on my part or on the part of any person employ- 
ed by me, and generally to fulfil all duties devolving on me as Stamp vendor honestly 
and properly ” 

6. To licensed Stamp vendors purchasing 1 Anna stamps to the amount of not less 
than 6 Rupees, discount wall be allowed at the rate of Gf per cent. To licensed Stamp 
vendors purchasing stamps of the individual value of Rupees 5 and under (except 1 Anna 
stamps) to the amount of not less than 5 Rupees, discount will bo allowed at the rate of 
5 per cent. 

7. To licensed Stamp vendors purchasing stamps of a greater value than 5 Rupees 
each, but not greater than 50 Rupees each ii tho vendor is licensed to sell stamps withm 
three miles of tho place of vend of an ex-officio vendor, discount will bo allowed at the 
rate of 8 per cent ; if the vendor is licensed to sell stamps at a place which is not within 
three miles of the place of vend of ex-o&cio vendor, discount will be allowed at the rate 
of 4 per cent. To licensed Stamp vendors purchasing stamped papers ovci Rupees 60 and 
up to Rupees 100 m value, discount will be allowed at the rate of 2 per cent 

8. Whenever the sale of stamps at any place where they are sold on Dio discount 
system is so large that the rates of discount now prescribed are unnecessarily high the 
Collector will, with the previous sanction of tho Board of Revenue, call for lenders stating 
the rate of discount on which competitors will undertake the sale of stamps at that place. 

9. The endorsement required by Government Rule (9) will be made on all stamped 
papers, including Bills of Exchange, Promissory Notes, Drafts, and Bills of Lading, hut 
not on adhesive stamps. The serial number will begin with the first stamped paper sold 
in the official year and end with the last When an ex-officio vendor sells stamps to a 
licensed vendor there will be no serial number or endorsement A Register of sales will 
be kept in the prescribed Form. Entries will be made as each sale is effected If the 
vendor take a stamp from the stock for his own private use, it must be considered a sale 
and entered in the book as such. Adhesive stamps of the same value sold at the* same time 
to the same purchaser will be entered in a lump, but the number of such stamps must be 
shown in Column 4. The entries will be totalled at the close of each day and the account 
will then be initialled by the vendor. 

10. The following accounts will be kept by all ex-officio and licensed vendors. Fcrms 

11 and IH or Stock Book showing Daily Receipts Form II will be kept for stamp* 
bought for ready money, and Form III for stamps received for sale on commission and 
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by ex-officio vendors. All stamps will be entered in the books as received. On the last 
day of each mouth the vendor will add up the columns and enter in one line the receipts 
of the whole month. Below tins lmo he will enter the sales of the month oty»med from 
Forms IV or V The sales will then be deducted from the receipts and the remainder 
will be the opening balance of the next month. Forms IV andV or Abstract of Daily 
Sales. Form IV is to be kept for stamps bought for ready money, and Form V for 
stamps received for sale on commission and by ex-officio vendors. The columns will be 
totalled at the end of every month. Form VI or Monthly Abstract of Stamps received 
and sold. This will be prepared by all ex-officio and licensed vendors and submitted to 
the Deputy Collector at the beginning of each month. In this form the sales by ven- 
dors selling on discount will be given m the lump under each designation of stamp 
without relerence to the transactions in each value. Also cx-officio vendors will distin- 
guish the sales to vendors on discount from sales tp others. Books containing these 
forms will be issued to ex-oflieio and licensed vendors as required. The issuing officer 
will see tli at the pages are numbered and that the number of pages is entered on the 
first, and he will sign this entry. .None of the books will be destroyed without the written 
permission of the Collector. 

11. The following are additional rules regarding ex-officio vendors* — (1) No ex-officio 
vendors can jnn chase stamps at a discount, noi can any ex-officio vendor be allowed a dis- 
count on his sales. (‘2) Ex-officio vendors must indent on the Deputy Collector in charge 
of the Treasury on the thud of each month and oftener if necessary for such stamps as 
will be reqmied for sab* or for supply to licensed vendors The Sheristadar must see 
that there is always a fifteen days’ supply m the Taluq Cutchcrry The Tahsildar will] 
make a monthly examination of the Shenstadar’s stock and accounts, and certify that he , 
has done so in Form VI (3) When sales art* made on discount to licensed vendors, the 
vendor must pay the value of the stamps less the discount on delivery The full value 
of the stamps will he en tried as a credit in tbe Stamp Accounts and in tho Taluq or 
Huzur Accounts, and the discount will be shown as a payment m the latter 

12. The following are additional i tiles regarding vendors on Discount: — (1) Licensed 
vendors must maintain on band a sufficient stock of such stamps as they are licensed to 
rMI (2) If a licensed vcndoi who lias pm chased stamps on discount should die, or if his 
licence expire or lie revoked, the Collector may grant a special licence for a limited period 
to enable the vcndoi or bis heirs and assigns to sell off the balance of stock.

Under Section 33 of the Indian Stamp Act, I of 1879, the presiding officers of each 
Court or Office are required to examine every Instrument linble to Stamp Duty coming* 
before them, m order to ascertain whetliei it is stamped with a stamp of the value and 
description required by Ihe law in force in British India, when such Instrument was 
executed or first executed. This duty necessarily involves frequent references not only 
rww • Stamp Acts, but also to the various Notifications scattered over volumes of 

Official Gazettes, under which remissions or reductions of Stamp Duty have been 
granted from time to time. 

Before October 1860 Instrument^ exempted from Stamp Dnty were described in the 
Stamp Acts themselves. For the first time, m Act XXXVI of 18(50 power was reserved 
for the Governor General m Council to remit or reduce Stamp Duties on Instruments by 
Notifications in the Official Gazette. Tho following Table contains all the Notifications 
authorising remissions or reductions of Stamp Duty since the passing of Act XXXVI of 
I860, save only those relating to the Stiaits Settlements, and those, which arc manifestly 
obsolete, such as Notifications exempting tenders for loans.

In the Madras Presidency, the Jcypore Zemin dan, in the District of Vizag ipatam, has 
been excluded from the operation of the Act. (Vide Notification published at page 77U of 
the Foit St. George Gazette oj 1876 ) 

The Act has been extended to the Province of Mysoie and to the Hyderabad Assigned 
Disti icts and Cantonment of Secundei.ibad by the Govcrnor-Geneial in Council. (Noti- 
fications, 27th June, 1877, Foreign lfepai lineut, Simla , 20th July, 1871, No 140.)

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The Conservancy Establishment for the planting and preservation of Forests in South 
Canara, Coimbatore, Malabar, Salem, Madura, Tinnevelly, Cuddapah, Kurnool, Bellary, 
Nilgiris, Wynaad, North Arcot, South Arcot, Gan jam and Yizagapatam Districts are 
now formed into one Department, for one entire Presidency. An extensive Teak Planta- 
tion exists on the banks of the Nelambur Rivei in Malabar. Periodical sales of Timber 
by auction take place on account of Government. Means have been taken to stop the 
destruction of Forests by fire and stray cattle Nurseries have also been established. 
The attention of the Special Department is being engHged m extending the fuel planta-^ 
tions and reserving the Forest tracts along the Noith and South-west lines for the future* 
wants of the Railway Locomotive Department 

General Instructions to the Forest Office. 

1. To keep a Diary of work done. 

2. To obtain a complete knowledge of the quantity and quality of Timber m each 
Forest of the Distnct, and to piepaie a Forest Chart atcoiding to a fixed scale, indicat- 
ing as far as possible the number and size of the moie valuable Forest Trees’within their 
respective ranges. 

3. To prevent any kind of depredation or damage being committed m the Forests, to 
aid ill which the Civil authorities will give every suppoit m their power. It will be the 
duty ol the Assistants also to make circuits of the Government Forests, and to prevent 
private individuals cutting or damaging trees of any description m them, and to complain 
to the nearest Police Official against all who violate the older, to be dealt with according 
to the offence. 

4 . To improve the* Forests by clearing, planting, and by unremitting attention to 
young trees. To see that Teak and other fine tnnbei is carefully seasoned, and to take 
care that no treeR are felled except under the orders of the Forest Department, and when 
felled that the timber: is properly protected. If Forests are being worked by contract to 
watch against injury to seedlings and undersized trees, also to Bee that trees are cut near 
the root (always within two feet) and to guard against wastage of timber from any cause 
whatever. 

5. To present to the Officer m charge of the Central Office, Monthly Returns, Half- 
yoaily Statements of the work done, and other periodical Returns. 

6. To supply Tabular Statements of the quantity and description of the seasoned and 
green timbei contained m their respective Districts Personally to pay the establishment 
and to take every caio of the health of the employees Also to report every instance of 
neglect on tho pait of their Subordinates 

7. To give details of all sales effected whether by notifications or otherwise. 

8. To transmit to the Central Office, as opportunity offers, any new or remarkable 
production of the Foiests. 

9. The services of tho Assistants belong entirely to Government, and they are strictly 
prohibited from engaging in private transaction of any kind whatever.

RULES FOR THE CONSERVANCY OF THE FORESTS IN THE MADRAS 

PRESIDENCY. 

1. All parties found filling trees or removing timber or firewood from Government 
Jungles and Foiests, m breach oi disregaid of the prescribed rules, will be liable to 
criminal piosecution for theft, mischief, or trespass, ab the case may be, under the Penal 
Code, and to the confiscation of the timber, &c. 

2. The trees and slnubs which funge springs and mountain streams (to a distance of 
twenty yaids from each bank) me not to be felled. Parties felling or recklessly injuring 
the bumo will be liable to Liuunial piosecution. 

3 Chiu coal btirncis or othci s setting fire to any of the Government Jungles or Forests, 
will be liable to be prosecuted foi “ mischief” under the Penal Code. 

4 A list of the reserved timbeis and the seigniorage to be paid thereon, as published 
m the (iazette of each District maybe obtained by applying eitner at the Collector’s Office 
or at tlie Office of the Fewest Department, copy wall also be kept m each village of any 
consequence m the District. 

5. None of the lcservcd timbers (except Satin wood, Red Saunders, and Sandalwood) 
are evei to be felled, .when the tiee is less than three feet in circumference at three 
fed fiom the base. 
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6. As one of the chief objects of Conservancy is to preserve saplings and young trees, 
and to restrict felling to such trees as have come to maturity, it is hereby ruled that 
when the reserved trees are found cut, or being brought out of the Forests, of a less cir- 
cumference than three feet, the licence holders shall be subject to the forfeiture of .his 
licence and to the confiscation of the timber. 

7. All trees felled must be cut within three feet fioin the base. 

8. All applications for license must state whether the timber required is to be brought 
out of the Forests in the rough 01 woiked up, as the lattei pajs a higher seigniorage. 

9. All timbers not included in the published list as reserved and bearing a fixed 
seigniorage, will be cliaiged with a seigniorage of 1 Rupee pei (two bullocks) bandy -load. 

10 Ryots are allowed to cut the umeserved kinds of timbei fiee of charge for agricul- 
tural purposes within then village boundaries : but if they requne the reserved kinds of 
timber they mubt pay the fixed seigmoiage. 

11. Villagers are in all cases allowed to cut firewood from low scrub Jungle for their 
own use free of taxation. 

12. Where firewood is liable to taxation, the seigniorage payable thereon shall be no- 
tified^in the Dhti ict Gazette and in the villages to which the rules may be applicable. 

13. The preservation of village topes devolves upon the village authonties, subject to 
the orders of the lie venue Department. 

14. For the convenience of parties not entitled to the right of cutting timber and fire- 
wood, and who may require less than one bandy-load, tit hots will be issued for bullock, 
donkey, or head loads of the unreseived bolts ot timber The seigniorage will be 4 Annas 
for the bullock load, 3 Annas for the donkey load, and 2 Annab for the head load. The 
reserved timber can only be felled by parties taking out a voucher and licence. 

15. The seigniorage upon bamboos bhall he levied at the rate jjuhhshcd m the Gazette 
of each District. Kyots are allowed to cut bamboos for agncultural purposes or for the 
bona fide erection of their houses, free of any taxation. 

16 Charcoal burners blutll not fell the reserved timbers, and may only fell unreserved 
timbcib m such localities as shall be assigned to them by the Foicst Depaitmcnt. In 
cases wlieie seigmoiage is payable upon chaicoal, it will he published in the Vtsti let 
Gazette. 

17 Parties wishing to fell timber m Government F orests shall pay the seignioiago 
for the number of bandy -loads requned m advance into one of the Taluq Treasuries/ and 
shall leceive from the Tahsildai a numbered voucher* (in duplicate) from the Vouchei 
Chequebook for the bame. The Forest Depaitmcnt, on receipt of the voueher, shall 
grant a printed licence for the numbei of bandy-loads paid for, and bhall attach thereto 
the duplicate voucher, the name of the wood being specified, or (if not one of there- 
served kinds) the bame being entered as jungle-wood. The number ot bandy-loads 
shall be checked off on the back of the licence as the loaded handies pass through the 
first village, either by the village authorities or by the Forest Peon or Duffailar When 
the full number of bandies specified in the licence has been checked off on the back of 
the licence, the documents shall he detained and forwaidedto the Tahsildar, who shall 
submit them to the Collector in due course. 

18. The portion of the Forebt m which the felling is to take place shall be specified in 
each licence, as well as the Tamiah station or village through which the timber is to 
pass. 

19. The time allowed for licences to lun shall not exceed three months. 

20. Any one felling trees m the Forests, or removing the same within the limits of the 
Tannah stations, must be ready to produce both his voucher and licence when required. 

21. Time-expired licences must be given up, even though the timber paid for has not 
been lemoved. 


* N B . — It is to be understood that this voucher docs not entitle the holder to fell 
timber without a licence, and that the Forest Officer may, at his discretion, refuse to grant 
a licence notwithstanding the issue of the voucher , but in this case the holder of the 
voucher will receive an order for the refund of the money paid by him. The holder of a 
voucher must, m all respects, conform to the Forest Rules, copy of which can be obtained 
from the Collector, or Conservator of Forests.— Vide G. 0. f dated the \UhJune. 1864. No. 
1,019, R . D 
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22. All confiscated timber shall be arranged and numbered off into lots by the Forest 
Officer, and shall be sold by public auction after due notice shall have been given in the 
District Gazette , and also, if the timber is of much value, in the Fort Saint George Gazette . 
All purchasers will be required to pay the price of the timber purchased into the Taluq 
Treasury, and to produce the Tahsildar’s voucher for the same before they remove the 
timber. 

28. In the event of confiscated timber being sold by auction, 50 per cent, of the net 
profits will be -paid to the informer, whether he belongs to the Forest Department or not.

NOTIFICATION 

The following Rules, passed by the Right Honourable the Governor in Council under 
this date, for the examination of officers of the Forest Department m the several Verna- 
cular languages of this Presidency aie published 

2. Fust. — The examination by test A shall be passed by Europeans and East Indians 
in India, who may be candidates for appointments of the Higher or Conservator Grado. 
Every such candidate must pass one of these Examinations before he is eligible for 
appointment to such grade, whether as Probationer or otherwise. A similar examina- 
tion must be passed by every person appointed to the department by Her Majesty’s 
Government, before such peison shall be entitled to any rise m his pay or promotion, 
as provided by paragraph 10 of his Articles of Agreement with the Secretary of Stato m 
Council. 

3. Secondly — The Examination m one of the Vernaculars by Test B shall be passed 
by all European and East Indian candidates for any grade of Forest Overseer, before 
they shall be coiibideied eligible to any appointment in such giade. 

TEST A. 

1. Reading, tianslating, and explaining grammatically — 

In Telugu, the first 50 stoiies of Morns’s Selections. 

In Tamil, the whole of the Kattamanjari 
In Canarese, the first 50 stories of JEsop’b Fables, 
m Malayalim, the in st 50 stories of the Selections. 

II. Translating, in willing, horn the Vernacular into English, a paper of ordinary 
difficulty specially prepared by the Committee for the Examination of Assistants at 
Madras, so as to test the officer’s knowledge of Vernacular figures and accounts and of 
technical words and phrases in common use m the Foicst Depaitment. 

III. Translating, m writing, fiom English into the Vernacular, a short paper of 
ordinary difficulty prepared by the Committee. 

IV. Reading and translating rtra voce to the Examiners a Vernacular letter or Arzi 
(to be selected by the local Committee and sent foi the inspection of the Committee at 
Madras) written m an ordinary blyle, and such as a Forest officer is liable to receive in 
the course of duty. 

V. Conversation with a Native upon ordinary topics such as to satisfy the Examiners 
that the office i is able to understand correctly and to express himRelf intelligibly on all 
the usual mallei s w hn h form tho subjects of communication between a Forest officer 
and the people of the distiu t. 


TEST B. 

(a.) — Ability to read an ordinary Arzi written m a plain running hand. 

(5.) — Ability to dictate a reply thereto ; the language to be free from any gross idio- 
matic errors and to be otherwise such as to be intelligible to an ordinary Goomastah. 

(c) — Ability to express themselves clearly and to understand readily what is said to 
them on some topic connected with their duties. 

4. The Examination hy Test A shall be conducted under the orders of the “ Com- 
mittee for the Examination of Assistants,” at the request of the candidate submitted 
through the Inspector of Forests.

The jiensions to Commissioned, Wairant, Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
are. payable half-yearly at the India Office, in London, without deduction, at Midsummer 
and Christmas , but if Non-Commissioned Officers tmd Soldiers receive their pensions in 
the country, (if they reside more than 25 miles from London by special leave), a shilling 
will be charged on each payment for the person who pays them. 

The pensions of Commissioned and "Warrant Officeis are payable as they fall due. Non- 
Commissioned Officers and Privates paid m advance on their landing, for the broken 
period to the end of the first half-year, and afterwards half-yearly in advance. 

O. O. (r , 22 nd August, 1874, Nv. 211. — “ Officers who retire under the scheme pub- 
lished m G. G O., No. 656 of 1874, are as much debarred from the benefits of Lord Clive’s 
Fund as any other retired Officers are. 

“ The retirement of an Officer under G. G. O., No. 656 of 1874, is in no way affected 
by the fact that ho receives also compensation for the Colonel’s allowance, and therefore 
1 has to relinquish the good service pension if he is on receipt of it, and forego all claim to 
i bonus compensation under the terms of G G. 0., No. 808, dated 26th September, 1866. 

2. “ Such Officers cannot be required to subscribe to the Military Funds as Colonels ; 
nor can they have the option of doing so in any rank higher than that they have attained 
substantively, unless under the operation of any rules of their respective funds, which 
would give them that privilege, if they merely retired from the service m ordinary course.” 

Pensions to Widows. 

The Widows of Commissioned and Warrant Officers of the Indian Forces are entitled 
to the following pensions, upon providing satisfactory evidence that their husbands did 
Dot die possessed of property to the amount stated opposite to their respective ranks. 
The pensions continue during widowhood, but terminate finally on re-marriage which 
cancels all claim to reversion to the pension previously drawn in right of their former 
deceased husbands. Should the socond husband have been an European Officer, or 
Soldier, the Widow will be entitled to pension on his account.

“ Para 2nd We have had repeated occasions to comment, on the Regulations of your 
Govei nment granting passage money to the families of King’s Officers on their return to 
England, but we rcgiet to find that our mstiuetions on this point have not been attended 
to with their deshed effect at your Presidency. 

“ 3rd. The cabcs which have arisen divide themselves into two classes : 

“ 1st — Widows and orphans of Officers dying m India 
“ 2nd — Wives and children of Officers returning to England. 

“4th. Topiovide for the conveyance to England of widows and orphans, who are 
left in destitute circumstances, a Fund was established in the year 1820 l>y OitieeiHof Ilia 
Majesty’s Regiments serving m India The principles and objects of tins Fund have re- 
ceived our concurrence, and a subscription of 6,000 Rupees a year has boon authorized by 
us towards its support.

“ 7th. The Officers m our service, who have been appointed of late years, are all re- 
quired to contribute to the support of the institution established for the relief of their 
widows and children, and we would hope that some rule, which shall be equally effectual 
for the support of this Fund may he adopted by His Majesty’s Officers. 

“ 8th. In the subscription we have made we have done as much, if not more in pro- 
portion for His Majesty’s Officers, as we have done for the Officers of the Company’s 
Army, in our subscriptions to their Funds ; and as we never provide for any 
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individual case of distress, which may arise on the part of the widow and children of an 
Officer of our own service, we must likewise decline to make any such separate provi- 
sion in any future case for the widow and children of an Officer of His Majesty’s Army. 

“ 9th. His Grace the Commander-in-Chief has observed on this subject ‘ that if the 

* Officers of His Majesty’s Army will contribute, the Fund will be sufficient to remedy 

* the inconveniences which now exist ; if, on the other hand, they decline to subscribe to 
‘ it, it must be understood that they are willing to rely, in the event of their death, upon 

* chanty,’ for the removal of their families to England. If, therefore, any widows or 
orphans of His Majesty’s Officers be left destitute, it will be from the fault of their hus- 
bands and fathers. 

“ 10th. We, therefore, positively prohibit any further advance of money on your part 
to enable such widows and orphans to return to England. 

“ 2nd. — Wives and children of Officers returning to England. 

“ 11th. We had contemplated the advantage of including these cases among the ob- 
jects to be provided for by the Fund ; but on further consideration, we are of opinion 
that every Officer must be left to make his own arrangement, independent of any charit- 
able institution, or of the assistance of the State The Funds to which wre contribute for 
the advantage of the Company’s Officers, make no provision for such cases, and no allow- 
ance from the Government is ever granted to defray the private expense of Officers on 
this account. We must therefore absolutely prohibit the grant of passage money to the 
families of King’s Officers returning to England.” 

G. 0., 29 th May 1844. — “ In conformity with instructions from the Right Hon’ble the 
Secretary at War, under date the 6th March, 1844, the Commander-m-Chief desires it 
may be distinctly understood, that nil Officers refusing to become subscribers to the Mili- 
tary Fund for the benefit of the widows and children of Officers of Her Majesty’s Regi- 
ments serving m the East Indies, their widows and families can have no claim to be 
relieved, either by the East India Company or by the British Government from any ex- 
pense they may incur m returning to England ” 

A. G.'s Cir. f No. 25, 28<// September , 1866 — “ On two occasions recently, it has come to 
the notice of the Commander-in -Chief, that charitable contributions have been solicited 
from the public at large m aid of the widows of Officers of Her Majesty’s Service in India, 
whose husbands had neglected to subscribe to the Queen’s Military Widows’ Fund. 

u The origin of the Fund was to obviate suth appeals, and at the same time to prevent 
what used to be not an uncommon spectacle, the reduction to the most painful state of 
destitution of ladies who, during the lifetime of their husbands, weie enjoying great com- 
fort, perhaps even affluence. 

“ Apart from other considerations, His Excellency thinks it very unfair to the unmar- 
ried Officers of the Army, a large proportion of whom have already consented to tax them- 
selves in support of this Fund, that they should be thus called on to pay a further 
contribution m aid of the families of those -who were too improvident, or too negligent, to 
become members of it m their lifetime. 

“ His Excellency therefore hopes that married Officers will recognize the advantages 
of this institution, one which the Government deems worthy of its support, and that they 
will bear in mind the hardship and suffering to which their widows may be exposed by 
a neglect on their part to entitle them, by the present payment of a small contribution, 
to a participation in the very substantial benefits which the Fund confers.”

Buie 29th — On and fiom the date of these lilies any officer of Her Majesty’s British 
Forces, joining the Queen’s Military Widows’ Fund and eventually entering the Staff 
Corps, cannot continue as a subscriber after date of entering that corps permanently, 
though this ruling will not affect officers of the Staff Corps at present borne on the list of 
Bubscribers.

2. Regimental Paymasters who may not be appointed to the Army Pay Department 
will continue m all respects under present regulations. 

8. The ranks of the officers of the Army Pay Department, are as follows : —

Their honorary rank is that of Major and Captain, respectively, and carries with it 
all precedence and advantages attaching to the military rank with which it corresponds. 

4. Leave of absence may, when the public service permits, be granted to officers of 
the Army Pay Department attached to regiments, under the general regulations for pri- 
vilege and temporary leave, as laid down for officers of British regiments serving m 
India, on the conditions . — 

( a ) That no military inconvenience he caused thereby. 

(b ) That the officer shall have rendered all the accounts due from him. 

(r.) That the officer before proceeding on leave shall produce the concurrence of the 
Controller of Military Accounts, and have handed over ins accounts and cash 
balance in an accurate and satisfactory condition m every respect to the officer 
who is to pei form his duties during his absence 
(d ) That he shall have made arrangements satisfactory to tlio Commanding Officer 
for the performance of Ins duties during Ins absence. 

5. In the event of an officer of the Army Pay Department attached to a regiment 
being absent on sick leave, either m India or to Europe, or proceeding on the same, or 
being suspended from duty, or placed under anest, or in the event of his post becoming 
vacant by death or otherwise, it shall be competent for the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment, with the approval of the Commander-m-Chicf and under instructions from the 
Adjutant-General, to appoint a Committee of Pay mastership to carry on the duties of the 
Pay Office. Such Committee shall consist of three officers of the regiment, other than 
the Adjutant or Quartermaster, and the pay of the Committee shall be Rupees 5 a day 
The circumstances necessitating the appointment of a Committee shall be immediately 
reported for the information of Government, 

6. It will be competent to a Committee of Paymastership to delegate to one of their 
number the duty of signing documents on their behalf, hut it is to be clearly understood 
that the members of a Committee are jointly and severally responsible for ail its acts. 

7. Regimental Paymasters appointed to the Army Pay Department retain all ad- 
vantages as regards increase of pay for length of service, and the grant of honorary rank 
while serving and on retirement, to which they may have been entitled under previous 
orders. 

8. All service as Regimentel Paymaster at the rate of 22s. 6 d. a day will, on promo- 
tion to the rank of Staff Paymaster, count towards increase of pay in that rank. 

9. This order is applicable to the three Presidencies, and will have effect from the 
1st April 187a

A class, consisting of a limited number of European and East Indian female pupils for 
instruction m practical Midwifery, exists at this Institution by permission of Govern- 
ment, European and East Indian Candidates arc required to pass through a course of 
training in Sick Nursing at other Hospitals previous to entry at this Institution. At the 
end of six months, they will be examined when qualified, receive a Nw se Certificate. 

The Midwifery pupils arc resident m Hospital and are allowed to remain under instruc- 
tion for a period not exceeding nine months, when, if found by examination competent 
to practice as Midwives, they are presented with a Diploma. 

Pupils receive an allowance of 15 Rupees per mensem as ration money for a period of 6 
months only m the Sick Nuise Class, and for 6 months only in the Midwifery Class. 

Candidates sliould furnish, with a written application for admission as a pupil, testi- 
monials of charactei, and state her age, condition, residence, previous experience m 
nursing, &c M and whethei European or East Indian 

A class also exists for training Native pupils m Midwifery Women of the Barber 
caste are prefeired 


Rules for the enter tamment and instruction of Midwifery Pupils at the Lymy-in Hospital 

The following legulations will apply whenever candidates may be admitted, under 
special circumstances, to the class of Midwifery Pupils at the Lying-m Hospital, who have 
not passed through a preliminary course of training and passed the prescribed examina- 
tion for Sick Nurses — 

I. The period of residence m hospital shall not be less than 12 months or more than 
15 months. If a pupil be unable to qualify both as a Sick Nurse and as a Midwife at the 
end of that time, she will be liable to dismissal as incompetent to qualify. The first six 
months of residence will, as a lule, be devoted by pupils to the study and practice of Sick 
Nursing, and the remainder of the time to the study and practice of Midwifery. 

II. Candidates should, if mairied or widows, be not less than 20 or more than 35 years 
of age, and if single, not under 25 years of age 

III. Candidates must apply for admission to the Superintendent of the Lying-in Hos- 
pital on Wednesdays or Fridays, or by letter, and information must be given on the follow- 
ing points : — 

Condition. — Whether married, widowed, or single. 

Age, tj'c. — Date of Birth, where born, and present address. 

Race . — Whether European, Eurasian, or Native. 

State of health. — Age of youngest child, if any. 

IV. European and Eurasian Candidates must possess the following qualifications 

a. Ability to read fluently and explain the meaning of a passage of not less than twen- 

ty lines m any standard work. 

b. Ability to write to dictation a passage of not less than fifteen lines from any stand- 

ard work. 
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c. Ability to converse freely and describe any common object or occurrence 

d. Testimonials of moral character and respectability. 

V. The names of candidates who pass a fair examination and are otherwise eligible, 
will be recorded m a register at the Lying-in Hospital, from which selections will be 
made, for entertainment as pupils, from time to time, as vacancies occur. 

More than three errors will be held to disqualify a candidate for three months, but at 
the end of that time she may again be examined. 

VI. The examination of candidates at Madras will be conducted at the Lying-in Hos- 

S ital, and up-country by the Senior Medical Officer of the Station. In the latter case the 
ictation paper, with report on the other subjects of examination, on her appearance and 
intelligence, and on the probability of her being able to qualify as a Midwife, will be sent 
to the Superintendent of the Lying-in Hospital for registration. 

VII. A Candidate cannot be entertained as a Midwifery pupil while pregnant or Buck- 
ling, but her name may be registered for admission to the class at a future time. No child 
is permitted to reside in the quarters of the Midwifery Pupils. 

VUI. Midwifery Pupils on first joining the class are entitled to “ travelling batfca” at 
the rate of one anna per mile from any station within the Madras Presidency at which 
they may have been residing, and “ return batta” at the same rate after passing the pre- 
scribed examinations. 

IX. The Pupils will reside in the hospital compound, and will occupy furnished 
quarters. 

X. The entire control of the Pupils is vested in the Superintendent. Disobedience of 
orders, or of the rules of the institution, and misconduct of any kind will be punished 
according to the gravity of the offence by extra duty, suspension, or dismissal. 

XI. When it appears to the Superintendent that a Pupil after a fair trial is not likely 
to "qualify as an efficient Midwife, she will be allowed the option of resigning.

The payment of a week’s Hospital Stoppages according to the above scale, is made 
compulsory on all Civil patients admitted into Hospital. 

The Hospital affords accommodation for 64 beds. 

The practice of the Eye Infirmary is open to all members of the profession including 
native practitioners. Operations are performed every Saturday at 7 a. m. ; excepting in 
cases demanding immediate interference. 

Dispensary. — Out-patients are attended to by the Surgeon m charge, and his Assistant 
between the hour of seven and nine every morning. 

Tlncovenanted servants of Government whose salaries are under Rupees 60 per mensem 
will be entitled to the gratuitous supply of medicines when they apply for treatment as 
out-patients. 

2. Persons not in Government employ whose salary or income is believed to exceed 
Rupees SO per mensem will not be supplied with medicines gratuitously, but persons 
whose incomes are smaller may be under treatment as out-patients. 

8. All other applicants applying for treatment as out-patients will receive advice 
gratuitously, but not medicines. They will be furnished with prescriptions to be made 
up by a druggist at their own expense ; it being understood that in cases of undoubted 
urgency, the medical officer is at liberty to relax the foregoing restrictions.

character and conduct , sueh certificate to be signed by the Advocate with whom the ap- 
plicant shall have studied. 

4. Any person being an Advocate duly admitted and on the roll of Advocates of the High 
Com t at Calcutta or Bombay, and producing the proper certificate of such admission and 
emohnent together with a certificate of chaiacter or letter of recommendation from a 
.lodge of the High Court of which the applicant is an Advocate, or from the Advocate 
Gem j ill of the sume Presidency.

Office and Duties of Official Trustees of Madias. 

It is heieby notified that the following Rules have been made by the Honorable the Chief 
Justice of Ilei Majesty’s High Court of Judicature at Madras, under 1 he povvei given by 
Act No XYI1 of 1804, entitled “An Act to constitute an office of Official Trustee ” 

[Genet al Rules for the guidance and Govei nment of the office and duties of Official Ti us tec 
af Madias ] 

I. The Official Trustee appointed under Act XYTT of 1804, shall forthwith give soeiuity 
for the duo execution of his office, in the sum oi Rupees 50,000 m one* oi othet of the modes 
following, viz , by the joint and several bond or bonds of himself ami two oi mmo appioved 
sureties in the sum of Rupees 50,000 ; oi by the deposit of Government securities for that 
amount; or partly by the deposit of Govei nment securities and partly bv the bond oi 
bonds of himself and two or more appioved suietios Evei v such bond shall be entered 
into with Chief Justice for the time being by his name of office, and Ins successors in the 
said Office, or the Judge who shall at any time be peifoimmg the duties of Chief .Justice. 

II. The like security shall be given by every poison who may be appointed to officiate 
in the absence of an Official Trustee under Section 7 of the Act 

ITT. The Official Trustee shall, with due diligence, cause all capital moneys and trust 
funds received by or vesting in him to be invested by Govei nment securities, unless other- 
wise ordcied by the Court or provided by the deed or will oi eating the trust. 

IY. Whenever owing to doubts or dispulos as to the poison or persons beneficially 
entitled, or foi any other cause, there shall lemain m the hands of the Official Trustee a cash 
balance of Rupees 500 belonging to any ti ust estate, he shall without delay mvest the same 
iij Government securities.

V. The Official Trustee shall procure all Government and other securities which may be 
Bsued or given to him on account of any trust estate, and every transfer of the same, 
whether by endorsement or otherwise, to be made in his name of office. 

The Official Trustee shall not at any time retain in his keeping a larger sum in cash 
than Rupees 300. All sums received by him shall from time to time be lodged in the 
Bank of Madras to credit of a separate and distinct account to be kept by him as Official 
Trustee with the said Bank ana shall be drawn against when necessary m his name of 
Office. 

VII. All Government Securities and Bank, Railway, or other Shares coming into the 
possession of the Official Trustee shall forthwith be lodged by him m his name of office 
as Official Trustee with the Bank of Madras and theie kept for safe custody, except when it 
may be necessary for the Official Trustee to retain such securities or shares for a temporary 
purpose. 

VIII. The Official Trustee shall make remittances on account of persons m Europe to 
the Treasury at the India Office by Government Bills at the rate of exchange .settled for the 
re-payment of advances made in Tndia. 

IX. The Official Trustee shall keep the following books of account: — 

1. A Day Book in which every transaction shall be entered as it occurs 

2. A Receipt Book containing skeleton forms of receipts with countci foils num- 

bered consecutively in print These forms shall be used foi all receipts given 
for cash and Government or other securities. 

3. A Cash Book to he balanced monthly. 

4 A Ledgei winch shall contain a separate account with each trust estate, show- 

ing a detailed debt ami credit of items, and also an account with the Bank of 
Madras. The dates of receipts and payments and the number of the vouchor 
ioi each payment, as well a^ the amounts of Government and other securities 
and of trie cash transactions, shall appear in separate columns, and each ac- 
count in the Ledger shall l>e balanced on the 31st of December in every year. 

5 A Commission Book showing the sums received and invested on account of 

each ti ust estate with the amount of commission payable to the Official 
Trustee. 

6 A Book containing entries of all payments made by the Official Trustee, to the 

Bank of Madras on account of sums remitted through the India Office to 
poisons resident in Em ope 

7. A book in wind i shall be cnteied a copy of all accounts delivered from the 
Office of the Official Trustee 

H A book in which shall be entered the particulars of all Government Securities, 
Bank Shares and other securities deposited m the Bank of Madras or for- 
waided for renewal, or which may be in the possession of the Official Trus- 
tee. 

X. Any person seeking to inspect the books and accounts of the'Official Trustee, or to 
inspect and make copies oi extracts of his annual schedules filed m the High Court, must 
apply Tor an order of the Chief Justice thioughthe Judge’s Clerk, and such application 
shall be by a short petition, stating the particulai trust estate m which the applicant is 
interested ; the nature of his interest ; and the giound upon which he makes the applica- 
tion

appointed undei Act XVII of 1813, in the execution of the trusts continuing vested in lnm.

ORDO CURI2E, 22nd December, 1848. 

The Rules and Orders now in force for regulating the Pi oceedings of the Coui t for the Relief of 

Insolvent Debtors shall be, and the same are, hereby lepealed on and after the 1st day of 

January 1849; and the following Rules and Orders' are hereby made for regulating the Pro- 
ceedings of the said Couit on and qftei the 1st day qf Januaiy 18 19 

I — All Sammonses, Precepts, Rules, Oiders and other Process to be issued by the Court 
for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors at Madras shall be prepared, made out, and signed by the 
Principal Ofiicei of the ^aid Court, who shall be called the Chief Clerk ; and all Petitions, 
Affidavits, and other Pi oceedings shall be tiled by the said Chief Clerk of Record. The 
Office of the said Chief Clerk shall be open eveiy Monday and Thursday between the hours 
of ten in the forenoon and four in the afternoon, and on such other days and at such hours 
as the Court ffiall hei eafter direct , a^id the Office of the Official Assignee shall be open every 
day (Sundays and Public Holidays excepted) fiom twelve till two 

11 — In every ease the Attorney shall peisonally, and not b) his Clerk or any other Person 
accept the letamcr of a Pnsonei, and the Pnsonci shall sign the retainer, and at the same 
tune the Attorney shall sign his acceptance theieof * Piovided that in case of the illness of 
such Attorney or of lus absence from Madias such retainer may be received and accepted for 
lnrn bv some other Attorney of the Couit peisonally, the cause thereof being stated m such 
acceptance 

ITT — The Attorney of every Pnsoner, and all opposing Creditors whose costs arc ordered 
to be paid bv the Insolvent or out of the Insolvent's estate, and all other Persons requiring 
their Bills of Cost-* to be taxed, shall cause their respective Bills to be taxed by the Master 
of the Supreme Court 

IV — No Attorney shall directly or indirectly employ the Gaoler, Deputy Gaoler, or any 
j Pnsoner, or other Person confined or residing withm the said Gaol, as Clerk or Agent to 
! solicit i clamors or to transact any business whatever relating to proceedings in the said 
j Court touching the relief or discharge of an^v Pnsoner, and no Attorney shall continue to 
pi act ice in the said Court for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors whilst he shall himself be a 
Pnsoner 

! V. — In all cases there shall be filed with the Petition a Certificate from the Gaoler of the 

j day or days and cause or causes of detainer against the Pnsoner. 

i Vi — The Chief Cloik, upon the tiling in Ins Office of the Schedule of the debts and effects 
j of any Insolvent Debtor in custody, shall forthwith cause a copy of such paits theieof as 
j contain the particulars of the Insolvent’s estate and effects and of the debts stated to be 
j owing to him to be made out and deliveied to the Official Assignee 

I VJI. — Notice of the filing of every Petition and Schedule and of eveiy adjudication of an 

| act of Insolvency, where an adjudication has been pronounced, and of the time and place ap- 
i pointed for the hearing of the matters of the Insolvency, and that an order has been made 
j by the Court for vesting the estate and effects of such Insolvent, in the Official Assignee — 
Per Old Cu?., 9th September, 1853 — shall he given to Creditors and Persons claiming to 
I be Creditors, whether such debts are admitted or disputed in the Schedule, m the following 
j manner . — 

| In cases where the Creditors or Persons claiming to be Creditors are resident within the 
j local limits of Madras, such notice shall be served personally upon such Creditors or Pei sons 
| claiming to be Cieditois and also upon the Attorney of every detaining Creditor suing by 
Attorney twenty-one days at least before the day of hearing In cases where the Creditors 
or Persons claiming to be Creditors reside beyond those limits in any part of the territories 
of the East India Company, such notice shall be sent by the ordinary post. And m all cases 
notice to the like effect shall be published in two successive numbers of the Fait St. George 
Gazette , which shall be published next after the making of the vesting older of the appoint- 
ment of the day for hearing — Per Old Cur , 9th September 1853 — unless in any case the 
Court shall otherwise direct. All Affidavits of the service of such notices as are required by 
Rule VII, shall be prepared and left with Chief Clerk one weak before the day of hearing — 
OrcZ. Cui ., 24th March, 1849. * 

VIII. — Where a vesting order of the estate of a Prisoner has been made on the Petition 
of a Creditor, notice thereof, together with an order to file a Schedule, shall fourthwith be 
given to such Prisoner by service of a copy of the same, and delivery to the Gaoler shall be 
deemed good service of such notice and order upon the Prisoner m Buch case. 

IX. — The appearance at the hearing of any Creditor or other Person entitled to notice 
shall be deemed a waiver by him, her, or them, of such notice wrhen there shall have been 
none, or of any defect or irregularity in the from or service thereof, unless the Court shall 
otherwise direct. 

X. — The proof of notices published in the Gazette of the Presidency shall be by the pro- 
duction of the said Gazette without other proof, and the proof of other Notices shall be 
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ordinarily by Affidavit unless tlie Court shall think fit to call for viva voce testimony, in 
which case the deposition of the witness shall be taken m writing by the Chief Clerk of the 
Court. 

XI. — No Creditor shall be allowed at the hearing to oppose Ihe discharge of a Prisoner, 
unless he shall have seived the Prisoner with notice of his intention to oppose him, stating 
in such notice the specific grounds of Ins opposition throe clem da>s bofoie the day of hear- 
ing, and also shall have left a like notice at the Office of the Chief CJcik hefoie the day of 
hearing Piovided always that the Court in its discretion may allow othci grounds of 
opposition to he gone mto — Per Ord Cur , Slth Septembei, 1853. 

XU. — At the hearing, the examination ot the Prisonei by the Court shall he taken down 
m wntnig by the Chief Oleik, and shall he signed by the Prisoner and filed m Court 

XIII — In all eases of opposition to the discharge of an Insolvent, where the Insolvent’s 
Petition shall lie dismissed, the Court shall, if it think lit, older the costs of the opposing 
Creditor or Croditois to he paid by the Insolvent. 

XIV. — The Official Assignee shall he entitled to five pei cent. Commission on flic prin- 
cipal sum forming the pioeeeds of each estate distnbutable as dividends ; and if such Com- 
mission shall not produce Rupees Two Hundred in anyone month, Ins i emuueiation shall be 
made up to this amount by taking the sum required lor that purpose out of the interest of 
the Government SccunLios in which his collections are yivestcd. — Old. Cm , 4tli May, 18M). 
— Ord. Ctif.j f»th Octobei, 1855 This rule now stands as originally printed and passed on 
22nd December, 1818. 

XV. — The Otficial Assignee, and every person who shall hereafter be appointed to that 
office previously to his admission theieto, shall give good and sufficient socmityby Bond 
to the Chief Justice foi the payment of such sum of money as the Court shall dnect, with 
two oi moi cable nineties to lie approved by the Mast ci ; which Bond shall he conditioned 
for his duly accounting foi arid administering all estates committed to his chaige as Olhcial 
Assignee, and the same shall be deposited with and kept by the Accountant-General, subject 
to the ordei of the Court. 

XVI — The Official Assignee shall proceed with all diligence to collect and get m the 
estate and effects of insolvent prisons committed to Ins cliai ge, and shall pay m oi deposit 
the same in the Honorable Company’-, Treasmy with the privity ol the Accountant-General, 
retaining in his hands from lime to time such sums only as may he lieoossaiy f<»r immediate 
purposes: Piovidcd neveitheless that the Official As'-ipnoe shall at no time letain in his 
hands a larger sum than Two Thousand Rupees on the whole without the oidei oi the Court. 

XVII. — Whenever it shall become necessary for the Official Assignee to obtain any Money, 
Bonds, or other Securities out of the Honoiahle Company’s Tieasiuy for the purpose of dis- 
tributing the same amongst, then edit disentitled thereto, the mode of obtaining such Money, 
Bonds and Securities, shall he by order ot the Coiut toi the Relict of Insolvent Debtors, 
signed by the Chief Cloih, and countersigned by one of the Judges, for the payment and 
delivery ’of the said Money, Bonds and Seeuuties to the Official Assignee, which older shall 
be by him presented to the Accountant-General and Treasuicrin tin* same manner as any 
order of the Supreme Court of Madias foi Ihe payment out of the Treasury of Money, Effects, 
or Securities of the smtois of the Supreme Com t undei ordei of the said Court 

XVIII. — The Official Assignee shall enter mto a book to be kept by him foi that purpose 
separate and distinct accounts of each estate undei his cliai ge and of all such sums of Money, 
Bonds and other Securities tor Money, Goods, Effects, and Things as shall come to his hands 
or to the hands of any poison employed by him, or m trust for him as such Official Assignee, 
and likewise of all payments made by him for and on account of the said estates, specifying 
the dates of such receipts and pay ments l ospectivoly. 

XIX. — The Official Assignee shal twice m every year, that is, on the 1st day of January 
and the 1st day of July, oi on the 1st day after those days on which the Court for Relief of 
Insolvent Debtois shall be sitting, exhibit and deliver in open Court a tine and perfect 
Schedule of all sums of Money, Bonds, and other Seen n ties icceived on account of each 
estate remaining under his charge, together with the payments made thereout, during the 
preceding half-year, and the balances; and also of all estates wherein dividends shall have 
been ordered to be paid and shall have been paid over to poisons entitled to the same during 
the preceding half-year, specifying the amount of such dividends ; which Schedule shall, on 
and after the 1st day of January 18H), be m the form following : — 

Part 1st — Containing the particulars of all estates committed to his charge since the 
period of exhibiting his last preceding Schedule. 

Part 2nd. — Containing the particulars of all estates committed to his charge prior to such 
last-mentioned period, on account of which he shall have received any Money, Bonds, or 
other Securities subsequently to such last-mentioned period. 

Part 3rd. — Containing all estates wherein dividends shall have been paid over to the parties 
entitled thereto since the period of exhibiting his last preceding Schedule, specifying the 
anumnt paid and the amount remaining unpaid. 

AX. — Previous to the Official Assignee exhibiting and delivering in open Court his 
Schedule in pursuance of the prccedi ng Rule, he shall lay the same, together with the 
accounts of each estate and the V ouchers relating thereto, before the Master, in order that 
such Schedule may be examined and the several Vouchers compared with the accounts of 
the estates therein described. 
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XXI. — In all cases where tho Courts shall direct that the estate and effects oi auj Insol- ! 
vent shall he received by the Official Assignee and any Special Assignee or Assignees, 
jointly, all Moneys, Jewels, and Securities foi Money belonging to each estate shall within 
seven days after tho receipt t-horeof be paid 01 delivered and bo kept m deposit in the 
Bank of Madras; and no part thereof shall be witlidiawn theiefrom but upon the order in 
writing of all such Assignees, 01 of any two of them, of whom the Official Assignee shall 
be ono. 

XXII. — The Chief Clerk shall, immediately after the lioaring of any Insolvent upon his 
Petition, and after adjudication of the Couit thereon, deliver over to the Official Assignee 
the Schedule of the Insolvent, which shall be thereafter kept m tho Office of the Official 
Assignee. Provided 'that, if the Schedule be requned by the Chief Clerk for any tem- 
porary purpose, it shall be delivered out to him as often as may be necessary, and shall be 
restored to the custody of the Official Assignee as Roon as such purpose has been fulfilled.

Condition on entering the Police Service. 

I. Each Police Officer shall produce satisfactory Testimonials of Character and previous 
conduct. 

II. Each Police Officei shall devote his whole time to the Police service alone. He shall 
not take partm any trade or calling whatever, unless expressly permitted; and he shall 
faithfully and honestly use his best abilities to fulfil all his duty as a Police Officer. 

Ill He shall conform himself lin plicitly to all rules which shall from time to time be 
made for the regulation and good older of tile service , and cultivate a pioper legard for its 
honor and res pet lability. 

IV. He shall submit to discipline, observe subordination, and promptly obey all lawful 
j orders which he may receive from persons m authority ovei him. 

I V He shall serve and icsule wheiever he may be directed. 

j VI. He shall appear at all times in such Police Diebs and Accoutrement, as shall from 
time to time be ordered to be worn by each respective rank of the sei vice, shall always be 
neat and clean in his appearance, and shall provide himself with the Dress, Arc , or other- 
I wise as ordered. 

| VII. ' He shall allow such reduction fiom his pay and allowances as may be required for 
Superannuation Fund, Clothing, Lodging, and the like, under the rules ot the service. 

! VIII He shall promptly disehaige such debts as the District Supei intention t shall direct 
j to be paid. 

IX. He shall not withdraw from the service without distinct permission, 01 until the 
expiration of two months after giving warning of his intention to do so 

X He shall not on any occasion, or under any pretext whatever, dncctlyor indirectly 
takeoi receive any present, gratuity or fee from any person whatsoevei, without the ex- 
press permission of the Distuct Superintendent. 

XL lie shall act with respect and deference towards all official autlioiities of the 
country, and with forbearance, kindness and civility towards persons ot all ranks. He 
shall observe a respectable and peaceful line of private conduct and avoid all partizan- 
ship 

XII Each Police Officer maybe required to resign the service, and is liable to lmme- 
■ diate dismissal for unfitness, negligence and misconduct, by oidei of the Chief Cornmis- 
1 sinner ; and he may be suspended, be fined or otherwise punished for minor offences at the 
i discretion of the District Superintendent 

XIII Leave, with retention of any pait of his pay cannot be claimed as of right by I 
any Police Officer , but will be granted, when it can be done without inconvenience to the * 
Public Seivue 

XIV Every Article of Dress or Appointment, Lodgings, &c., which may have been 
supplied to a Police Offieci at public cost will be immediately deliveied up, or vacated, 
when he may cease to belong to the Police Force, or may have been suspended. 

XV If and of such article or appointments, or hut, 01 the like, have, in the opinion 
of the District Superintendent, been improperly used or damaged, a deduction from any 

1 pay due to the party shall be made sufficient to make good the damage, or supply a new 
I article. 

XVI. Evei y Police Officer who shall be dismissed shall forfeit the wliolo of the pay 
due to him at the time of dismissal.

All complaints against Police Officers are to be preferred to tho Commissioner of 
Police. 

The Police is divided into Seven Divisions , with an Inspectoi at the head of each.

Hours of Business — The Magistrates will Bit ordinarily from 11 a m to 6 p. m.. The 
Summons Office opens at 10 a m The holidays are the same as those entered m the Go- 
vernment List, subject to special arrangements to be made by the Magistrate, in com- 
munication with the Chief Magistrate, for the despatch of emergent business or the 
clearing off of arrears. 

2. Applications for Process. — Ordinary applications for process are to be made to the 
Magistrates before 12 o’clock. 

8. Professional gentlemen applying on behalf of their clients for the issue of any pro- 
cess are requested to have their cases entered by the clerk in the register of applications, 
and also to furnish the Summons Clerk with a draft of the charge they wish to be entered 
in the process. In important cases much time will be saved if the complainant be pro- 
vided with a written information setting forth the grounds on which the application inav 
be based 

4. Order of hearing Charges. — Cases will be taken, so far as practicable, in the follow-

This important woik has been completed by Mi Fiedeiuk Johnson, Civil Enginoer of 
North Street, Westmiuhtci, London, puisuant to the tcims of a Contract entered into 
between tlie Council of Tndia and himself, under date the 9tli November 1858. 

The dimensions of the structuie are as follows . — 

Extreme length, fiom high water-mark, 1,000 feet. 

Bieadth throughout, 40 feet. Besides its mam body, the Pier has a crosR of T-shaped 
head, 160 feet long by 40 broad. The woik is constructed of Mitchell’s Patent Screw 
Piles, of solid wrought iron, respectively 6 inches and 8 niches m diameter, placed m 
rows of foui alnoast, and at distances of 10 feet between the centie of each row. 

These Piles are screwed down into the sand to the depths undei mentioned, that is to 
say — the first 25 lows, 11 feet , the second 25 rows, 13 feet , and all the remainder, 15 feet. 

The whole stiucture is securely tied together by transveise T-braces of wrought iron, 
and by longitudinal tension lods of the same material. 

Commencing at the inner pait side of the Pier Hoad and continued 200 feet on each 
side of the main structuie, the lion Piles aie piotccted by fender piles of timber placed 
at short intervals, and secured to the Iron Screw Piles by strong wrought Iron bands 

Originally the platfoi m was composed of beams of creosoted Baltic Timber covered 
with teak plankB, six inches broad by foui inches thick, with spaces between the planks 
This has now been replaced by beams of teak covered with mango planks, three inches 
thick, placed cloBe together and the seams caulked in the same manner as the deck of a 
Ship. 

Four lines of railway are laid down along the mam Pier, with the necessary Turntables, 
&c., and the reBt of the space available fitted up for the service of foot-passengers. 

The Pier Head is furnished with six fixed cranes, varying in their lifting power from 
3 to 10 tons, and 8 moveable cranes of 30 hundred weight each are placed on the railways 
tra versing from point to point as necessity arises. 

It is proposed to dispense with the Screw Moorings provided for in the Contract, and 
in lieu of them to put down Bridle Mooring s with one-arm Anchors. 

The total cost of the works, as agreed on in Mr. Johnson’s Original Contract, was 
£1,03,616, but a second Contract was subsequently entered into for the extension of the 
stru^ure shoreward a length of 80 feet, at an extra charge of £4,382. 

The Pier was damaged in the Cyclone in May 1872 by a native vessel drifting through 
it, in the same place as was damaged on a former occasion by the St. Bernard.

Revised Rules for levy of Fees by Customs and Marine Officials working over-time and on Sun- 
days and close Holidays, as pei G. 0 ., No. 498, dated August 28 th, 1877. 

1. Customs-house or Marine Officials who may be required to transact business out of 
office hours or on close holidays for the convenience of ship-owners, merchants and others! 
shall be entitled to extra remuneration according to the following scale. 

For all Officers m the Presidency from 6 to 7-80 am.; or 5 to 7 P.M. Madras time, half a 
day’s pay. From 6 to 9-30 or till office hours a.m. and from 9 to 6 P.M, Madras time or later 
one day’s pay. 

On Sundays and close holidays two day’s full pay ; provided that the total amount of fee 
payable to any individual Officer shall in no case exceed Rupees 30 for work done upon any 
one day. 

For Clerks, Comcopillays and Peons ; one day’s full pay for working out of office hours 
either morning or evening. 

On Sundays and close holidays two day’s full pay. 

2. The following days shall be considered as close holidays within the meaning of these rules. 

Christmas vacation, including Christmas and New Year’s day 8 days. 

Easter vacation, including Good Friday 4 „ 

Queen’s Birthday 1 n 

All Sundays. 

8. During the Easter and Christmas vacations other than Christmas day, New Year's day, 
and Good Friday provision shall be made for the despatch of emergent business, viz., the 
passing of goods for shipment and into town on applications which have been passed through 
the office previously, and the passing of private packages, and the few goods urgently 
required by tradesmen on deposit, without extra remuneration.

5. When one or more vessels enter or clear on the same day and ship or discharge cargo at 
the same time, and when one or more Merchants transact business at the same time the fees 
prescribed by these rules shall be divided between them in proportions. 
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6. No vessel shall be allowed to enter or clear, nor shall anv Merchant be allowed to 
transact business out of Office hours or on Sundays and close holidays, unless a written 
requisition to that effect is first submitted by the Agent or Commander of such vessel and by 
the Merchant concerned. Such requisition shall specify the dates on which the services of 
tin* Establishment will be required othenvise it will not be attended to.

PASSAGE RULES. 

Fort St George, 22 ml August 1866, No 826. — The following Extract from Notifica- 
tion from the Gazette of India, is re-published : — 

Financial Department, No 1,467, Simla, the 23 rd July 1866. 

Rules for the Giant of free passage by Sea to Cunl Officers 
The Governor-General in Council is pleased to prescribe the following rules for regu- 
lating the provision of free passage by Sea for Public Officers m Civil employ, in substi- 
tution of the Rules contained m Financial Notification, dated 15th December 1865, No. 
8,524,* published in the Gazette of India of the 80th December 1865, page 1848: — 

Ofneeis and other public Servants on the permanent Establishment of a Department 
will be allowed a free passage when proceeding on duty by sea, m cases in which they 
would receive travelling allowances if proceeding on duty by land. Military Officers in 
Civil employ will, in addition, be allowed a free passago when being employed at a station 
beyond Sea, they may be obliged to return to their Presidency m progress to Europe or 
to a Hill Station, on leave on Medical Certificate, also when they rejoin tlieir station on 
return from that leave. 

For every Covenanted Civil Servant, Military Officer in Civil employ and Uncovenant- 
ed Officer of higher rank than Clerk, who may thus be entitled to a fiee passage, the en- 
tire chargo for a first class passage will be paid by Government, who will recover from 
such Officer either the full or half rate of table-money for the number of days occupied 
in the passage, according as lus salary mav or may not exceed Rupees 600 a month. 

The full rate of table-money shall be reckoned at 8 Rupees a day on vessels in which 
the cost of a free passage includes, but at 4 Rupees a day where it is exclusive of charge 
for wine, beei, spnits and soda-water. 

For Public Servants messed at the Warrant Officers’ or Engineers’ table, viz., for War- 
rant Officers of every gi ad e, European Non-Commissioned Officers attached to Depart- 
ments or Public Offices, Subordinate Accountants and Clerks of Departments of Public 
Offices, who aio entitled to a free passage, and for the families of these classes, 2nd clase 
accommodation, including generally a screened berth will be provided ; and the entire 
cost of tlio second class passage, without any deduction from the passengers on account 
of table-money, will be borne by Government 

Passage foi servants and luggage, within the limits prescribed by the rules of the Quar- 
ter-Master General’s Department prevailing at the port of embarkation, will so be allowed 
and paid for by Government, in cases where a more liberal sc lie is already authorized on 
special grounds

MADRAS CYCLONE CODE. 

Section I. — Meteorological Department. 


I. It will be the duty of the local Superintendents of the Meteorological Stations at 
Masulipatam, Negapatam and Tnchinopoly, to telegraph promptly to the Government 
Astronomer and Meteorological Superintendent at Madras, m accordance with detailed 
instructions which have been issued by him to them, all abnormal, barometrical, tempera- 
ture, and wind variations, which may indicate the likelihood, approach, prevalence, or 
passing away of a Gale or Cyclone. Arrangement have been made for bimilar informa- 
tion being furnished from Trmcomallee and Pondicherry. 

II. On the first observation and during the continuance of “ suspicious ” or “ danger- 
ous ” weather, the Government Astronomer will telegraph to Ins local Superintendents at 
all out-stations any observations, inquiries, directions, and warnings regarding the 
weather, which he may consider of possible utility. Orders have been given to ensure 
priority of despatch before all ordinary messages to hiB telegrams and their consequent 
replies. 

III. Whenever the Astronomer shall have reason to appiehend the advent of a Gale or 
Cyclone he will at once by telegram or otherwise, communicate warning to the Master 
Attendant, and during the prevalence of such Gale or Cyclone he will continue to give 
such information regarding its varying phases as may be deemed by him to be of possible 
utility. 

IV. As Cyclones after passing over Southern India from East to West have been known 
to be destructive to shipping on and beyond the West Coast, the Government Astronomer j 
will communicate to the Master Attendant sucb information as may be by him < btam- j 
able regarding the inland direction and progress of any future Cyclone, m order that 
timely warning of the apprehended danger may, when possible, be given to the local ’ 
authorities along that coast, and may bv them be given to the shipping. 

Section II — Marine Department j 


I. The Marine Department will enforce, as far as possible, a strict observance of the j 
Port Rules m regard to the anchorage and berthing of ships, &c A copy of these Rules I 
will as heretofore be given to every Master of a Vessel arriving in the roads From the , 
middle of April till June, and from the middle of September till January, each Command- ! 
er will also be furnished with a copy of Circular marked A, appended to this Code, j 
regarding the precautions to be taken at the periodical changes of the monsoons 

II. As on the occasions of wrecks at Madras, the establishment of communication, ; 
between the shore and stranded ships is, without the aid of rockets or other Artillery pro- i 
jectilee, sometimes practicable, two Bets of life-eavmg apparatus, com plete with hawsers, 1 
<fec , (but without rockets), will be kept in charge of the Master Attendant, who will be 
responsible for their being in a constant state of readiness and efficiency, for their perio- 
dical inspection, and for his boats’ crews being trained to their use. 

Ill The Master Attendants at the Out-ports on the Eastern Coast of this Presidency 
will debpatch by telegraph to the Master Attendant at Madras prompt intimation of appre- 
hended dangerous weather, and during the prevalence of such weather will continue, 
when practicable, to furnish information regarding itB changes Such information, when 
of an important character, as well as that which may be obtained by the Marine Depart- 
ment from ships or steamers, tending to establish the probable direction and progress of 
a Cyclone centre, will be promptly forwarded by the telegraph or otherwise by the Master 
Attendant to the Government Astronomer. 

IV. Whenever tho Master Attendant, or in his absence, the Senior Officer of the 
Marine Department present at Madras, shall have reason to apprehend the advent of 
dangerous weather, ho will as hitherto direct the hoisting of “ a white flag with a blue 
cross, ” signifying “ the weather is suspicious. Prepare for running to sea. ” Information 
of this will be given to the Brigade Major and also to the Superintendent of the Marine 
Police, who will at once place himself, Serjeant, boats' crews, and Catamaran men under 
the orders of the Marine Department 

The following arrangements will also be made — 

3, All Officers of the Marine Department will be in attendance. 

2. The Boat and Catamaran men belonging to the Marine Establishment will be 
assembled and held m readiness for immediate service. 

8. The Marine life-saving apparatus will be run out by the boatmen, so as to be 
ready for use either independently or m co-operation with the Ordnance rocket parties, 
i . 
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4. The boats’ crews for night service will be mustered before dark, and will remain in 
the lower verandah of the Marine Office. 

5. The Pier Establishment will remain during the night at the Pier Office and will 
keep a good look-out along the Pier. 

V. During the prevalence of “ suspicious or dangerous weather,” any important baro- 
metrical variations and any other information or advice that may be of possible utility 
will be, by signal or otherwise, communicated to the* shipping by the Master Attendant. 

VI. If it is decided by the Master Attendant, or Senior Marine Officer present at 
Madras, that the shipping shall be ordered to sea, the “ red flag with swallow tail,” sig- 
nifying “ cut or slip, ” will be hoisted at the Marine Office. If the indication of the 
approach of the storm should occur after sunset, three good lights will be hoisted — one at 
the masthead, and one at each yardarm of the Master Attendant’s flag staff. These sig- 
nals will be repeated at the Fort, and intimation thereof will be sent to the Brigade 
Major, who will in either case order seven (not an uncertain number as heretofore) guns 
to be fired seawards with an interval of five minutes between each gun. It is, however, 
open to any Ship Commander to put to sea before the signal is made, should he deem 
such a course to be prudent with regard to his own ship ; and the signal is, moreover, not 
to be considered an imperative order. Each Commander must know best the trim of his 

I own ship, and must exercise his own judgment as to whether he ought to remain at his 
| anchors or proceed to sea. 

VII. When from a change in the direction or increased violence of the wind, from 
observing that ships are beginning to drive, or from any other reason, the Master Attend- 
ant deems that imminent danger of actual wreck has arisen, he will intimate the fact 
to the Superintendent of Marine Police and to the Brigade Major, who will order “ the 
wreok signal ” to be fired. This signal will be two guns fired landwards in quick succes- 
sion and twioe repeated with an interval of three minutes between each pair of guns. 

Vni. The Senior Officer of the Marine Department will keep his officers and men 
1 together, or will distribute them along the beach as occasion may require. He will also 
point out to the Ordnance rocket parties those ships which first require assistance ; to the 
* Senior Officer of the troops where and how the military working parties can be most use- 
fully employed ; and to the Senior Officer of Police where his men are likely to be most 
neeaed. 

IX. The officers of the Marine Department will wear their distinctive dress or uniform 
on wreck occasions. 

X. The Master Attendant at Madras will telegraph to the Master Attendants at the 
other ports on the other coasts of Southern India Buch warnings and indications of the 
progress of Cyclones as may be of possible utility. 

Section m. — P olice. 

I. On information from the Master Attendant through the Superintendent of Marine 
Police being received by the Commissioner of Police of the “ suspicious weather ” signal 
having been hoisted, the latter will telegraph to Vellore, Salem and Coimbatore, warning 
Police Officers to hold their respective reserves m readiness. On the receipt of a second 
telegram, each of these reserves will be despatched by first train to Madras, where orders 
as to their duties will be issued to them. 

It. The Commissioner will also send intelligence to St. Thomas’ Mount, where the 
Police reserve will be held in readiness and await further orders. 

HI. Information will be at once circulated by the Commissioner to Divisional Inspec- 
tors, by whom beats will be immediately extended and other duties so arranged as to 
enable them to collect at their respective central stations certain forces, which m all will 
amount to about 600 men. 

IV. The Marine Police boatmen on the u suspicious weather ” signal being hoisted, 
will, with their Superintendent and European Serjeant, be at once placed under the 
orders of the Master Attendant 

V. On the Superintendent of Marine Police being informed by the Marine Authorities 
of imminent danger of wrecks occurring, or on hearing the wreck signal, he will promptly 
send intelligence to the Commissioner of Police, who will distribute marching orders to 
the Divisional parties. Unless special circumstances should require a change of arrange- 
ments, the F and G Divisions and reserve will assemble under the Reserve Inspector at 
the Commissioner’s Office and await further orders. The B, H and C Divisions will be 
marched without delay to the Pier under the Deputy Commissioner. The D Division 
will be marched to the Beach near the Fort, and the E Division to the Ice House. Each 
party will be accompanied by two SowarB or mounted men. 

VL Should the services of the Police not be at once required, the party at the Pier 
will be sheltered in the verandah of the Custom House ; that at the Fort in the arcade of 
the Grand Arsenal ; and that at the Ice House at the Inspector-General’s Office. 

VII. The entire Police Force will be under the Commissioner, who will consult the 
Marine Officers on the spot as to where the services of his men are likely to be emer- 
gently required. The Commissioner will issue whatever detailed orders may be requi- 
site. 

Vli. The Police will be mainly restricted to their own proper duties, i. e. t the main- 
tenance of order, protecting personal or other property washed on shore ; supervising 
the oonveyance of the shipwrecked crews and passengers to the nearest shelter, and as 
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soon after as circumstances will permit to the Hospital, Biden Home, or other places of 
refuge; bnngmg back the hammocks, doolies, and sick carts; guarding or removing the 
dead, &c They aro not to be employed m hauling ropes or recovering wreckage or cargo, 
save in emeigent circumstance 5 *, whole there are no or insufficient military or other work- 
ing parties on the spot. 

IX. The Commissioner of Police will see that duties aie so appoitioned as to enable the 
men to be lelieved from the let-eives as frequently as cncumstances may render requisite. 

X. All ofliceis and men will be m uniform 

Section LV — Troops in Garrison

I. The Commissary of Ordnance, Fort St George, will be responsible that three sets of 
life-saving apparatus, with rockets, <Src, complete, are at all times kept packed in carts 
ready for use m the arcade of the Grand Arsenal, and that the Warrant and Non-Com- 
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missioned Officers, <fec , of the Department are instructed and periodically drilled to the 
practical use of the whole apparatus. 

IT. Inconvenience, danger, loss of life and much damage of property were sustained in 
the Cyclone of May 1872 by there being no available means of diagging fiom the sea the 
logs, pieces of wreck, bales of goods, &c., which were dashing to and tro, on the edge of the 
surf. There will, thei cfoi e, be held at all times in readiness by the Oomnnssaiy of Or- 
dnance a supply of boat and firehooks, grappling irons, and ropes of short lengths for 
issue as required to the Military working parties. Lanterns will also be kept ready foi 
wreck night duties. 

III. On the Commissary’s receiving intelligence from the Bngade Major that the 
“ suspicious weather” signal has been hoisted, he will make arrangements to have one 
rocket party of Europeans with a Detachment of Store Lascars in the Ai serial night and 
day till the danger passes off, or their services aie required 

IV. On the “wreck signal” being fired, or on receiving intimation from the Bngade 
Major of imminent danger to the shipping, the Warrant and Non-Commissioned Ofheeis 
will be formed by the Commissary of Ordnance into rocket paities with Detachments of 
Store Lascars ; and, as speedily as possible, one, two, or three of these put ties (as may be 
required) will proceed to the point or points where their sei vices aie most urgently le- 
qiured. These points, and the ships to which aid is to befiist given, will be decided on 
by the Commissary in consultation with the Marine Authorities on the spot, by whom he 
will be guided m the matter If the rockets are used in the rescue of any ship’s ciew, the 
whole apparatus attached to the rocket cart will, under oidinaiy circumstances, be employ- 
ed and be worked by the men of the Ordnanee Department. 

V. Two trollies drawn bv mules, have been ordered on occasions of wreck to bo placed 
at the disposal of the Commissary of Ordnance by the Commissariat Depai tnicnt They 
arc intended to be used foi the conveyance of locket appaiatus, haw sei s, *Src , should any 
wreck 01 wrecks take place at a distance fiom the Fort, such as at St Thorne 01 the Advar , 
but, should they not be leqi.iml tor this purpose, they may be employed undei Ins 01 tiers, 
for any other nccessaiv use connected with wreck work 

VI. The Commissary of Ordnance will, m communication with Ihe Oflicei Commanding 
the District, arrange foi the instruction ot Detachments of the Batteiy of Iio}al Aitillery 
in the use of the rocket and life-saving apparatus 

VII. He will apply to the Brigade Major or Officer Commanding Royal Artillciv, Fort, 
for any aid in men which he mav emergency requite in the case of a Cyclone 

VIII. When hawseis aie neeessanly left attached to wrecks, the* Commissary of Or- 
dnance or Senior Ordnance Officei will mform the Police of the fact 

XI. All Officers, Warrant and N on-Commissioned Officers and Store Lascars will be m 
uniform on wreck occasions 

Section VI — Medical Department 

I. On the “ w r reck signal” becoming necessary, the Bngade Majoi will send intimation 
of the iact to the Fort Surgeon and the Itesi deni" Assistant Smgeon at the Geneial Hospital. 
The latter will warn the Surgeon and the Physician of the General Hospital, and similar 
warning will be given to the Superintendent of the Eye Infinnaiyat Vepeiy and to the 
Surgeon of the IstDiatiictat Itoyapooram by the Oflicei s Commanding tlie Regiments at 
these places. 

II. On hearing the guns of the “ wreck signal,” or on receipt of intimation fiom the 
Brigade Major, these Medical Officers (except the Physician, taking with them a portion 
of their establishments and the med'cines and suigic.il appliances, which have been detailed 
by their Departmental Head, will foithwith proceed to the beach, and in consultation with 
the Senior Marine and Military Officers on the spot, will distribute themselves to the 
various scenes of wreck or apprehended wieck, as occasion may requne. 

III . The Physician of the Geneial Hospital will lemain at the institution to receive and 
afford medical aid to all such as may be sent there fi om the beach for treatment. 

Section VII — Commiskuuat Department 

I. On intimation being leceived from the Brigade Major of imminent danger to ship- 
ping, or on the “ wreck signal” being heaul, two Hollies diawn by mules will immediately 
proceed under a Staff Serjeant to tho Giand Arsenal and there aw’ait the orders of the 
Commissary of Ordnance. 

II. Two other trollies, drawn by mules, each under care of a W.irrant or Non-Com- 
missioned Officer, and each containing an assortment (which will always be held m readi- 
ness in waterproof covers or cases) of blankets, towels, flannel banians, flannel drawers, 
biscuits, brandy, water and drinking vessels, will be taken in the first place to the Marine 
Office, and thence, as directed by the Marine Officei, to the scenes of ship-wreck, wheie the 
contents will, if required, be issued and used for the relief of ship-wrecked persons under 
the orders of the dnectmg Medical, Military or Marine Officers present As many sets of 
bearers as are available with hammocks slung on poles will at the same time be sent to the 
beach and will be placed at the disposal of the said officei s. 

III. The Executive Commissanut Officer will also despatch a supply oi draught bullocks 
with drivers to the Camp Eqnipago Depot for sick carts, w hich, under tho orders of the 
Warrant or Non-Commissioned Officer m chaige will be taken to the beach as soon as the 
violence of tho w eather permits, and will also be placed at the disposal of the said officers.

Resolution No 501, dated 6th February 1880, permitting the Comptroller General to 
receive and hold in trust Government Paper for any Depositor 

Resolution — Sundry additions having been made to the Savings' Banks Rules publish- 
ed on the 20th December 1879, the Governor-General m Council considers it expedient to 
issue the following revised Rules for District and Presidency Savings’ Banks, revoking 
all previous Rules — 

I. — In these Rules — 

“ Depositor,” “ Deposit,” and “ Secretary” bear the meaning which they bear in The 
Government Savings Bank Act, 1873. 

“ Account” means the account of a Depositor in a Government Savings Bank, 

“ Balance” means the balance at credit of an account. 

II. — Any person may become a Depositor on his own behalf, or on behalf of any other 
named person dependent upon him. Deposits may also be made by the managers of 
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; benevolent or other public Associations, or by public Officers, of money deposited with 
! them ex-officio, as security for the discharge of any public duty or the fidelity of any public 
officer, or for the accomplishment of any public object. 

III. — Subject to the provisions of these Rules, the Government of India guarantees the 
repayment of c\cry deposit with interest. 

IV — Without the sanction of the Comptroller- General, no account will be opened for 
loss than one rupee , and no person may deposit more than five thousand rupees, in all, 
between any 1st of April and the 31st March next following. 

V. — Inteicst will not lie allowed upon a smaller balance than 1| rupee, or upon the 
excess in any balance over the highest multiple of 1$ rupee. 

VI. — Interest will be allowed for each calendar month upon the minimum balance of the 
account between the close of the lourth day and the end of the month. 

VII — From the 1st January 1880, till fuither notice, interest will he allowed upon 
deposits at the late of one pie u month for every 1£ rupee, wlucli is equal to one anna for 
every Rupees 18, or one lupeo for every Rupees 288, being at the late of Rupees per 
centum per annum Without the sanction of the Comptroller -General, no higher monthly

VITI. — On the written sequent of any Depositor, his balance, or any part of it, will be 
invested by the Comptroller-General m lus own name m tiust for, and at the iibk or, the 
Depositor at cun cut market rates, m stock of any Loan which lie may spec lfy , if no 
particular loan is specified, then block of one of the Four Per Cent. Loans will be bought. 
And stock or notes ol any Government Loan, to a model ate amount, may be received by 
tho Comptroller-Gonoia] from or on behalf of any Depositor and con veiled into stock 
The stock thus bought will beheld by the Comptroller-General on the Depositor's account,

XL — A Depomt Book will bo supplied to oachDepositoi in which the Secretary, or, if the 
Savings’ Bank is at a public; trcasuiy, the Treasuiy Officer, wull acknowledge every 
deposit. The personal attendance of a Depositor is not requned , but no deposit will be 
received or payment made without the Depositor's Dejiosit Book, and the Government 
will not be responsible for any deposit the receipt of which is not acknowledged m a 
Deposit Book. The interest due to date will be entered m each Deposit Book the fiist 
time that it is produced after the 31st March. The lirst Deposit Book will be supplied 
free of charge , but if a Deposit Book is lost or injured, or if a closed account is re-opened, 
one rupee will bo charged for a new hook 

XII.— -A Depositor may not operato frequently upon his account as if it w r cre an ordinary 
banking account, or open more than one account m his own name or in the name of any 
member of Ins family, or for Ins own benefit or the benefit of any member of his family. 
The Comptioller-Gcnoral must take precautions to prevent any transgression of tins Rule 
and, in particular, any employment of an account as an ordinary drawing account. This 
Rule is not meant to prevent any ono from opening more than one ex-officio or public 
account. 

XIII — The Secretary may refuse to open any account or may close any account, for any 
sufficient reason, as, for example, because he thinks that the account is likely to he used 
or is being used contrary to tho object with which Government Savings Banks are estab- 
lished, namely, the encouragement of saving. But every such refusal or closure, and 
the reasons for it, should be reported to the Comptroller-General. 

XIV. — When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall give notice, 
m writing, to tho Depositor of such closure After the date of such notice, no deposit 
shall he accepted on the account so closed, and no interest shall he allowed upon the 
balanco of the closed account after the end of the calendar month then current. 

XV — The Comptioller-Genoral should report to the Governor-General m Council any 
refusal to sanction an application under Rule IV or VII, with his reasons for such refusal. 

XVI — These Rules apply as well to accounts opened before as after their publication. 

XVII. — The Governor-General m Council, reserves the right to alter or add to these 

Rules at any time 
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XVTII. — A copy of The Government Savings’ Banka Act, 1873, anti of these Rules, shall 
be printed m each Deposit Book, and the signature, or, if he cannot write, mark of the 
Depositor, obtained to the annexed declaration before any deposit is accepted from him. 
Declaration to he recorded in accot dance with Rule XVIII.

Loss of a Government Promissory Note is reported to the Comptroller General, Calcutta. 
It is then stopped in the Loan and Interest Books nf the Public Debt Office, and the 
applicant for a duplicate note is required to advertise the loss in three successive issues 
of the Gazette of India as well as the Government Gazette of the Province where he resides. 
Should the note have been enfaced for payment of interest at any other Treasury than 
Calcutta, the loser is required to give the necessary information to the Treasurv con- 
cerned, and two years after the date of the last advertisement of loss he lias to apply to 
the Public Debt Office for a Duplicate Note. 

Should the Note alleged to be lost not be forthcoming, and the title of the claimant be 
fully proved, the owner and two sureties to be approved of by the Solicitor to Government 
are required to execute a bond of indemnity, and on the receipt of such bond of 
indemnity, the Controller General submits the case, with his opinion, for the orders of 
the Government of India. In case, however, there be any doubt as to the title of the 
claimant, the case is in the first instance forwarded to the Advocate General. 

As a general rule, duphoate Notes will not be issued until ten years after the last correct 
advertisement of loss, but meanwhile, interest will be paid on the loBt Notes after the 
lapse of two years under a bond of Indemnity.

6th. That tho executive duties of the Chamber shall be conducted by the Chairman 
with the assistance of the Committee, and that all matters of nnpoitaneo be referred 
for the decision of the general body of Subscribe! s, who shall be called together as often 
as is necessary by the Chairman, but not iebs fiequently than once a month.

IGth. That a Fee of 16 Rupees shall accompany all leferences to the Chamber. 

17th. That in the event of any Member of the Chamber taking the benefit of the Act 
for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors, he shall theieby cease to be a Member of the Chamber, 
but will be eligible for re-election without the repayment or the entrance donation.

CONDITIONS, REGULATIONS AND GENERAL INFORMATION 

Passengers. 

The Company’s Rates of Passage-money are for the sea passage only. They include 
Steward’s hues and Table , but not wine, spirits or beer, winch can be purchased on boaid 
at moderate prices Bedding Linen, and all leqnisite Cabin Furniture is provided in the 
Steamers at the Company’s expense, together with tho attendance of experienced Male 
and Female Servants. 

Passengers are not allowed to take on board Wines, Spirits, or other Liquors for uso 
during the Voyage. 

Each of the Company’s Steamers carries a qualified Surgeon 

Servants soliciting gratuities will be dismissed from the Company's Service. 

Half the amount of passage-money is required to be paid on Becunng passage, and tho 
balanco before embarkation, and can be paid to the Company’s Agents at Calcutta, 
Bombay, or Madras, whichever is most convenient 
Passengers not embarking after engaging passage, forfeit half the amount of passage money. 

In caso, however, of a passenger being unavoidably prevented from availing himself of a 
passage at the period for which it is taken, transfer of the passage can be effected to a 
subsequent Steamer, on sufficient notice being given, without forfeiture of any portion 
of the passage-money 
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Passengers must comply with the regulations established on board the Steamers , for general 
comfort and safety . 

No Berth or Cabin is to be occupied by a passenger without application to the Agent 
on shore, or to the Purser on board. It is to be understood that a passenger occupying 
a cabin of two or more berths, on the departure of the vessel (unless he shall have paid 
an additional sum for its exclusive occupation) is not to object to the vacant bertn or 
berths being filled up at the intermediate Ports, if required. 

Passengers for Bombay, Straits, China and Australia are transferred at Point de Galle, 
and will be required to defray their own Hotel expenses m the event of detention.

Special Notice. 

A Sorvice of Sleeping Cars has now been organised to run once a week with the Indian 
Mail Train. The fare from Brindisi to Bologna is 30 fres , and 70 fres. from Bologna to 
Calais. Tickets are obtainable at the Company’s Office at Brindisi, but the number j 
being limited, early application for them is advisable. 

Only Passenger s holding these Tickets ar allowed to travel through with the Maxis. 

By this tram baggage must be registered through to Brindisi from London, either from 
Charing Cross, Cannon Street, Victoria, Ludgate Hill or Holborn Viaduct, and to facili- 
tate this Passengers are requested to be at the Station at least one hour before the depar- 
ture of the tram.

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Committing an offence under this Act, who is likely to abscond, or whose name 
and address are unknown, may be arrested without warrant by any Railway 
servant or Police Officer, and detained until ho can be taken before a Magis- 
trate. 

Committing any offence mentioned in Sections 8, 25, 26, 86, 37, 38, 44, 45 and 46 may 
be arrested without warrant by any Railway servant or Police Officer. 

General Information , 

I. Madras Time is kept at all Stations. The times shown in these Tables are those 
at which the Trains are intended to arrive at, and depart from the various Stations, but 
the Company do not guarantee these times being kept, nor do they hold themselves 
responsible for delays. 

II. Passengers, to insure being booked, should be at the Stations 10 minutes before 
the time named in the Table ; the doors of the Booking Offices will be closed at the times 
mentioned, after which no person can be admitted. Passengers cannot bo ro-booked at 
Roadside Stations, to proceed by the Tram m which they have arrived, except under 
speoial circumstances. Passengers are booked at intermediate Stations only on condi- 
tion that there shall bo room in the Carnages upon the arrival of the Train. 

Passengers from Madras, Bellary, Bangalore and Mottapollium intending to travel by 
the Mail Trains over this Railway, can secure their Tickets and book their luggago at any 
time during the day at the authorized Booking and Luggage Offices. 

III. Passengers are requested to examine their Tickets and change before leaving 
the Booking Office Counter, as mistakes cannot be afterwards recognised. 

Children under throe years of age travel “ free.” Children above 3 and not exceeding 
12 years of age are conveyed at half fares. 

IV. The Tickets given to Passengers on payment of their Fares will be required to 
be produced to the Company’s servants or given up to them whenever demanded ; any 
Passenger unable or refusing to produce his Ticket is liable to be charged the fare from 
the Station whence the Tram originally started. The Tickets are not transferable, and , 
are only available on the day of issue. When Passengers leave the Tram, the Tickets 
will be required to be given up. 

“ Any person who shall attempt to defraud the Company by travelling or attempting to travel 
upon the Railway, without haring previously paid his fare, or who shall in any other manner 
attempt to evade the payment thereof \ is subject to a penalty not exceeding Rupees Fifty. 

V. Passengers travelling from any Station on the Main Line to any Station on the 
Branches, and vice versa must chaugu Carriages as under unless Through Carriages 
are attached to the Train, which can always be ascertained from the Guard in charge of 
the Train : — for Bangalore Branch at Jollarpet Junction : for the Nilgiri Branch at Pot ha - 
noor Junction and for the Bellary Branch at Goondacul Junction. Through 1st, 2nd and 
3rd Class Carriages are run as a rule on the Mail Trams from and to Madras and Ban 
galore and Through 1st and 2nd Class Carriages are run on the Mail Tiams from and to 
Madras and Mettapollium. 

VI. Passengers wishing to avoid a change of Carriages at the .T unctions of the Main 
Line and branches of the Madras Railway can engage Though Carnages at the following 
rates, by giving two days' notice :

Tho first class charge includes six and the second class ten passengers. Any number 
in excess of six and ten respectively will be charged the ordinary fare. 

Passengers wishing to change to a Superior Class at any period of the journey cither 
for the remainder of the journey or for any part of it can obtain an excess Ticket on 
payment of the difference in fare, and they are requested to satisfy themselves that the 
excess Ticket specifies all that they have paid for.

VIII. Return Tickets — First Class Return Tickets for the double journey can be 
obtained at any Station at a fare and a half of the single faro : (all fractions of a Rupee 
being charged as one Rupee.)

X. LadiEs. — A ladies’ compartment will be reserved in any of the Trains without 
extra charge by giving 48 hours’ notice to the Traffic Manager at the Central Station, 
Madras. 

XI. European, Eurasian and Native Female Servants are allowed to accompany 
their Mistresses in a 1st Class Carriage on payment of 2nd Class fare, and m a 2nd 
Class Carriage on payment of 3rd ClasB fare. 

European, Eurasian and Native Female Servants accompanying young children 
vitli or without their parents, are allowed to travel in a 1st ClasB Carriage on payment 
of 2nd Class fare, and in a 2nd Class Carriage on payment of 3rd Class fare. 

Invalids producing a Certificate from a European Medical man, shewing that personal 
attendance during the journey is necessary, will be allowed to take an attendant in a 1st 
Class Carriage on payment of 2nd Class fare, and m a 2nd Class Carriage on payment of 
8rd Class fare. 

One servant only is allowed to travel with each party at the reduced fare. 

The wives of Officers travelling under Government Warrant are allowed the same pri- 
vilege in respect to female servants. 

These rules apply to the Madras, South Indian, G. I. P. and East Indian Railways. 

XII. Servants Tickets. — First and Second Class Passengers are recommonded to 
give their servants travelling 3rd Class their own Tickets, so as to prevent the possibility 
of 1st and 2nd Class Passengers being called upon at night to show such tickets at 
examining stations-

All Luggage must be pre-paid at the Booking Stations, and Passengers are parti- 
cularly requested to satisfy themselves that the amount paid for Luggage is entered on 
the Luggage Ticket. 

Clause 12 of Act No. IV of 1879. 

A carrier by Railway shalll in no case bo answerable for loss, destruction or deterio- 
ration of, or damage to, any passenger’s luggago, unless a Railway servant has booked 
and given a receipt for Uic samo. 

No Luggage /s allowed m the Can la yes except small Packages which can be placed under 
the seat occupied by the owner. Station Masters and Guards are required to temove all Pack- 
ages which cannot be deposited under the scat. 

XX. The Comp vny will not be responsible for loss of, or injury to any Gold, Silver, 
Jewellery, Securities and valuable papers, Plated Goods, Pictures, Silks, China and such 
like valuable articles, unless the same shall have been accepted by an authorized servant 
of the Company, and an increased charge paid 

XXI. Smoking — Any person who without the consent of his fellow passengers, if any, 
in the same compartment, smokes m or upon any Railway carriage, except m a carnage 
or compartment specially provided for the purposo shall be punished with fine which 
may extend to twenty rupees ; 

And any person who persists in so smoking (except as aforesaid) after being warned by 
any Railway servant to desist may, m addition to incurring the liability abovementioncd, 
be removed by any Railway servant from any bueh carriage and from the premises of the 
Railway, and where he has paid his fare and obtained a ticket, shall forfeit such fare and 
ticket. 

XXII. Fees.— The Company’s servants are prohibited from receiving any gratuity 

under pain of dismissal. * 
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XXIII. Corpses are carried at a charge of eight (8) Annas per mile when secured in 
air-tight coffins. No less charge than Rupees 5. 

Rules and Regulations for the Conveyance of Horses, Carriages and Dogs . 

Horses and Carriages must be at the Stations & minutes before the departure of the 
Train by which they are intended to be despatched, and when sent from any other Station 
than Madras, one day’s previous notice^ should be given.

The Company will not undertake to carry direct to their destination, Horses or 
other Animals or Vehicles booked for carriage by any of the Company’s Mail Trains, 
whether such Horses or other Animals or Vehicles ore accompanied by their owners or 
any other persons or not ; but Horse-Boxes may be attached to Mail Trains on the 
understanding that Buch Vehicles must give way to Passenger Carriages, and that they 
are liable to be detached from Mail Trains at Stations or Junctions to be forwarded by , 
a following Train. 

Horses and Carriages intended for despatch by the 6-0 and 6-16 p.m. Mail Trains, muBt 
be at the Central Station (Madras) not later than 4-80 p.m. 

The Company will not be responsible for any injury to Horses conveyed by GOODS’ 
Train, whethor arising from fear, sudden starting of the Train, or from any other cause. 
Owners will be roquued to signify on paper their assent to these conditions of carriage 
before a Horse is loaded. 

Grooms.— O ne Groom or Horsekeeper will be allowed to travel free with each Horse 
and in the same Vehicle. 

The minimum charge for Horses is 3 Rupees.

Victoria, Session 1874) and is formed by the amalgamation of the Gic.it Southern of India 
Railway Company and the Carnatic Railway Company The object, of the S I R. is to 
provide communication between Madias and fbe piovmees of Southern India lying to 
the south of the existing Madras Railway Stalling fiom the People's 1’aik at, Madias 
(Cochrane’s Canal) the line passes thiough Egmore, Chet, put, Kaidapct, Saint Thomas’ 
Mount Cantonment, Pallaveram, Chinglcput, Villnpuram, (bom whence then* is a 
branch to the Gmgee liver and Pondicheiry), Cuddaloie, Porto Novo, Kumhakonam, 
Tanjore, (from which town there is a branch to Negapatam), Tin lnnopoly (fiom whence a 
branch extends to Karur and Erode) Dmdigul, Madura, Maniy achi, (tiom whence ,i biamh 
is open to Tnmevelly), Tataparai, and Tuticonn. 

Up to the 1st August 1880 the short line between Arkonum and Conjreveram, bnrl been 
divined by a gap of 21 miles from the main line, hut on that date the gap was reduced to 
8 miles by the opening of a section from Chmgleput to Wuhijabad, tin* intention being to 
complete by tho end of 1880 the remaining distance and to unite Arkonum with Clnngle- 

£ ut by a continuous road. It is at Arkonam that the Madras Railway Company N W. 
line joins the S. W. Line. 

The whole of tho Company’s lines is planned on the metre gauge system (3 feet 38 
inches), and the South Indian Railway will when finally completed consist of nearly 700 
tniles of lino, the longest continuous loute in India c onstiucted on tins principle. 

A branch from Viliupuram (South Arc ot District) to the Gingco river has been con- 
structed by the South Indian Railway Company, the line being continued from the nver 
into tho town of Pondicheiry by the Pondicheriy Railway Company It is not improba- 
ble that in the course of a few years Trevandrum will be connected with Tmnovclly by 
an oxtension of the S I. R., the two places being, as the crow flies, only 50 miles apart.

Iloldeis of Tickets for greater distances than 200 Miles. 

Will be allowed one day, m addition to the day of their tickets, being issued, for every 
200 miles additional to the first 200 miles of the journey, or for a part of an additional 200 
miles, m order to enable the journey to be broken should such be wished. 

Electric Telegraph 

Messages are received from the public for despatch over the Company’s line of telegraph 
under the same conditions and at the same rates as those adopted by the Government Tele- 
graph Department. 

The Company do not guarantee the accuracy of messages and the sender and receiver must 
accept all risks arising from non.-delivery, error or delays Telegiams on Railway service 
have precedence over private telegraph messages sent by the public.

Buies and Regulations. 

Passengers can be booked at intermediate Stations only on condition that there Bhall 
be room m the tram and class of Carriages for which their tickets shall have been issued. 
To insure being booked, Passengers should be at the Station at least 30 minutes before 
the time mentioned m the Tables. The door of the Bookmg Office will be closed 
punctually at the hours mentioned. Passengers cannot be re-booked at roadside sta- 
tions, to proceed by the tram in which they have arrived. 

Tickets. — The tickets given to Passengers on payment of their fares, will be required 
to be produced to the Company’s servants, or given up to them whenever demanded. 
Passengers unable or refusing to produce their tickets are liable to be charged the fare 
from the most distant Station from whence the train Btarted. The tickets are not 
transferable, are only available for the Stations named thereon, and can only be used on 
the day or for the journey issued. 
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Tickets which have been torn or mutilated, particularly when the date or progressive 
number is off, will not be recognised, and the holder will be charged full fare. 

N. B. — Section 32, Chapter V, Indian Railway Act , No. IV o/*1879 : — 

“ Any person who defrauds or attempts to defraud any carrier by Railway. 

a. — by travelling , or attempting to travel , on any Railway without having pi eviously paid his 
fare; 

b. — by riding or attempting to rule m or on a carriage or by a train, of a higher class than 
that for which he has / mid his fat e : 

c. —by using or attempting to use a ticket on any day for which such ticket is not available ; 

d. — by continuing his journey in or upon any carriage beyond the place to which he has paid 
his fare without pi eviously paying the jarejor the additional distance ; 

or who , in any other manner whatevei , attempts to evade the payment of his fare ; 

or who wilfully alien* o? defaces his ticket so as to tender the date , number or other material 
portion thereof illegible, 

shall be punished with fine which may extend to fifty rupees, and shall also be liable to pay the 
fare (if any) which he ought to have paid ; and such fate shall be recoverable in the manner 
provided by section thirty-one, and shall, when r ecover ed, be paid to the Railway administration.” 

Passengers are requested to examine their tickets before leaving the Booking Office 
counter as mistakes m tickets or money cannot be afterwards recognised. » 

Children under 8 years of age travel free, above that and under 12 years of age they 
are charged half fare 

Reserved accommodation will be provided upon the terms mentioned on page 538 

Passengers travelling in their own Private Carriages — will be charged First 
Class fare m addition to the chaige made foi the Vehicle. 

Passengers’ Luggage — First Class Passengers will ho allowed free of charge 120 lbs., 
Second Class Passengers GO lbs., and Third Class 20 lbs All baggage m excess of this 
(whether m the ownei ’s care or not) will be charged at 2 pies per maund per mile. 

All Luggage must be piepaid at the Booking Station, and to insure it being sent away it 
must be delivered at that station 20 minutes before the time announced foi the departure 
of the tram. Passengers not conforming to this rule will run the risk of travelling with- 
out their luggage being sent m the bame train. 

Excluding Furniture no exception willbe taken to the articles conveyed with passengers 
as Luggage, but all ai tales will be weighed, and after a deduction lias been made of the 
weight allowed free by the Company, the balance will be charged for. 

N B. — Indian Railway Act No. IV of 1879, Section 12, Chapter III. 

“ A carrier by Railway shall in no case be answerable for loss , destruction or deterioration 
of or damage to any passengers 1 luggage unless a Railway servant has booked and given a 
receipt for the same. 11 

No Luggage is allowed m the Carnages, small Packages qxcepted, which can be placed 
under the seat occupied by the owner. Guards are required to remove all Packages which 
cannot be deposited under the seat. 

Live Animals — Such as Dogs, Cats, Monkeys, &c., also Birds are not to be considered 
as Luggage but separately charged for. 

Lost Luggage — Ai tides found in the Carriages, or on the Railway are placed in a Lost 
Luggage Office at the Trichinopoly Junction and Madras Station, where application 
should be made by the owners 

A fee of two annas will be charged for each article of Luggage when claimed at the 
Lost Luggage Offices, but if articles be not claimed within one month, an additional 1 
storage charge of annas 4 per month, after the first month, will be made. All Lost Lug- 
gage, if not claimed within six months, will he sold by the Company to pay expenses. 

Non-liability for valuable Goods, Insurance of tiie svme, &o , &c — By virtue of 
Section XI, Chapter III, of the Indian Railway Act of 1879 (Act No IV of 1879) the South 
Indian Railway Company gives public notice that the said Company will not be liable for 
loss, destruction, or deterioration of, or damage to, property of the description mentioned 
in the second schedule of the Act, unless at the time of delivery the value and nature of 
the property have been declared by the person sending, or delivering the same, and an 
increased charge for the safe conveyance of the same, or an engagement to pay such 
charge, has been accepted by some servant of the Company specially authorized in that 
behalf. And when any property, of which the valuo and nature have been declared 
under the said section, has been lost, destroyed, or damaged, or has deteriorated, the 
Company, in accordance with the provisions of the section, will not grant as compensation 
any greater sum than the value so declared.

Smokino : — A ny tiaveller who smokes, without the consent of his fellow passengers, if 
any, in the same compartment, (except in a compartment specially provided for the 
purpose) is liable to be punished wutli a fine which may extend to 20 Rs. 

Fees’.' — T he Company’s servants are prohibited from receiving any gratuity undei pain 
of dismissal. 

Cuddalore, New Town — At this station only passengers and their luggage can be 
booked. Goods Traffic and horses and carriages must be sent to the Cuddalore, Old Town 
Station.

lishing the 15 Rupee pieces, but in 1852 when the gold fiom California and Australia 
began to pour their treusuies ovei the globe and m appi eliension that India would be 
inundated with gold, the proclamation of 1841 was rescinded and gold debarred from 
entrance into any of the treasuries. Since then the sovcieign has been made a legal

TRAVELLING ALLOWANCES TO CHAPLAINS. 

J — The Chaplain of a Station to which a conveyance allowance is attached will draw 
travelling allowance at the usual mileage lates of twelve and three Annas when visiting 
Out-stations more than five miles distant from Ins pnncipal Station. The Chaplain of a 
Station m which no conveyance allowance is given will draw travelling allowance for 
visiting Outstations not less than three miles distant 

II. — A Chaplain absent from Ins Station on any gazetted leave will forfeit Ins convey- 
ance allowance. 

III. — A Chaplain officiating for another at a Station to which a conveyance allowance 
is attached will draw that conveyance allowance for the period during winch he officiates. 

IV. A Chaplain officiating at a Station to which a conveyance allowance is not attach- 
ed without being relieved of the charge of his substantive Station will draw, for visiting 
the former station, the same travelling allowance which he would receive if it were an 
Out-station. 

V. — A Chaplain may exchange the mileage admissible to him under Rules I and IV 
for an allowance of Rupees six per diem for the period of absence from his principal Sta- 
tion.

No travelling allowance is made for wife or children, or servants of Chaplains. 
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Leave and Allowances, 23 id July 1875, Xu. 2305 — The Governor-General m Council 
having had under consideration the subject of the allowances of public officers travelling 
on duty by State Hallways is pleased to decide that such Officers shall, if they are enti- 
tled under existing lules to travelling allowance at tlnee oi one and a half annas per mile 
be permitted to draw in lieu ot su< li mileage the allowances shown below.

One and a halt anna, double second class fare. 


CHAPLAIN’S REGISTER OF HIS VISITS AND SERVICES IN 
HOSPITAL 

Fort St. George, 31s£ October 1803, Xu. 87 — Government having dneeted that the 
following Hules aie to be obseived m every Military Hospital, they aie published accord- 
ingly for general information — 

I. A hook shall he Placed in every Emopenn Military Hospital to be entitled “ The 
Chaplain’s Register of his visits and services mthe Hospital ” 

II. This book is to be provided by the Chaplain, and each visit and service perfoim- 
ed at the Hospital is to be entered m it 

III. It is to be kept for the mfoimation of the Bishop, and is to be open to the in- 
spection of the Mihtaty and Hospital nuthoiities 

IV. It is not to be lemoved fi mil the Hospital, the Medical Ofhcei m charge is to ar- 
range for its safe custody and pioduotion when lequircd by the Chaplain oi for inspection. 


CHAPLAINS’ VISITS TO OUT-STATIONS. 

Extracts ft am Court's Despatch , 12 th April 1842. 

“ Section 27 of the Regulations lespectmg leave of absence and deputation and travel- 
ling allowances which we have lccently approved, you will find a Rule on the subject of 
tiavellmg allowances on joining a station and when any change takes place except at tlic 
desire of the Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain. 

3. But to avoid inconvenience and guard against the possibility of nusundei standing 
we think it desirable that foi every circle of stations, the Loid Bishop should he ieq nest- 
ed to frame apian determining the pounds at which each place shrill be visited In the 
Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain officiating m such encle, which plan bomg approved by 
Government shall continue m foicotill varied by the same authoi it> As minute local 
information will he necessniy to the successful foimation of such plan, we can only ofiei 
a few suggestions on the subject The frequency ot Ecclesiastical visits should be govern- 
ed m a gieat degree by the extent of the Christian population of the place to he vibited. 
A place may contain not moiethan three or four members of the English Chinch, and 
though it might not he right to exclude those few peisons from the benefit ot Chiistian 
ordinances, it is obvious that in the piesent state of our Ecclesiastn <; 1 Establishment such 
a place could not be visited frequently without injury to others of gi eat.ei liupoi tance An 
annual visit might in some cases be all that could leasonahly he ailoided , while to others, 
visits twice, thice or four times a year, might be expedient , and to otheis again, which 
might be more populous, it might bedesnable that visits should be made once in six 
weeks, or once a month. 

4 When a circle of Stations may, from the deficiency of our Establishment, or any 
other cause, be left without a resident Clergyman, we are of opinion Unit the Chaplain or 
Assistant Chaplain of a neighbouring distuct should, as desired by the Loid Bishop, be 
appointed to visit the Station thus deprived of clerical services In such cases the most 
convenient course will be for the Lord Bishop to bring the subject to the notice of Go- 
vernment, and submit a plan of visitation. Such plan being appioved, the Chaplain or 
Assistant Chaplain who can most conveniently dischaige the requited dutv, should be 
specially appointed thereto, and thenceforward be entitled to draw tiavillmg allowances 
m conformity with the provisions of the plan, and m accordance with our Financial 
Despatch of the 30th October 1839. 

6. We should lament that the practice of visiting Stations at which no Clergyman is 
permanently resident should be discontinued, and it would lie unjust to subject the Clergy 
to the expense attendant to such visits. Undei these nnpiessions we deem it proper to 
sanction the payment of such icasonable charges not exceeding those authorized m our 
Despatch of the 30th October 1839, before icferred to, and wc aie encouraged m this view 
by the fact that although Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains when abbent from their 
duty are subject to the same deductions us Civil Servants, no cliaige is incurred m pio- 
viding for the duty of the absentee. The deductions may thus be regarded as a fund, 
meeting to a certain extent the extra charges incurred by occasional or provisional visits 
of the Clergy to Stations in which they do not reside.” 
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The revised Plan, determining the Circle of Out-stations for the several Chaplaincies under this 
Presidency , is published fot genet al information in lieu of the one sanctioned under date 19 th 
October 1852.

RULES RELATING TO BURIAL GROUNDS FOR THE DIOCESE 
OF MADRAS. 

Fort St George, 29 th October 18GG. 

I. The Chaplain of the Station shall have the care of the General Cemetery. It shall 
be his duty to apply to the pioper Officer, when the wall-, want lepauing ; to see that 
weeds, grass, or jungle be cleared away, and the lemains of dilapidated tombs be removed, 
and that the Cemetery be kept in proper oi der 

In the absence of the Chaplain, the Lay Trustees -.hall have the care of the Cemetery. 

N B. — These Rules apply in places where theie is no Chaplain, to Ministers of the 
Additional Clergy Society, and to any otliei Clergymen who aie appointed to the charge 
of English Oongiegations, and arc in leceipt of part of their salaiy from Government. 

II The Sexton oi Lascar in charge of the Cemetery, shall be* borne oil the Church 
Establishment, and shall be paid by G >vern nent tht ougli th«* Chaplains, with whom the 
appointment and dismissal of this servant shall lest. 

III. In every station, a portion of the Cemetery shall be set apart for the use of mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic congregation. For the use of any body or bodies of Christians 
at such station, not being members of the Church of England, nor of the Church of Rome, 
another portion of the Cemetery shall be appropriated, should they desire it, for the sole 
use of such congregation, or for the joint use of such congregations. The portions thus 
set apart shall not be fenced or walled off, but simply divided by a pathway, from the rest 
of the Cemetery, and shall be added to, or icserved fiom, the existing CemStery accord- 
ing as such Cemetery has, or has not, been consecrated accoidmg to the rites of the Church 
of England The whole Cemetery thus divided shall be surrounded by a wall, and shall 
have but. one gate of entrance. The entire Cemetery shall be under the care of the Chap- 
lain, for the purposes specified in Rule I The key shall be kept by the Sexton or Lascar 
acting under the Chaplain's directions, so that access to the ground may be had by 
those having a right thereto, easily and without delay 

IV. The Chaplain shall provide that one or more graves be kept ready for cases of 
sudden emergency : such graves shall be covered with planks or boards. No grave shall 
be less than six feet deep 

V. A scale of charges for ordinary masonry-graves, headstones, and tombs, to be sub- 
mitted by the Undertakers at each station, and approved by the Chaplain and District 
Engineer, shall be affixed to the Cemetery gate, oi to the wall of the Church Poich, or 
exhibited in some other suitable place. 

VI. Inscriptions intended foi monuments to be placed in that portion of the Cemetery 
devoted to the Church of England, and for tablets to be placed m Churches shall be sub- 
mitted to the Chaplain for approval ; if not appioved, such inscriptions shall not be allow- 
ed to be engraved on such monuments or tablets But any party considering himself 
aggrieved by the Chaplain's decisions, may appeal to the Bishop 

VII. Stone or bnck monuments shall not be placed over any but masonry graves ; such 
monuments, unless built over masonry work, are liable to fall in during the rains. Brick 
monuments are to be discouraged, as they soon fall into decay in this climate. 

VIII. The dimensions of monuments shall be allowed to exceed nine feet in length, 
and four and a half feet m width In special cases, wheie more space is desired, a fee cal- 
culated at the rate of Rupees 3 for every square foot, shall be charged by the Chaplain. 
The sum collected shall be placed to the credit of the Fund for improving the Burial 
Ground, and repairing the monuments in it and the Chinch 

IX. The Chaplain shall communicate with the friends of the deceased when a monu- 
ment requires repair. Should a monument fall into a ruined condition, and no one be 
willing to undertake its restoration, the ruined monument shall be made level with the 
ground, and any slab it may have contained shall be placed over the grave. 

X. Every reasonable effort shall be made by the Chaplain, not only to keep the Ceme- 
tery in decent order, but to preserve the sacred associations of the place, by suggesting 
appropuate designs for monuments, and by planting the ground with suitable trees. The 
money obtained by the sale of the grass, and the fees abovementioned, shall be laid out 
in the improvement of the Cemetery. 

u X tL’ The Cemeter y shaI1 be inspected once a year by the Chaplain, in company with 
the Executive Engineer, and a report made to the Archdeacon ; such reports shall be re- 
comed in the Ecclesiastical Record Book of the station, and also in the Engineer's Office. 

• , T* 10 Collector, or <> ne of his Assistants, shall annually, or as occasion may require, 
visit all Cemeteries in his District, as well as those disused as those still in use, and shall 
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make suggestions to the Clergymen or Lay Trustees in charge, and, if necessary, shall make 
a brief report to the Government or Archdeacon, regaidmg the condition of such Ceme- 
teries. 

XIII. Officers Commanding Regiments 01 Detachments shall cause a report to be made 
to the nearest Civil Officer of graves dug for Commissioned Officers, for Non-Commissioned 
Officers and Soldiers dying on the line of march, m ordei that measures may be taken for 
the effectual protection and preservation of such graves. 

XIV. At stations whore there is no Chaplain or other Clergyman in the pay of Govern- 
ment, the Lay Trustees will peiform all the duties assigned to the Chaplain by these rules, 
with the exception of the approval of the inscriptions, which aie to be forwarded to the 
Chaplain of the station or, during a vacancy, to the Aichdcacon ; such inscriptions shall not 
be engraved till the sanction of the Oha plain or Aichdcacon is obtained The Lay Trustees 
in stations where there is no Chaplain, shall place the key of the Cemetery at the disposal of 
the visiting Chaplain, on the occasion of that Minister's periodical visits to his out-stations. 
In the absence of a Clergyman of the Church of England, one of the Lay Tiustees, or some 
Officer appointed by him, shall read the burial seivice at the interment of all persons entitled 
to burial accoidmg to the ntes and ceremonies of the Church ot England, and shall forward 
a return of the same, m duplicate, by the first post, one copy to the Registiar ot the Diocese, 
Madras, and the other to be deposited in the Office of the Collectoi of the Distuct Eorms 
can be obtained by application at the Office of the Diocesan ltegistiar, Madias 


CHURCHES AND CHAPELS, 

The following P. W D. Standing Order, No. 37 of 180f>, regarding the expenditure of 
public money on Churches and Chapels in Militaiy aud Civil stations, is, we learn, to be con- 
sidered applicable to the Madias Piesideney . — 

Churches and Chapels m Militaiy and Civil Stations 

The following general punciples and rules regaidmg the expendituie of public money on 
Churches and Chapels arc published foi general information, and must be stuctly adhered 
to by local Governments and Adinimstiations in considering proposals foi such works, and 
m according sanction to them — 

I. In the case of purely Military stations, where there is no European population except- 
ing the troops, such as the Hill Sanitaria at Dugshai 01 Subathoo, &c , applications for Pio- 
testant Churches, will not, as a rule, be entei tamed by the Government, and a Regimental 
School-room or other large suitable building should be made available for Divine worship. 

II. Where, however, a Military station is of a permanent character, and tlieie is also a 
Civil European community, Pi otestant Churches arc desirable, and will be consti ucted by 
the Government. 

III. Roman Catholic Chapels will be provided by the Government to the extent required 
for troops in those Military stations in which sanction is accorded to the erection of Protes- 
tant Churches. 

IY. The amount of Government Grant for a Protestant Church, will, m no case, exceed 
such a sum as will suffice to pi-ovule a plain substantial building adapted to it*, .special pur- 
poses and large enough to contain the whole congregation which may oidinarily he expected 
to attend together with such plain furniture as is essentially necessary for the pioper per- 
formance of the service according to the ritual of the Church of England. It will lest with 
private individuals to furnish the means of linpai tmg ecclesiastical feat ures, and aichitoctura 1 
decorations to the building, should they desire it, and also of supplying additional furni- 
ture, or furniture of a more costly description and means of lighting 

V. The same principles w r ith rcgaid to the extent of accommodation and amount of the 
Government Grants will hold good in the case of Roman Catholic Chapels. 

YI. At the chief Civil station of a district, the Government will be ready to provide a 
small Protestant Church, on a scale commensurate with the probable congregation to be 
accommodated, whenever the community of the station is willing to bear a portion ot the 
expense, the share taken by the Government being calculated on the principle above laid 
down, viz , that the Government will provide the cost of the solid and essential parts of 
the fabric, while it shall rest with the community to supply the means of giving to the 
building the special architectural character and the distinguishing features of ecclesiastical 
form, which it is dean able Churches should possess. 

VII. The following sums are fixed as sufficient to provide places of worship on the 
above principles for the various details of Loops and foi Civil stations. The scale of size 
for Military stations, and of expense for all Chuiches or Chapels, now laid down, are in I 
no case to be exceeded without a leference to the Government of India, even though the 
proposed expenditure may be within the power of sanction, vested m the Local Govern- ■ 
meat or Administration.

RULES RELATING TO THE OFFICE AND DUTIES OF LAY TRUSTEES 
IN THE DIOCESE OF MADRAS. 

Fort St George, 29/// October , 1867 

1. Two Lay Trustees are appointed to each Chaplaincy or station where there is pro- 
perty belonging to oi held in trust for the Church of England 

II At Civil stations, or Joint Civil and Militaiv stations, the Senior Civil Servant 
should he appointed a Trustee, piovided that he is a communicant of the Church of Eng- 
land, and has no objection to hold the office. At Military stations the Officer Command- 
ing the Cantonment or Ganison under the same provisos. When these Officers are un- 
willing to hold the office the officer next m seniority (Civil or Military as the case may be), 
if qualified as above, should be nominated. 

III. The second Trustee may he any communicant resident at the station, nominated 
by the Chaplain, and approved by the Bishop. 

IV. When the office of either Trustee is vacant, the Chaplain should report the cir- 
cumstances to the Lord Bishop, for the information of Government, and at the same time 
nominate a duly qualified pei son to fill the vacancy 

V. The duties of the Trustees arc m many respects similar to those of Church War- 

dens m England They are appointed to see that the 

* Vide Rules relating to Church and Churchyard oi Cemetery* are kept in good 
Burial Grounds, dated Fort order and repair, to provide for the preservation of the 
Saint George, 29th October, property belonging to the Church, to present to the Bishop 
1806. or Archdeacon, either on their visitation or immediately 

by letter, whatever is wrong or irregular on the part either 
of the Chaplain or the congregation, and to aid and assist the Chaplain in the perform- 
ance of his duties. 

VI. During the absence of the Chaplain or other licensed Clergymen, one of the Lay 
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Trustees is, in ordinary cases, the proper poison to read the Service and a sermon on 
Sundays, and to take charge of the Register and other books connected with the Chaplaincy. 

N. B. — It is to be borne in mmd that Lay Trustees have no power to interfere in the 
administi ation of Divine Service, but meicly to lepresent to the Ecclesiastical authorities 
whatever they nia\ deem objection, dile Then othce in this lespect is one of observation 
and complaint, not of conti ol 

YIT. The Lay Trustees, m conjunction with the Chaplain oi "Minister, foirn a Committee 
of Management on all Chinch mattcis, and si ould meet for business once in each month, or 
oftenei,if necessary The assignment of seats m Chinch and (in places where they are 
authorized), the collect uni and disbui cement of pew ients, the management of school and 
charity funds, should be supen i^ed and ananged b> the Committee at their Meetings 

VIII All indents, lettcis, pioeeedmgs and other papers emanating tiom a Chmch Com- 
mittee, are to be signed by both the Laj* Tiustces (unless foi special leasons whicli are 
always to be assigned), as well as b\ tlie Chaplain ; and all indents, lettei*-, Ac , lcceived or 
sent, aie to be enleicd in a coiiespondenee t>ook distinct from that ot the Chaplain, and 
should be pioduced foi examination at Meetings of the Committee 

IX The Chaplain or Officiating Chaplain 01 Minister present, as a inaik of respect due 
to lehgion m the peison of its Mimstei, juesides at all Meetings of the Committee of 
Management and signs proceedings andletteis as ] Resident, and the two Laj Tiustees m 
the ordei ol their lehitiv e 1,111k 

X The Chinch Committee aie le^jumsible that no alteiatmn is made wliateiei m the

Rules in regard to the Levy of Ecclesiastical Fees. j 

Ecclesiastical,, Simla, the 20 th September , 1801), Xo 482 — The following amended Rules | 
for the levy of Ecclesiastical fees throughout India, which have been framed by His 
Excellency the Govetnoi -General m Council, are published for general information in I 
supersession of the Rules which appeared undei Notification, No 548, dated the 18th 
September, 18G8 . — 

I — No fees are charged for the performance of the rite of baptism oi burial, or foi the 
registration of the performance of those offices. 

II. — In addition to the fee for the Sunogate’s license, a fee of Rs. 10 shall be charged on 
all marriages by license, except the marriages of Officers and others in the Military or Naval 
Service of Her Majesty 

III. — The fee for the Surrogate’s license shall be Rs. 50 both at the Presidency Towns 
and in the interior. No fee will be chaiged on marriages by banns. 

IV. — When registers aie seaichcd and copy of any entry 

* N. j B. — The first year given, a fee of one Rupee shall be charged for the lirst 
shall be taken to mean any year,* and four Annas, for everv additional year over which 
one year indicated by the ap- the search may extend, as weli as a fee of one Rupee for 
plicqnt. the certificate. Soldiers, Sailors and Non-Commissioned 

and petty Officers are exempted from payment 

V — A fee of eight Annas for every square foot of ground occupied shall be charged for 
the construction of any masonry grave m a burial ground. 

VI. A further fee of one Rupee per square foot shall be levied on the erection of a 
monument in a burial ground : provided, however, that for a simple headstone or flat slab 
of the size of an ordinary headstone, an uniform fee of Rs 1 5 only shall be charged. A fee 
of Rs. 75 shall be levied on a faculty for the erection of a monument in a Church. 

VII. — The fees levied on the construction of masonry graves and the erection of monu- 
ments shall form a fund for keeping the burial ground and Church compound in order 
except in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, where they will be credited to Government. 
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VIII. — British Soldiers and Non-Commissioned Officers are exempted, with retrospec- 
tive effect, from the payment of any fee for the construction of masonry graves, or for the 
erection of monuments in hunal grounds to the memory of their comrades, wives or 
children. No monument, however, either regimental or private, shall exceed six square 
feet, and no masonry grave shall occupy moic ground than an area of eight feet by four. 
The simple stone Blab or headstone should be generally adopted 

IX. The Chaplain may at his disci etion reduce, or altogether remit in cases of extreme 
poverty, the fee for searching registers and making copies, as well as the fee leviable on 
the construction of masonry graves, but not for the erection of monuments. 

X — The fees prescribed in these Rules should be paid to the Chaplain, or, in the ab- 
sence of the Chaplain, to the Officer in charge of the bui ml ground, and shall be duly ac- 
counted for. 


All fees levied foi masomy graves and for cemetery monuments and all other receipts 
for cemeteries will now be placed at the disposal of the Piovmcial Governments who will 
take them as an asset simply with the gross, and will piovide per contra in their budgets 
under the heads “ Department Public Woiks” and “ Civil” (Ecclesiastical) respectively, 
for such repairs as are to be done by the Chaplains or other Officers in charge of cemete- 
ries as laid down m the Resolution of the Financial Department, No. .'1015, dated 3rd Sep- 
tember, 1870.

“ The Lord Bishop of Calcutta having brought to notice that difficulty is occasionally

“ difficulty arises the duty of collection should be made ovei by the Chaplain to the Ma- 
gistrate’ or Deputy Commissioner in cluugeof the district in which the burial ground 
“ may be situated ; and I am to request that, with the pei mission of His Excellency the 
“ Governor in Council, instructions may be issued to the District Officers accoidingly.”

Notification. — Fort Saint George Gazette , June, 11, 1850, page 623 
The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is pleased to rescind the Order of Govern- 
ment, of 5t,h Apiil 1842, which directs a copy of the vei diet of the Coroner’s Inquest to he 
furnished, when practicable, to the Clergyman who is to officiate at the interment of a 
body on which an inquest may have been held, and the Reverend Chaplains will m tutuie 
consider the warrant of the Coroner foi the rntei men t of a body on which an inquest has 
been held to be a sufficient authority for their performance of the Biu ml Service over it, 
if it would be their duty, undei oidinaiy circumstances, to peiform that service 

2. In the provinces where no Coroner’s jurisdiction exists, the same course will be ob- 
served by the authorities appointed to enquire into the causes of sudden death, and the 
same difference will be paid by the Clergymen to then certificates of Wan ant.

Instructions fvt the Guidance of Sun agates in administering Oaths and granting Marriage 
Licenses withm the Diocese and Archdeaconry of Madias. 

1. The Surrogate will use great caution in examining the parties to be sworn filling up 
the Forms with the names, rank, and places of residence, and dates at full length. 

2. In no case is a License to issue unless the parties are sworn before the Suirogate, 
and in case of doubt oi difficulty the Suirogate will refer to the ltegistiai as recommend- 
ed in the Surrogate’s appointment. 

3. In case the lady to be married has been divorced, the License should issue in her 
maiden name. 

4. In case the paity to be married is a minor, consent of the father if living must be 
obtained, or if the fatliei be dead, the guardian of the pet son of such minor, and in case 
there be no such guaidian, then the mother of such minor may give consent, unless no 
person authorized to give such consent be resident m India 

5. In case the paity to be married lsaininoi, either in the (hvil or Military Service, 
and without possessing either patents or guardian m this country, the consent of the 
Governor of Madras must be obtained by the mmoi to his manynig undei age, unless the 
proper consent can be sliowm to be alieady given on tliepait of the absent parents oi 
guardians to his marrying as a minoi, in winch case the consent of the Governor of Madras 
need not be obtained 

6. If the parties to be married are both of full age (twenty-one years), and both of 
them are to be sworn, the Sunogate will use No. 1 Form ; but It one of the parties is pre- 
vented from attending and another person joins m the Affidavit on behalf of the party 
not present, No 2 is m such case to be used instead of No 1 

7. If one of the parties only is of full age (namely, twenty-one ye.us)j and the other is 
under that age, and the paient, next fi lend, or guardian makes oath oil the pait of the 
minor as to age and consent, the Sunogate will use No 3 Form 

8. If both the parties aie minors (undei the age of twenty-one years) and tlic respective 
parents, next friends, or gu.udi.ms swear on then behalf No 4 is to be used.

Jiluesfor the guidance of Surrogates in administering Oaths and granting Marriage 
Licenses within the Diocese and Archdeaconry of Madras. 

I. Every application for a license must be made in wilting and the names of both the 
applicants be given m full with the age, race, condition, (i e , bachelor, spinster, wddower, 
widow, or person whose previous marriage has been dissolved), and occupation, if any, of 
each, and the place or places m which each has resided for the six months prior to the 
application. 
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II. If either of the applicants is a person whose former marriage has been dissolved, 
the application besides stating such fact, must also state the cause of the dissolution of 
such former marriage. 

N.B . — (a) If the cause of such dissolution be stated to have been adultery, the Surro- 
gate shall require from the applicant, a copy of the Decree of the Court dissolving such 
marriage, and if it shall become known to the Surrogate, that such former marriage was 
dissolved on the ground of the adultery of the applicant, the Surrogate shall note such , 
fact on the licenso, to the end that any Clergyman, other than the Surrogate, who shall 
marry the parties, may be duly apprised thereof , as no Clergyman is compelled to 
solemnize the remarriage of such person, (b) If the cause of sucli dissolution be stated 
to be, the conversion of the applicant, or applicants, to Christianity, tlio Surrogate shall 
by enquiry satisfy himself, before proceeding in the matter, that the circumstances con- 
nected with such conversion, such dissolution, and the proposed marriage be not such as 
to give occasion to scandal, or reproach. 

III. When both applicants are non-residents m the place where the application is 
made, and are unknown to the Sunogate, ho may decline to grant Ins license, until ho 
shall have had time to make due enquiry, as to whether there he any impediment to tlio 
marriage, and may further require fiom the applicants the names of two or more persons 
to whom reference mav be made.

Any leasonable pro- 
vision that may he necessary can also he made for Staff Officcis, Officers of Native 
Regiments, and where no Civil Church exists, for Britisli-boru Emopean subjects m the 
service of Government or of the local Railway Company.

Number of sittings to be provided to include provision for women , children <f pensioned 
soldiers. In ascertaining the number of seats to he provided, women, childron and pen- 
sioned soldiers and their families may also be taken into account, two children being 
counted as one adult In cases of stations where abnormal rates prevail, special appli- 
cation may be made to the Government of India for an increase to the grant given by 
the State. 

Limit on number of sitting* to he provided But no grant for more than 200 sittings will 
be made except at seats of Local Governments and Administrations, at Hill Sanitaria, 
or at Railway Depots. In th( two latter cases, the number of European-born British 
subjects m Government or Railway service must exceed (without their families) 120, to 
warrant the grant for a Church of greater accommodation than 200 sittings. When the 
number of sittings required is intermediate between the number given m the table, the 
grant for the seats m excess of the nearest number below the number required will be at 
the rate of the next lowest number m the table And in no case will the Government 
grant be allowed until these contributions, together with the grant, amount to the estimat- 
ed cost of the Chinch 

11. Church accommodation to be provided only Jar British-born European subjects. The 
number of sittings required for any partieulai Civil Station, other than a Railway Depot 
or Station, will be finally determined by the Government, solely with regard to the num- 
ber of the British-born European subjects in the service of Government No grant for 
Churches m Civil Stations will be made until private subscriptions have been obtained, 
and then the Government grant will not exceed double the amount of private subscriptions 
actually realized , the maximum figure in column 2 of the Table above being m any ease 
the extreme limit of the grant towaids the scale of accommodation winch stands opposite 
in column I. 

12. Combination of Civil with Military Church. It is desirable, whenever such a course 
will not be attended* by inconvenience, to combine the Civil with the Military Church of 
a Station, the grant allowed for the Church accommodation of the BuLish troops given 
m para 9 being supplemented by a grant according to the scale shown in para 10, and to 
the probable number of seats that will he required for the Civil Butisli -horn European* 
residents m the bervice of Government or of a Railway Company. 

General. 

13. Authorized scale not to be exceeded. The scales of sizes, and of expense, for all 
Churches above laid down, are in no case to be exceeded without a reference to the Go- 
vernment of India, even through the proposed expenditure from Public Funds may be 
within the powers of sanction vested in the Local Government or Administration. 

14. * House for Chowjceedar to be provided: as also in certain cases for other servants. A 
house for the Chowkeedar or resident bearer may be provided. In cases, however, 
where the Church is distant from the bazaar, and where special grounds are shown, ac- 
commodation may be provided for other duly authoazed servants, but such further ac- 
commodation will be limited to shelter for day use only. These houses should, when 
practicable, be adjoining to, and not within the Church compounds, but when within 
them they should be erected in keeping with the other Church buildings. 

15. Churches for non-official residents require sanction of Government of India. Church 
accommodation for non-official residents, either British-born Europeans or others, or for 
official residents other than British -bom, should not be sanctioned by the Local Govern- 
ments or Administrations without reference to the Government of India 
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16. Private contribution s. When private contributions are made towards building a 
Church in aid of a,. Government grant, the procedure to be adopted is as follows : — 

17. Basis of design and estimate. The amount of private contributions being known, 
a definite design and estimate will be prepared by the Executive Engineer, and submitted 
for sanction in the usual way, the limit by which the Executive Engineer will be guided 
in his designs being the aggregate of the Government grant according to the scales 
given in paras. 8, 9 and 11, and the amount of private contributions actually realized. 

18. Private contt ibutums to be deposited Before the work is commenced, the amount of 
the private contributions must be paid into a Government Treasury, and carried to credit 
of Deposits m the accounts of the Public Works Department, as laid down m Chapter XX, 
Section v, para. 16. The expenditure incurred from the Government grant, and the 
contributions, will be adjusted in the manner directed m Chapter XX, Section li, para. 
61, and on the principle laid down in para. 68 of the same Section. 

Note . — In the case of a grant from the Church building fund for the Diocese of Calcutta, 
a certificate instead of a cash payment in advance may be accepted showing the amount 
of the contribution to be allowed The conditions on which this certificate may be ac- 
cepted are that m every caRe definite arrangements must he made with the Local Govern- 
ment or administration concerned respecting the precise dates on which the contributions 
will be paid, and that, until the payment is made, the Government shall have a primary 
lien on the funds of the Society. In case of any failure in paying up the stipulated 
payment on due date, the privilege herein allowed is to cease 

19. Mode of t tenting these contributions. In dealing with cases of this nature, unless it 
be otherwise specifically ordered, the private contribution is to be looked upon as an 
addition to the Government grant, instead of the money allowed from Public Funds being 
consideied as a grant-in-aid of private contributions, and the responsibility of Public 
Works Officers -with respect to the preparation of estimates, and the construction of such 
buildings with reference to excess of expenditure over the estimate, will be as strictly 
enforced as m a case where only jiublic funds are expended. 

20 Supply of Chut ch fu t nitui e to be ? egu luted by following t ules. The supply of Church 
furniture will be regulated by the following rules' All expenditure connected with the 
articles to be supplied by the Public Works Department will be provided for under the 
rules laid down m Chapter Section of Code 

I.— Each Government Protestant Church, Civil or Military (Cathedrals excepted), will 
be supplied by the Public Works Deportment with the following articles, the cost of which 
will be allowed m addition to the grant for the building —

The Executiye Engineer wall he guided in granting the certificates above alludod to 
by the following principles * — 

Class 1. — Chuiches Innit by Corel nment. — The certificate should state that the Church 
was built by Government for the use of European Tioops or British-horn European sub- 
jects m the service of Government or of the local Railway Company, and is still maintain- 
ed for the same purpose 

Class II. — Chuiches winch have received building grant s / tom Government . — The certificate 

Bhould state that the Church received a building grant of Its. equal to 

the part of the total cost of the building, and that the grant was made on 

account of European Troops or Bntisli-born European subjects m the service of Govern- 
ment or of the local Railwny Company, and that the building is still used by them. 

For this class of Churches a proportion of the standard cost of the articles will be 
sanctioned equal to the proportion of the grant-m-aid to the total cost of the building 
itself. 

Class III. — Churches i ented by Corel nment — The certificate should state that the Chapel 
is wholly rented by Government for the use of European Troops or British-born Euro- 
pean subjects in the service of Government or of the local Railway Company. 

In this class the articles necessary for service will be given by the Military Depart- 
ment, but returned into Store if the building ceases to be rented for the performance of 
Divine Service to a Military congregation 

In none of the classes described above should any article of furniture be allowed with 
retrospective effect, and the required certificates should afford information as to when 
the article was originally supplied, and by whom, and the reason for recommending its 
renewal. When, however, the Government pay for the use of a certain varymg number 
of seats in a Church, the hire of the seats shouid include everything necessary for the 
performance of the Service. 

V. — When a Church, whether Protestant or Roman Catholic, is to be furnished, the 
Executiye Engineer should communicate with the Ecclesiastical authorities concerned 
with a view to afford the congregation an opportunity of furnishing the Church by private 
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subscriptions m more costly style, should they . wish to do so. It is to be understood, 
however, that any article of furniture to which any public funds may have been applied 
will remain the sole property of Government, even though a portion of its cost may have 
been contributed by private persons. And m cases whole articles of Church furniture 
are procured from England, they should be purchased through the Secretary of State in 
the ordinary way, with the exception of the “fair linen cloth, napkins, Bibles and Prayer- 
books,” which may be purchased in India.

Charge of the Cemetery. 

Rule I. — (l ) — The Resident Chaplain of a station lias chaige of the general cemetery 
and frames an estimate of the expenditure connected

(2 )^-Tlie term “ Resident Chaplain ” includes a, Clergyman of the Additional Clergy 
Society so fnr as concerns the stations to wine h he stands appointed or otliei Clergymen 
of the Church of England placed in chaige by the Bishop 

( 3 ) During the temporary absence of the Chaplain, nnd at stations where there is no

(4 \ At out-stations where there is a Chinch Committee the charge of the cemetery

the Resident Chaplain by whom they are appointed and dismissed. In stations whore 
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there is no Resident Chaplain, the chowkidars are paid, appointed and disniissed by the 
other officers named in Rule I. 

Rule III.— 'Every reasonable effort should be made by the Resident Chaplain or other 
officer in charge under Rule I, not only to keep the cemetery in decent order, but to j 
preserve its character as the resting-place of the remains of departed friends by providing 
for the necessary repairs and by planting the ground with suitable trees. 

Note. — To meet the expenditure under this Rule, see Rule I, and paragraph 1 of

Rule IV. — The chowkidar will keep the key of the cemetery under the direction of the 
officer in charge. 

Rule V. — The officer who has charge of the cemetery under the operation of Rule I 
will perform all the duties assigned to the Chaplain by Rules VII, VitI, IX, X and XI, 
with the exception of the approval of the inscriptions m thafrpart of the cemetery 
reserved for the Church of England These are to be forwarded to the visiting Chaplain, 
or, if there be none, to the Archdeacon, and not cut till his sanction be obtained Should 
however, an inscription be disapproved, it may be referred to the Government for deci- 
sion. 

Interments by whom to be conducted. 

Rule VI. — (1) — The Chaplain buries Christians of all denominations whose friends 
desire his services as laid down in the orders of the Government of India m the Home 
Departments No. 159, dated the 6th June 1877, using al- 
§ Appendix B. ways the service of the Church of England, and the con- 

secrated portion of the cemetery. 

(2.) — A portion of every cemetery will be set apart by the orders of Government for the 
use of Roman Catholic congregations, and another portion will be appropriated for the 
joint use of other Christians whoso friends desire that they should be interred otherwise 
than according to the ritual of either the Church of England or of the Church of Rome, 
or who cannot legally be so interred. 

(3.) — These unconsecrated portions thus set apart are not to be fenced or walled off 
from the rest of the cemetery, but simply divided off by a pathway, and they must be 
added to the existing cemetery or lestrved from it. If the existing cemetery be large 
enough for the wants of the whole Christian community, such portions will be reserved, 
without reference to the fact that the whole enclosure has or has not been consecrated 
according to the rites of the Church of England. If the cemetery be only large enough 
for the wants of Christians desiring to be buried with the sorviee of the Church of Eng- 
land, such portions will be added. The whole cemetery thus divided is to be surrounded 
by a wall, to have but one gate of entrance, and to be under the care of the officer speci- 
fied in Rule I. 

Rule VII. — (1.) — Ministers of all denominations have a light to conduct the service of 
burial over the body of any deceased member of their respective congregations who may 
be buried m any fitting poition of the ground set apart for the denomination to which the 
deceased belonged. At least six hours’ previous notice of the burial should be given to 
the Chaplain m charge of the burial-ground, or, m the absence of the Chaplain, to the 
officer who may be in actual charge. The period herein prescribed may, for special rea- 
sons, be shortened with the permission of the Chaplain or officer in charge of the ceme- 
tery. Such Chaplain or officer will, if he thinks the circumstances of the case demand it, 
bring the facts to the notice of the local Magisterial authorities m time to admit of an 
order stopping the burial being passed if necessary. 

(2.) A certificate of burial drawn up according to the required form must be sent to the 
Chaplain or to the Registrar of Births, Marriages and Deaths, to be entered m the regis- 
ter kept up by him. 

Rule Vlll. — No burial can take place in that part of a Government cemetery which 
has been set apart for the use of members of the Church of England, unlea£ the service 
prescribed by that Church is read by the Chaplain if theio be one, or, in his absence, by 
thef layman who officiates at the funeral. But a person may be interred in the other por- 
tions of a Government cemetery with or without the use of any services of religion. 

Arrangement for burying. 

Rule IX. — The arrangements for making the necessary preparations for digging graves, 
preparing coffins, and the like, should rest m military stations upon the senior military 
officer, and in civil stations upon the chief local Magistrate. These officers are autho- 
rized to direct any local Public Works officer to supply all that is necessary. The local 
Public Works officer would usually be the Executive Engineer of Military Works in Mili- 
tary stations, and the Civil Executive Engineer in other stations. The expenditure in- 
curred by the Executive Engineer will be held in his miscellaneous advance account 
until repaid by the officer authorizing the expenditure. But in cases of necessity or emer- 
gency, either officer may be called upon to do what is required. 

Rule X. — The officer in charge of the cemetery shall keep a plan of the entire ceme- 
tery to be provided by the Public Works Department, with references written upon it, in 
a book, in which the names of parties interred are recorded; this plan and book being 
kept with the church registers. 
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Erection and Repair op Monuments 

Rule XI. — Monuments may be erected by any interested person. The inscription 
before being cut, and the design, must be first approved of as laid down m Rule V, and 
the dimensions of the monument must aecoid with the orders m paragraphs, Home

Rule XII.— (1 ) The Chaplain should communicate with the friends of the deceased 
when a monument needs repairing, or, when such communication is not possible, adver- 
tize three times in the Ca.ette of India and the Gazette of the Piovince ; and if }t falls 
into a ruinous condition, and no parly will undertake to restore it, the ruined monument 
must be made level with the ground during the next repairs, and any slab it contained 
must be placed over the grave m simple masonry, or be inserted m the wall. 

(2) — All work connected with monuments must, ns far as possible, bo carried on outside 
the cemetery, and any undertaker not removing the debris of Ins work immediately upon 
its completion is liable to a fine of Rs 5. 

Note . — This rule does not apply to monuments of historical or archaeological interest. 
Lists of such tombs should be obtained by Local Governments and Admmistmtions, and 
as many of them as may be properly preserved at the public expense should bo looked 
after by the local Public Works Dexmitment. 

Inspection • 

Rule XIII. — The cemetery should be inspected once in a half-year by the Chaplain in 
company with the Executive Engineer, the plan and book kept under Rule X being also 
examined, and a report made to the Archdeacon, and recorded in the Ecclesiastical re- 
cord-book of the station, and also m the Fngmeei’s Office. 

Rule XIV. — (1 ) — Commissioners of Divisions should inspect cemeteries, whether 
closed or in use, within their respective jurisdictions in the course of their annual tours 
and should bring to tho notice of the local Government any instances of cemeteries which 
are negligently kept, or which the officois m charge m.iy have allowed to fall into a state 
of bad repair or disorder All cemeteries aio equally subject to the visitation and super- 
vision of the Bishop and Archdeacon 

(2 ) Sanitary officers m cantonments are invited to inspect ccmetenos within their res- 
pective cantonments, and to report to Local Governments any matter calling for notice. 

Miscellaneous. 

Rule XV — It is desirable that officers commanding regiments or detachments should 
be instructed to cause a report to be made to tho nearest civil officer of giaves dug for 
soldiers on march, that measures may he taken foi then effectual protection anil preserv- 
ation. These graves and all scattered Christian graves throughout the district are under 
the care of the local civil authorities 

Rule XVI — The above lules do not apply to Piesideney eemotcuos which have rules 
of their own.

Rule I. — A fee of 8 Annas for every square foot of ground occupied shall be charged 
for the construction of any masoniy grave m a bunal-ground 

Notes. — ( 1.) This fee is independent of the actual charge for making a grave. 

(2 ) The fee leviable on a masonry grave regularly built up to the level of the ground 
is also leviable on a masonry giave which is not built up to the level of the ground, hut 
which is only over and lound the coffin. « 

(3.) The “ ground occupied” is to be regulated according to the rule laid down in para-

Appendix A. 382, dated (Jth November last. 

(4.) The same fees which are levied on pucka graves should also he levied on cutcha 
graves winch have pucka foundations 

Rule II. — A further fee of one Rupee per squaro foot shall he levied on the erection of 
a monument m a burial-ground ; provided, however, that fox a simple headstone or a 
slab not more than 3 feet 6 inches m height oi length, and 2 feet m width, a uniform fee 
of Rs. 5 only shall be charged. A fee of Rs. 75 shall bo levied on a faculty for the erection 
* of a monument in a church 

Notes. — (1 ) A tablet on the wall of a cemetery is to be regarded as a monument. 

(2.) “ Simple headstone.” A cross no higher than a usual headstone and no longer 
than a usual flat stone is included m this description. 

(3.) When a monumont is erected over a masonry grave, the total of the two fees will 
be equivalent to one and a half Rupee for each square foot of ground occupied. 

(4.) The fee of Rs. 75 levied on a faculty, drawn m the case of non-Government 
churches by the present incumbents of the office of Registrar of the Diocese in Calcutta 
and Bombay, shall ceaso on a vacancy occurring in the appointment. The money is to 
be spent in charity as in the case of Government churches. 
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Rule III. — When a cenotaph is erected in a cemetery, a fee of Rs. 60 should be levied 
in addition to the fee charged for the ground occupied, and the Bpaee should be strictly 
limited to six feet square. 

Rule IV. — Fees for masonry graves and monuments should be levied over the whole 
cemetery, including those portions which are used by Roman Catholics and Non-con- 
formists. 

Notes. — (1.) The same rules in regard to fees apply to all graves, whether of Roman 
Catholics, of Non-conformists, or members of the Established Church. 

(2.) Where a parcel of ground used for burial by a Christian community of any 
particular denomination other than the Established Church of England forms no 
part of the general cemetery but is separate from it, oi where, although not so separate, 
it is clearly distinguishable and was not originally acquired, and has not been kept up 
at the expense of the State, then, if the community by which the ground is used so desire, 
the Government will give up all claim to fees, on the distinct understanding that it is 
divested of all responsibility for the maintenance of the cemetery m proper order. On 
the other hand, where such parcels of ground form part of a cemetery of the Established 
Church or the general Clmstiau community, piovided and maintained by the Govern- 
ment, no distinction can bo made as to keeping up any one part of the cemctory, nor 
should any exemption fiom fees be permitted. 

Exemption prom Fees in Government Cemeteries 

Rule V. — British soldiers and Non-commissioned officeis are exempted, with retros- 
pective effect, from the payment of any fee for the construction oi masonry graves, or for 
the ei ection of monuments m bui lal-giounds to the memory 

* Appendix A. of tlieir comrades, waves, or children. No monument, 

however, either regimental or pnvatc, shall exceed the 
dimensions prescribed m paragraph 3, Home Department Resolution,* No. 6 — 370-82, 
dated 9th November 1870. 

Notes — (1 ) This rule is applicable to the British soldiers and Non-commissioned 
officers whotber m military or civil employ. 

2. Monuments elected under this rule subscribed for partly by Non-Commissioned 
officers and men, and partly by officers, are likewise exempted from the prescribed fee. 

3. Warrant officers arc not exempted from payment of ecclesiastical fees 

Rule Vi. — The Chunar pensioners being more or less under military control come 
under the category of soldiers, and are thcieforc entitled to the same exemptions as 
soldiers. But this ruling does not apply to other pensioners who aie not similarly under 
military control 

Rule VII — The Chaplain may at Ins discretion reduce, or altogether lennt meases 
of extreme poverty, the fee leviable on the construe tion of masonry graves, but not for the 
erection of monuments. 

Note. — The Bishop on special occasions may sanction a reduction or remission of fees 
for the erection of monuments. 

Fees m whom to re collected. 

Rule VIII — In those stations m which a mason lias been appointed, who alone is 
allowed to woik within the cemetery, he is required, in exchange for the monopoly, to 
collect the fees on monuments and masonry giavos, and pay them to the OliRplam • and 
any person ordeimg the construction of a masonry grave or monument by a mason or 
undertaker other than the person appointed by the Chaplain must pay the fees m advance. 

Note. — Fees on masonry giavcs and monuments constiuctcd by the appointed mason 
or undertaker need not be paid in advance, but, m case of failure of payment, their re- 
covery must be entiusted by the Chaplain to the Magistrate or Deputy Commissioner as 
the case may be. 

Fees to whom to be Paid. 

Rule IX. — The feoB prescribed in Rules 1, 2, and 3 should be paid to the Chaplain or, 
in the absence of the Chaplain, to the officer in cliaige of the burial-ground and remitted 
at once to the Civil Treasury, except foes for monuments m churches, which would be 
paid over by the Chaplain to the charitable objects to which tho Bishop assigns them 
when his faculty is issued. 

Clmetery Receipts and Charges. 

Rule X — All cemetery receipts and charges to be re-

Miscellaneous. 

Rule XI. — (1.) A person may not purchase a portion of a Government cemetery as a 
bunal-place for himself and his family, so as to have a right to fence it with a rail or 
fence, and thus make it the private property of himself and family. But when such 
nghtB already exist, they arc not without reason to be interfered with, and special cases 
as they arise may require exceptional treatment. And in such cases the Archdeacon 
may exercise his discretion with the sanction of the local Government. 

(2.) All private rights must, however, cease if for sanitary or other public reasons the 
cemetery is closed against burials, or even that portion of it m which the private ground 
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is situated, but in special cases the Archdeacon may exercise his discretion of giving per- 
mission to open a vault or masonry grave. 

(3.) No kutcha grave can be opened in any cemetery for the purpose of converting it 
into a masonry grave without application to the Archdeacon, winch must be accompanied 
by a certificate from the Principal Medical Officer that this may be done without risk to 
public health. 

Rule XII. — (1 ) When a piece of ground is granted by Government as a cemetery to a 
Railway Company for the inteinient of its own servants, which afteiwards keeps it in 
repair and piovides the necessaiy establishment, so that beyond the original grant of 
ground Government is at no expense, the collection and application of fees accruing is 
left to the decision of the Railway Company which maintains the cemetery in good 
order and repair. 

(2.) The Commissioner or Distnct or Judicial Officer, and in military stations the 
officer commanding, should inspect such cemeteries and report to Government if they 
find them negligently kept 

III. 

Other Ecclesiastical Fees. 

Rule I. — No fees are charged foi the peifoimance of the rite of baptism or burial, or 
for the legislation of the peifoimance ot these offices 

Rule II — In addition to the foe ioi the Suirogate’s license a fee of Rupees 10 shall be 
chaigod on all mamages by license, except the marriages of officers and others m the 
Military oi Naval Seivice of Her Majesty 

Rule III — The fee for a Surrogate’s license shall be Rupees 50 both at the Presidency 
towns and in.the interior No fee shall be chaiged on mamages by banns.

The estimates of expenditure to be prepared by the Executive Engineer and the Chap-

2. llie loilowmg scale of establishments should be maintained at all cemeteries : — I 

(l ) For a cemetery of which the area is five acres or less, one m.ili-chaukidar ; i 

(u.) For a crmeteiy of which the area is more than five and less than ten acres, one 

mali-chaukidui and one assistant cooly ; 

(m.) For a cemetery of which the area is more than ton and less than fifteen acreB, 
one mali-cliaukidar and two assistant coolies ; 

(iv.) For a cemetery of which the aiea is more than 15 acres, one mali-cliaukidar and 
three assistant coolies. 

It is left to the local Governments and Administrations to determine the proper wa^es to 
be given to each servant. The cost of this establishment will be charged to Provincial 
Services in tho case of those local Governments and Administrations m which the Pro- 
vincial Service arrangements aro m lorce, and m the case of other local Governments 
and Admirastiations and the Military Works Branch of the Public Works Department to 
Imperial Funds. In either case the charge will be included in the CiVil Budget Estimate. 

3. The sizo of kutcha and pucka graves should be limited to 8' x 4', and the amount 
of ground to be enclosed should be restricted to 11’ x 7’, by external measurement in both 
caBes. No monument over a pucka grave must exceed 8' x 4’ at the base, except with the 
previous sanction of the local Government concerned A simple cross or head-stone on 
an adequate masonry foundation, not exceeding 3' x 2', is the only monument that Bhould 
be allowed over a kutcha grave , no kutcha grave should be enclosed by a railing 

4. No portion of the receipts from cemeteries should be retained by any Government 
officer to bo directly expended by himself ; all such receipts should be paid into the Civil 
Treasury to the credit of the Public Works Department. In the case of receipts from 
cemeteries m chaige of the Military Works Branch and under those Governments and 
Administrations m which the Provincial Servico arrangements are not m force, the 
crodit will be treated m the Public Works accounts as a receipt under Imperial Public 
Works Revenue. In the ease of the other Governments and Administrations the credit 
will be raised to Provincial Service Public Woiks Revenue But the amount passed upon 
the joint estimate framed by the Executive Engineer and Chaplain to provide for plant- 
ing a cemetery and preserving it in docent order should be entrusted to the Chaplain 
where there is one. Where there is no icsident Chaplain, the amount should be placed 
at the disposal of tho Chief Magistrate on the spot, or of the senior Military Officer if the 
cemetery m attached to a military cantonment. The necessary funds for the purpose will be 
advanced'by tho Executive Engineer concerned to the Chaplain or Civil or Military Officer. 
Bills for the expenditure should be rendered by the officer to whom the advance has been 
made, either monthly or otherwise, to the Executive Engineer, who will charge for the 
amount thereof m the usual way m his accounts. Until the bills are received and charged 
off, the advance will be placed in the Miscellaneous Advance Account of the Executive 
Engineer. All planting of shrubs and trees by private persons in cemeteries should be 
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under the control of the Chaplain if resident, otherwise under that of the Magistrate or 
senior Military Officer, as the case may be. When practicable a well should be sunk in 
or near every cemetery. 

In connection with the preservation of cemeteries m decent order, attention is invited to 

tiie rule cited on the mar- 
gin. This rule, however, 
should not be applied to 
monuments of historical 
or sn eh&'ological interests. 
Lists of such tombs 
should be obtained by 
local Governments and 
Admimsl i ations, and as 
many ot them as may be 
properly preserved at the public expense should lie looked after by the Local Public 
Works Department 

5. It should be understood that the Government cannot piovide cemeteries at the 
public expense for Native Christian communities. 

Note — Whoic* then numbei is small, the question is of little importance and is best 
arranged by mutual concessions 01 by special pr ovisions made lot .illy by the parties im- 
mediately concerned And 1 am to suggest foi His Loidslnp’s (Bishop's) consideration, 
whether, if the necessity of dealing at the present time with this matter of Native 
Chiistian interment be in his judgment unavoidably established, it should not he care- 
fully examined m consultation with the several local Governments, having rcgaid to the 
diverse needs and circumstances of the population in cadi separate province. 

0 It is not considered necessary to make any alteration in the existing rules regarding 
the mode of supply ot elmnh furniture. 

7 Fur tlici orderb will he .pushed on the srxth point refer red to the Committee for 
reiroit. 

8. The arrangements for making the necessary pieparntions for digging graves, pre- 
paring coffins, and tire like, should rest in military stations upon the senior Military 
Officers, and civil stations upon the chief local Magistrate These officers are authorised 
to direct any local Public Works Officer to supply all that is necessary The “local 
Public Works Officer” would usually he the Executive Engineer of Military Works 
in military Stations, and the Civil Executive Engineer m other stations. The expendi- 
ture incurred by the Executive Engineer will he held m Ins Miscellaneous Advance 
Account until repaid by the officer authorizing the expenditme But m cases of necessity 
or emergency either officer may he called upon to do what is required. 

Note — The intention of this paragraph is to piovide an ultimate authority in case of 
difficulty, and existmg'ari angements need not he disturbed.

Extiact from the Procccfhnqs of the Government of Jmliu i n the Home Department (Eccle- 
siastical), No. 159, dated Simla, the 6th June 1877. 

Read again — 

Home Department Resolution, Nos. 275 — 287, dated the 8th September 1875, laying 
down certain rules for the guidance of Chaplains of the Church of England in regard 
to burial of suicides, &c. 

Read also — 

Office Memorandum from the Military Department, No 810, dated the 16th November 
1875, forwarding for an expression of opinion a draft General Order which His Ex- 
cellency the Commandcr-m-Chief proposes to issue on the subject in accordance 
with the above rules. „ 

Resolution. — On a reconsideration of the subject, the Government of India think it 
necessary to modify the lulcs contained m the Resolution of 8tli September 1875, so far 
as regards the burial of deceased Roman Catholics. The Government of India have now 
decided . 

1 st, that at stations where there is a Roman Catholic Tnest drawing an allowance from 
Government, he shall he held bound to read the burial service over the body of every 
deceased Roman Catholic brought for burial, unless he be excused from doing so by the 
rubrics and canons of the Roman Catholic Church . and that when the Roman Catholic 
Priest refuses to read the burial service over the body of a deceased Roman Catholic 
eoldior, the Military authorities shall make propel arrangements for the decent interment 
of the corpse ; 

2 ndly, that where there is no Roman Catholic Priest paid by the State, the Protestant 
Chaplain shall, if requested by the friends of the deceased, or by the Officer Commanding, 
he bound to bury the deceased according to the rites and ritual of the Church of England, 
except in either of the three cases m which Protestant Chaplains m India are excused 
from burying a deceased Protestant, viz., dying unbaptized even by lay baptism ; excom- 
municated by the major excommunication ; or declared to be /do de se ; and that when 
a Protestant Chaplain refuses to officiate at the burial of a deceased Roman Catholic 


The Chaplain should communicate wi th the friends of tho 
deceased whon a monument needs repairing, and if it falls 
into a ruinous condition, and no party will uudei take to lcstoie 
it, the ruined monument must be made level vwlh the giouml 
during the next repairs, and any slab* it contained must be 
placed over the grave m simple masonry or be inserted m the 
wall by the Government offieci — [Rule Mil, 1tt<m*e of Cal- 
cutta Bui ial-ffi ound Rule a ) 
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soldier on either of the three abovementioned grounds, the Military authorities BhaU, as 
in the case of refusal by a Roman Catholic Priest, make proper arrangements for the 
deceit interment of the corpse ; 

Srdly, that whenever, with or without furnishing any explanation of his reasons, a 
Roman Catholic Priest paid by the State, or a Protestant Chaplain refuses to perform the 
funeral rites of Ins Church over the body of a deceased Roman Catholic soldier, the cir- 
cumstances of the case should be fully icported by the Military authorities for the con- 
sideration and orders of the Government of India. 

2. The Governor-General in Council is accordingly pleased to direct the modification 
in the above sense of the pi o visions of paragraphs 15 to 19 inclusive of the Resolution, 
8th Septembei 1875.

" British Soldiers and Non-Commissioned Officers are exempted, with retrospective 
effect, from the payment of any fee for the construction of Masonry Graves, or for the 
erection of Monuments in bunal grounds to the memory of their comrades, wives or 
children. The widows and childien of British Soldiers and Non-Commissioned Officers 
are also exempted from payment ol these fees in the case of their deceased husbands or 
parents. No monument, cither regimental or private, shall exceed the dimensions 
prescribed in para. 3, Home Depaitmcnt Resolution, Appendix A, No. 6 — 370 — 82 dated 
the 9th November 1876.”

The following Rule is published foi general information, in modification of the Rule 
contained in para 3, ot Home Depai tin ent Resolution, No 6 — 370 — 382, dated the 9th 
November 1876, which prohibits the enclosure of a kutcha grave by a railing — 

The Archdeacon or in his absence the Bishop, may, on sufficient cause being shown, 
permit a kutcha grave to be enclosed by a railing, other than wooden, on condition that 
the same fee is paid as lb levied on the construction of Masonry graves.

2. The register book under Section 62 shall be kept in the form given in the fourth 
schedule of the Act. 

3. Under Section 62, the true extracts from the register book shall be deposited in the 
Office of the Marriage Registrar or Senior Marriage Registrar or Magistrate of each 
District on the 31st December of each year. A form of extract is given in Appendix 1. 

4. For form of indent see Appendix 7. 

Head VII . — Central Rules relating to the foregoing subjects. 


All persons not being Government officers requirod to send in returns of the nature 
described in the foregoing rules, should forward all their 
communications connected with the duties of their office 
to Government, or to Government officers, in accordance 
with the following rule : — 

Communications sent by private persons to Government 
officials relating to the affairs of Government and endorsed 
according to the specimen form given on the margin, under 
the full signature of the sender (the address including the 
full official designation of the public office to which the 
cover is sent), will be charged on delivery at the rate to 
which they would have been liable if prepaid by stamps.

It will 
supply the first full set of registers and forms to licensed Ministers and to persons autho- 
rized to grant certificates of marriage between Native Christians, but subsequent supplies 
of registers and forms must be paid for out of the fees received. 
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8. Indents for forms required by the Right Reverend the Vicars-Apostolic in this Presi- 
dency and the Very Reverend the Vicar-General of Saint 

Forms. Thome should be submitted by them to the Superintend- 

ent of Government Stationery. 

4. ' The Registrar of the Diocese and Senior Chaplain of the Church of Scotland make 
their own arrangements for obtaining forms. 

6. All other indents for register books and forms should be made r by or'through the 
Magistrate of the District, or by or through the Senior Marriage Registrar for the town 
of Madras, on the Superintendent of Stationery.

Rules for submission of Quarterly Returns of Baptisms and Burials of European Christians * 

The Governor in Council having, under the Indian Christian Marriage Act of 1872, pre- 
scribed Kulos for the submission of Returns of Marriages, deems it desirable to issue the 
following Rules for the submission of Quarterly Returns ol Baptisms and Burials of Euro- 
pean Christians. 

1. In addition to the Quarterly Marriage Returns required under the Indian Christian 

Marriage Act, 1872, the Government require the submis- 

Quarterly Returns of Bap- sum, for statistical and other purposes, of Quarterly Re- 
tisras and Burials. turns of Baptisms and Burials of European Christians, /. «*., 

of “ all Chustians of European birth or descent, or of mix- 
ed European and Native descent,” in the forms specified in Appendices A to C. 

2. The Registrar of the Diocese is not called upon to use the certificate of correctness 

of the Returns as each Clergyman certifies to their correct- 

Certificato of correctness. ness at the foot of each Return. The Senior Chaplain of 
th<* Church of Scotland is also permitted to write the cer- 
tificate of correctness on the Returns.

3. The Return relating to baptisms and burials of each 
quarter should be kept distinct and not contain entries 
which belong to other qunrtei s. 

4 These Returns are to include no entries in respect 
of Native Christians. 


5 Whenever there may have been no baptisms or 
“No Occurence” Certificate, burials recorded dining any quarter, a “ Ceitificate of No 
Occurrence” (sec Appendix E) should he forwarded. 

6. As the Government desire to possess a lecord of all deaths of European and Eura- 

sian Christians buried by the laity and not only of those 
Burial by laymen. buried hvthe Clergv, all magisterial officers* are required 

to report every bunal by laymen within their several juris- 
dictions to the resident Chaplain, or to the Chaplain or Minister who visits the station nt 
which the burial has taken place, in order that it may be included in the Returns furnished 
by him to the Registrar of the Archdeaconry. 

7. In cases of burials performed in places not visited by any Chaplain, the report 
should be made to the nearest Clergyman. 


8. A list of all the stations and out-stations in Madras, showing bv what Clergymen 
the out-stations are visited under the ciders of the Lord Bishop of Madras, will be found 
in Appendix F. 

9. For the purpose of registering burials not performed by Clergymen of tbe Church 
of England, or by laymen according to the forms of the Chui eh of England, the follow- 
ing Rule will be adopted — “ In every Register Book there should be a separate page or 
pages, with heading and form distinct from those entries of burials m which at present 
the Clergyman or layman officiating hunself enters and certifies the record of the service 
which he has performed. In tins part of the book the Chaplain shall enter (as a copy} 
the copy of the certificate transmitted to him by the magisterial officer of the district. 
In this form there should he added a statement of the place of interment. The Chaplain 
shall copy these entries and return them with the others in his Quarterly Return certify- 
ing the correctness of the copies which he makes.” 

10. The reports made by magisterial officers to Chaplains should include the names of 
all European and Eurasian Christians buried by laymen, whether the funeral service bo 
conducted according to the form of the Church of England or not 

11. The same rules are applicable to baptisms when 
performed by laymen. 

12. All officers who forward the Quarterly Returns to 
Government should forward them, if possible, within one 
month after the close of each quarter.

(not being Covenanted Chaplains) ministering under the Bishop's license. 

(2.) — The Right Reverend the Vicars Apostolic in the Madras Presidency, who collect 
them from the various Roman Catholic registering officers within the Presidency. 

(8.) — The Very Reverend the Vicar-General of St. Thomd, who collects them in a simi- 
lar manner. 
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(4 ) — Ministers of religion licensed to solemnize marriages under tlie Indian Christian 
Marriage Act, Section 6, and any other Ministers not included in any of the before- 
mentioned classes, who perform such offices as well as Ministers of the Baptist 
denomination who will furnish registeis of births m lieu of Baptisms. 

14. Bonus of Returns will be isbued gratis on application to the Chief Secretary to 
Government.

The above Institution was founded by the Rev John Anderson, m Black Town, on 
3rd April 1837. Its aim is to provulo for native youth a liberal Christian education, that 
shall cultivate, expand and quicken the whole man, the conscience and will as well as the 
understanding and memoiy. With this view all the branches of a liberal education are 
so taught as to show their connection with the great central truths of religion and Chris- 
tianity. The Bible is icgularly taught as the record t of God’s revelation of HimBelf for 
man’s salvation. . , , „ , , _ 

The instruction is carried on by the Professors, Assistant I rofessor and Teachers 
mentioned above; and the managing body is the College Council. As the College is in- 
tended to bo the centre of the higher Christian education in Southern India, its con- 
stitution is as catholic as possible, and the me mbers of the Council represent the majority 
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of the Protestant Churches in the Presidency. The Church Missionary Society and * the 
Wesleyan Missionary Society contribute each £300 a year to the support of the College, 
so that the Secretary of the former and the District Chairman of the latter are ex-officio 
members of the Council, as well as the Secretary of the Free Church of Scotland Mission. 
The College educates up to the standard of the Bachelor of Arts j degree^ of {the Madras 
Ui.iversity. It has at present 235 students. 

In the school department there are 840 pupils, of whom 360 are in the upper, and 480 
in the lower school. 

Visitors are welcome on school days between the hours of 12 and 1 p. m. 


SCHOOLS OF THE FREE CHURCH OF SCOTLAND MISSION. 

I In connection with, the Central Institution, there are 7 Boys' Schools: — Iyempettafc, 
Rajampettah, Wallajahbad, (Lower Class Schools), Nellore, Conjeveram, Trivellore and 
Chmgleput (Higher Class Schools.) These are conducted m the same manner as the 
Central School. At these 7 schools there is an attendance of upwards of 1,000 boys. 

Female education is extensively carried on by the Mission. A Boarding School for 
daughters of Native Christians is under the charge at present of Miss Wolff. The number 
of pupils is about 60. Thiee schools m Black Town for Caste Girls are superintended by 
the Rev. R. M. Bauboo, with an attendance of upwards of 500 — and two by the Rev. P. 
Rajahgopaul with an attendance of 150. Besides these, the Mission has Caste Girls’ 
Schools at Nellore, Conjeveram, Trivellore and Cliingleput. The number^ofjgirls attend- 
mg these 9 schools is upwards of 1,000. 

On the whole, therefore, the number of young persons receiving a Christian education 
in the College and.Schools of the Mission is about 3,200.

PURSEWALKUM GENERAL CEMETERY. 

Fort St. George, 15th November , 1853. 

The following Rules for the management of the Burial Ground for the interment of the 
dead of all Christian denominations not Members of the Church of England, are publish- 
ed for general information . — 

I. That the Burial Ground be designated “ Pursewalkum General Cemetery this 
designation being inscribed m large letters over tho entrance ; and that tho right of in- 
terment belongs to all Christians not Members of the Church of England. 

II. That the management of the “ Pursewalkum General Cemetery ” be confined to a 
Committee, selected from the Ministers labouring in Madras, those at present being con- 
nected with the London Mission, American Mission, Wesleyan Mission, the General As- 
sembly's Mission, tho Free Church Mission and the Baptist Mission, and such other 
Missionaries and other lay persons as may hereafter be deemed by Government entitled 
to take part in the management. 

III. That the Committee keep the Burial Ground in order (free from all rank vegeta- 
tion ; the trees and shrubs m it being neatly lopped) from the foes realized, making over 
to Government annually any sums that may accrue after the payment of all expenses on 
this acco un t, and rendering for the same period an account of receipts and disbursements 
to the Military Board for submission to Government, and for publication in the Official 

Gazette. _ * 

IV. That the Committee nominate their own Secretary and fill up vacancies, both 
being subject to the approval of the Military Board under the authority of Government.' 

V. That all applications for permission to inter must be m writing to the Secretary 
to the Committee of Management, with particulars of the name of the deceased, date ana 
cause of death, age, late profession or employment. 

VI. That all applications for the interment of children shall, besides containing tho 
name of the child, also contain the name of the parents, their profession, &c., and tho 
Committee will register all Burials according to the established form, submitting the same 
quarterly to the Military Board. 

VII. That the Committee to whom the management of the Burial Ground is entrust- 
ed, be careful to have graves so arranged, that there shall be no waste space. 

VIII. That the charge for monuments be as follows : — 

A first class monument, with ground not exceeding 10 feet by 6. ..... . .Rs. 40 

A second class monument, with ground not exceeding 7 feet by 8£ 25 

A head-stone monument »» 5 

The charge to Native Christians wishing to erect a monument, to be reduced to one- 
half of the above amounts. 
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- IX. The charge for monuments will be appropriated by the Committee, in liquida- 
tion of the expenses incurred in keeping the ground, walls and gate, and the balance 
made over to government, as proposed m Buie III.

Armenian Ccmeteiy. 

The present Cemetery was built and given to the Armenian Community by Govern- 
ment in the year 1802 

Previous to the erection of the Church, the Armenian Community performed Divine 
Service in a temporary place built of timber (on the North of Monument Esplanade, 
opposite Fort St. George), by the late Honorable East India Company, who also paid for 
the support of the Priest (50) £50 annually for 7 years, agreeably to a Treaty entered into 
by the said Company with the Armenian nation, dated London, the 22nd day of June, 
A. D. 1688, and in the fourth year of the reign of King James the Second. Tne present 
Church was built by the Armenian Community at their own expense in the year 1712, 
and alterations and additions made to it by them from time to time. In the year 1888. 
the British Government was pleased to grant the sum of Rupees five thousand (5,000) 
from the late Lottery Funds, for the repairs of the Church, out of which Funds the Com- 
munity was enabled* to erect a substantial and extensive verandah, 148 feet m length by 
10 m breadth, on the east side of it. Government was further pleased to grant a donation 
of Rupees (2,000) two thousand from Dr. Woolley’s Estate to the Church m the year 1889.

By virtue of the power vested in the Governor-General m Council by Section 21 of Act 
XXV of 1867, entitled “ An Act for the regulation of Printing Presses and Newspapers, 
for the preservation of copies of books printed in British India, for the registration of 
such books,” His Excellency in Council is pleased to declare that the following publica- 
tions are exempted from the provisions of the said Act — 

1. — ActH of the Legislative Council without notes or commentaries. 

2. — Price lists and tradesmen’s circulars. 

8. — Catalogues of books and other articles, auctioneers’ notices and advertisements. 

4. — Play-bills, comprising advertisements of theatrical and musical entertainments. 

5. — Decisions of courts of law without notes or commentaries. 

0. — Petitions and appeals addressed to constitute authority under the provisions of law. 

7. — Testimonials of private individuals or public officers. 

8. — Annual reports of schools, banks, societies and firms. 

9. — Almanacs and calendars. 

10. — Labels affixed to articles of commerce.

This Institution was established by the Right Honorable Sir Frederick Adam, x. c. b., 
by a General Order of Government, dated 13th February, 1835, for the instruction m 
“Medicine and Surgery” of Europeans, Eurasians and Natives entering the Medical 
branch of the public service. The benefits of instruction have been since thrown open to 
the community at large. The Medical College lias been recognised by the Royal Colleges 
of Surgeons of London, Dublin and Edinburgh, as one of the Colonial Schools of Medi- 
cine and Surgery. It is under the control of the Director of Public Instruction. 

A building has been appropriated solely to the objects of the Institution, the founda- 
tion stone of which was laid in December 1836. It was greatly enlarged and improved in 
1867. 

There is a separate building for practical Anatomy ; there is also a Laboratory where 
practical Chemistry is taught. 

A Museum has been formed, which in addition to morbid specimens, possesses nume- 
rous pieparations, models, &c., for illustrating the different branches of the course of in- 
struction. There is also a Museum of Botany and Materia Medica. 

The Institution is supplied annually with a selection of Works oil the several branches 
of Medical Science, for the purpose of forming a Library of Reference. There is also a 
Students’ Library. 

The Academical year extends from 1st October to 30th June inclusive, and is divided 
into a Winter Session of six, and Summer Session of three months. The annual examin- 
ations of the College are held in June. 

The pupils m attendance at the College consist of — 

1. Stipendiary and Private Students and a Lane Scholar, who form the Senior or First 
Department of the College. The period of study for those qualifying for the M. b. & c. M. 
degree is five years, and for those qualifying only for the l. m. & s. degree four years. 

2. Military and Civil Students, divided into three classes, who study for three years 
and qualify as Assistant Apothecaries. These form the Second Department. 

8. Government Students, forming the Junior or Third Department of the College, are 
divided into three classes. Their period of study extends over three years ; they are 
designed for Hospital Assistants in Government employ. 

A class of Lady Students has been formed. The pupils study for three years to qualify 
as medical practitioners.

OBJECTS. 

This institution is designed to afford instruction in the science of agriculture and in the 
practical application of sound principles in conducting the ordinary agriculture of this 
country. 

THE FARM, &c. 

The farm is conducted as an experimental farm ; its area is about 280 acres, and it is 
well provided with suitable buildings. 

In the farm workshops all kinds of agricultural implements and tools suited for use in 
India are manufactured and repaired. 

The educational buildings needed are in course of erection on the farm ; of these, a 
Chemical laboratory has already been built on an adjacent site. 

In the neighbouring village of Saidapet students can readily obtain board and lodging 
during their course of teaching ; and a limited number of quarters have been providoa on 
the Farm for such students as are willing to rent them. 

An Agricultural Library and a Museum are in course of formation, and a Reading-room 
for the use of students has been provided. 

A Veterinary Hospital will bo established ; the buildings being tn course of erection. 

MANAGEMENT, &c. 

The institution is attached to the Educational Department under the general control of 
the Director of Public Instruction, acting in communication with the Board of Revenue. 
The direct management of the institution is entrusted to the Superintendent of Govern- 
ment Farms, who conducts all correspondence regarding the institution, issues all notices, 
orders, &c., regarding the delivery of lectures and other matters connected with the 
routine of the institution ; and maintains discipline amongst the students, who are m all 
things, subject to the orders he issues. 

INSTRUCTION, &c. 

The course of instruction extends over three yenrs ; there are two sessions in each 
year, a Summer Session and a Winter Soshion ; the Summer Session begins each year on 
the 1st of April, and ends on the 80th of June , the Winter Session begins on the 1st of 
October, and ends on the 81st of March. Though, m the Winter Session, class-room and 
lecture-room instruction does not begin until the 1st of October, students are nevertheless 
expected to attend at Saidapet on the 1st of September, m order that they may witness 
and take part in the important field operations conducted at that season in connexion 
with the sowing of the cold weather-crops. 

The instruction given m the institution, embraces a thorough study of agriculture and 
of such portions of Chemistry, Geology, Zoology, Botany, and the Veterinary Art as bear on 
the theory and practice of agriculture. In addition to these special subjects, the following 
also receive attention • — Farm Book-keeping, land-surveying, mensuration, and drawing. 
The instruction is given by means of lectures, class-room discussions, and field classes. 

During the portion of the day set apart for practical instruction m farming out of doors, 
every student is expected to take part in whatever woi k may be going forward on the 
farm ; compliance with this regulation will be enforced. Each student is Expected to 
make himself strictly acquainted with all the operations daily performed on the farm, 
and is required to keep a journal or diary of the same. 

Instruction is conveyed in the English language, hut the Masters will afford as much 
assistance ns possible m explaining the lectures and instruction generally to students 
whose limited acquaintance with English may make it difficult for them to follow such 
instruction without explanation. 

ADMISSION. 

Europeans, Eurasians, and Natives of all classes and from any part of the country 
are eligible for admission into the institution when vacancies exist, on complying with 
the following conditions : — 

Candidates who desire to avail themselves of stipendiary studentships or scholarships 
must be between sixteen and twenty -four years of age, and must produce with their ap- 
plication for admission the following certificates : — 

(a.) Certificate of age. 
lb.) Do. of character. 

(c.) Do. of physical fitness.* 

For the present no fee will he charged except in the case of students who enter only for 
instruction in special subjects ; strict conformity with all the rules of the institution will 
be enforced. 

Students must provide themselveB with all necessary text books, stationery, &c. 

Students who have passed the Matriculation, General Test or Middle School (in th6 
first class) Examinations will be eligible for admission without undergoing any furthex 
examination, provided they produce the certificates needed, and comply with the other 

* Should state that the candidate has been vaccinated. 
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conditions laid down. When there is a greater number of theso candidates than there 
are vacancies to fill, a selection will be made of the most promising, at tho discretion 
of the Superintendent. 

When there are more vacancies to fill than there are candidates qualified, as stated in 
the preceding paragraph, the entrance examination will be held m tho subjects prescrib- 
ed^ for the Middle School Examination ; the Candidates who pass in tho lBt Class only 
being eligible for admission. 

Tho date of tho examination and of futuro entrance examinations 1, will be duly notified 
in the Fort St. George Gazette. 

STIPENDIARY STUDENTSHIPS. 

Of the students who have at the close of the first Session been most successful, five will 
be selected to fill stipendiary Studentships established by Government, to which will 
be attached a monthly salary of Rupees 10 m tho latter half of the first, year, Rupees 
12£ per mensem in the second year, and Rupees 15 per mensem ior 9 months in the third 
year, under the following conditions . — 

No stipend will be increased unless tho holder obtains half of the total marks given 
and one-thud of tho marks allotted to each subject m each Session. Tho stipend will be 
liable to be forfeited m part or m whole for continued disobedience to orders or neglect 
of duty, and no person who holds a stipendiary studentship will continue to hold it if 
found to bo unfit to undergo further training from incapacity or want of interest. 
Stipend cannot be held for more than two and a halt years, and cannot be retained unloss 
the recipient pass ior the higher grade within twelve months. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

One scholarship, of tho valuo of Rupees 10 per mensem, and tenable for two years, will 
bo given to the student who, at the end of the fiist year of training, seenies the hugest 
number of marks, and who, m other respects, has given satisfaction. TIuh scholarship 
is to bo held undei tho same general conditions as arc applicable to stipeudiaiy student- 
ships. 

AGRICULTURAL CERTIFICATE 

At the conclusion of tho course of training, students who nro found to possess tho 
necessary knowledge, and whoso conduct has been satisfnrtoij , will be entitled to certifi- 
cates, certifying to their qualifications as agriculturists under the following rules — 

First-class Certificate . — To qualify foi this certificate tho student must thioughout the 
whole course of training have obtained 33 pci cent of the total muiks for each subjoct of 
instruction, and GO per cent, of the sum total of such minks, m each Session. 

Second-class Certificate. — To qualify for tins certificate tho student must throughout tho 
whole course of training have obtained 25 per cent of the total marks foi each subject of 
instruction, and 40 per cont. of the sum total of such muiks, m each Session. 

A student who fails to obtain 33 per cent of the total minks allotted for a subject in a> 
Session and yet obtains GO percent, of the sum total of tho marks m tho Session will be 
allowed m the following Session a special examination m the subject m wlnrh bo has 
failed, and if he passes it satisfactorily, he will bo deemed to have passed the first stand- 
aid in that Session ; and in the same way a student who may bn\e obtained 40 per cent 
of tho sum total of tho marks in the Session and jet lias failed m getting 25 per cent, of 
the total for each subject will also bo entitled in the ensuing Session to a special examina- 
tion in the subject in which he has failed, on passing which successfully he will be conbi- , 
dered as having passed the second standard of that Session. I 

SCIIOOL-TEACIIERS AND OTHERS. 

Arrangements will be made under which young men, who aro studying m Madras 
to qualify themselves as school-teachers, will be permitted to uUmd one or more courses 
of lectures and to undergo a partial training in practical agriculture at the institution, 
with a view to teaching this subject m middle-class and elementary scliooJs under their 
charge. 

GENERAL. 

Land-owners and others may enter students at the institution under tho same rules 
and regulations as Government Stipendiary Students, provided the stipends are paid re- 
gularly ono month in advance to the Superintendent, Government Farms, by whom 
theBe stipends will bo disbursed under the rules prescribed.

FIRST DEPARTMENT. 


Military Division. — Officers of H. M’s British and Indian Armies. 

Civil Division. — Civilians, (European and Native) being Undergraduates of the Mad- 
ras or other Indian University. 

Rules of Admission. 

(Based on Government Notification , 28 th Match, 1862, and 1 5th December , 1868.) 

Military Division — I. Candidates for admission to this Department must be Euro- 
pean Commissioned Officers of the Army below the rank of Field Officer. 

II. They must be qualified by acquaintance with their Military duties and by having 
passed the Examination m the Native languages ; and they will be required to undergo 
an entrance Examination in Arithmetic (the whole) ; Algebra (as far as Simple Equa- 
tions) ; Euclid (first three books.) 

III. Applications from Officers should be addressed (through their Commanding Offi- 
cers) to the Principal of the College, who after satisfying himself that the Candidates are 
fully qualified under paras. 1 and 2 and are likely to profit by the course of study, will 
forward the application for the approval of His Excellency the Commander-m-Chief. 

IV. Admissions to this Department will usually take place at the opening of the Ses- 
sion m January in each year, the preparatory Entrance Examination being held in the 
month of December preceding. 
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V. Officers who obtain permission to study at the College will be considered “ absent 
on duty” and will be so reported in the Regimental Returns. 

VI. The number of Officers m this Department is limited to five. 

VII. The Principal of the Collego may at any time recommend to His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief that an Officer may be remanded to his Regiment. 

Civil Division. — Civil candidates must be over 1(S years of age and must produce satis- 
factory testimony of good character, age, health, and freedom from liability to small-pox. 
No entrance examination is required, the production by a candidate of his First Arts Cer- 
tificate in addition to the abovementioned certificates will entitle him to admission if 
there be a vacancy. 

H. The number of Civil students m the first Department is at present limitod to ten. 

i. All students (Military and Civil) will be required to pay a Monthly Fee of sixteen 
Rupees and to provide themselves with the Text Boohs m use, also with a case of Draw- 
ing Instruments, Color Boxes, &c 

11 . Students are non-resident. 

lii. The course of study usually extends over two Sessions, and those students who 
qualify will roceivo certificates as Assistant Engineers. 

iv. The course of instruction is also regulated to meet the requiioments of the Madras 
University for the degree of B.C E. (Bachelor in Civil Engineering ) 

v. The Government do not guarantee appointments to passed students of the First 
Department.

( Rased on G ()., No 1237, dated 14th May, 1H72 ) 

I. There are 10 Stipendary Studentships m this Dcpaitment, open to Non -Commission- 
ed Officers and Soldiers of European Regiments 

II. Candidates for those must 

(ad Bo less than twenty-five years of age 

(b.) Have uniformly conducted tliemselves to the satisfaction of their Commanding 
Officers in the discharge of their duties as N. C Officers and Privates 

(c.) Be thoroughly trustworthy and well conducted men, who can bo relied on to 
superintend Native woikmon efficiently and to treat them m a becoming manner. 

HI. Applications from Commanding Officers for the examination of such men as they 
may recommend for Stipendiary Military Studentships should reach the Principal not 
later than March of each year and should be accompanied by the following documents, 
viz : — 

(a.) Extracts from Regimental Courts Martial and Defaulter Books, from dato of 
entering the service 

(b.) Extracts from Company Defaulter Book for the preceding two years 

(r.) Certificates of sound health and unimpaired constitution, from a Medical Officer. 

N. B. — When forwarding applications it should be stated whether the candidate is 
married. 

IV. The subjects of examination for admission are as follows - 

Enolish — Dictation and Grammar 

AwTiiMETre. — Tho whole. 

V. This examination will be held on or about the 15th April of each year, uild the 
successful candidates who stand highest m the list up to the authorised number will be 
selectod for admission and will proceed to Bangalore, where they will remain one year 
for the purpose of at quinng a knowledge of the Vernaculars previous to their joining tho 
College. 

VI. Stipendiary Students will be allowed the same pay, rations and clothing as when 
serving with their respective Regiments, and m addition a stipend of ten Rupees a month. 

VII. Their position will be strictly that of Probationers They will continue to be 
borne on the strength of their respective Regiments, and such of them as prove not to be 
qualified either in respect of character or attainments will he sent back to their Regiments. 
On the other haud those who prove every way fit, will be appointed Overseers m the De- 
partment of Public Works, or to such other situations as may be considered proper. 

K Vni. Whilst at College they will wear the undress uniform of their rank and Regi- 
ment and be under the command of the Principal, or in his absence, of the Officer acting

X. They reside m Barracks and Quarters adjoining the College 

XI The course of study at the College occupies two Sessions, and those who are pro- 
perly qualified receive certificates as Overseers or Supervisors, Public Works Depart- 
ment. 
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Civil Division. 

1. Tbo admission of students takes place at the commencement of the Session on the 
first Monday of August, each year. 

2. Candidates for admission not boing matriculated students must pass an entrance 
examination, the subjects for which are, English, Grammar and Dictation, Arithmetic, 
the whole. 

8. This examination will be held on or about the 15th April of each year at the 
College and in all the Public Works Divisional Offices, except at the Presidency and Mount, 
and applications for it should be addressed to the Principal, C. E. College, by the 15th 
March preceding. Due notice will be given every year m the Fort Saint George Gazette of 
the particulars regarding the examination. 

4. The names ol tlio candidates selected lor admission will be published in the Fort 
Saint George Gazette, and they will have to join the College on the opening of the Session 
m August following. 

5. Matriculated students will be admitted without examination on the production of 
tlieir University certificates, but applications must be sent in time for registration. 

6. All candidates for admission must be under 22 years of age, and must produce with' 
their applications certificates regarding conduct, age, (baptism instead in the case of 
Christians) health, and freedom from liability to small-pox. 

7. The courso of study extends over 2 years. 

8. All students must pay a monthly fee of Bs. 3 and provide themselves with the 
necessary books, instruments, &e. 

9. At the final examination successful students receive certificates of qualification as 
Overseers or Supervisors accordiug to merit. 

10. Scholarships of Bs 15 each tenable for one year from 1st August will be awarded 
to the five studonts of tho second year, who have most distinguished themselves during 
their first year of study, and they will be exempt from the payment of fees. 

THE FBANCIS COTTON WALKEB SCHOLABSIIIP. 

In tho 2nd Department a Scholarship of the value of about 14 Bujiees per mensem 
(tenable for two years) has been founded by an Officer of tho Boyal Engineers under the 
following conditions . — 

I. Candidates being natives of Malabar, Canara and tho Neilgherry Hills, are eligible 
for the Scholuiship, provided that they are under 22 years of age and can pass the Civil 
Engineering College Vernacular Test in Malayalum or Canareso in addition to tho usual 
Entrance Examination as specified above for Civil candidates. 

11. Thoso Examinations will be conducted by means of papers furnished by the 
Principal of the College. 

III. Applications for examination (duly supported by certificates of age, character and 
physical ntness as required by the College Buies for 2nd Department,) should be forward- 
ed to the Principal on or before the 15th March. 

IV. If moie than one candidate be eligible, the preference to be given to a Protestant 
Christian, failing Huch to a Boxnnn Catholic and finally to a Hindu or Mussulman candidate. 

V. The selected candidate will be exempted from payment of College Fees while 
under instruction. 

VI. Any scholar whose conduct m progress is unsatisfactory, will be liablo to be 
deprived of his scholarship, in whole or in part. 

VII. The selected candidate should join the Collego at tho commencement of tho 
Sossion on the 1st Monday of August immediately following his examination, and will 
receive the scholarship monthly while resident under training. 

VIII. IIo will be required to purchase the Text Books and the Drawing Instruments, 
&c., in uso in the 2nd Department. 

SPECIAL DEPABTMENT. 

European and Native for Drawing, Estimating and Surveying. 

1. Tho rules of admission to this Department are the same as those of the 2nd Depart- 
ment. Tho Entrance Examination comprises — 

English. — Ability to write correctly and legibly from Dictation, with a competent 
knowledge of Grammar. 

Arithmetic. — The Four Simple and Compound Buies, Beduction, Vulgar and Decimal 
Fractions. 

2. Successful Students receive certificates of qualification as Surveyors or Draftsmen 
and Estimators, of tho 1st, 2nd, or 3rd class according to merit. 

3. Scholarships of Bs. 8 tenable for one yoar from 1st August will be awarded to 
students of the 2nd year who distinguish themselves during the first year of their study, 
five in the Surveying and five in the Drawing classes. 

4. Scholarships are liable to withdrawal for misconduct or want of application. 

OFFICE BS* SUBVEYING CLASS. 

This class was established by G. O,, No. 4,127, dated 1st December, 1862, under the fol- 
lowing conditions : — 

I. The class is open to all Officers of H. M.’h British and Indian Armies below the 
rank of Fiold Officers, with tho leBtnction that not more than two Officers of the same 
Ecgimcnt attend the class at the same time. 
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II. Applications from candidates should be addressed to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, ana nominations will be made by His Excellency tho Commander-in-Chief who 1 
(in communication with the Principal) will determine the number of Officers to bo ad- 
mitted. 

III. The class will be formed on 1st January and 1st August of each year (provided 
there be not less than 10 candidates) and the course of study will occupy about 6 months. 

IV. Each Officer will bo required to pay a monthly Fee of 16 Rupees and to furnish 
himself with tho Text Book m Surveying and all necessary instruments, color boxes, &c. 

V. Officers permitted to join this class will be considered “ absent on duty” and will 
be so reported in tho Regimental Returns. 


RULES FOR EDUCA TIONA L GRANTS-IN-AID. | 

Fott St. George, Febiumy 16 , 1880 . 

NOTIFICATION. 

| The following Educational Grant-ni-iud Code will come into force irom tlu* 1st April 
1880 in supersession of all existing rules, subject to the relaxations and lestnctions heie- 
mafter mentioned. 

2. Masters, who are receiving half bulary grants under the rules hitherto m forco, will 
be eligible for one-tlnrd salary grants until the 3 1st March 1882, and Masters, who are 
recoivmg one-third salary grants, will be eligible for one-fourth balary grants until the 
same date. 

3. Schools, which havo been hitherto on the rosult systom, will not bo eligible for 
examination under tho fifth and sixth and seventh standards during the oilicial year 
1880-81, but such schools will bo at liberty to commcnco preparing pupils for examination 
under these standards with a view to obtaining grants m 1881-82. 

4. Middle Schools, which have been hitherto on tho salary grant system, may apply 
for permission to relinquish their salaiy grants from tho 1st Apnl 1880, and to be placed 
on the results system from that date. Such schools may bo allowed to present pupils 
under all the standards in 1880-81, provided that no objection is raised by the President 
of the Local Fund Cirolc or Municipality in which the schools are situated, or by tho 
Director of Public Instruction, to the payment of such charges for results grants, as may 
m consequence devolve on Local, Municipal, and Provincial Funds, respectively

EDUCATIONAL GRANT-IN-AID CODE. 

I. INTRODUCTION. 

1. Grants-in-aid of schools and other educational institutions will be made with the 
special object of extending and improving the secular education oi the people, and will be 
given impartially to all schools which impart a sound secular education, subject to the 
conditions hereinafter specified, and with due consideration of the requirements oi each 
locality and of the funds at the disposal of Government. 

2. Grants aio given under two alternative systems, viz.: 

(1) The Salary Giant System. 

(2) The Lit 'suits Giant S} stem. 

Grants aie also given for — 

(3) The payment of Normal Scholarships. 

(4) The erection, pui chase, enlargement and rent of school-buildings. 

(6) The purchase of school-furniture, maps, books for school libiunch, special ap- 
paratus, diagrams, examples and tools. 

II. THE SALARY GRANT SYSTEM. 

(a) Conditions of Aid. 

3. It will bo essential to the consideration of any application for aid under the salary 
grant system that the school on behalf of which it is preferred shall be under the manage- 
ment o‘f one or more persons, who, in the capacity of Proprietors, Trustees, or Members 
of a Committee elocted by the Society or Association by which the school may have been 
established, will be prepared to undertake iho general superintendence of the school, and 
to be answerable for its permanence for some given time 

4 Every application for a grant must bo accompanied by a declaration that the appli- 
cant or applicants are prepared to subject the institution on behalf of which tho applica- 
tion is made together with its current accounts, list of establishment, time-table, scheme 
of studios, and registers of attendance, to the inspection of a Government Inspector, such 
inspection and examination relating only to tho general management and to the secular 
instruction, and having no reference to any religious instruction which may be imparted. 

6 Except in the case of Normal Schools for training teachers and o! Female Schools, 
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such monthly schooling fees must be levied as may from time to time be prescribed by 
Government. 

6. No salary grant shall be given until a fairly suitable building has been provided. 

7. No salary grant shall be given or continued to any school which cannot show 
an average attendance for three months of at least twenty pupils. 

8. Generally a teacher will not be eligible for a grant unless he or she spends at least 
four hours per diem m secular teaching, but in the case of Pundits teaching oriental 
languages alone, and Mistresses teaching needle-work alone, two hours per diem will 
suffice, and in the case of Teachers instructing college classes three hours will be accepted. 

(6) Issue, Transfer, Withdrawal, and Payment of Grants. 

9. Applications for grants m aid of Masters and Mistresses must be sent to the 
Director of Public Instruction through the Inspector of the Division. 

10. Except in cases in which a reference to Government is required, all grants from 
Provincial Funds will be sanctioned by the Director of Public Instruction. 

11. Grants not exceeding Rupees 10 per mensem may bo transferred, reduced, or 
withdrawn by an Inspector of Schools The transfer, reduction, or withdrawal of grants 
exceeding the foregoing limit will bo made by the Director on the recommendation of an 
Inspector. 

12. A teacher absent on leave for a period not exceeding six months may, with the 
sanction of the Inspector of the Division when tho monthly salary grant does not exceed 
Rupees 10, or with the sanction of tin* Director of Public Instruction if it exceeds that 
amount, receive half his or her grant during buck absence, and the other half may be 
assigned to any fairly-qualified substitute, provided that the managers of the school 
contribute tho proportion required of them mulei these ruleb towaids tho salaries of the 
absent and officiating teachers. 

13. In cases in winch the managers of a school may desire to draw a grant for an 
absent teacher for a period exceeding six months, the sanction of Government Bhall be 
obtained. 

14. All grants m aid of the salaries of Masters and Mistresses will be paid monthly 
It will he essential to the payment of such grants that the proportion which the managers 
are required to contnbuto for the purpose for which the grants may have been sanctioned 
shall be duly paid. All grant bills shall therefore contain a declaration that the teachers 
have received the portion of their salaries payable by the managers. 

(c) Nature of Certificates and Amount of Grants. 

15. Subject to the conditions prescribed m these rules, a grant not exceeding onc- 
half of the total salary within the prescribed limits will be given to Schoolmistresses 
holding normal or ordinary certificates, and also to Masters m certain eases hereinafter 
mentioned. 

16. A grant not exceeding one-third of the total p alary within the prescribed limits 
will be given to Masters holding normal certificates and to nncertilicated Mistresses who 
have passed the higher, middle school, or special umicr primary examination 

17. A grant not exceeding one-fourth of the total salary within the prescribed limits 
will be given to Masters holding ordinary certificates 

18. A grant not exceeding one-fifth of the total salary within the prescribed limits will 
be ^iven to uncertificated Masters who have passed one of the Madras University Exami- 
nations or the Middle School or Special Upper Primary Examinations, or any examina- 
tion which shall be declared equivalent to such examinations. 

19. Normal certificates will be given only to persons w)io have gone through a full 
course of training m a Normal School for a period of twelve months, and who have passed 
the following tests : — 

(1) The general education test of the grade for which the teacher is a candidate 

(2) The test m the theory of Bcliool management prescribed for the grade. 

(3) Teaching a class m the presence of an Inspector 

(4) Beading aloud a passage selected by the Examiner in tho language or languages 

brought up by tho candidate. 

20. Ordinary certificates will be given to persons who — 

(1) have passed the general education test and the tost in school management pre- 

scribed for the grade for winch they are candidates ; 

(2) have been actually employed as teachers for at least two years in schools under 

Government inspection ; and 

(3) have obtained a favorable report from an Inspector or Deputy Inspector on their 

reading and ability to teach a class, and on the mode w which they have done 

their work generally. 

21. The departmental examinations for these tests will be held at Madras apd at other 

S laces appointed by the Director of Public Instruction once a year commencing on the 8th 
ay of December, unless that day falls on a Sunday, when the examination will commence 
on the Monday following. 

22. The examination of European and East Indian teachers in a vernacular will not be 
essential when they are omployed in schools intended mainly for European and East 
Indian children. Similarly, in the case of Hindu or Mussulman teachers engaged iff 
Hindu or Mussulman Schools examination in English will not be essential. In the case 
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of teachers pacing in but one language the maximum grant will be only, 75 per cent, of 
thoeum specified, except m the lowest grade, in wlncli only one language is prescribed. 

23. The certificates awarded to Schoolmasters will be of five grades. The general edu- 
cation tests for these grades are shown bolow* — 

First Grade , — The B.A. Examination of the Madras, Calcutta, or Bombay University. 

Second Grade . — The F.A do do. do. or do do. 

Third Grade . — The Matriculation do do. do or do do. 

Fouith Giade — The Middle School Examination, First Class. 

Fifth Grade . — The Special Upper Primurj r Examination laid down m Schedule C. 

21. The tests in the theory of school management foi normal and ordinary certificates 
of the above grades nre laid down m Sehcdilfc D 

25. Graduates o* Universities in Euiope, Ameiica, and Australia, and holders of certi- 
ficates granted by the Committee of Councils on Education m (Jient Britain, or by the 
Commissioners of National Education m Ireland, will he placed m such giades as m the 
judgment of the Director of Public Instruction their attainments and other qualifications 
may render appropriate, and will be entitled to the same giants as the holders of normal 
certificates.

27. In cases in which the managers of a college or school may be dosirouB of giving to 
a teacher of the first grade a higher salary than the maximum contemplated in the above 
scale, a proportionate grant may be assigned to lnm with the sanction of Government 

28. * The nature of the work which a teacher is to do must he specified when a grant is 
applied for, and if it is pioposed to permanently alter the character of that work, due 
previous intimation of the same must bo given to the Inspector of the Division. Usually 
grants will not be given or continued if a teacher is employed on work beyond his capa- 
city. If, on the other hand, a teachei is employed on work below his capacity, he must 
expect to he paid according to his work and not according to his qualifications. The 
following table shows the scale of salaries contemplated as suitable for the staff of a 
High School for boys completo in all its departments and the qualifications expected for 
these salaries —

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29. With the sanction of Government, Masters employed in — 

(a ) Poor schools, especially schools for poor Europeans and East Indians, 

(c) Mahomedan Schools, 

may, if they have jmssed the general education test, receive half salary grants ; or if they 
have not passed this test, but are approved by the Inspec tor, one- third salary grants. 

80. In other peculiar cases, when a qualified Master cannot be procured, a salary grant 
of ono-third may, with the sanction of Government, be assigned to a Master approved by 
the Inspector. 

81. A Pundit who has passed the general education test for the fifth grade may re- 
ceive the salary grant of a Master of the fourth grade, if he is employed m teaching stu- 
dents of the First Arts Class, and the salary grant of a Master of the third grade, if he is 
employed in teaching students preparing for the B.A. degree. 

82. A Master of Arts of the Madras University who has passed m the third or fourth 
branch (Physical Science or Biology) may receive a half salaiy grant of Rupees 50 in 
addition to such other salary grant as he may be entitled to on condition of his teaching 
one or more of the subjects prescribed for tlieso branches for not less than two hours in 
the college or school in which he is employed 

83. A Bachelor of Arts ot the Madias University who has passed in Physical Science 
as his optional subject may receive a half salary grant of Rupees 25 on similar conditions. 

84. A half salary grant of Rupees 10 may be assigned on similar conditions to any 
teacher of Physical Science who — 

(a) has passed the Preliminary Scientific Examination prescribed for the M.B. and 
C. M. Examination of the Madras University ; 

(b) has attended a course of lectures on Chemistry or Botany in the Madras Medical 

College and has received a certificate stating that he is qualified to teach the 
elements of the subject ; 

(c) has attended a course of lectures on one of the subjects prescribed for the Physi- 

cal Science branch of the B. A. degree m any affiliated College provided with 
the requisite means of teaching tho subject, and has received a certificate Btating 
that he is qualified to teach the elements of tlie subject. 

85. A Master who has undergone a full course of training in the School of Agriculture 
and has received a certificate of qualification aB an agriculturist may receive a half salary 
grant of Rupees 25 on similar conditions. 

36. A Master who has attended a course of lectures in tho School of Agriculture, has 
undergone a partial training in practical agriculture, and has received a certificate stating 
that he is qualified to teach the elements of the subject may receive an additional half 
salary grant of Rupees 10 on similar conditions. 

87. A Master who has gone through the full course of the Madras School of Industrial 
Arts and has received an Art Master’s certificate may receive a half salary grant of Rupees 
25 on similar conditions. 

38. A Master who has gone through a regular course of instruction m the Madras 
School of Industrial Arts and has received a certificate of the third stage, second degree, 
may receive an additional half salary grant of Rupees 10 on similar conditions. 

89. The extra grants laid down m paragraphs 82, 33, 84, 35, 38, 87 and 38 may also, 
with the sanction of Government, he assigned on similar conditions to any qualified 
teacher of Physical Science, Agriculture, or Drawing, who can produce a diploma or certi- 
ficate, equivalent m value to those above specified. 

40. The certificates awarded to Schoolmistresses will be of three grades. The general 
education tests for these grades are as shown below . — 

First Grade. — The Matriculation Examination of the Madras, Calcutta, or Bombay 
University, or the Higher Examination laid down in Schedule A. 

Second (Wade —The Middle School Examination, 1st Class, with the test m needle- 
woik laid down in Schedule B 

Third Grade. — The Special Upper Primary Examination laid down m Schedule C. 

41. The tests m the theory of school management for normal and ordinary certificates 
of the above grades are laid down in Schedule D. 

42. Schoolmistresses holding certificates from the Committoo of Council on Education 
in Great Britain or the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland will be placed 
in tho first grade. 

43. Salary grants will be ordinarily given according to the following maximum scale : —

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44. In cases in which the manager of a school may be desirous of giving to a teacher 
of the first grade a higher salary than the maximum contemplated by the above scale, a 
proportionate grant may be assigned to her with the sanction of Government. 

45. The rule laid down in paragraph 28 applies also, mntatis mutandis , to applications 
for grants for Schoolmistresses. The following table Rhows the scale of salarie contem-

46. In peculiar cases, when a qualified Mistress cannot bo procured, a salary grant of 
one-third may, with the sanction of Government, bo assigned to a Mistress approved by 
the Inspector. 

47. The additional salary grants laid down for male teachers of Physical Science and 
Drawing will bo also given to female teachers on similar conditions. 

48. Applications for grants in aid of the salaries of msti actors in Industrial Schools 
and Gymnasia will be disposed of by Government, each case being determined as far as 
possible by the analogy of the rules relating to salary grants. 

III.— THE RESULTS GRANT SYSTEM. 

(a) Selection of Schools. 

49. Every Manager, who desires to have his school examined for a £rant under the 
results system, shall forward, before the 31st December, an application, m the subjoined 
Form E, to the President of the Local Fund Board or Municipality in which tho school 
is situated. In Madras, the Managers of schools other than poor schools shall forward 
their applications to the Director of Public Instruction before tho abovemontioned date, 
and Managers of poor schools only shall forward their applications to the President of the 
Madras Municipality before the 80th September. 

50. Every such application shall he referred to the Deputy Inspector, who shall, as 
soon as possible after the 1st January, embody the substance of all tno applications refer- 
red to h fcw m a tabular statement, and shall submit tho same to the Inspector of the 
Division with a covering letter, in which he shall briefly state any facts which he may 
consider it desirable to communicate regarding the respective claims to aid of tho several 
schools applying for grants, and shall also name the datc on which he proposes to examine 
each sohool. In the Madras Municipality the Deputy Inspector shall submit the tabular 
statement and letter relating to poor schools as soon as possible after the 1st October. 

61. A copy of this letter and list shall be furnished by tho Inspector of the Division 
with his own opinion to the Local Fund Board or Municipality, who shall deHrmine 
what schools Bhall be eligible for results grants payable from Local or Municipal Funds

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during the ensuing official \ear. A list of such schools and of the dates fixed for their 
examination shall be published m the District Gazette before the 81st March, and no 
other schools shall be examined for results grants payable from Local or Municipal Funds 
without special orders from the President. In the Madras Municipality the list of poor 
1 schools and of the dates fixed for their examination shall be published in the Fait St. 
Geoiyv Gazette before the 81st December. 

62. Such poi turns of the list and reports as relate to schools applying for results 
grants payable fiom Provincial Funds shall be foi warded by tho Piesulent of the Local 
Fund Board or Municipality with lus own opinion to the Dnector of Public Instruction, 
who shall decide what schools shall be eligible for icbults giants payable from Provincial 
Funds during the ensuing official year, and under wluit standards such schools shall 
bo examined. Tho names of such schools, tho dates fixed for their examination, 
and the standards undei which they aie to be examined, shall be published by the Presi- 
dent of the Local Fund Bon id or Mumt ipality mi he Distort Gazette, and no other

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77. The grants for girls under heads 1 to II in Primary Schools and in heads 1 to 4 in 
Middle Schools will be 75 per cent, higher than those named in the scale. 

78. All prospective reductions in the scale of grants, whether general or affecting 
particular schools, shall be notified in the District Gazette when the list of schools to be 
aided is published. 

79. The Inspecting Officer shall, as soon as possible after the examination of a school, 
furnish the Manager with a certifying memorandum in duplicate, or, if necessary, with 
two certifying memoranda in duplicate, showing the number of pupils examined and 
passed under each standard, and the grant claimable m consequence either at maximum 
rates or at the reduced rates noted in the District Gazette. 

80. If the grant is payable from Local or Municipal Funds, the certifying memoran- 
dum shall be submitted to the President of the Local Fund Board or Municipality, on 
whose countersignature the grant therein specified shall be paid by the Treasury Officer 
of the Circle or the proper Municipal Officer. 

81. If the grant is payable from Provincial Funds, tho certifying memorandum shall 
be submitted to the Inspector of the Division, on whose countersignature the grant 
therein specified shall be paid by the Treasury Officer. 

82. The duplicate copy of every certifying memorandum shall be forwarded, with an 
endorsement showing tho amount paid thereon, to the Inspector of the Division for 
transmission to the Director of Public Instruction. 

83. All results grants earned by boys under the first, second, and third standards shall 
bo payable from Local and Municipal Funds. All other results grants shall be payable 
from Provincial Funds. In the Madras Municipality all results grants earned by boys 
or girls m poor schools under the first, second and third standards shall be payable from 
Municipal Funds, and all grants earned by such boys or girls under the fourth standard 
shall be payable from Provincial Funds. All results grants earned in the Madras Muni- 
cipality in schools which are not poor schools shall bo payable from Provincial Funds. 

84. If, owing to any miscalculation, tho fund availablo for the payment of results 
grants run short of the amount required, all unpaid claims due for the past year shall be 
discharged bofore any sums are paid for grants earned during the current year.

86. In the case of students who are being taught as well as being trained, a grant for 
a scholarship will be tenable m each grade for two years. In the case of students who 
have passed the general education test of tho grade, and arc only being trained, a grant 
for a scholarship will be tenable for one year. 


V. SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

87. Grants will be made towards the erection, purchase, or enlargement of a school- 
building on the following conditions : — 

1st . — That in each case the managers of the school shall contribute double the 
amount of the grant. 

2/t</.-— That satisfactory evidence shall be adduced of the necessity for the erection, 
, purchase, or enlargement, in aid of which the grant is sought. 

3rrf.-— That the amount applied for shall not exceed what may be considered reason- 
able, taking into account the budget provision for the year, the importance 
of the school, and any previous grants which may have been issued to the 
managers of the institution. • 

4tk . — That the application, which should be submitted before the commencement of 
the undertaking, shall be accompanied by a plan and estimate of the cost of 
the building proposed to be erected, purchased, or enlarged. The plan and 
estimate will be retained in the Director’s Office.

5tk . — That previous to the disbursement of the grant it shall be certified by the 
District Engineer, or other responsible officer who mav have been deputed 
to examine the building, that the work has been proceeded with as provided 
for in the plan and estimate previously sanctioned. Also that before dis- 
burseraent the managers of the school shall declare that they have funds on 
hand sufficient, when supplemented by the grant, to clear off all the debts 
incurred in the execution of the work. 

6 th . — That m the event of any building, towards the erection, purchase, or enlarge- 
ment of which a grant may have been made by Government, being diverted 
prior to the lapse of twenty years from the date of the issue of the grant 
to other than educational purposes, the managers at the time of the diver- 
sion shall refund to Government such portion of the grant allowed them as 
shall be determined by arbitrators, who, in making their award, shall take 
into consideration the length of time the building has been used as a school- 
house, and its consequent deterioration ; but m the event of such managers 
■* failing to make such refund, then they shall sell the building to Government 
at a valuation to be determined by arbitrators, who, in making their award, 
shall deduct from the price such portion of the grant as may seem equitable, 
regard being had to the length of time the building has been used as a school- 
house, and its consequent deterioration. 

1th .— That the arbitrators referred to in the last preceding rule shall be three in 
* number, one of whom shall be nominated by Government, another by the 

managers of the school, and the third by the two arbitrators so appointed ; 
and m case of the arbitrators differing in opinion, the award of the^majority 
shall be binding and conclusive on all parties. 

88. Building grants on account of schools are not intended to provide house accom- 
modation for teachers or pupils. 

89 Grants are not givon to pay off debts for building, nor in consideration of former 
expenditure for building, nor for the maintenance of buildings. 

90. When a school is held m a building not owned by the managers, and for which 
rent is paid, a grant may be given not exceeding one-third of such rent. 

91. Building grants not exceeding Rupees 1,000 may be sanctioned by the Director of 
Public Instruction. 


VI. SCHOOL FURNITURE, MAPS, SCHOOL LIBRARIES, APPARATUS, 

> DIAGRAMS, EXAMPLES AND TOOLS. 

92. No grants will be given for the payment of school-servants, contingent charges 
and prizes, but grants will be issued once to any college or school for the purchase 
of school furniture special apparatus, diagrams, and examples, required for the in- 
struction of pupils m Science or Art. 

93. Grants for special apparatus will be confined to articles of a non-destructible nature. 
Hence no aid will be afforded in the purchase of breakable articles, such as glass lotorts, 
test tubes, &c., nor indoed generally in the purchase of articles to be used by the student, 
as distinguished from those of a permanent aud illustrative character, which are required 
by the teacher in giving instruction in Science or Art. 

91. Grants may be given once in five years on account of maps, and at such intervals 
as the Director of Public Instruction may consider expedient on account of school 

^^.^All applications for these grants must be accompanied by a priced list of the furni- 
ture, apparatus, maps, books, diagrams, and examples which it is proposed to purchase. 
In the event of the grant being sanctioned, half the cost of the articles will be paid on the 
Director of Public Instruction being satisfied that they have been provided. No grants 
will be allowed for any school benches made without backs. 

96. In the event of the college or school being closed w ^thin five years from the date 
on which the grant may have been made, the Government shall be at liberty to purchase 
the furniture, maps, books, apparatus, diagrams, and examples, towards the supply of 
which the grant was given, at a valuation to be determined, as m the case of school- 
buildings, by arbitrators, credit being taken in each case for depreciation due to wear 
and tear. 

97 Grants may bo given on similar conditions for the purchase of tools in Industrial 
Schools and in other schools winch have an Industrial Department, with the exception 
that the restriction m Rule 93 will not apply to these grants. 

# 98. Grants may be given on similar conditions for the purchase of gymnastic ap-

The object of this Institution is to afford a thoroughly liberal and Christian education. 
The generous bequest of the late Captain Doveton, united with the funds formeily collected 
for a Protestant College, and considerable grants-in-aid from Government has enabled the 
Committee to make arrangement for the efficient carrying out of the object they profess. 

The Collegiate Department was re-opened in February 1866. The curriculum embraces 
the subjects specified by the Syndicate for the F. A. and B. A. Examinations of the Uni- 
versity, together with Theology. 

The School Department comprises 6 classes, the standard of the 6th being that of the 
Matriculation Examination in the University, while that of the lower school is Elemen- 
tary. Latin is taught from Class IT upwards, and Mathematics from Class III upwards. 
The curriculum has been rearranged, so that the teaching is distributed among masters 
of subjects instead of masters of classes as formerly. Drawing is introduced as an extra 
and optional subject ; with an extra fee of 8 annas for pupils in Classes I, II, III, and 
of one rupee for pupils m higher classes. The aim has been to assimilate the school 
more to the English system.

The following is the new form of the Scholarship Rules as proposed by the Sub-Com- 
mittee of August 1871 and amended and adopted by the General Committee, November 
9th, 1871. 

SCHOLARSHIP RULES. 


The Committee of the Doveton Protestant College with the view of encouraging and 
aiding students to prepare for and to join the degree of Bachelor of Arts in the University 
of Madras, resolve to confer scholarships on pupils who have passed the entrance exami- 
nation of the University and who shall promise to pursue their studies for four years there- 
after in the Doveton College. 

The following are the Rules, in accordance with which the scholarships shall be given 
and held. 

1. That four scholarships shall be given each year to the students who are commenc- 
ing their collegiate course, and that each of these scholarships shall be tenable for four 
years under the rules hereinafter laid down. 

2. That two of the scholarships shall be given to Christian pupils who have matriculat- 
ed from the Doveton Institution according to the order in which they may have passed 
the University Matriculation Examination provided they also attain to a certain fixed 
standard in scriptural knowledge, and produce satisfactory evidence of moral character. 
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8. That two remaining scholarships shall be given to Christian pupils coming from 
other Institutions on the same terms, provided such pupils hold higher places at the 
University Matriculation Examination than Doveton students excluding those holding 
scholarships. 

4. That the Scholarships shall be Rupees 10 each per mensem during the first and 
second years of the College course, and Rs. 20 or 15 per mensem during the third and 
fourth years of the said course according as the holder shall be placed m the First or Second 
Class at the First Examination in Arts. 

5. That should the holder of a scholarship fail to pass the First Examination in Arts at 
the end of his second year, the scholarship held by him shall lapse ; should such holder 
of a scholarship, however, pass the First Examination m Arts from the Doveton College 
in a subsequent year, the Committee may at their discretion grant him a scholarship 
during the third and fourth year of his course. 

6. That unauthorized absence, continued absence for three months from whatever 
cause or misconduct shall involve forfeiture of scholarship, and that a scholarship thus 
forfeited shall be available for other students in the same year of the course according to 
the principles laid down in these Rules. 

7. That scholarships not conferred by the Doveton Protestant College shall be held on 
Buch conditions as may be prescribed by their founders, subject, however, to the piovi- 

[ sions laid down m these Rules. 

j 8. That the scholarships shall cease or be liable to diminution, if the state of the 
1 funds render such a course necessary, and that these Rules may be altered by the Com- 
mittee on sufficient grounds. 

9. That the Committee reserves to itself the right of withholding one or more of the 
[ scholarships if it deems fit.

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In January 1875 a Committee under the Presidentship of Lady Hobart, discussedjihe 
question of the education of Mahomedan girls, and proposed to encourage it by promot- 
ing the establishment of Schools, where the girls will be taught their own language, 
needlework of every description, and other industrial occupations. 

The School has, by desire of the Members of the Committee, been called?' The Hobart 
School” in memory of the warm interest taken in thiB movement by the late Lord Ho- 
bart, and the active assistance and sympathy given by Lady Hobart, the President of the 
Committee. Lady Hobart lias presented the School with a donation of Its. 10,000, to be 
invested for its support, and has been uskod to continue her interest as Honorary^ Presi- 
dent whilst in England. 

In December 1875 the School was visited by H. H. the Princess of Tan j ore. The Com- 
mittee are much encouraged by the warm interest taken by Her Highness m the institu- 
tion and by her liberality in assigning the interest of Rs. 7,000 towards the support of the 
I School. 

The accommodation of the School House proving insufficient for tho hncreasing T num- 
ber of children, that had been admitted from time to time, another building^was engaged 
on the 30th November, 1875. 

There aie now 100 names on the books and an average daily attendance of 130. The 
Staff employed to instruct them is * one Head School Mistress (an Englishwoman), one 
East Indian, five Mahomedan school teachers : and one Mahomedan work teacher. 

The Committee especially have m view the promotion of such industrial work as will 
enable the children when they have grown up to earn a livelihood. They particularly 
wish to have them taught all kinds of Indian needlework, as the girls make sufficient 
progress in plain sewing, knitting, &c. 

The progress made by these children is most interesting, not only in the more imme- 
diate objects of tho School, but in habits of order, cleanliness, and tidiness. 

The Committee take this opportunity of expressing their best thanks to those Euro- 
pean and Mahomedan ladies and gentlemen, who have given their kind interest and sub- 
stantial support towards the advancement of this experimental undei taking.

Shoemaking, Rattan work and Blacksmiths ry are earned on by Native Instructors. 

The condition of the poorer classes of Europeans and East Indians, residing in Black 
Town and the neighbouring suburbs, is admitted to be most deplorable. This distress is 
occasioned by their inability to earn a livelihood. Those who are moat senously affected 
are the old and the infirm who are physically unable to labor, and the young who have 
not the necessary skill to compete with others m the labour market. The former perhaps 
fall more legitimately for relief on the Friend-m-Need Society, and arrangements are 
being made, it is believed, to meet the evil so far as funds will permit. But the young 
require help of a special nature ; they require to be taught how to earn an honeBt liveli- 
hood. The Education given in the several Charitable Institutions of this City, fits them 
only for Writers and Accountants ; a section of the labour market which is already sup- 
plied to overflowing, and which will as far as tho experience of the past can be depended 
upon be taken up entirely by the Natives of tho country who can work equally well and 
at lower rates of remuneration. Other portions therefore of the labour market must be 
tried. To meet this great difficulty, an Industrial School has been established for the 
poorer classes of Europeans and East Indians m Black Town. The extent of the opera- 
tions are confined to a few of the principal industrial trades, repairs, varnishing, &c., of 
carriages, house painting, carpentry, work in leather, book-binding, Blacksmith’s work, 
Turning, Rattan work, &c., but will be extended as funds permit. 

The School was opened on the 2nd November, 1874 at present there are 65 boys borne 
on its Rolls, many have obtained employments as Carpenters, Blacksmiths, Artificers, &c., 
since tho Bchool opened.

Wight, foimeily a Suigeon m the Madras Arrny, whose valuable contributions to 
Botanical Science have gained for him a widely-spiead and well-earned celebrity. 

The gai dens are situated opposite to the chief entrance to Ihe Cathedral, and an ad- 
ditional piece of ground on the eaRt of the Cathedral was pui chimed iu the year 1850-57. 

The garden occupies a space of about 7 acres, winch were ongmally granted by the local 
Government, Part is laid out as a landscape garden and much increased of late m space, 
with the additions of a number of new and rare plants, especially tropical palms anil 
Australian tiees , the whole forming a splendid collection, gathered how various parts of 
the world, which is constantly being increased by exchanges and purchases It is open at 
all times to the public, and forms a healthful place of recitation for tho inhabitants of 
Madras. 

A nursery for seedlings and cutting of useful and ornamental trees, is maintained to 
meet the requirements of the Members, who are* supplied from it gratis. European vege- 
table and flower seeds are also similarly distributed, but all these advantages are open to 
the general public on payment 

Most of the plants are labelled with their botanical names and the natural order to 
which they belong, and information regarding them can be obtained on enquiry at the 
Office. 

There is also a Botanical Library attacheel, to which access can be had by Subscribers 
or perstfns known or introduced to the Honorary Secretaiy . 

The general affairs of the Society arc managed by the Committee who meet on the 1st 
Wednesday in each month, and compile annually, in the month of March, a Report of 
the ycar’H Proceedings which is submitted to a General Meeting of the Subscribers. 
The Proceedings of euch Meeting of tho Committee are also published and distributed 
to Members.

Attached to the Museum there is an extensive general Library to which large numbers 
of new books are annually added and in the heading Room of which any visitor may 
consult books daily from 6J a. m. to 6 p. m. Amongst other works of interest and utility 
this Library is furnished with copies of the highly interesting ancient records of Great 
Britain which are being issued by the Master of the Rolls, and with the numerous publi- 
cations of the Patent Office. There is albo a large scientific library containing books of 
reference on -the various subjects of Natural History ; and any one wishing to consult 
such works, may obtain permission to do so by applying to the Superintendent or 
Curator. 

The Museum is open gratuitously to the Public daily, Sundays excepted, from 6£ 
a. M. to 6 p. m. The Popular Lectures at the Institution are also free to the Public. The 
number of visitois to the Museum m 1879-80 was 198,423. 

N.13.— On the firbt Satuiday of every month, after 12 noon, male visitors are excluded, 
and the Museum reserved for gosha and other native ladies. 


PEOPLE’S PARK, 

Instituted in 1859. 


Custodians — Municipal Commissioners fob the Town of Madbas. 

Mr. Chables James Hay Ellis, Superintendent. 

We owe the People’s Park to Sir Charles Trevelyan. It is not at all improbable that 
the idea of some such place suggested itself to many a man in power before his day. It 
would be singular indeed if Europeans should, for a hundred years, have seen a large 
native town growing up on the site of a small village — a vast population massing together 
with lungs to he fed with fresh air and limbs to be allured to exercise and health — with- 
out sometimes thinking it possible that the “village greens,” “ commons,” and “ parks ” 
of his native land might perhaps be re-produced with advantage within reach of Black 
Town. The monotony of Indian life, and the lack of sympathy between the classes of 
Indian society, may be regarded as the causes why such an idea, if suggested, was never 
carried into execution. While the “ upper ten thousand ” could have their drive along 
the Beach and round the Island, it mattered little to them that the “ masses*” (unfriendly 
phrase) who could not drive, or were to be stimulated to recreation, had no place conve- 
nient for health, exercise and amusement 

But then Sir Charles Trevelyan was a man not given to routine ; and somewhat wide 
in his sympathy. So the idea of the people’s want suggesting itself to him and he having 
the power as well as the will — the people got their Park Thousands who know nothing 
of the step that cost him a Governorship, will hold his name in memory by the People’s 
Park. 

But when Sir Charles was re-called, the scheme was m a most elementary state. The 
plan was on paper; hut never adopted. Little else was done, and little else would have 
been dono if the inheritors of Sir Charles Trevelyan’s dignity had not also inherited his 
sympathy with the people. We owe it to the various gentlemen who have been entrust- 
ed with the execution of the scheme, that the “ plan ” was not thrown into the official 
waste paper basket, and the idea, recorded rr one of Sir Charles’ amiable follies. It is in 
unison with Sir William Denison’s career, previous to his arrival m this country that he 
should have shown a hearty approval of an undertaking so intimately connected with the 
health and pleasure of the middle class population. 

There can be no doubt that the Park has been a success. Any one may convince him- 
self of that by a visit mornmg or evening. The place lias already fixed its character as a 
popular resort, and it is certain that it will be so in a much greater degree when the 
attractions ot the ground are fully developed It is pleasing to see that the native popu- 
lation appreciate the pleasure provided for them, and when the sternness of social life 
amongst them is relaxed, we may expect to see not only the Ramasawmies, but the 
Lutchmies of Black Town taking their ease in the fretted shade of well-grown trees. 

But we must suspend any further remarks, and lay before our readers a brief descrip- 
tion of the Park. 

The gate adjacent to the Hospital Bridge is the main entrance. The trees are planted 
in avenues and groups. Twelve lakes of various dimensions and shades are completed ; 
and various other things have been achieved . but we cannot do better than pnnt the 
following description (though brief) of the park, kindly furnished by the Superintendent, 
whioh will convey a clear idea of the Park. 

In the North-west angle of the Park is a Serpentine lake with two large raised islands 
one at each end. One of these is 30 feet above the water, and is well calculated for a 
large basin, from which the cascades might hereafter be made to fall over the sides. The 
second or Victoria lake, with a central island, is situated almost midway between the 
band-stand and the northern end of the Park. The island is approached by one bridge 
of ornamontal design, measuring 200 x 4£ feet. The third is a small lake on the west side, 
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elliptical m shape, and contains good drinking water for cattle. The fourth is a small 
lake close to the Aviary. The fifth a similar one. The sixth is a semi-lunar lake near 
the band-stand, with a gravel walk around it. The seventh is a medium lake, between 
the band-stand and the Superintendent’s house. The eighth is an irregularly shaped 
lake, with a central island and two small rustic bridges on each side of the main road, 
and trees of various sorts have been planted. The ninth is a large lake on the west side 
of the main road. The tenth is a medium lake west of the last-mentioned. The eleventh 
is a medium lake, with a central island at the south end. 

There are two masonry basins, one elliptical, measuring 170 feet X 73 feet, and 4 } ft. 
in depth, formed of solid masonry with brick-on-edged foundation and central fountain ; 
the latter, of ornamental design, galvanized. This has recently been surrounded by 
an iron fence and converted into a public bath, the floor of one-half of it has been raised 
so as to give a depth of about 4 feet adapted for the use of boys — the other half has an uni- 
form depth of 5 to 6 feet. It is supplied with Bed Hills lake-water from the publio main 
road, and good dressing rooms have been built round it for the ba th ers. Tho roads of 
.the Park, embracing 5£ miles, are complete. 

The Zoological collection m the Park consist of the following specimens : —

People's Parle Rules. 

1 The Park shall be opened daily for carnages between 5 am. and 8) p m., after which 
hour, the gates will bo closed and no person will be permitted to remain in the Park, 
except by special permission. 

2 Visitors riding or driving on the foot-paths, or walking on the cultivated grass, will 
be punished. 

3 Omnibuses, carts, shigrams, coolies with loads or baskets, carriage or puckally bul- 
locks will not be allowed to enter. 

4. Visitors aie warned not to irritate or annoy the animals in any way whatever. 

6. All animals found straying in the Park will be impounded. 

6. Visitors are requested to observe the rules for the regulation of carriages on band 
evenings, so as to prevent confusion and irregularity. 

7. No dogb admitted. 

8. Smoking within the band-stand enclosure is strictly prohibited. Parties breaking 
these rules will he punished. 

Rules to be observed by carriages and other wheeled Vehicles entering the circle 
round tho band-stand on nights on which a band plays 

1. All carriages must, on entering the circle, turn to their right. 

2. One by one row of carnages will be allowed to stand on the inside next the circle. 

d. A sufficient space must be left clear for carriages to circulate on the outside of the 

inner row of carriages. . 

4. All other carnages must draw up on the outside of the road (open space.) 

6 No carriage will be permitted to draw up opposite any of the entrances to the circle 
outside the space kept clear for the circulation of moving carnages. 
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THE NAPIER PARK, 

Mr. Charles James Hay Ellis, Superintendent. . 

Madras owes so much to the administration of Lord Napier that it is very fitting that 
some permanent and palpable token of the public approbation of his labors should remain 
in our midst, at once to stimulate succeeding. Governors to Valk m Lord Napier’s steps, 
and to remind generations to come of how much the sick, the suffering and the poor must 
always owe to one who has initiated bo great improvements mall our public charities that 
their effect must long continue — blessing those who are too weak or poor to help them- 
selves. The Napier Park is such a memorial. Its very position is most fitting. Stand- 
ing midway between Government House and One of the most squalid quarters of Madras, 
its beneficent influence will rest upon both. Its site had been for scores of years a pestifer- 
ous swamp, covered for months m each year by salt and stagnant water, the overflow of 
the filthy Cooum. Within was a wretched parcherry, notorious for its liability to epide- 
mic disease, that spread from thence throughout the city. To partially remedy the evil, 
the Municipality made it a depot for street swoe pings, so that in timo its level might be 
raised sufficiently to ensure its being fieo from water. This while amending one evil 
created another — placing on the borders of a dense population masses of putrescent matter 
that could not but bo very injurious to both the water and air of the locality. This grew 
to be such an evil that the Sanitary Commissioner at last put a stop to the discharge of 
sweepings on the land. It was, however, impossible to build on such a spot and the 
whole remained a useless “ dismal swamp. ” 

At present all is changed. The level has been raised by material dug from ornamental 
tanks. Trees of useful and beautiful kinds have been planted, and are rapidly growing to 
their full height. Roads and side-paths have been laid out, and in the midst a Band stand 
will probably be erected. Parks are things of slow growth, and it must be years before 
this can be worthy of the name its bears, but it is hoped that before Lord Napier leaves our 
shores, the whole of the area will be ready for the public — a boon that cannot but greatly 
influence for good the whole population of Chintadrepettah and Nursingapooram. 

The Park contains an area of about 18 cawnies. A great part of this was formerly the 
property of Government, but was generously given to the town on condition that the 
Municipality purchased the reBt from the native owners. For this purpose the Munici- 
pality has expended several thousand rupees, and the total cost previous to the public 
opening will not bo less than twenty thousand Rupees The river-face of the Park has 
already been protected by a Birnple elegant fence palmyra and latente, while a now road 
divides the northern side from Chintadrepettah. The design und laying out the park are 
the work of Mr. Standish Lee, the Municipal Engineer, who deserves great credit not only 
for this but also for the economical hut yet effectual manner in which the whole work has 
been performed. 

As a last gift, Lord Napier has provided the whole of the funds required for erecting on 
the west side of the Park a handsome building for a girls’ school in the Indian fashion. 
The cost will not be less than 6,000 Rupees. It is intended to be a purely national girls’ 
school and to lead on through carefully gamed experience to some mode of teaching which 
will embody the best western systems while not departing from Hindu customs any more 
than may be necessary. It is greatly to be hoped tlio scheme will prove a benefit to the 
public while the school shall ornament the Park. 


MADRAS MEMORIAL HALL 

The Madras Memorial Hall was erected by public subscription as a Memorial of the 
goodness and forbearance of Almighty God in sparing this Presidency from partaking of 
the Sepoy Mutiny which devastated the sister Presidency of Bengal m the year 1857. It 
is governed by a Committee of Gentlemen representing the various religious bodies in 
Madras. 

Fundamental Rules for the management of the Madras Memo? ial Rail. 

Rule I. That the Memorial Hall be vested in the Lord Bishop of Madras for the time 
being as a Corporation Sole to be held by him on behalf of the Subscribers, under condi- 
tions to be specified m a formal Deed of Trust, such Deed to be drawn up under the direc- 
tion of the Committee of Management in communication with the Lord Bishop. 

II. That a Committee of Management be formed, consisting of representatives of the 
following Societies, such representatives being nominated by their respective Madras Com- 
mittees : — 

Bible Society, 2. London Missionary Society, 1. 

Religious Tract and Book Society, 2. Wesleyan Missionary Society, 1. 

Society for the Prop, of the Gospel, 2. Amer. Mission Society, not represented. 

Church Missionary Society, 2. Free Church Missionary Society, 1. 

Christian Knowledge Society, 2. • Church of Scotland Board of Missions, 1. 

Colonial & Continental Ch. Society, 2. Christian Ver. Education Society. 

HI. That the following Societies, in consideration of their having contributed to the 
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building, shall be entitled to nominate two representatives each in the Committee of Ma- 
nagement, the other Societies nominating one each. 

Bible Society, j Church Missionary Society, 

Religious Tract and Book Society, I Christian Knowledge Society, 

The Society for the Prop, of the Gospel, j Colonial Church Society. 

IV . That on a vacancy occurring m the Committee of Management, by the death, resig- 
nation, or dep irture from Mudraa for a period exceeding six months, of any Delegate, or 
from any other cause, and m the event of the Society of which lie is the representative fail- 
mg, withm three months after the leeeipfc of a notice fiom the Secretary of the Committee 
of Management, signifying the occuirence of such vacancy, to nominate another in his 
place, the Trusteo of the Hall shall lie empowered to fill up the vacancy by appointing a 
Delegate from the Committee of the Society in which the vacancy has occurred, or, in tlie 
event of all the Membeis of that Committee refusing to serve, from the Committee of any 
of the other Societies named m Article No II 

V. That the action and constitution of the Committee of Management shall not be im- 
peded or vitiated by the neglect or refusal of any of the said Societies to nominate a Dele- 
gate or Delegates. 

VI. That in the event of the Committee of Management having from any cause become 

extinct, it shall be the duty ot the Trustee of the Building to call on the several Committees 
refened to m Article No fl, to supply the vacancies, and in case of their refusal to do so, 
to adopt the course laid down at the closo of Aiticle No IV. j 

VII That in the event of all the Committees refusing to delegate any Members of 
their body, und no Members of the several Committees named being found willing to 
serve on the Committee of Management, then it shall be lawful for the Trustee to allow 
the building to be used m the manner and for the purposes laid down in Articles Nos. 
VIII, IX and X, and to discharge all the other duties devolving on the Committee of 
Management as laid down m these Rules, and m the Trust Deed, until another Committee 
can be formed m accordance vith Article II. 

VIT1 That the llall shall be available for the Public Meetings of the Religious Socie- 
ties named m Article No. II, and of such other Religious Societies as the Committee of 
Management shall approve. 

IX. That all Societies or parties obtaining the use of the Hall shall pay a Foe of Its. 50 
for each occasion of such occupation, except in the case of its use for several days conse- 
cutively by the same Society or party, m ./Inch ease the Fee shall be Rs. 25 per diem. 
But it shall be competent for the Committee of Management from time to time to modify 
this Rule, and to determine what rate of fees shall be paid generally, or by any Society or 
party specially, provided however the Rule shall not be altered unless two-thirds of tne 
Members of the Committee concur m the change. 

X. That subject to the approval of the Committee of Management in each case, tho 
Hall shall be available for Religious, Educational, Charitable and Scientific purposes, and 
for such other objects not being included under the above farms, as mny be pronounced 
by the Committee of Management to bo not inconsistent with the design of its erection, 
viz., to the Glory of God, and as a memorial of His goodness m exempting this Presidency 
from the Mutiny of 1857 Provided nevertheless that it be distinctly understood, that 
among the objects left to the discretion of the Committee of Management are not included 
balls, concerts, theatrical exhibitions and such like entertainments us have the character 
of mere worldly amusements. 

XI That the Committee of Management shall be authorized to receive the sums 
obtained on account of the Hall, and to apply them m defraying the expenses incurred on 
account of servants, assessment, repairs, Ac. 

XII. That the Committee of Management shall publish in the Fort St George Gazette 
every year a statement of money received and expended on account of the* Hall 

XTII. That the Committee of Management shall appoint one of their number to be 
their Secretary and shall also appoint a Treasurer, and that 5 Members shall form a 
quorum 

XIV. That these Rules shall be regarded as Fundamental , and that therefore it shall 
not be competent, at any time, to the Committee of Management, or to the Trusteo or to 
any other person, to introduce any alteration or addition m them inconsistent with their

PRAYER AND READING HALL, NEW TOWN. 

(Foundation laid 22 nd October 1866, and opened 12 th October 1867.)

The above Hall was built by voluntary contributions, and for a four-fold object, namely 
1st for Weekly Prayer Meetings , 2nd, for Lectures ; 3rd, as a Reading Room ; and 4th, 
for Tamil-preachmg on the Sabbath and week days. 
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It has a Library of about 1,000 Volumes of Religious and Miscellaneous Literature. 

A Bagged Sunday School consisting of 200 children is held in this Hall, where they are 
taught the vital truths of the g< spel, and a plain meal of curry and rice is given before 
dismissing them. A few suits of new clothes are given away to these children monthly 
by the ladies of the New Town Eaptist Church Dorcas Society. 

A Sunday School for heathen qhildren is also held in the Hull, where, about 40 of them 
are taught to love and serve the true God. A Catechist is employed for preaching to tbe 
heathen. Services for the heathen |re held in this Hall every Friday and Sunday Even< 
ing. 

A dinner is given in this place c nee every month to about 50 of the deserving poor, 
many of whom are local pensioner s of the Friend-m-Need Society. 

Monthly subscriptions towards tiie Ragged Sunday School are earnestly solicited. 

The smallest sum will be thankfully acknowledged. 

Cast-off clothing, or a piece of check, or other cloth, will be very thankfully received 
and acknowledged by the Secretary,

Its object is to relieve the poor and destitute of the European 
and East Indian community of whatever religious denomination, and of both sexes, who 
from old age, natural infirmity, or the ordinary misfortunes of life are reduced to distress 
or necessity. Pensions are allotted to the aged and infirm who are physically incapable 
of woik, and those who are able-bodied are employed at the Workshops. Every case re- 
ferred to the Society fbr relief is investigated into strictly with all the advantages of local 
knowledge and inquiry.

The Moneoar Choultry is an Institution which affords shelter, food and raiment to 
the Native poor, lame, halt and blind of Madras, without reference to casui. It was 
founded m tho year 1808, and why named as above cannot now be ascertained. The 
Institution is supported by Public contributions aided largely by the Government. The 
management is placed under the supervision of a Committee selected annually by Govern- 
ment, from amongst the European and Native gentlemen of Madras. 

In its early days, large contributions were made by Lord Wilhrm Bentinck, Colonel 
Martmz Mr D ’Monte and Pollium Arnachellum Chetty The nature of the Institution 
having been explained to His Highness the Nabob of tho Carnatic, he munificently agreed 
to subscribe 300 Pagodas a year, which sum is still continued. 

In 1868, Sir Stafford Northcote kindly remitted a sum of money through Lord Napier 
to be distributed amongst the Charitable Institutions at Madras. His Lordship kindly 
sent the sum of 1,000 Rupees to the Directors Two wards, Male and Female, have been 
furnished with bedding for 25 Patients, and are called “Northcote Surgical and 
Medical Wards.” 

The late Doctor Wyllie, c b., of the Madras Medical Establishment, bequeathed the 
sum of 18,025 Rupees ‘for the poor of this Institution. 
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Lord Napier has kindly furnished bedding for 11 Patients, which is called the “Napier 
Ward.” His Lordship, with the late Honorable R. Ellis, has also undertaken liberally 
to build a School-room which is now completed to educate the Foundlings, the children 
of the Paupers m the Institution, and the poorer children m and about the neighbour- 
hood. 

The Honorable Gajapathi Rau has kmdly contributed 1,000 Rupees, which was applied 
for furnishing a Ward for 8 Patients, and which Ward has been designated as that of the 
family of “ Stree Godvys” This contribution is in addition to 400 Rupees annually 
granted by this charitable Native gentleman 

The Maharajah of Vizianagium has also lately very liberally placed the sum of 10,000 
Rupees at the disposal of the Directors for the erection of a Ward, foi Bed-ndden Paupeis 
The Ward is now completed and will contain about 20 Beds and designated after the 
name of the Mahaiajah. 

The Zemindar of Kalaliustrv very kindly' seut a donation of 2,000 Rupees after visiting 
the Institution, as indicative of Ins satisfaction find good-will towards the charity 

During the Into famine some 80,000 and more were fed, clothed and when sick at- 
tended to ; the daily nurnhei maintained m the several branches of tins Institution at 
present is 500, viz , Infii m irv, Aims Houses, Bed-ndden and Incurable disease Wai ds, and 
Foundling Asylum. 

In the year 1867, the Vencatagherry Rajah built a Choultry to the east, of the MonegHr, 
which cost about 9,400 Rs , in which 70 Paupeis uie fed daily and clothed, besides 180 out- 
door poor receive 2 ollocks of Raw-rice per diem The Rajah contributes annually Its 
5,000 to meet the expenses of this blanch of his chanty The Rajah lias forwarded to 
the Directors the sum of one lac, the interest of which is to support this Institution

The Bishop of the Diocese is President of the Institution, and appoints the Chaplain, 
to whom is entrusted the religious instruction of the inmates The internal arrange- 
ments are under the eaie of a Committee of Ladies, who visit the Asa lum weekly m 
rotation. One Head, and an Assistant Mation reside on the piemises No lestiamt 
whatever is used beyond the attractive influences of Chiistian sympathy and kindness ; 
the inmates are as free to leave at any time as they weie to come, the object being not to 
make it a Penitentiary, but a Christian Home. 

The Asydum lias already, during the 30 years that it has been in existence, been the 
means of rescuing 90 women, and opening to them once more a dooi of hope 
During the past 2 years there were 14 admissions , of this number, two have entered 
service, one was taken back by her father, and one left the Institution without permis- 
sion. There are now 10 uimateb m the Asylum.

The objects of the Society are the relief of the deservmg poor of all classes and the sup- 
pression of mendicity ; the means employed are the admission into the Asylum of homeless 
paupers, and the allotment of Monthly allowances to those who, on account of family ties 
or other sufficient causes, are unable to reside m the Asylum ; the suitable employment of 
the deserving and necessitous, the personal investigation of all cases referred to the Society 
for relief, and the detection and exposure of imposture. 

THE LAL BAGH. 

The Mysore Government Garden, commonly known as the Lal Bagh, (from the Hindu- 
stani, signifying red or ruby and garden) is under the direction of a Superintendent who is 
responsible to the Commissioner. The present Superintendent is Mr. J. Cameron. The 
garden is situated about two miles south-east of the centre of the Cantonment, and covers 
an area of about 50 acres of ground, which slopes gently from the southern boundary, where 
there is a tank communicating with water channels which are led through most of the 
garden. The greater portion of the ground is very tastefully laid out in ornamental lawns 
and terraced flower gardens with gi een houses, aviary, and cages for Lions, Tigers and 
Cheetahs, Ac. The Menagerie has now been enclosed and enlarged ; a Picnic House built ; 
the large Terrace completed, and upon which it is contemplated to build an Exhibition house. 
The Deer Park is situated at the East end of the gaidens and greatly adds to the curiosi- 
ties of the garden. Fruits and Vegetables aro cultivated and acclimatized to a greater 
extent than luthei to. The garden is open from 6 a. m. till dusk. CarnageH and horses are 
expected to enter by the left-hand entrance gate, and return by the one on the right, keep- 
ing to the mam drive which encircles the garden. FunouB driving is strictly prohibited. 
Visitors ai e not pei nutted to pluck flowers or truits , and are expected not to bring dogs 
to the garden, as they do much injury to the plants and seed bedH. Plants and seeds may 
be purchased at the garden. A detailed catalogue of the stock on sale, showing the 
prices, can be obtained tiom the Superintendent on application 

A largo ornamental Fernery has been built adjoining the rokery m which the collection 
of Ferns will bo arranged geographically. 

The plants in tlio gaidens are being pe manently named for the information of visitors; 
and an economic garden m which the officinal and* medicinal plants will be brought together 
and grouped aecorduig to their natural orders is being formed near the Menagerie. 

The mimbei of visitors that, entered the garden gates during the official year 1878-79, 
were Pedestrians 250,308 Equestrians 3,835, Carnages 5,928. 

Horticultural Shows. — Since the Mysoic Agi i -Horticultural Society has been dissolv- 
ed, the haii-yeailv shows which are held m the gaidens in the months of July and 
January, are conducted and managed, by the Director of Government gardens, (Colonel 
W. B Johnson) and the Superintendent, assisted by a temporary Committee of Jurors. 

A horticultural class will be opened shoitly, for the instruction of Botany, Vegetable 
Physiology, and Practical gardening

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HYDERABAD 

Is the capital of the Nizam’s territories and the piesent seat of Government. It is 
• situated within 6 miles from the Fort of Golcondah, its distance from Calcutta is about 
I 962 mileH, from Madras 460, and from Bombay 470 miles. The Nizam’s country, viz., that 
part under the sole management of His Highness’ Government contains an area of about 
80,000 square miles. No census has been taken of the population, but it is generally com- 
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puted at ten millions. It is bounded by Berar on the north, the Madras Presidency on 
the south, Bombay on the west, and the Central Provinces on the east. The population of 
the city of Hyderabad is supposed to be about (four) 4 hundred thousand. The city is 
approached by numerous budges, gates and posterns, it being surrounded by a stone wall, 
winch, however, is in a weak and ruined state. Great improvements are, however, being 
effected in the city, by widening the streets in several parts, and sanitary arrangements are 
being slowly introduced under the present enlightened minister, Sir Salar Jung, g.o.b.i. 

The Hill Fort of Golcondah was anciently the seat of its Government, and in the Fort 
as well as near it are the far-famed Tombs of Golcondah, a series of splendid mausoleums 
built in oriental style over the departed Sovereigns and Princes of the Hyderabad dynasty. 
The Tombs are greatly admired for their extent and beauty. 

The Nizam's Government. 

The last Ruler, His Highness Afzal ud daula Bahadur, g.c.s.i., was the seventh Nizam 
of the Deccan, who was the descendant in succession of the celebrated Asaf Jah Nizam- 
ul-Mulk, the “ First Nizam,” or founder of the Hyderabad Dynasty since the 17th 
century. Asaf Jah Nizam-ul-Mulk died m 1748. 

The late Afzal-ud-Daula, the seventh Nizam or Nawab of Hyderabad, departed this 
life in February 1869, after a reign of twelve years, and has been succeeded^ by a son, 
who is a minor. 

The infant Prince was placed on the Hyderabad Masnad on the 1st March 1869 ns H H. 
Nawab Mir Mahbb All Khan Bahadur shortly after the demise of the late Nizam, 
Afzal-ud-Daula. During the mmoiity of the present Pi nice, Mir Mahbub All Khan 
Bahadur, two officers have been appointed to conduct the affaiis of the Hyderabad 
Government.

It is enclosed with a high wall and pro- 
tected with gun-bastions at the entiance gates, surrounded with Office buildings and a 
laige garden. Clmdderghant is becoming a very wealthy place, and contains a great 
numbei of extensive bazaars. It is a Civil station, wheie reside the servants of Govern- 
ment employed m the Residency Offices, as also a great number of Officers belonging to the 
Reformed Troops of H. H. the Nizam, and employe's of the Native Government. The 
Officer Commanding the Resident’s Escort perfornis similar duties to those of a Cantonment 
Judge and Magistrate, undei the orders of the Resident, and in matters connected with the 
Samtaiy improvement of the place, is assisted bv a Municipal Committee, the members of 
which are solected from the most influential residents of the station. Within the past few 
ye&rH great improvements and additions have taken place in the appearance of Chudder- 
ghaut.

At Trimulgherry arc the Barracks of the European Regiments of the Subsidiary Force 
as also of the Horse Artillery.

At 
Trimulgherry is also an entrenched fort, which contains all the Barracks and principal 
buildings of the two Regiments of Europoan Infantry, affording accommodation if need be 
for four thousand people. It is surrounded by a stone ditch and earthen parapets flanked 
by five batteries. Besides there are an Arsenal (removed from Secunderabad), two Maga- 
zines, Commissariat Store Houses, a Bakery, and a good supply of water.

RULES FOR ADMISSION. 

Membors are those who pay a Donation, an Annual Subscription wherever resident, 
and a Local Monthly subscription from the 1st of each month during residence within 
local limits. There are now 112 Members on the books of the Institution 

To provide for the convenience of persons making a short stay on the Hills, monthly 
admission tickets dating from day of issue can be purchased, and renewed by the 
ticket-holders from month to month, but only for G months out of any one year. Ticket- 
holders pay no Entrance Donation, nor Annual Subscription, and are not Members. 
Admission tickets are m great demand by persons who are not Members. 

The affairs of the Institution are managod by a Committee composed of a President and 
twelve Members, one of whom the Government of Madras appoints. 

An Annual General Meeting of the Members of the Institution is held in the first 
week of July of each year, for the election by Members’ ballot of the President and eleven 
Committee-men for the ensuing year Not less than thirty Members can at any time call 
a General Meeting of Members by giving fourteon days’ notice. 

All Members pay an Entrance Donation of Rs. 10, an Annual Subscription of Rs. 12, 
and a Local monthly Subscription of Rs. 2£. Admission tickets are priced 8£, and Rs. 6 
for a single monthly ticket respectively ; persons who have paid a donation under the old 
rules to pay Rs. 3£, all others Rs. 6.

The objects contemplated m the Establishment of this Institution are two-fold— first, to 
do honor to the memory of a gieat and good man, the late Sir Ilemy M. Lawrence, k.g.b. ; 
second, “ to benefit the clnldien of the European Soldiery, by providing for them a refuge, 
both from the debilitating effects of a tropical climate and the demoralizing influence of a 
Barrack life.’’ 

The amalgamation of the Madras Military Male Orplian Asylum with the Ootacamund 
Lawrence Asylum was effected m September 1871, on the completion of the new Buddings at 
Lovedale. 

The number at present on tho rolls are, boys 330 and girls 60. 

The salubrity of the situation (which surpasses that of some of tho healthiest public 
schools m England) is shown by the diminished percentage of sick in Hospital, and the 
robust appearance and healthy appetite of the childi en. 

Although the Institution may be said to have been adopted by tho State, it is not perhaps 
so generally known that Go\ einmeut has nevei contemplated doing more than furnishing 
it with a liberal Grant-iu-aid. Contributions are earnestly requested that tho benefit of the 
Asylum may be more widely extended to a class winch lias one of the strongest claims on 
British Subjects in India. Foul years’ annual subscription of Rupees 50, or a donation of 
Rupees 300, gives a title to nominate a child. 

Tho boyH receive such a training as will fit them for usefulness hereafter in various lines 
of life, whilst the girls are employed in such occupations as will tend to qualify them 
to become useful wives and mothers, should they be spared. The clothing and most of the 
m-door work m both branches is dono by tho clnldien, and native seivants are disponsoU 
with as much as possible.

THE SHEVAROY HILLS 

Are situated in the Salem Collectorate between 7S20 East longitude and 110”50 North 
latitude, and is reported to comprise 100 square miles The highest point is about 5,000 
feet above the level of the sea. Ercaud is tlu* chief European settlement containing a 
Protestant Church, Roman Catholic Chapel, Post Office, Library and Reading Room, Hotel, 
Civil Dispensary, Traveller’s Bungalow, Chuttrum for native Tiavellers, Cutcherry, Police 
lines 4c. There is a resident Deputy Tahsildar. It is 14 miles distant fiom Salem, and 12 
miles from the Shevaroy Hill Station It has two gliauts or approaches; one on the 
southern side communicating with the Town of Salem, and the Salem Railway station, and 
the other leading to the Shevaroy Hill Station. These ghauts are not piacticable for 
wheeled carnages, supplies being brought up by coolies or pack bullocks. A maiket or 
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bazaar is held once a week on a Wednesday whence supplies can be purchased. Bread, 
mutton, and beef are brought for sale to the door. There is a small European shop where 
English Provisions, Wines, Spirits, Beer &c., is procurable. 

In addition to the Civil Dispensary under the care of a Civil Apothecary, a Retired 
Medical Officer conducts private practice. 

Whilst Ercaud is the chief and only Post Station, it forms the centre from whence radiate 
within a circumference of 10 miles, the various Coffee plantations. 

Coffee is the chief product whilst most of the English fruits and vegetables, and all the 
English flowers are successfully laised Tea and cinchona are grown in experimental 

S atches on some estates. The various gum trees (Eucalyptass) and firs arc also met with. 

[any beautiful views of the low country are to be seen from most of the houses. Green 
Hills or the Shevaioyan forms the highest point. Theie are many villages scattered about 
various parts of the Hills in small groups consisting of from 20 to 100 conical-shaped huts 
inhabited by a tribe of natives called Malayallies Labour is cheap and abundant, inde- 

g indent of the Malayallies coolies fiom Salem come and woik on the estates, men at one 
upee a week, women at 10 annas, and children from 6 to 8 annas a week. These Hills get 
the benefit of both the S W. and N E monsoons. There is a decent caniage road in and 
about Ercaud ; and good bridle paths leading to the various plantations and to most of the 
villages. The house accommodation for Europeans is yearljton the increase and large number 
of visitors resort thither to enjoy its quiet, lovely scenery, the beautiful climate The 
season lasts from April to October ; but at all times of the year, a few visitois oi health- 
seekers are to be met with The permanent residents are chiefly planters The climate is 
healthy ; but from imprudence and careless exposure and fatigue, visitors are liable to take 
fever, as well as natives and servants fiom the plains who from exposure to l am, and 
neglecting to change their clothes, they suffer much from fever, and fiom recklessly eating 
unripe friut they get dysentery. Ercaud is about 220 miles distance from Madras by raU 
and may be reached within 12 hours when pioper anangements are made for ascending the 
Ghaut. It is about the same distance fiom Beypore, 97 miles from Coimbatore and 126 
from Tiichinopoly. 

Most of the waste lands on these Hills now not pi lvate property is covered with forest 
trees, and applications for such blocks as a rule, are not granted. The only land now 
available is in the Salem Nad of the Shervaioy Hills which it is possible to secure under the 
waste land lules. 


THE PULNEY MOUNTAINS 

Arc situated in the Madura District of Southern India, between 10” and 10 ° 16” North 
latitude, and 77 ° 55 East longitude and connected to the Western Ghauts by an Isthmus 
or ridge of hills about 8 miles in width, being otherwise isolated. Bounded on the North 
by Coimbatore and Tnchmopoly districts whilst those of Madura and Tanjore lie to the 
East. Kodikanal being the name of tho plateau, m and about which the Europeans reside. 
It is 7,000 feet above the sea level, the annual rainfall is about 60 inches. The Thermometer 
ranges from 60 ° to 70 ° Farenheit There are only three permanent residents, twenty 
houses, and eighteen sites selected for building purposes. 

The native village consists of over 100 houses belonging chiefly to emigrants from the 
plains, and they comprise servants of the European residents, visitors, and othere. The 
South India Railway now runs to within 40 miles of these Hills. 

The Railway Station is Ammenaihmut fiom whence transits are procurable to Periacolum 
where there is a travellers’ bungalow, 4 miles from the foot of the hills and 16 miles from 
Kodikanal. 

The Public Buildings are the American Mission Chapel and School house, a Roman 
Catholic Chapel, a Government Post Office, and a Local Fund Dispensary. The usual season 
for visiting these Hills is from March to October. The American Missionaries and the 
officials of the Madura district are the chief visitors^ whilst a few from the other districts 
resort to these Hills All months of the year supplies have to be procured from the large 
cusbah station of Periacolum at the foot of the Hills, and European supplies chiefly from 
the cities and seaports. 

There are no coffee plantations on the upper Pulnevs. They exist in the lower Pulneys 
which is malarious, the head quarters of coffee is Perior, the distance between Perior and 
Kodaikanal is a ride of 11 hours. There are numerous small coffee estates on the Siru malei 
Hills, Dindigul Taluq, and also in the Periakolum Taluq of the Madura District ranging 
from 5 to 40 acres each, chiefly held by ryots. Chincona plantations have been com- 
menced at Kodaikanal and ShamagonUr and Tea and Chincona at Kodaikanal and Neutral 
Saddle

The ICodikanal Hills arc reached by tram to Amnianaikanoor Station, S. I. R. ; from 
thence by transit (to be ordered a short time before wanted by letter to T. M. Namasivayam 
Pillai, “ Transit Agent,” Ammanaicanoor, Madura District) to the foot of the ghat at 
Kustnappa Naik’s Tope, andfiom thence up the lulls by ehairs and bearers,! (m Humber 
fiom 8 to 10 according to the weight to be earned,) or by tatoo ponies at the rate of two to 
each person to bo earned. The tiunsit agent will ai range thus it asked. 

Supplies of food, bread, Ac., may be obtained through maistues who come from Pena- 
kulam once a week to leoeive orders for a week’s supply. The transit agent should be 
asked to anange foi the fiist week’s supply befoiehand andfoi a supply of firewood. 

Stores and luggage may be sent fiom Amnianaikanoor by the transit agent, at reasonable 
rates, and aie earned up the lulls at a chaigeofK annas for 50 lbs The wage of each 
bearer canymg a chan oi dhooly is 10 annas, and the lure for ponies is 8 annas to Yengai- 
pai ay, one 'Rupee to the 0th mile stone, Rs 1-8 to Shemaganur, and twd Rupees to Kodi- 
kanal, or Neutral Saddle. 

There is a very good travellers bungalow at Aimnnnaikanoor, with a maty and cook ; 
breakfast and dimu r ran be trot fiom them, but notice should be given to them befoiehand 
The best tune to stait 4 o» : l > * lull’s fiom this bungalow is 8 or 0 at night aftei dinner so as 
to reach the foot, m tm \*ry eaily morning and begin the ascent. Torches should be 
ordered when tlieie is no moonlight 

Thei e is a good public bungalow at Penakulam, 4 miles from the foot of the Ghaut, 
wheie it, is usual to stop to w;i4i and change clothing, the transit agent will here also obtain 
supplies (In e id, eggs. Ac ,) m the village for travellers needing them.

THE RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES ACT, 1880, 

Parsed 9th January 1880. 


An Act to confer certain Powers on Religious Societies,

and whereas it is also expedient to provide for the relief

An Act for the Appointment of Persons to the Office of Kazi. 

Whereas by.the preamble to Act No. XI of 1864 act to i epeal the law i elating to the, 
office* of Hindu and Muhammadan Law Officer* and to the offices oj Kdzt-ul- Kuzdat ' and of 
Kdziy and to abolish the fat met offices) it was (among other things) declared that it was 
inexpedient that the appointment of the Kazi-ul-Kuzdat, or of City, Town or Pargana 
K&zis should be made by the Government, and by the same Act the enactments relating 
to the appointment by the Government of the said officers were repealed ; and whereas 
by the usage of the Muhammadan community in some par^s ot British India the pre- 
sence of Kazis appointed by the Government is requned at the celebration ot marriages 
and the performance of certain other rites and ceremonies, and it is therefore expedient 
that the Government should again be empowered to appoint persons to tho office of 
K&zi ; It is hereby ^enacted as follows — 

Short title. 1. This Act may be called “ The K£zis* Act, 1880 

Commencement. and it shall come into force at once. 

It extends, in the first instance, only to the territories administered by the Governor 
of Fort St. George in Council. But any other local
